Pickens -and his associate, Alex 
Sloan, who knows the champ slug- 
ger, aHe promoting auto races and 
free acts for more than 100 fairs. 
They claim that the Rlnplinf,s and 
the fair syndicate are ready to back 
Ruth as a big draw should organ- 
ized ba.seball back «p Miller Hug- 
gln.H' decree that Ruth be .xiled 
from the diamond for an imleflnite 
period. Pickens will offer Ruth a 
two-year contract. 

The scheme, should negotiations 
be concluded, would feature Ruth 
working out in a big tent and swat- 
ting the offerings of local Walter 
Johnsons into a i)ig not. This 
would be nothing but hatting 
practice.

GREENWioT VILLAGE 



The real night life of Greenwich 
VlUaRe obtains behind cloHed doot-a. 
It Is seldom accessible to the "slght- 
aeers" who would undoubtedly get 
■^a greater kick out of these noc- 
turnal revels than the select group 
of Villagers who gradually become 
aurfeited through a continual round 
•f gay parties. 

Villagers or rather that portion 
of the group comprising the In- 
telllgentaia stage their revels In 
■umptuous studios and occuaslonal- 
ly permit the uninitiated to look on, 
but not as frequently as the fiction 
writers woi»ld have one bellev?. 
Even In this supposedly elite set 
they are not. beyond permitting "a 
well heeled friend" to "finance a 
party" with the serious thinking 
group supplying llttJe other than 
their presence, the studio space 
and perchance a routine of "cooch 
dancers" masquerading under the 
guise of "models." 

The hobohemlan element also 
have their parties but less preten- 
tious than those "thrown" by the 
Bupposedly upper classes. This is 
mainly due to their inability to 
. come In contact with as many 
"live ones" as the evudio dwellers. 
Anything a "Party" 
J^urnlshed rooms are an unknown 
quantity to the Village set. Prac- 
tically any two-by-four room mas- 
querades as a studio and two 
bottles of synthetic gift and a pot 
of spaghetti are sufficient provo- 
cation for the hobohemlans' party. 
Neither class of the resident 
Villagers steps out much In the 
public places down there. The 
tariff is too high for one reason 
and they're too smart for another. 
— Several years back enterprising 
showmen cashed In neatly on the 
studio party angle until the cops 
got onto the fact these rackets 
were little else than sublimated 
Btags, stepping in and queered the 
graft. 

The studios and the speakeasies 
provide a welcome hideaway for 
revellers from the suburbs once 
they are taken Into the circle. The 
Intimacy and privacy have a double 
barrelled appeal for a Hackensack 
sport with a double "sawbuqk" who 
can make a night of It and figure 
he Is petting a run for his money 
in one of these private "joints," 
whereas he wouldn't last half an 
hour in one of the pubs. 

Thoughtful Landlord* 
Landlords and landladies are also 
a thoughtful lot and never question 
the carryings on of their tenants 
so long as outward decency pre- 
vails. They figure they're getting 
the limit In rentals and laugh off 
any suggestion of curtailing, hang-^ 
Ing on to the stereotyped retort: 
"Youth must have its fling." 

Greenwich Village, the Boobery's 
Gehenna, the Yokel's Paradise, the 
Biggest Bunktown and exponent of 
the not so gentle art of gyp and 
take, is on its last legs. Kven the 
city hicks are hep to the larceny, 

Allegedly and reputedly muchly 
garnished with art, the long-hair 
stuff has given rise to short-change 
tactics by the smart Alecks who 
have commercialized the Latin 
Quarter of (Jreater New York and 
made it a moans for reaping a mun- 
dane financial harvest from the ro- 
mance and charm that may have 
once distinguished the Village. If 
such were the case — the truly artis- 
tic element, that is-»^it hasn't been 
evident this past decade at least. 

When Polly Halilday had the 
Grrenwlrh Village Inn, and which 
In those pre-war days still retained 
something of 'he grandeur and 
glory that was Greenwich Village. 
It marked the teginnlng of the end 



stamping ground of the native and 
Broadway Bohemians, gradually 
but surely lost Us native lustre and 
took on the sham of the make-be- 
lieve. 
The uptowner was to blame. 

"Names" in Those Daya 
In those days, rubbing shoulders 
with the native were theatrical lum- 
inaries from the outer world above 
14th street and chiefly hailing from 
Broadway and 42d street. Fannie 
Brlce, Al Jolson, Milton Sills and 
others were "among those present" 
on memorable nights In Pollys 
place. But with their advent, the 
unassuming, inconspicuous, retiring 
Bohemian was soon eased out of 
the picture. 

The Brice and the Jolson made It 
a habit to entertain Impromptu. 
That sort of thing was great pub- 
licity for Polly and soon she was 
turning tliem away — mostly the 
genuine Bohemian, Including the 
college boys as well, who were as 
much of the picture at that time 
because of their low state of the 
b. r, and high state of animal spirit. 
That brought Barney Gallant into 
the scene. The Inn, picturesque 
and historic for Its "nights," be- 
came a mldtown catering enterprise 
transferred to Sheridan square. 

The night life became artificial 
but, from Barney's and others, more 
Ibcrativo. Motor trade can stand 
the gait more than the omnibus as- 
pirant. The couvert and its under- 
cover courtesies are more Interest- 
ing to the management than any 
amount of up-and-up Bohemianism. 
The latter was great for the ex- 
ploitation and publicity; It served 
its usefulness In paving the way 
as a come-on for the seeker of 
novelty. 

Joshing and Mixing 
The transition has been sad. The 
gaiety and good-fellowshi|>, ever a 
distinguishing mark of the Village 
activities, has given way to stilted 
formality. Because It was the Vil- 
lage, even In thosa prudish days 
(as compared to modern flapper- 
Ism), carefree mixing and Joshing 
were more wholesome In Its unpre- 
tending Joyousness than the reserve 
of today which Is the more forward 
because of the surreptitious hostess 
and go-between stuff. 

The present status of Greenwich 
Village finds night life "shot" for 
the summer. Most of the largeV 
places, depending upon patronage 
from uptowners, close during the 
summer rather than let down the 
barriers that would admit the hol- 
pollol with proprietors advancing 
a theory that you can't mix both 
classes. Once the "kibitzers" are 
given a "look in" you can't get them 
out when you're stylish and spend- 
ing trade resumes patronage," they 
say. 

The latter part of this month 
(September) will see the Village 
In full swing with the $2 and $3 
cover charges again obtaining to 
make the Broadway spenders "^feel 
at home. 

If the cover charges can't con- 
vince that the place Is "class," the 
higher mathematics of the menus 
will erase any existing doubt. Prices 
In the Village would lead one to 
believe prohibition had been also 
declared upon foodstuffs. 

When the'seAson Is In full swing 
the Village boasts at least 12 
cabarets and night clubs that cater 
to an 'Vxc'ublvo" tra/le. .Amonsr 
these are Barney's In Went Third 
street, which generally has a name 
orchestra and several entertainers In 
justification of a $2 couvert charge. 
Barney's is run by Barney Gallant 
who gets the cream trade of the 
Village but puts up the shutters 
from May to the latter part of Sep- 
tember. 

Jimmy Kelly's Places 
Jimmy Kelly's Allegrla cabaret on 
Sullivan street Is another which gets 
a heavy winter play but also closes 
for the warm months. Jimmy has 
reopened his Hester street resort for 
summer but will return to the Vil- 
lage sfand late this month. The 
Village Inn continues through sum- 
mer and gets a strong play. It has

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EXIT THE MONOLOGIST 

By WALTER C. KELLY

Back in the closin;; years oi the 
last century I etood one snowy 
Sunday evening on the stage of the 
old Grand opera house at Sih ave- 
nue and 23nl street, New York, 
bowing my grateful aeknowledg- 
mentti to the riutoua acclaim of a 
capa:lty house, this being my first 
f)rofessional appearance in the role 
Of "Tht \'ii-.t?lnia Judge." 

Laughter had l)eei so spontaneous 
tmd continuouo that I became un- 
certain as to whether the audience 
was guying my etTorts or meant it 
fts a real tribute to my talent and 
material. My doubts were'eoon di.s- 
polle when dear old Ted Marks, the 
J -presario of the Grand's Sunday 
night concerts, crashed Into my 
dressing room wit> an immediate 
ofTe. for the following Sunday of 
double salary, which meant $lt. 

Since that eventful night I have 
traveled to far corners of the earth 
end me. the aristocrats and proleta- 
Tlats of the Engllsh-speakiii;i world. 
London. Bombay, Johannesburg, 
Melbourne, San Francisco, Boston, 
Washington and New Orleans, and 
every other city of Importarce have 
since confirmed the judgment of that 
8th avenue audience of the last 
century. i 

And yet, despite that for all these 
years the public, press and circuit 
owners and local managers have 
showered me with every jourteay 
and still shower me with offers, I 
cannot help but feel that we are 
witnessing the passing of the monol- 
oglst from the field of public en- 
tertainment. But I do not in the 
least attribute this to any lack of 
popularity with either public, press 
«r manager. 

In tUs form of entertainment, the 
three causes which I believe will 
bring It about are, first, the dearth 
of competent recruits, owing to the 
fact that no other effort in the field 
of public amusement requires or de- 
mands such originality or makes 
such heavy demands upon the ner- 
vous system. This will probably 
cause a smile among the laymen 
and that portion of the profession 
who appear in singles or group acts, 
In which orchestra, scerery, cos- 
tumes, shapely llnibs, etc., all con- 
tribute to the genera, effect. 
50,000 Acts 
In proof of this statement, how- 
ever, I need but point to the fact 
that there is in vaudeville . this 
■Writing, or available for it through 
the medium of cabarets, lay-offs, 
^ etc., j,t least 50,000 acts that may be 
safely divided as follows: "jazz 
band.s, 1,000; acrobats, 5,000; hoof- 
era, 23,000; Mammy singers, 7,995; 
musical acts, l.OOO; singles, doubles, 
trios, etc., sketch teams, mind 
readers, "My next Impression will 
be," cartoonists, old-timeni, tab- 
Jolds. "appearing in person," nut 
comics, sister acts, quartets, etc., 
12,000; monologists, 5. 

These figures are app-oximately 
correct and are i plendid proof of 
my contention. The second c;uise, 
which I believe has largely contrib- 
uted to the pasulng of not only the 
monologist, but to most all worth- 
while efforts In vaudeville, can be 
largely attribute . to the sordid com- 
mercialism of the small-tlmo cir- 
cuit owners who have, through 
their choice of programs, so pol- 
luted the public taste that v.-hatever 
clean and Intelligent pitronage 
they once held have lost all inter- 
eat In either the programs or the 
pert<onalitles therein. The majority 
of acts on all small-time bills, oon- 
BClous of their mediocrity, .-nake no 
demands for billing or notices, and 
gradually become a herd with no 
pride of name or place In their 
chosen field, content with the serf's 
reward of food and lodging. 

Tiie result of this policy has been 
BO fatal to the development of talent 
or artistry, that in the past ten 
years the small-time has not de- 
veloped one conspicuous succe.ssful 
or outstanding artist in any field; 
and it one po.ssesslng the divine 
spark .should arise amongst them, 
three-a-day and four on .Saturday 
and Sunday would speedily destroy 
toth his or hir health and ambition. 
Lauyhs and Films 
My third brief and final rea.son 
In l)olieving Uiat Miss Beatrice 
Hereford, Julius Tanncn, Senator 
For'l, I). D. H. and myself are prac- 
tically through, is that_ the movie 
magnate.s would pay one million 
dollars for a film that could get as 
many laughs as any of the above 
named artists do in 20 minutes. This 
la nwely a mecbamlcal fact. It may 



yet be our good fortune to reach 
and collect from as big an audience 
through the medium of the radio as 
the screen does with its unlimited 
I egativea. Until then, I fear that 
the dulcet voice and compelling hu- 
mor of myself and comical col- 
leagues will be restricted to a very 
narrow field. 

However, to the memory of J. W. 
Kelly, Jim Glenroy, Hughey Dough- 
erty, Nat Wills, Jim Cullen, Joe 
Welch, Lew DocksUder, Kube Dlck- 
ingson, George Fuller Golden, Frank 
Kogarty and Charlie Case, this last 
thin line of defense, I pledge we 
shall not be silent. We shall speak, 
and the hills will answer, though in 
Lincoln 'tis lost on the air. v" .

A similar bit of business occurs in the new Charlie Chaplin picture, 
"The Gold Rush," and Harold Lloyd's "The Freshman" (not released 
antll Sept. 20). It is the bit of both comedians when on a dance floor 
commencing to lose their trousers. Not worked exactly in the same 
manner, but closely enough in idea to cause wonderment that two pie. 
tures holding it should contain the same idea while both were in the 
making. "The Freshman" was shown at a pre- view in New York about 
a month ago. 

Also in the Chaplin picture is a piece of comedy business new to the 
screen, and which will receive much credit for originality. It Is, how. 
ever, a slight variation of the "finger dancing" as x>erformed for a long 
while by Ward and Culhane in vaudeville. Later Marty Culhane did 
the same thing in Broadway cabarets. Chaplin adds his exquisite 
pantomime to the bit, thereby taking it out of the usual.

Like all vaudevillians of the older school, biq 
Fields is loyaL Goodman gave Fields his stage chance in "Poppy," 
when he spoke lines for the first time, and Mr. Goodman has stated that 
he would take Bill's flip of the finger more readily as an agreement 
than his signature. "Sally" is an adaptation In a way of "Poppy."

Bellevue Ho«ipltal suffering from 
Internal injuries, a possible akuU 
fracture and Injuries to both legs. 

An attorney representing the ac- 
cused appeared before Magistrate 
Corrlgun and asked that a nominal 
bail be fixed. The magistrate said 
he would not set ball until he re- 
ceived an official certificate from the 
hospital authorities Indicating that 
Trench was in no danger of deatn 
The lawyer went to the hospital and 
succeeded In obtaining the requfrei 
certlflcate. 

The doctors stated that Trencher 
im in no immediate danger of death 
and appeared to be recovering. 
Neither of the three men were able 
to get the amount of ball and were 
returned to their cella. It Is be- 
lieved that when the case is called 
on Sept. 4 a reduction in bail will 
b« aaked for. 

Trencher's Statement 
The New Y irk "Evening Graphic" 
Monday printed an exclusive inter- 
view with the" waiter. Trencher. In 
the hospital. In which was said: 

"Denying that he 'started a fight 
by throwing a fork,' Sol Trencher, 
waiter, who charges he was thrown 
from a ninth -story room at the 
Hotel Flanders by Broadway actors 
to whom he had just served a meal, 
made the first statement he has 
been well enough to make since the 
incident exclusively to The 'Graphic.' 
"Following the trial of his al- 
leged assailants, J. Robert Pauline, 
Jack Phillips and Henry Case, at 
which each was held In $25,000 ball. 
Mrs. Margaret Pauline, wife of one 
of the men, came forth with a 
statement that Trencher was not 
hurled from the window at all, but 
that the fall was an accident.

try, to be launched Oct. 19. Of 
this amount $146,000 will b« used 
for space in newspapers and maga- 
zines. The balance of the $1,000,000 
will be apportioned as follows: 
$425,000 to be spent by the All Year 
Club and $425,000 by the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, with 
$150,000 to remain In control of 
both organizations to be used only 
in the event of emergency. 

Another campaign will be Insti- 
tuted ag.ain in the spring for the 
purpose of attracting summer |our- 
Ists. It la expected that arrange- 
ments will be made with the three 
railroads coming hers from the 
oast to shorten the running schedule 
of 68 hours. Conferences have been 
held with ofTlclals of the roads and 
It Is quite likely that the running 
time of the crack trains of each of 
these roads will be cut to between 
50 and 55 hours between Chicago 
and Los Angoles. 

At the present time no excess is 
charjred on these trains. When 
speeded up, the roads may charge 
a bonus of $25 to travel on the 
trains.

The cellerette cabarets, quite the 
thing down there two years ago, are 
gradually passing out. Against 40 
of these places In operation are left 
but five. Two are at the rear of 
Jefferson Market, Trilby's, which 
caters to a "temperamental" set, and 
Miami Inn, conducted by Charles 
Reed, whose Purple Pug was . ,ie of 
the first Village night life places but 
which has been closed for several 
years. The College Club, Club Dea 
Artistes and the Jolly Friars Club 
are the others. The 45 discarded 
stands have been reclaimed as coal 
cellars and bootblack stands, their 
original trade before the cabaret 
craze hit the Village.

pletion and spotted at points of 
destination. However, a solution to 
the problem has already been out- 
lined by the managers. It Is ex- 
pected no vexatious delays will tie 
up the September premieres. 

It was authoritatively stated Mon- 
day that stage crews will handle in- 
dividual productions, that is the 
crew of each house and show will 
move the production Into the thea- 
tres. Since the trucks are idle in 
various transfer garages it is up to 
the managers to secure others and 
It is planned to hire moving vans as 
substitutes. 

The break In the managers' favor 
came about through the fact the 
transfer employees are not affiliated 
with the stage hands urtion, in fact 
theirs is a "rump" union having 
been forced out of the A. F. L. some 
years ago following charge.i of in- 
subordination. The baggage handlers 
later advised the union leaders, they 
would remain out of the' federation 
Indennltely, Without affiliation the 
sta^e hands are not obligated In any 
way to aid the transfer and bap- 
Kase men. The "rump" union in- 
cludes the workers employed by 
New York pnasnnKcr transfer com- 
panies, theso men having gov.e on 
strike last week. Since the theatri- 
cal branch was under contract with 
the managers until September the 
walkout was delayed so far as 



Broadway was concerned. 

There is a close group of transfeif 
truckmen known as the Allied Thea- 
trical Transfermen. The strike Is 
really against this group of truck! 
owners, not the managers. The 
owners advised the International 
Theatrical Association that the men 
demanded a wage increase, the 
managerial officers replying the 
truckmen could pay the handlers aa 
much as they wanted, but that the 
showmen would not stand for an 
increase In hauling rates. 

A peculiar angle to the strike Is 
the absence of rancor on the part 
of the transfer truck owners. It Is 
Intimated the owners really encour- 
aged the men to hold out for an 
Increase, figuring the managers 
would be hampered in opening new 
shows, resulting in a forced Increase 
In haulage rates. 

The striking theatrical transfer 
truckmen are asking an Increase of 
$1 per day. Wages for the work 
average $17 daily per man, but the 
men rarely work more than two or 
three days weekly because move- 
ments are generally accomplished 
over the week end. 

The managers contend, however, 
that handling and moving produc- 
tions is one of the most trouble- 
some factors in theatricals, not 
only in New York, but elsewhere. 
The rates for hauling were claimed 
to have been boosted to the limit 
about two years ago. The show- 
men's complaint is more about the 
working conditions Imposed rather 
than the actual rates. Frequently 
two hours' work entails pay for a 
full day. While the Intimation of 
the owners backing the strike may 
apply to theatrical work, no such 
charge has been made for the repu- 
ta,r passenger baggage transfer 
companies, who declined wage in- 
crease demands and closed up shop. 
Travelers into and out of New 
York are carrying trunks in taxi- 
cabs, the strikers not interfering. 

Legitimate and burle-sque houses 
may be prlnciiially affected by tlio 
strike, vaiuleville tlioatres prob.nl'ly 
not helner concerned at all because 
of transfer companies specializing 
in that Held.

The MarlnelU office has failed to 
renew its International represen- 
tation In London, Berlin and other 
European cities, and as a result has 
dropped out as a factor In Interna- 
tional bookings. 

This would ordinarily make the 
field an open one for the blg-tlme 
agents, but the sanction of Mondorf 
or Darling, necessary before a 
booking can bs consirmmatcd, the 
K.-A. agents figure a scouting trip 
would be a waste of effort.

England's Risky Roads 

London, Aug. 11. 

Considering the compara- 
tively small area covered by 
London and the provincea the 
number of really serious motor 
accidents resulting In loss of 
life Is appalling. This is fre- 
quently due to insufficient 
warning of hidden turnings 
and danger spots. Motor- 
cyclist scouts and Automobile 
Association slKns do their best 
to minimize the trouble in the 
country while traffic control 
wrestles with it In London and 
the cities. The precautions 
are however inadequate and 
experts have been for some 
time trying to find a solution 
to the problem. 

Now the Ministry of Trans- 
port is experimenting with % 
device which it is horod will 
cut down road accidents, seri- 
ous or otherwise, by 60 per 
cent The idea is an auditle 
warning on the hooter elari"» 
installed at crossroads and 
junctions as well as other dan- 
ger spots. This signal will be 
operated by electric current 
crossing the roads. Any ve- 
icle passing over a th'ii strip 
of road automatically sounds 
the hooter which by a distinc- 
tive note warns all otner traffic 
on the crossroads that special 
care must be taken. The .lootor 
will give Its warning for a defi- 
nite period and not In one 
blast. The Transport experi- 
ments are at the moment on- 
centrating on acquiring a note 
so different to that of the or- 
dinary motor horn that the 
hearing of all within a big 
radius cannot fall to be at- 
tracted. 

One of the gravest perils on 
British roads today Is the great 
number of char-a-banes con- 
veying holiday sightseers. So 
determined are the owneri of 
these vehicles to "make hay 
while the sun shines" that they 
never lay off to allow the cdrs 
to be examined, with the re- 
sult that brakes and gears gen- 
erally are In anything but 
sound condition. The drivers 
enter Into the spirit of the 
thing and encouraged by 
bonuses "race" without regard 
to the stream of other traffic 
or their own passengers.

The numbers led by the soubret 
and ingenue died standing up, al-

.showed pretty wardrobe. The near- 
est approach to a voice among the 
women is the prima donna's. Her 
specialty in "one" got some re- 
turns. 

Near the finale of act one, 13 
colored musicians, with a prepon- 
derance of brass, speed up the pro- 
ceedings for the finale. To this ac- 
companiment Ethel Walker "coos" 
a couple of blues songs that stood 
out in contrast to what had gone 
before, and the usual hard, wild- 
working chorus tossed tbair torsos 
about for the first genuine returns 
of the evening. Henry Drake led 
the musickers, using cork and big 
shoes for comedy effect. A trio 
brass arrangement 'of a classical 
number was a bit drawn out, but 
the band worked, hard and sold It- 
self. \ 

After intermis.sion the colored 
Drake and Walker Revue opened. 
The white musicians had given over 
the pit to the Jazz band, now re- 
duced to nine in number. This 
gave the revue about six male prin- 
cipals and a company of nine col- 
ored girls.

All four of the men, includ- 
ing a tough cop, become inoculated 
with femininity. Sambo succumb- 
ing la.st. 

The spontaneous laughs In the 
revue occur upon the few occlasions 
when the principals lapB* into na- 
tive Ethiopian dialect. Wlren they 
stick to the book they don't do so 
well. 

The chorus is 60 percent of the 
show and like all colored choruses 
sets an endurance record for ap- 
pearances and pep. The only white 
si>eclallst to click in the first half 
I was Win Ferry, the Frong Man, in 
his contortion act. The act was 
built up by a ballet of chorus girls 
In frog costumes. Ferry's own set 
was used and made quite a flash. 

Reld has made a valiant effort to 
give them something different, but 
neither his white nor colored sec- 
tion can be expected to draw busi- 
ness In current shape. In the white 
department it seems to be a ques- 
tion of people and material. The 
colored half needs direction also. 
Too much dancing and too little 
comedy as it stands. Con.

Hypnotists — even those faking 
hypnotists of the stage, with their 
shills, capers and plants — are aware 
that stronger will power right- 
fully exercised over a person afflict- 
ed by catalepsy frequently does sub- 
ject at least the body or limbs to a 
state of rigidity. It calls for a medi- 
cal opinion as to whether catalepsy 
Is Indicative of a weaker mentality — 
sub-normal might be better— and the 
same opinion should be expressed 
as to the strength of the mentality 
of those owning receding chins. 

However, the fact remains that at 
the Apollo the other evening re- 
ceding chins were In the majority, 
only exceeded by a collection of men 
of all ages who looked like catalep- 
tlcs, though they may not have 
t)een. 

This type of audience Is not un- 
common around burie.tquu theatres 
But In the regular or blg-tlme bur- 
I'Bsque houses a more general mix- 
ture is found among the male pa- 
trons. At the Apollo were women, 
young as a rule, though the audi- 
ence was sprinkled with older ones. 

Some sort of exchange ticket Is In 
effect at the uptown MInsky house 
A line to the box office was slowly 
exchanging, holding what, read at a 
fast glance, to be a sort of sea. son's 
exchange ticket. For an additional 
sum tickets were given for upstairs. 
as the treasurer was holding the 
few orchestra seats left at $1.50 for 
full cash buyers. While the scale 
board declares the $1.50 Is for "front 
orchestra seats," the cash customers 
who paid $1.50 got them right back 
to the rear wall. 

And the house was packed. 
Standees on every floor. Just for 
an ordinary burlesque show, borrow- 
ing its material, as many another 
h.'ia done, digging up the old bits, 
and lacking in talent or material, 
depending upon the ever get 'om

pay $1 no and don't receive $1.50

It should bo 'Si)ic>." \. iuii they 
can get away with it at $110 .inj 
$'>.r)0 in Broadway hou.';cs. why |iirk 
on lL'.")th street? Th;it there is an 
audience for these shows downtown 
(Shows ihat have girls in indecent 
undress, whereas that at least is ab- 
sent uptown) i.s tittested to by the 
gross weekly, and that there is an 
audience for this sort r)f show in 
H.'iriem, also m any other large city 
or neighl)orhood, goes without ques- 
tion. If they want burlesque of that 
iiescription, a show the cops can't 
pin; h, give it to them. 

No merit to the Miuaky stock peo- 
ple, principals or choristers with 
one exception— Ina Hayward. Miss 
Hayward is a prima donna of dig- 
nified carriage, though in this as- 
semblage, and with a voice she can 
use. li makes one wonder just how 
Miss Hiyward haptiens to be here 
(notwithstanding she is fully re- 
called). 

In comedians there ia Joe Rose, 
a sort of blend of f^ank Tlnney, 
Bobby Clark, Victor .Moore and Mill 
Cressy, i.oing things others have 
done much better, of course, before 
him. One bit, for example, was the 
undressing (trousers) during the 
family quarrel, taken from this sea- 
son s "Scandals," although at the 
Apollo It was deemed necessary to 
make the ending dirtier. Likewise 
In the number staging, the best was 
the up and down movement in the 
single line from the Winter Garden 
show ("l*romenade"). 

An hour or so of this performance 
was plenty. With an aisle seat 20 
minutes would have been enough. Yet 
the chances are you couldn't tear thp 
neighbors out of their chairs be- 
fore the final curtain. liecause at 
the Apollo you never can tell when 
they are going to pull a "cooch." In 
one number all of the choristers did 
It, 18, as motley a mob as could be 
asked for In any the.itre, all shades 
and nationalities with looki. as 
varied. They must have been picked 
In the dark or because they live in 
Harlem. 

i Yet tho MInsky scheme h:.s proven 
'Itself, In stock burlesque, o • the 
Lower East Side and the ITpper 
West Side. It may prove that In 
New York It Isn't a matter of geog- 
raphy, merely one of legs and tlghta. 
and the "cooch" for the clincher, 
stage and possibly as an extra In- 
ducement, while the girls were 
standing In the aisles during one 
song: 

"The reason the glrla are among 
you, ladles and gentlemen, L be- 
cause we want you to become ac- 
quainted with them. They are verjr 
nice girls and none of them can say 
no. Verv charitable, too You should 
know them better The entrance to 
the stage door Is on 126th street." 

And may it be suggested that If 
Mr. Rose was not addressing a col- 
lection of cataleptlcs or receding 
chins or chumps, that they yet may 
become all three If accepting Mr. 
Rose's Invitation seriously? 

That may be part of tbc MInsky 
plan. It gets the money, for Its gets 
the people, those people and those 
girls an(l those shov,'s. 

The best thing of the performance, 
or as much of It as seen, was a song 
number to waltz melodies. In the 
course of which stood out that num- 
ber, which has hit :he west so hard 
and is hound to hit the east the 
same, "The Midnight Waltz." 

"The Midnight Waltz" stood off 
all of the rest, including the "cooch."* 

Possibly Claire Devlne believes she 
should have a word for her acting 
In the bedroom scene (undressing 
bit). She should, or she did her 
share much beyond Mr. Rose. 

This burlesque stock thing is unto 
Itself In the show business. Mr st 
times It falls, but In the larger 'ties 
often thrives. The downtown bunch 
.should go uptown and get a load of 
this stuff — It's worth It, but get 
an aisle seat. Hime.

Uax Fischer, known as one ot 
the foremost orcheaira men on the 
Coast, cornea forth with an ideal 
combination. He ha.s an organiza- 
tion of 10 men besides himself, all 
o< whom are youthful and have a 
knowledKe of harmony and rhythm. 
The act la assembled primarily 
for stage presentation. The ar- 
ranKements are so made as to give 
a novel impression, far superior In 
rhythm to that of the majority of 
dance bands In vaude houses. For 
the opening they have a "soft" ar- 
rangement of Wagner's Tannhauser 
which commands attention. The 
second number was a pop novelty. 
One saxophonist, with a pleasant 
tenor voice, renders a chorus. Fol- 
lowing was a special arrangement 
of the "No, No, Nanette" score. 
Here Fischer does a little solo work. 
Next came a hot number in which 
all the boys have an opportunity 
to show their solo ability. Follow- 
ing this was "Minnetonka. This 
was one of the features of the for- 
mer act. It is a classic In arrange- 
ment and rendition. To close Fis- 
cher uses "Moonlight and Roses," 
the arrangement including all of 
the various rose type songs that 
have been popular. 

Fischer has an aggregation which 
will have no trouble In being able 
to acclimate itself to a dance floor 
and give as good terpslchorean 
melody .is they do for the stage, 
where they rank among the top 
notchers.

"The Fashion- 
ettes" have gotten awi»y from the 
beaten path of sterotyped dance 
flashes. The boys are there with 
the foetwork, shining especially In 
acrobatic stuff, wiih the band ren- 
dering adequate acompanlment for 
the dancing, and also giving a good 
account of Itself In several Instru- 
mental selections spacing the danc- 
ing. 

The boys open the turn In "one" 
In grotesque make-up and carrot 
wigs for an old- fashioned solo, and 
later trotting on the girl In ante- 
quated costumes for an 1860 "Fol-' 
lies" ensemble.

In this one of the boys 
showed some i^markably clever 
ankle steps, especially appreciated 
by the upper tiers customers who 
are generally better Judges of hoof- 
ing than the downstairs crowd. The 
band followed with a selection vo- 
calizing the chorus, with the boys 
returning for a "hop dance" set to 
Chinatown arias, and with one as a 
Chink and the other an addict. An- 
other selection by "The Fashion- 
ettes" bridged a costume change for 
the dancers, with the latter return- 
ing for some speedy stepping for a 
finish.

Yet he haui 
carried many of the tricks' from 
his former skit, with the new one a 
sort of sequel on the would-be wise 
hick which Conley essays so welL 

In "Slick as ever" Conley is a 
hick from the bucolic regions with 
a "lady klHer" complex. Accom- 
panied by a noisy suit and brown 
derby the hick has come all the 
way from Ithaca Falls to New 
York to sow a few wild oatu and 
give the big town dames a treat. 
He has used a supposed consulta- 
tion with a New York physician as 
a stall for the trip. He makes good 
in picking out an M. D. whom he 
immediately recognized as one 
carrying on a liaison in the home 
town. The latter attempts to put 
him right and also permit him to 
get mall at ala offlce. 

After suggesting a tour of the 
bright light cafes the hick wants to 
be set right as to how he may ac- 
quire the desired feminine com- 
panionship to accompanir him on 
his tour, with the doctor suggest- 
ing NMit all he will have to do is 
to walk up any thoroughfare a«id 
ogle the first girl he meets. 

The expedition eventually lands 
him in a swell menage on River- 
side drive. The onslaughts of the 
mistress, her French maid and a 
flapper niece convince him he's a 
born sheik and give impetus to 
much rollicking comedy. Conley's 
mugging and "wise-cracks" pro- 
vide no end of laughter. Also his 
meekness when manhandled by the 
feminine trio. 

At the climax the girls are all 
fighting over him when the butler 
announces that the woman's hus- 
band is coming up the back stairs. 
Nobody wants to meet him. The 
hick hides under the sofa. The 
husband, none other than the doc- 
tor, rushes in brandishing a gun 
but when he speaks the rube 
recognizes the voice and the salu- 
tation from below stays the trigger 
finger. Conley departs for Ithaca 
Falls to prove to the boys around 
the poolroom he is slicker than 
ever. 

Mack has evidently used the gag 
about the guy who was told to get 
oft at 72d street and cleaned it up 
a bit for vaudeville. The act has 
the makings of a good skit when 
pruned a bit and played more 
evenly. It can easily stand cutting 
of 10 minutes of Inconsequential 
stuff at the beginning. 

Several songs, undoubtedly spe- 
cials, have been spotted and dis- 
tributed between Conley. the girl 
do'ing the Frenchy, the flapper and 
also a duet between Conley and 
the other woman near the end. 
Conley handles his numbers with 
the same eccentric delivery as of 
yore but seemed handicapped with 
a cold Monday night. 

The act Is attractively mounted, 
especially the full stage set which 
shows an elaborate drawing room 
oiferlooklnff the Hudson and with 
Pnllsades park in brilliants in the 
distance. The support is adequate 
and the vehicle is there when cut 
to 25 minutes.

Harris' old man la amusing. He 
has as much trouble with his legs 
as any other stage octegenari and 
keeps in character to the finale 
which finds him doing the "Charles- 
ton."

Corlnne HImber is assisted by her 
brother Dick, who formerly did a 
somewhat similar turn with Helen 
Patterson. Murray Stark accom- 
panies unobtrusively at the piano, 
not even coming in for the usual 
stall solo. Miss HImber is a dancer 
of merit, scoring chiefly with a 
waltz and a gypsy adagio. A 
novelty toe dance did not seem to 
be 80 successful and might be re- 
placed by something in which she 
Is more apt. 

ghe makes three costume changes, 
the first a rather daring affair that 
displayed her pretty figure to ad- 
vantage but the next two not quite 
as revealing. Perhaps if the order 
were reversed the act might finish 
stronger. 

Dick HImber is a violinist, adept 
chiefly at the Jazz stuff, although 
offering a fairly satisfactory classi- 
cal solo. He also assists his sister 
in her dances, but addv little in the 
way of grace to them as he Is in 
cllned to be rather heavy.

The pianist is the baritone, com- 
ing in. chiefly for the harmony ef- 
fects. He has one piano solo that 
Is not extraordinary. His partner 
is a tenor, occasionally employing 
a high, sweet falsetto to good ef- 
fects. His solo ballad doesn't cut 
much ice but when he starts In 
dancing, particularly the much- 
abused "Charleston," the act at- 
tains a sizzling pace. 

The men make the mistake of 
exaggerating the muRglng and ges- 
tures too much.

io is roughed about be.^Ub he 
wants what the tailor hasn't — a suit 
with a belt in the back. James 
Hamilton is the salesman with lier- 
nice Page a bit. 

The best comes when the cus- 
tomer Is being measured and Moe 
sings the numbers. However, the 
"Blue Front" is not a laugh getter, 
nor is It as good as reputed at the 
time of orlglsal try out. It is just 
an Idea worked out to mediocre re- 
sults. 

Price's single In which he Is aided 
by Hamilton Is worth while although 
Monday nigM the routine was short 
At least two numbers in ^t the 
matinee were out at night.

The 
"mike" was worked in by Hamilton 
announcing "over the air" that the 
stars were late, so Price happe is in. 
The best scoring number in the 
imitations was Jimmy Hussey ring- 
ing "Katz Is Putting on the Dog." 
He sUrted with Will Rogers and of 
course included Al Jolson. 

Price gave a short encore but did 
not reappear despite continued 
plaudits from the rear.--- it>ee.

Jii.st like the opening number, 
Ferdie Grofo's "Mardi Gras," Vhlch 
slorlfles the fox tmt, Paul White- 
man is glorifying the i>apular dance 
orchestra this week in a manner 
that can't but help reflect glory 
upon himself, his far-sightedness, 
his consummate showmanship and 
his intelligent progressiveness. To 
think that Kcith-Albee vaudeville, 
the world's greatest variety enter- 
prise on earth, should glorify 
Whiteman and hl.i cr.ncert orches- 
tra by paying them the highest 
vaudeville salary on record — $7,500 
weekly for two weeks — speaks 
everything necessary for itself. 

When it Is recalled that White- 
man last spring established a new 
vaudeville lilTh-m.irk ^t J7.000 and 
again topped that as the Inaugrural 
main attraction at (lie ilM'P, mere 
amplification of the Whiteman 
"rhythnionic" prowess Is almost su- 
perfluous. 

Not that Ferdie Grofo, the ace 
arranger of the Whiteman organ- 
ization, is not worthy of at least 
printers' ink recognition on that 
masterful composition of his, which 
opens the Whiteman pronjram. 
"Mardl Gras" la an excerpt from a 
now suite by tlrofe titled "Missis- 
sippi," and if the rest ' It Is half 
as good as the selection offered 
Whiteman has another "Rhapsodic 
In Blue'' for the coming season.

An Individual highlight third in 
the running Is Chester Haslett 
(soloist with "Nadlne"). whose reed 
technique puts him right up in the 
Wiedoeft class. Hazlett Is no musi- 
cal moke, like other comedy reed 
specialists, his stuff being clean 
cut and high grade. His solo, 
dulcet and possessed of that mas- 
terful resonance, is a soothing in- 
terval and Individually inspired MJ^ 
heavy applause barrage. 

The "Rhapsodic In Blue" (Gersh- 
win) had Harry Perella doing a six- 
minute excerpt, that having become 
a Whiteman standard. "I Miss My 
Swiss" introduced another new- 
comer to the Whiteman ranks of 
unusual merit. Jack Sperzel, tuba 
player, whose vocal dialect stuff 
recommends him to any audience. 

The "Do You Rememberr* med- 
ley Incorporated a flock of stuff 
Whltomun has seemingly nursed 
quietly for a surprise. Charlie 
Oaylord and "Skin" Young were a 
team who Impressed Immediately, 
these boys having built a rep for 
themselves in Atlantic City at the 
Hotel Ambassador at the heads of , 
their own bands, Whiteman sign- 
ing them for hla concert tour. They 
play violin and guitar respectively, 
and are possessed of a pair of 
tenor voices that blend well and 
make for smart harmony. Their 
versatility would recommend them 
for a bit more leeway If vaudeville 
time limits permitted. As it is In 
"Let Me Linger I^onger In Your 
Arms" they took heavy applause 
toll. 

Wilbur Hall, showing a new bit 
of simultaneously playing two brass 
Instruments and also the previous 
surefire bicycle pump and comedy 
fiildling is another wlio never tires 
on the auditor. Still another who 
will eventually have his Innings Is 
a new piano "find," Raymond Tur- 
ner. Ills keyboard dexterity la 
matched by an equally pleasing 
personality that will mai*e him an 
invaluable individual card in time. 

And, of course, of the veterans, 
Mike Pingltoro's banjo getaway is 
sureiire for the desired wow finish, 
with Roy Maxon, Henry Husse, , 
Frank .Sietrrist .and Ila/.lott showing 
U|) brilliantly in soh) opportunities.

A. L. Erianger Is said to be perturbed over the American presentation 
of "The Vortex," due at the Henry Miller week of Sept 14. He sug- 
gested some plot changes to Basil Dean, director, and Noel Coward, 
author, each rejecting the Idea of any change. 

Both are financially concerned with the production. They pointed 
out that Erianger saw "The Vortex" in London and accepted It as is. 
Erianger retains his Interest in the show, but is said not to have attended 
any of the rehearsals. 

The theatrical ad rate of the New Tork "Mirror" went up this week 
from 80 to 85 cenU per Une with a five-line minimum. Since the 
"Mirror" began charging 80 cents, a high rate for such a new paper, 
several producers have used the minimum space. The "News," with 
a circulation of over 900.000, charges $1.20 per line, while the "Graphic," 
the evening tab sheet, charges 50 cents with a claimed circulation of

theatrical advertl.sing rate from 25 to 30 cents. 

Chester Howe, in charge of theatre advertising for the tab, states the 
audit figures for September. 1924, gave the circulation as 40,101. This 
is said to have increased to 48,013 at the end of March. 1925, while for 
the last four months the circulation is quoted at a monthly average

Genevieve Ward, how- 
ever, was producing out in the prov- 
inces with a view to testing ve- 
hicles before the beginning of Lon- 
don's season in October. 



The public nowadays roes to the 
theatre much later than it did in 
1876. Then the shows all com- 
menced at 8 o'clock, whilj the va- 
riety bills .otarted at 7.30. Matinees 
were at 2 o'clock and everything 
was over by 10.30. 



"Jin Bludsoe," the character in a 
poem which was swee^ng the coun- 
try at the time, had been drama- 
tized, and Milton Nobles was play- 
ing the role in h''< new drama called 
"Bohemians and Detectives." Com- 
mined with the drar-atic troupe was 
.If.' • P. Rogers " '-Mc and Spe- 
cialty Company, and the outfit wa.s 
touring under Rogers' management. 



Nine men and no more to a base- 
ball team was the rule. No substi- 
tutes, no pinch hitters and 'm- 
posing list of pitchers and general 
utility men. The cover of "Clipper" 
for September 4, 1876, c vrrled an 
engraving of the Excelsior Nine, one 
of the leading outfits. In their play- 
ing clothes the men wore collars, 
bow ties and long pants with white 
braid at the side. The pitcher desig- 
nated himself by holding the ball. 



The principle of theatrical adver- 
tlsihg has not changed since 1876.

The answer to the nev f*iow fii- 
oalion to date is the r 'sumption 
of a last season's success, which 
ImmeUiutciy Jumped to 'eadership 
among the non-musicals. It It 
•The Dove," which laid off durl'iR 
the summer. The first week of tlie 
resumed engagement saw a gross 
of between $13,500 and $14,000, con- 
siderably ahead of the nearest con- 
tender. "The Dove" now figures to 
hold its own through the fail 
period.

$10,600 for last week; "The Poor 
Mut" came next with over $9,000 
and "The Gorilla" followed, while 
the other holdovers trailed.

The new non-musicals appear to 
be led by "Oh, Mama," which got 
between $8,000 and $9,000 at the 
Playhouse last week; "The Kiss in 
a Taxi" ("Five o'clock Man") won 
good notices and had a fair start 
at the Rltz, getting about $7,500 In 
seven performances, meaning a 
weekly pace of $8,500; "The En- 
chanted April" started with a 
17,040 opening week at the Morosco,

Rehearsals of "Sunny," the Dill- 
ingham show which will follow the 
"Follies" at the New Amsterdam 
Sept. 21, are reported to be quite 
turbulent at times. Julian Alfred 
started putting on the numbers but 
a disagreement with Hassard Short, 
staging the book, caused Alfred to 
withdraw, Julian Mitchell stepping 
In. Mitchell also was for walking 
out but Jerome Kern, who has gen- 
eral supervision of the production, 
urged the director to stick, favoring 
his side of a dispute with Short 

"Sunny" waa written by Kern, 
Otto Harbach and Oscar Hammer- 
stein. As rehearsals progressed It 
was discovered the show has the 
same story as "Miss Liberty," a 
musical written by Anne Caldwell, 
Jack Hazzard and Ray Hubbell, and 
announced for production by A. L. 
Erlanger. Hazzard insists the story 
of "Liberty" is original, though 
there is some speculation as to 
whether one set of authors did not 
adapt a foreign farce.

from the cast was not announced, 
was won by Clark Sllvernall. The 
matter concerns the actor's ap- 
pearance In "White Collam" when 
the piece played the Cort under the 
management of Frank Bgan. 

Sllvernall advised the Coast noan- 
ager of hla Inability to play be- 
cause of Illness and ETgan waa re- 
quested to announce the appear- 
ance of a substitute player during 
the performances missed by Sllver- 
nall Eagan failed to comply, al- 
though a provision in Equity con- 
tracts require such action. In an 
Independent arbitration the umpire 
decided that an actoi 'r-. name la his 
trade mark and he waa therefore 
entitled to protection. The decision 
further ordered Sllvernall be paid 
salary for the performances missed, 
instead of the usual pro-rata de- 
duction . 

Egan refused to comply with 
the arbitration and his further re- 
fusal to arbitrate a claim agalnat 
him filed by Mrs. Leslie Carter re- 
suited In action by Equity's Coun- 
cil at last week's meeting. The 
council resolution declared that 
members should decline to appear 
for Egan in any future productions 
until such time aa the alleged 
breaches of contract be straight- 
ened out by the manager. The rea- 
olutlon does not affect Egan'a pres- 
ent attractions. 

Mrs. Carter held a letter form of 
contract and gave up vaudeville 
dates In order to report on the 
Coast. When she arrived there 
Egan was not ready to produce 
the proposed Carter play. She re- 
mained more than six weeks, there- 
after filing a claim against the 
manager.

Br* they missed the distinction 
between the natural and the coni- 
monplnee — between the effective md 
the .iiieffectual negative 

James A. Hearnes' "Shore Acres" 
was a revelation in natural writing 
and acting. 

The "Reading" Actor 

Frank MDuroe, one of llie best of 
our uncrowned actors (Yes, he'.'j 
bald, but I don't mean that. I mean 
that although the producers have 
had hhn for years the.- haven't 
found him yet) told something the 
other jay which hits it off exactly. 

In rehearsal, an actor read ;: 
rythmical line with the mouthing 
elocution with which the "reading 
actor" always mangles such lines. 

"What are you singing for?" asked 
Hearne, the great directo', actor and 
playwright of 30 years ago. 

"Why, It's so beautiful— it's so— 
er — you know — why — " 

"It is," admitted Hearne. "I wish 
to God you didn't know it was a 
good line. Then probably you would 
make It sound human." 

At the next I'ehearsal the beauti- 
ful line was spoken In the ton^s 
one uses when saying "Please pass 
the potatoes." 

"Now, what are you doing?" said 
Hearne'. 

"Speaking it naturally." said the 
smiling Something, triumphantly 
"I am acting naturally." 

"So I see," commented Hearne. 
"The next thing you should learn 
is the difference between acting 
naturally and NATURAL ACT- 
ING." 

The stage hand, who sets a chair 
out and ducks abjectedly for the 
shelter of the wings. Is acting natu- 
rally. But he looks like a fleeting 



pair of pints ju.-?t he SHriie. 
Sound and Vision 

After all. It IS a theatre. The 
audience MUST see and he.a;-. plain- 
ly and satisfyingly. and Che lines of 
sound and vision must he t.iken : ito 
account. An auditorium ni:iy be 
likened to a tank of water. Throw 
in a t>ebble and the little circle of 
ripples eddy exquisitely and sepa- 
rately to the edges of the tank. 
Throw in anothei at the right inter- 
val and the ripples continue, swift 
or slow, but separate and unbroken. 
Splash them in too rapidly and the 
water churns up indistinctly. Air 
is more fluid than water, but the 
principal of sound waves is the 
.same. 

Sight la inst.iutaneoua but the 
brain if an aiulieiice must ha ■ time 
to digest the MKANINC, of each 
move and expie.sslon. Hence they 
must be economized like the pebbles 
of sound. A superiluous movement 
or tone churns up the w.iter. The 
most iiitural actor must keep the 
back wall in mind. Tho distance 
must be taken info consideration. 
Many a scene is . softly deliphlful, 
mai\y a comedian is deliciously 
funny, wlien you are six feet away. 
Natural action, of the literal and 
absolute variety, is not acting liter- 
ally and absolutely naturally. It 
merely SEEMS perfectly natural 
from the front. 

Killing Galleries 

It is not possible to {.aint every- 
thing of one size and still maintain 
prospective and shade. But the 
growing habit of giving nothing at 
all to the last rows has gradually 
killed our galleries. 

And killing our galleries has not 
only cut off, in many cases, the mar- 
gin between profit and loss in play 
production, but it has killed off our 
kindergarten of play goers and 
driven them to the movlea where 
they can at least SEE, and to vaude- 
ville, where they can at least HEAR. 

But drama, while it can never be 
too real, or too believable, or too 
free from the obvious, must first of 
all get plainly across. I believe in 
the thinking actor. But it Is ex- 
pecting too much of the audience to 
ask it to guess what he is thinking 
about.

John Daly has red hair, was bom In 1888, and right in that hot time 
cf the year when asphalt on the Washington atreeta begins doing an 
imi:atlon of glue. Educated at Old Point Comfort College, which ex- 
isted down In Virginia In the days when the Hygeia Hotel was ati:i 
running, he started In the newspaper business on the Phoebus (Va.) 
"Sentinel." He also took up cornet playing and had a repertoire of 
two numbers. This cornet playing and his newspaper work made him 
ambitious, so he apt>lled to the city editor of the Baltimore "Sun" for a 
J( b, but the city *dltor didn't take his 16 years of age seriously and 
that made him figure on more education, eo he entered Georgetown 
University. 

During these years at Georgetown, he covered sports for the "Post" 
In between times and when hie years at college were over, he got a Job 
on the "Pot" regularly at $12 a week. But on this he didn't see how he 
could gratify his love of the theatre so he struck a bargain with Frank 
Morse, who then had the desk, by which he should cover the burlesque 
and small vaudeville houses for a set of passes. Then he gradually 
worked up until he Joined the Washington Bureau of the New York 
"American." He became editor of the New Britain "Herald" and by 
writing an editorial in that paper he unintentionally changed Its politics 
overnight from Republican to Democratic. Then he broke out In verse 
and his "Toast to the Flag" has been put in school books. Later he 
Joined the army in 1917 and after being a rotten K. P.. they made him 
a sergeant. Discharged at San Antonio, he went on the "light" there 
and later went to Hartford, Conn., as policy, director for the "Post." 
After 67 years of existence, the paper curled up and died under his feet 
So he J. ined the United NeWs next and when the dramatic desk on thtt 
' Post" back In Washington became vacant. It waa tendered to him So 
he came back to the home town and began telling the folks about show 
business. He carries two columns, "Footlights and Shadows" In the 
Sunday Issues and "Up and Down the Aisle" in the daily paper. 

Something else— he swears he Isn't writing a play and never will. 

However, that's something else again.

The i>l<-asaiU little ro- 
mance of Mile. Trent nl (actually 
of ll>). !i"d Cap ain JinUs provide: 
the most intellig;eiit and least 
maudlin musical comeily narrative 
since "Sally." 

The result Is not. however, too 
much of this same "book." Mr. 
Fitch has ni t prevented Mes.srs. 
Schwab and Mandel from inserting; 
more than the usual number ol tfys 
and nif.les. Moments that border 
on real drama are quickly foliowe 1 
by purely farcical scenes which pro- 
duce actual guffaws. Cuts already 
made have done away with some 
rather tedious sketches, and s me 
unnecessary characters will prob- 
ably be dropped. What is most 
necessary right now is a speeding 
up in lines and a crl^ov, surer han- 
dling of the gag lirie and comedy 
songs. The music is perhaps the 
show's first consideration. l^ewis 
K. Gensler and Stephen Jones have 
collaborated on a score that should 
put Kern, Berlin, Friml and Gersh- 
win on their toes. "Captain Jink.s' ' 
score is probably as well rounded 
an effort as Philadelphia has he.anl 
In five years. The song hit dis- 
tinctly should go to "Fond fif Vou," 
a comotly number. It is sung by 
Nina Olivette, Max Hoffman, Jr., 
and Arthur West. 

However, it remains for the 
chorus, garbed daring' y in sleazy 
and atJbreviated red silk, form fit- 
ting costumes with a gt.od display 
of lingerie and limb to stop th'» 
Show entirely. Theirs is a combina- 
tion of the old shimmy, the Charles- 
ton and the Hula-Hula, and they 
do their stuff with perfection. "Sea 
•Ijegs,** a number, had the girls giv- 
ing an effect of leaning 'way over 
the footlights without visible meand 
of support. 

The two tirincipals, Louis Brown 
and J. Harold Murray, have a good 
duet, and Joe Brown, chief come- 
dian, has two corking numbers. 
Miss Brown has a dandy dance 
number, 'Klkl," In the first act. 
Marion Sunshine, too, has a couple 
of prizes. Arthur West depicts 
Samson, shorn by Delilah, no longer 
virile and having changed his name 
to "Cyril." 

One department in which the 
show slips a Mttlo is the staging.

The costum- 
ing, on the other hand, is especially 
good, and there are more than the 
usual number of changes. Fred- 
erick Jones designed the settings 
and Kivlat the costumes.

Service for Husbands

Raymond Hitchcock has hard lucic 
with his playwright.s. Last season 
he came to town with "The Sap, 
v.'hich expired after a few brief 
weeks, now he has "Service for Hus- 
bands," with the World's worst first 
act and o'.herwise too weak to stand 
big city competition for long. That 
lirsf act is brittle enough with arti- 
licial dialogue to crack. It is the 
studio of Jimmy Deering (Hitch- 
cock), an impecunious writer of un- 
.salable short stories. There is a 
poet who has written some lines to 
tlie merry month of May and he 
comes into Jimmy for a word t" 
rhyme with "mummers." This pro- 
vides about the only humor in the 
act. In reality the poet detests the 
Greenwich Village stuff and says he 
was forced to write to please his 
mother. The only other thing es- 
tablished in this act Is that the girl 
loves Jimmy and that he loves her 
but he doesn't know it himself, liy 
padding out the two scenes of the 
second act the first act could be 
chucked and "Service for Husbands" 
Improved 100 percent. In fact the 
whole thing might be rewritten. It 
has definite farce possibilities. 

Twelve characters are employed 
and probably two of them could be 
written oiit. Sadie, the seaweed 
girl, is especially unnecessary and 
smacks of a one-act play by society 
matrons. The second act Is funny 
at moments. It has none of the 
long speeches that made the first 
stanza. In addition the acting 
seemed a great improvement. In 
the openng act the players were on 
a par with the dialogue. Helen 
Flint was the only one who didn't 
get her lines Jumbled, while Hitch- 
cock muffed several. 

The idea of the play Is a high- 
class male chaperon service for 
wives whose huslmnds are absent 
or indisposed. Hitchcock depicts 
the super-lounge Il^zard who main- 
tains a staff of assistants and does 
everything according to the best 
tenets of modern busines efllciency 
The district attorney's office suspects 
him of blackmail and there is a 
southern colonel, such as the movies 
have made famous, who wants to 
shoot him up for being "a damned 
Yankee" and compromising his 
daughter. 

' By easy analysis "Service for 
Husbands" would be ideal for the 
movies, where its f.aults as a spoken 
piece could be glossed over. Loop. 



SMILING DANGER

"Smiling Danger' is one of those 
things poorly constructed with no 
obvious reason or intent. Intent and 
purpose were as much Greek to the 
audience on its third performance 
here as the figures on a chess set 
to a 2-year-oid. The construction 
was so Incoherent and involved the 
actors could not fathom their way 
through the foggy haze of useless, 
lengthy'-and unnecessary di.alog. 

The play was tried out In San 
Francl»co and when brought here 
for the purpo.se of straightening it 
out three characters were added. 
Though this reporter did not see 
the San Francisco performance, it 
seemed apparent that the m.iriiier in 
which it was .irc.nonted here was 
probably more involved thnn It had 
been before. The addition of the 
now pef)ple meant nolhlng. but to 
prolong tlie suspense endured by the 
audience awaiting the fin,al curtain. 

Frank Kcenan made every effi>rt 
possiiile to giv. a convincing jicr- 
formance, but his part, as \v<ll as 
the others, was so complicated and 
garbled that the endeavor w,as futile. 

It appeared as though the author 
had composed his (pus for the sim- 
ple iiurpose of giving the star l(jng 
and offoctlve speeches. For outside 
of those spoochos, which Mr Koeiian 
h.'id, the balance of the turn was 
very poor. The show was poorly 
staged and set, with the i)layer.i 
floundering around for their linos 
,and becoming so excited In delivery 
one would think they wpre racing to 
re<»ch a given point. 

Bertha Mann, who had the big and 
emotional feminine role, did not 



sei>m to comprehend the meaning of 
the character she was iwrtraying, 
and gave a most unconvincing per- 
formance. The balance of the <ast 
did as well ;is ilicy coulil, but had 
no opportunity to give an account of 
themselves. 

The story, though hazy, might b > 
best explained by saying the wife of 
an attoiney iiad disgraicil him to 
the extent that he had a nervous 
breakdown. She ran off with an- 
other man. This man killed a 
friend of tlie attorney who was try- 
ing to bring her l)ack to him. The 
man is held for trial, vi . 'i the at- 



torney working his way around to 
get a chance to defend him nd have 
him acquitted on a plea of the "Un- 
written law" through a .'rained d ■- 
fense. Then when his effort to put 
this over is frustrated and the wife 
returns be finally admits the ason 
he wanted to defend the cul. rit was 
to get a chance to kill him for the 
wrong he hiid done him. That is 
how the story unravels, after a two 
and a hilf hour lerfonnance with- 
out showing anything new. 

"Smiling Danger" should be aban- 
doned quickly without re^jret.

Here we have a French poodle 
whose bark is naughtier than its 
bite, with a suggestive title that 
hasn't the remotest connection with" 
the show, which Is a denatured droll 
story of the Continental type, adapt- 
ed with a view to cleaning it up for 
the picture rights or some such sec- 
ondary motive. 

Played in rollicking- spirits at 
hilarious tempo, .the laughs are 
tliick. As it turn's out, this is a 
wholesome if silly story; therefore 
it will fool those whom the porno- 
graphic title may lure In, and it may 
keep away through that same Item 
those who are In search of a comedy 
that will not bring the blush to the 
cheek of the average consumer. 

Not for a long time has Broadway 
seen this moid of French farce. It 
is sans bedroom, but with barroom; 
it is replete with vague hints of 
wickedness, purposely or haplessly 
made implausible by the staging and 
the casting. So it is a what Is It? 

Tills reporter bus read the reviews 
in the local dailies^ almost every--t>ne 
admiring the "acting" of Arthur 
Byron as the principal figure. To 
llie mind of the undersigned his 
character is not the principal one by 
much, and if what he does Is "act- 
ing," then the greatest actor in the 
world is Van Hoven's block of ice. 

Byron slides In somewhere In the 
first act, to the Montmarlre cafe of 
Ginette. who is supposed to be a 
love-child of somebody. He In turn 
is asked to be the five o'clock sugar 
daddy, a millionaire banker who Is 
keeping her and who Is using the 
name of his buokkepper to her and 
tlie bohemian regions to shield his 
identity. 

He looks the bookkeeper, all right; 
but the sad part is that he also looks 
him later in his own home. Surely 
he Is not masquerading before his 
wife! 

What he "registers" of the fright- 
ened butter-and-bond man la en- 
tirely contained in the authors' say- 
so. About as much as John Will- 
iams registers of the young play- 
wright who Uinette "loves." If it is 
I'fench love, then the Latin Quarter 
has been reduced to a Mexican dime. 
Williams pluys his part like a luna- 
tic and Byron plays his like an ice- 
cake. But Uinetter 

Not since Irene Bordoni came to 
take the place of Anna Held has 
there been such a I'reiich bon bon 
seen behind American footlights. 
The girl is indescribably chic, star- 
tlingly pretty, graced with a figure 
to drive a man to crime, curly 
bobbed hair that would reform Day- 
ton, Tcnn., a pair of eyes that knock 
you dead at 20 paces, and— ways! 

She has "ways," hits Claudettc 
Colbert. Her hands, her looks, her 
walk, her poses, her head tossing, 
her other gestures and motions— 
thpy are "Uiat certain something." 
She is obviou.'^Iy French, yet she 
t.ilks almost without a foreign touch 
of dialect. Perhaps a Parlsienne 
who has lived much in England or 
America, or an American girl who 
lias lived much in France. 

She i.s the gruatest bet for stage 
and screen that this asbestos re- 
viewer has beheld In siji.sons. 

And around her fascinations and 
her way.H -she isn't much of an ac- 
tress tcclinically. but doesn't have to 
be. and probahiy never will bo -re- 
volves -The Kiss In a Taxi," and 
stand.H or f.alls. 

A iK'w beauty Is no small matter 
in New York. Nothing iiure Jiiatters 
more. That alone has been known 
to make tlie stock market fluctuate 
and theatre construction to accel- 
erate. 

Othrrwl.se this show Is pretty 
vapid stuff out.slde the pnro at which 
if proreeds to knoik off laughs in- 
nocuous laughs, but loud ones. The 



more grotesque the men are — and all 
of them are atrociously olT character 
— flie deeper the bellowings. 

To be sure, when such notables as 
Byron and Janet Beecher lot them- 
selves be used as butts, boobs, tack- 
ling-dummies, there must be fun. 
Miss Beecher is al)out the saddest 
figure in this piece that has been 
presented of late — a woman of natu- 
ral dignity and beauty, not to say 
some stage prestige and a bit of 
talent, -wafting in and out as the 
subject of the ridiculous subterfuges 
of a lot of clowning half-wits. It is 
the dumbest part ever handed to a 
professional. She plays it as befits, 
her only artistic contribution being 
that she makes it beautiful and 
dumb. In looks Miss Beecher has 
not appeared to such advantage in 
some time. She is slender, youthful 
and almost "cute." 

In the story the five o'clock chump, 
lying his way in and out, passes the 
fair Ginette off as his illegitimate 
daughter, telling how her mother, a 
countess, yielded him a kiss In a 
taxi, and after that — 

This gets the girl Into his home 
through the bone-headed sagacity of 
the preposterous playwright. There 
comes a chance for real farce acting, 
for It is a rich situation. But while 
it gets the physical laughs. It entire- 
ly misses the psychologlt'al comedy, 
because the elements of "danger" are 
entirely fumbled. No one believes 
Byron has had an Intrigue with her. 
no one believes anybody would be- 
lieve he had, so It comes down to the 
nifties, the undertaker-like book- 
keeper, and Byron's milksop fllrta- 
tloa with his new secretary, played 
as lukewarmly by the sometimes 
more and Miss Lee Patrick. 

Sufficient survives of the whole 
messed-up effort to make it a roar- 
ing comedy, though It is difflcult to 
classify what kind or of what worth. 

In the hands of keen farceurs, 
staged by a shrewd farce-director, 
this could easily have been made an 
out-and-out clean comedy or an In- 
and-out salacious tidbit. 

Only the presence of Claudette 
Qolbert gives the whole enterprise 
any theatrical Importance now. ^ 

This pseudo-expert's guess would 
be that "The Kiss In a Taxi" will 
pucker Its lips hereabouts for a 
dozen weeks or so, by which time 
Woods will have a starring vehicle 
ready for Claudette.

The producer of "The Show-Off" 
lifted the curtain on the most pre- 
tentious and most promising spoken 
offering of the budding seaiion with 
a delightful dramatization of a best 
seller. "The Knchanted April" Is 
an almost naive comedy for "these 
days," but it sold in many editions 
under the anonymous authorship of 
"Elizabeth," also credited with "My 
Garden," another Bwfeet-scented 
success. 

("Elizabeth" Is Countess Uussell, 
an Englishwoman of title and social 
preferment, said to be very much 
in life like Mrs. Fiflher In this play, 
essayed by Alison Skipworth.) 

This is destined to be strictly a 
carri.-ige- trade hit. It is too dar- 
ingly undaring to be an upstairs 
draw. Tliere is strarcely (>nough 
noiirishnunt for the cornod-bocf- 
and .-ippetile of the commonors in 
If.s carte du Jour of caviare, i>ate do 
fol gras .and a domi tasse. 

It is deli(ate. dalnly fare, In truth, 
and as epiouro.-in In its preparation 
anri sorvlng as In Us ingrcdlonis. 
Writ ton by a lady. It was Ilavorod 
for the st.ige by a gontlornan— K.-iin' 
Campbell, to this roporier lilthorto 
unfamiliar. 

By the same tokens It Is acted by 
not alone ladies and goniionien, but 
artlstil. Iloavon help our drama if 
this tld-V»lt Is ever porformeil liy 
others. f)r If It Is dlrofled liy any 
one les^ divining and lli':h' -nrigori d 
than John Uaydeu. whose only hIb 



Is a predilection fur sans-fuotlight 
overho.-id lighting, which kids faces 
-as it did under liis guidance la 
"Meet the Wife." If Hayden over 
gets down to earlh witii his lighting, 
and throws tm a few foots, he will 
be^a darling; so far he is a brilliant 
but a nau^iity young m.an. 

Whoever cast "The Knchanted 
April" (probal)ly Miss Stewart) is 
a picker. Di.stingui.shcd names aiiorn 
the company, but it is iiuire distin- 
guished for its perfect assignment 
of roles than for its jirogram mag- 
nificence. Only one element in any 
of the players Is left to be desired: 
Miss Gah.agan. a sterling actress, 
appears a trifle mature for the part 
of the wliimslcal Lady Caroline. -She 
doesn't play mature, but she looks 
mature, which Is confessed by the 
undersigned at the risk of an utter 
lack of gallantry. Miss Oahagan 
ha* a fertile field in the theatre, but 
it is across the border from ingenue 
parts. 

The story of "The Enchanted 
April" Is tenderly preserved In the 
stage exposition: 

Four women, each with a different 
peeve against life, none acquainted 
with any of the others, meet via an 
advertisement and club together to 
rent a chateau during April on the 
Italian Mediterranean. One dis- 
agrees •with her husliand because he 
writes wicked novels; another is a 
widow who wants to live over her 
old memories; a third has a smug 
husband who lives by the rule and 
bores hCr; a fourth is a love-sick girl 
of title, hot in love but aching to 
be, diagusted by unromantic and 
specfous men. 

They determine to do for the 
month without society, especially 
without men. But they soon wilt. 
And they find what they needed was 
atmosphere, frame of mind, change. 
It thus works out for the happiness 
of everyone, the English girl meet- 
ing a romantic young painter who 
brings her to herself by using the 
firm hand and tone whereas she 
has always been coddled, begged 
and petted. 

Miss Skipworth, as the terroris- 
ing grand dame who can soften 
when true sentimental values arise, 
easily takes the crown of the per- 
formance. A high comedienne, she 
has respect for the broad as well 
as the gossamer comic -opportuni- 
ties. She is a hit half a minute 
after she appears In the prologue 
and grows constantly with every 
gesture, evey Intonation. 

High and legitimate humor Is the 
keynote throughout, with here and 
there a concession to the more ex- 
plosive risibilities in which the au- 
thor, the director and the actors all 
participate, and never to the dis- 
ruption of the delicate texture oC 
either plot or theme. • 

The dramatization is literature. 
Its construction is excellent save for 
a few minutes of obvious and al- 
most painful padding In the "happy 
ending" at the very end. The di- 
rection is superfine. The produc- 
tion Is Intelligent, pretty, correct, 
generous. 

"The Enchanted April" should en- 
Joy a happy and extended existence 
at more than moderate receipts. It 
la scarcely to be hoped that the bal- 
cony followers will take heartily to 
It, though the book sold to all 
classes or It could not have attained 
its volume. Surely, it would do the 
Harlemites and Brooklynltes a lot 
of good to bask in the sunshine 
of such delightful entertainment. 
But too frequently hoi pollol has 
loss regard for what is good than 
for what Is "kicky." 

Therefore the approximate tenure 
of this worthy presentation may not 
be safely forecast beyond the pre- 
diction that enough upper-stratum 
connoisseurs In a city as big as New 
York will attend to Insure it a de- 
cent run, with the possibility that 
Its gentle infection will pervade the 
less discerning and extend It into aa 
felicitous a flnancal click as it un- 
deniably is an artistic triumph.

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FUND OF $65,100 CREATED TO CARRY 
CONN. EXHIBITORS IN TAX LAW HGHT 



Loan with Weekly Repayment Provision — Hays* 
Organization to Get Supreme Court Decision in 
October — J. Harry Durand Blamed for Legisla- 
tion and His Split with Zukor Traced— Was 
Railroaded Through Legislature in One Day 
with Tax Commissioner Opposed 



Now Haven, Conn., Sept. 1. 
All exiliaiiKes Init one Satunlay 
shut down as a result of the new 
tax law pa.ssed by the Let^islature of 
this stale. The result i« that no new 
contracts will be made by any film 
company, either Independent or a 
member of the Hays organization, 
with an exhibitor of Connecticut. 
Some of the present contracts have 
a few weeks to run, and in some 
cases, several months. Unless the 
state repeals the taxation on tilms, 
the Industry as a whol«j has de- 
clared it.s intention of staying out 
of the state. 



REDUCE SCOPE 
OF PRESS AGENT 



Insuranpe Cos. Boosting 
Rates Because of Re- 
cent Stories 



The mo-st recent developments 
follow: 

Will Hays has declared that the 
question of the law's consltution- 
ality will be brought before the 
United States Supreme Court when 
that trlt:.unal convenes in October. 
The law places a tax of $10 on the 
first roe. and $5 on each succeeding 
reel of every picture except news 
reels brought into the state and 
this tax ai)plle8 not to one print 
but to every print. Furthermore, 
the tax collector is automatically 
constituted as a one man censor, 
and this js actually the sore spot 
of the (siPiation. 

The producers, all members of 
(he H.iys oigaiux.ation. United Ar- 
tists, F. li. O. and Puthe (unaill- 
liated with either Hays or the in- 
dependent) and all members of the 
Independent Producers and Distri- 
butors, are lending money to the 
Connecticut exhibitors to help them 
pay the tax, as they are now forced 
to do *That as the exchanges have 
withdrawn. This money goes into 
a revolving fund of $65,100. 

Scale for Fund 
This revolving fund has been 
raised by all the producers and is 
Jn effect a scheme to finance the 
exhibitor who could not otherwise 
bear the burden. Un.ler its pro- 
visions, the houses ar? to pay I)ack 
certain amounts weekly, thus:

The tender has already been made 
by the Hays organization, acting in 
the matter, to pay the current 
taxes, but nobody in Connecticut's 
official life seems to know how 
much is due or who shall accept it.

As 
there are but 195 theatres in 
Connecticut, the fooling is that the 
Industry is iietter i)reparei to mark 
time than the state. 

Bridgeport House Closed 
I One exhibitor in Bridgeport has 
f already closed.

Mr. Hays, in an address to the 
trade press, declared the present 
ga.sollne t.'ix which rxl.sf.s In 42 
States was unknown until a few 
years ago when Connecticut startel 
It.

With thorn closed the Independent 
film oxcli.TtiL,'os. which stood steadily 
behind the Hays organization. 
Frederick H. Elliott, head of the 
I. M. P. P. P., declared that his 
group would not spend a penny to

Film press agents have had the 
scope of their work limited within 
the last few weeks. Studio heads 
have gotten together and informed 
the publicity men they irust re- 
frain from sending out the usual 
stories and hold themselves to 
legitimate news, which is to have 
no reaction against the indu.stry or 
people. 

i<'or the past few weeks there 
has been a score of accident stories 
printed regarding various stars. 
The result was that the insurance 
companies shot up the rate and in 
one instance a picture star who ap- 
plied for insurance was turned 
down. 

The itress agents were instructed 
that under no circumstances are 
they to give or permit the giving 
of any story regarding accidents to 
members of companies working at 
their studios or on location to the 
dally newspapers. They were also 
InformLd the damage of fire stories 
had caused one or two insurance 
companies to advance the coat on 
property Insurance. Then, at the 
request of the chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los 
Angeles and Hollywood, the press 
agents were also instructed- that 
at no time Is there to be any refer- 
ence to earthquakes. The press 
men were also asked not to aid in 
the printing of pictures or stories 
about any players who might be 
enmeshed In a scandal of any kind. 
It is understood -hat the Wam- 
pas, official press agent organiza- 
tion here, will be asked to coop- 
erate. 



Hays on Connecticut 

win H. Hays' statement on 
the Connecticut film situation 
may be regarded as the ex- 
pression of that share of the 
industry which he represents. 

"The Connecticut law which 
provides for a one-man politi- 
cal censorship of a method of 
expression and for a tax of 
confiscatory nature is as un- 
just In Its provisions and con- 
ception as It is impracticable 
In lt« operation. 

"The exhibitors, producers 
and distributors are united 
and unanimous in their con- 
clusions as to the impossibil- 
ities of the situation. 

'^t la a most unfortunate 
condition, placing an entirely 
unnecessary and expensive 
burden on the amusement of 
the people and placing in the 
hands of one man the deter- 
mination of what much of that 
amusement shall be. It Is a 
serious economic problem. 
There is left for the motion 
picture theatre owners, pro- 
ducers and distributors scarce- 
ly any option. Producers and 
distributors will carry out 
their existing contracts; they 
will immediately remove their 
exchanges for the distribution 
of films <rom the State of Con- 
necticut and for the time be- 
ins they iviU not make any 
further Connecticut contracts.

With the tremendous quantity of 
productions of Independent and state 
right pictures flooding the market 
for the coming season many of the 
smaller producers here are begin- 
ning to worry as to what their pro- 
ductions will brinK and the po-^si- 
bility of their continuing In lusines.s 

Quite of few of the small fry, 
making pictures at i very small cost, 
have closed their headquarters at 
the Independent studios In Holly- 
wood. It is said they will remain 
inactive for at least six months or 
until able to see some realizaticn 
on their present investment. The 
report Is that there Is an increase 
of more than 100 pei cent in the 
number of productions made for the 
state right market for the coming 
year that cost anywhere from $12,- 
000 to $10C.OOO a picture. Besides 
those pictures there are a number 
of westerns, "Horse Opeias" and 
cheap stunt pictures which I'ost less 
than $10,000 that will also be af- 
fected through the deluge of pro- 
duction. 

That the returns from the state 
right market are not so lucrative to 
the producers is due to the fact 
that several months ago the state 
right buyers did not sua > up every- 
thing that came to them at a spe- 
cified price. They began to choose 
their productions very carefully and 
in many instances Instead of in.ik- 
Ing lump payments with a per- 
centage of the profit, arranged to 
get all the fllrns on a straight i)er- 
centage. 

One Ind. Producer's Viewpoint 

An Independent producer, very 

successful fh? last two years, made 

an eastern trip to get the pulse of 

the state right buyers and declares 



that the state right market has been 
killed so far as prices are concerned. 
He states that exhibitors who had 
been buying his productions lii the 
past refused to make a deal for the 
new series on the same basis, and, 
in most instances, wanted to operate 
only on a straight percentage basis. 
This man declares the exchange op- 
erators bring forth a plea In their 
respective localities that business le 
bad and that prices obtained from 
the exhibitor In previous years can 
no longer be gotten. They all seem 
to be of the same mind, wanting the 
producer to take a contract on their 
own terms, insisting that a higher 
royalty basis Cf.n be made ui when 
he sells the next exhibitor. But the 
s.ory is the same with the next 
buye.- and the producer sums his sit- 
uation up by signing a lot of per- 
centage contracts, gets no guaran- 
tee on delivery of prints and makes 
hi trip in vain. This particular 
producer h.-is deciced to deliver his 
products on the be.>-t terms possible 
and suspen production for the bal- 
ance of this year. 

Another producer, making a series 
of western stunt films fo ■ indepen- 
dent release by a New York agent, 
did not complete his progran. but 
.slopped at the seccnd pictu'-e of a 
new series and ^' ^ foUowinr day 
dismissed the entire working staff. 
This prouucer has a star under year- 
ly contract and Is said will carry 
him along paying hfs weekly salary, 
taking his loss rather than make 
pictures for a market whii-h he 
thinks is it a chaotic condition.

As far -as can be accurately esti- 
mated, there are over 741 Alms of 
feature length and over offered In 
the 1925-1926 projjiams of the vari- 
ous producers, meml)cr8 of the Hays 
organization anil the strict indepen- 
dents. Of this number the Indepen- 
dents, who are members of the in- 
dependent Motion Picture and Pro- 
ducers Assoriation, are offering 294 
films, while the "Big Four" — Fa- 
mous, Metro, First National and 
United Artists — are offering 194.

This list is not complete. There 
are some independent producers 
such as Bischoff, Inc., Hercules. 
Sierra Pictures, Inc., Sunset Pic-

With 
these people added and their output 
computed, as well as the occasional

The Film Boards of Trade are 
an origination by the Motion Pic- 
ture Producers and Distributors. 
They were organized by Charles P. 
Pettijohn, attorney . for the Hays 
organization, and have been dliected 
by Mr. Pettijohn In association with 
Gabriel Hess. Both of the attorneys 
also act In an advisory capacity 
whenever called upon by a local 
board. 

Film Boards were organized last 
year In S2 key cities of the U. S.. 
according to a statistical pamphlet 
Issued by the M. P. P. & P. early in 
1926. There were 11,197 disagree- 
ments between distributors and ex- 
hibitors arbitrated, with the dis- 
puted amounts reaching a total of 
$2,191,622. Of these decisions but 
four were later carried Into court. 
Of that total also but 16 found it 
necossary-to call in a seventh arbi- 
trator for final decision. 

Complaints to the number of 
6,697 amounting to $871,035, says the 
report, were settled without submis- 
sion to boards between the time 
complaint was made and the meet- 
ings of the boards called to hear 
them. 

Statistical Information 
Other statistical information in 
the resume of the Film Boards Is 
In the report as follows: 

1 dispute was litigated before ar- 
bitration. 

4 disputes \7«re litigated after ar- 
bltratloif. 

4,875 awards. Involving $1,077,- 
968.99,. were made by the Boards 
of Arbitration.

293 disputes, Involving $38,602.36, 
were dismissed by Boards of Arbi- 
tration for want of Jurisdiction, etc. 
120 disputes. Involving $140,234. 
were pending on January 1, 1926. 

21 complaints made to the New 
York office by distributors protest- 
ing against decisions of Boards of 
Arbitration. 

17 complaints made to the New 
Tork office by exhibitors protesting 
against decisions of Board of Arbi- 
tration. 

S4 of these complaints have been 
adjusted by the New Tork office. 

4 of these complaints were still 
pending on January 1, 1925.

ket for the coming season. The av- 
erage cost ranges from $13,000 to

make a clean up. It is said the ex- 
changes in taking on this type of 
production have been able to get 
them for little more than what was 
being paid for the best westerns 
with the advantage being greater 
sales appeal and a wider range of 
distribution so far as theatres are 
concerned. 

Certain territories have always 
been tough for the state right pro- 
ducers. However, it is currently 
claimed that these key centers which 
handle about 25 per cent of the 
product distributed in this country 
are hard to break into for any sub- 
stantial royalties which leaves the 
independents only about 30 per cent 
of the country in which to dispose 
his wares.

The cumulative result of constructive publicity will tend to promote 
the public popularity of the players in this stock company, thereby 
enhancing the value of each production to the exhibitor. 

The inauguration of the stock company idea bv Mr. De Mille is a 
decided step forward in safrji^uardin?^ the interests of the exhibitor, the 
producer, the distributor and the player. 

The ultimate result will be not only to satisfy the public's demand for 
new stars, better balanced casts, fireatcr pictures but a consequent healthier 
reaction tn the box office of exhibitors playing this product. 
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THE LOW DOWN ON TOM MIX'S TRIP

I saw moHt of the world without 
Joining the .Marines, for whU'h I 
thank Winlield li. Slieehan, William 
Fox and, last hut not least (as they 
■ay in I-ondon), "Good old Tom 
Mix." The party was probably the 
"dumbest" mub that ever stepped 
on any ocean Hner to visit a foreign 
•hore. Just to prove how dumb 1 
was, the tirst day out a chap with 
BO much Kold braid on him that If 
he ever fell overboard would sink 
for good, came up to me and said: 

"Are you going In the pool, sir?" 
While dumb MK thinking he meant 
the swimming pool aboard the boat, 
replied: "Yes." 

Much to my surprise, the next 
morning I found 1 had won the 
chip's dally run pool of 40 pounds 
(»200). 

Small Circulation* 

In London we gave the town a 
dose of real American exploitation, 
obtaining a line or two of publicity 
In the morning and sometimus a 
slight mention or so in some of the 
evening editions of the London 
Papers. They have a fair circula- 
tion, those London newspapers, and 
the "Daily Mail" has 1,700.000. The 
boys over there tell you not to worry 
about such and such a paper if It 
only has a small circulation of 300,- 
•00 or 400,000. 

To an American, some of the 
methods used by the English picture 
and theatre owners may seem a 
little strange, but they fit the coun- 
try and those fellows know their 
public as we know ours. If you 
are looking for any "splash" or 
large spread theatrical advertising, 
you will be disappointed. After 
learning the space rate you will not 
feel like buying any page or half- 
p.tge spreads in any of the London 
papers. 

We all had a yen for some theat- 
rical news from home so I dropped 
down to the newsstand of the Savoy, 
London, and purchased a "Variety." 
In my trip to the "halls" (vaude- 
ville theatres in U. 9.) the picture 
theatres and the legitimate houses, 
I found a "Variety" on the desk in 
almost every manager's office I 
visited. 

And here is a tip for some of 
those connected with the picture 
business. "Variety" maintains a 
real and regular office in London. 
If you are in trouble there (and 
you'll have plenty) drop In to see 
Jolo (Joshua Lowe). He is an 
American. He will stop drinking 
"tea" long enouttU to h< Ip you out 
of your trouble. Jolo knows the 
ropes and the r;;c-Uet. He was a 
great help to us "boobs" during our 
Stay In London. 

"Tony" Was Smart 
AH of us made plenty of mistakes, 
■with the exception of "Tony," for 
he was the smartest one of the 
party. But luck was with us, for, 
like Houdinl, we got out of them. 
(This is an ad for Houdinl, but the 
Diuts who read and edit copy on 
this paper don't know much about 
the show bu.siness and don't know 
I'm with Houdinl, ao I feel safe In 
feeling this Houdinl mention will 
get by.) There, didn't J tell you? 
"V^'hat a bunch of chumps! 

Arriving in Paris, we proceeded to 
give the I'arlsians the same pro- 
gram we gave our English friends 
and sold out at every performance. 
Mix went shopping. Not under- 
standing the French money he made 
his purchases In the following man- 
ner: Selecting what he desired to 
send to his home In Los Angeles, 
Tom would hold out a French bank- 
roll and let the rlerk help himself. 



It was a simple method and I doubt 
if anyone took advantage of him. 
If It had not been for the sign lan- 
guage we would have been sunk. 
Hand Waving as Guide 

By waving his hand, Tom told the 
driver of his Rolls-Royce to drive 
him all around Paris. Tom waved 
Ills hand in a circle and for a solid 
half hour the driver went around 
the same block. At the Crlllon, 
where we stopped, "Variety" was on 
sale at the newsstand and on visit- 
ing the various French fllin ex- 
changes and a French studio noted 
"Variety" very often. There are 
-some real showmen in Paris In all 
branches of the amusement business 
and to those Interested in "presen- 
tation," we advise to. take In the 
I'arisian revues for many an Idea. 

In Paris Tom m&t a member of 
the sporting fraternity, namely, 
Georges Carpentier — and also the 
chap with the marble face. Mon- 
sieur Firpo. 

Here is a little inside stuff: 

Mix was aching for a sparring 
match with Georges, and if he had 
been lucky enough to have obtained 
it, I feel safe in saying that the 
American papers would have had a 
dandy front page story. That Mix 
boy can sure go some in the ring. 
When we were going across he asked 
me to obtain i, sparring partner for 
an exhibition bout. I asked the ath- 
letic instructor to obtain a suitable 
subject and he said he would gladly 
spar six rounds with Mix. The ring 
was set on the top deck and all 
hands were notified to attend the 
festivities. This instructor tipped 
off to a number of his friends he 
was going to slip Tom the kayo 
The exhibition started and he sailed 
Into Mix, giving Tom everything he 
had. Tom took it and smiled. After 
warning him a number of times, 
Tom slipped It to him. When it was 
all over I passed the Instructor and 
didntt recognize him. 

Brussels' Mob 

Arriving at Brussels, the mob at 
the depot ^ras so big that for fear 
of injury to a number of people, the 
chief of police forbade Tom to leave 
the depot. In that mob we were all 
separated, Pat Chrisman (Tom's pal 
and ranch manager — and he gets his 
correct title here), and myself re- 
mained at one end of the depot. 
Thinking the Mix party had gone to 
the hotel, he and I hailed a taxi. 
Pat wears a large brown Stetson 
hat in the western style. The popu- 
lace took one look at the western 
hat and let out a yell, the only 
English words they knew— "Tom 
Mix." Pat and I tried to explain 
neither of us was Mix, but they did 
not understand a word we said. 
When we finally arrived at the hotel, 
you should have seen what was left 
of that taxi. I grabbed a Belgian 
Interpreter and asked him to ascer- 
tain the damage so I could .squaro 
the driver. I nearly passed out when 
he told me 200,000 Belgian francs 
Then he said that that in American 
money was $34.60. 

At the Palace Hotel, Brussels, I 
found "Variety " displayed on a stand 
and purchased a couple of copies, 
eagerly reading the news from 
home. From there we stopped for 
a day at Am.sterdam, Holland, and 
in the Continental Hotel again found 
"Variety" on the newsstand. 

We got In Berlin on a Sunday 
morning, Election Day, and went to 
the Adion. The lobby reminded one 
of the Hotel Astor. Met plenty of 
American and European film men 
and found '"arioty' there too. 



U*s Own Casting Dept. 
for All, but Many Extras 

Los Angeles, Sept. 1. 

Raymond I* Schrock, general 
manager of Universal City la re- 
organizing the casting department, 
as well as systematizing it. Schrock 
.says that his files at the studio so 
far as names of directors, writers, 
actors, assistant directors, camera- 
men were Incomplete, so he has sent 
out a form letter to all of these 
people, the addresses which were 
obtained from his files, asking them 
to send In their correct namee, ad- 
dresses, telephone numbers, histories 
and photographs of themselves. 
These will be arranged according 
to classification. PJiotographa of 
the directors, cameramen and scen- 
ario writers will not be necessary. 

Universal will do all of its own 
casting, excepting large mob scenes, 
which will be obtained from the 
central casting office. 

Chas. Furthman, assistant to 
Schrock, is supervising the casting 
department until PYeddle Schuessler 
becomes acquainted with the duties. 



DISTETBUTING "INKWELL" 

Edwin Mil«>a Fadman, president 
o* Red Seal Pictures Corporation, 
has signed a contract with Metro- 
Goldwyn for that firm's "Out of the 
Inkwell" cartoon comedy series dis- 
tribution all over the world. 

Fadman distributes in this c6un- 
try, while Paths handles the series 
In England, but the M.-Q. tie-up 
takes care of all other territory.

I learned, much to 
my surprise, that the Continental 
theatrical man speaks and reada- a 
number of different languages pro- 
ficiently. He has to do this to be 
successful and meet competition. 

Winnie Sheehan Laid Out Trip 

There have been many arguments 
just who was responsible for the 
success of the Mix tour. Here isv 
the way it struck roe, for the motion 
picture business is the home of the 
original "claim agents." Winnie 
Sheehan. the general manager of 
the Fox Film Corporation, conceived 
the idea and with his years of know- 
ledge gathered in the study of film 
condltloits abroad he laid out the 
tour there and also in the United 
States. Mix carried out his instruc- 
tions. Tom '^ a showman and a 
trouper from his feet to the top of 
his head. And here's someone else 
who had a lot to do with the suc- 
cess of the trip and who deserves 
plenty of credit, Victoria Ford (Mrs 
Mix). Mrs. Mix, when the things 
went wrong and the organization 
was tiring, did much in building 
and holding up the morale. 

Some comments were made about 
the various capitals of Europe we 
visited, but the wise ones forgot an 
important little thing; that is that 
Tom was smart and has a pictorial, 
still and moving record of every 
place visited. If you tblnk we did 
not sell out or were a flop in any 
city, just name it and he will show 
you jjlctures of mob scenes that will 
give you a thrill. 

It may be equaled sometime, but 
it will be "Some Time." 

My little bit was the smallest of 
any one connected with the organi- 
zation. We all went through without 
any flareback on the box office or 
squawk or unfavorable publicity and 
I think that is a record. 

The tour was well organized, cost 
a small fortune and brought back 
10 times what was spent in news- 
paper publicity and placed Tom Mix 
where he belong.s — one of the top 
notch box office draws in the picture 
world.

Building Wave Through 
Rapid Growth 



Bronx, N.Y.C., Sept. 1. 

That the Bronx will soon outrank 
Brooklyn in number of theatres, la 
spite of Its infinitely snuiUer popu. 
latlon. Is indicated as an almo.it un* 
precedentcd theatre boom in this 
smaller ]^orough, with 12 theatres 
planned, some already under con- 
struction. 

The remarkable growth of the 
Bronx within the past two years is 
claimed to be responsible for the 
theatre boom. It is especially true 
of such outlying communities as 
Fordham, Westchester and Wll- 
llahisbrldge, in which sections the 
bulk of the new, theatres will be 
built. 

The Fordham section (Bronx) ia 
which is located some of the finest 
apurtment houses in the country, U 
to have the greatest number of the 
new houses. 

Foremost is the new theatre being 
built by John Cort, the Broadway 
producer, at Fordham and Kings- 
bridge roads. It is to be a subway 
circuit house, accordlhg to present 
Intent and will be iriie second thea- 
tre In this borough to play that type 
of entertainment. 

On Fordham road, near Jerome 
avenue, the Keith interests are 
holding a large plot on which they 
expect to build a picture house 
which, it is said, will be among the 
first of a chain to be controlled by 
Keith-Albee and Famous-PIaj-ers 
equally. Keith's Fordham theatre 
is but a block away from the site. 

Two other picture theatres will 
also be built in the Fordham section, 
one at 170th street and Jerome ave- 
nue, to be built by the Consolidated 
Amusement Corporation, which has 
the Willis, Forum and Luxor in this 
borough, and the other at 176th 
street and Jerome avenue of which 
Logan Biliingsley, the real estate 
man, is the builder. 

The Consolidated is also con- 
structing a picture house at l«7th^ 
street and Sheridan avenue. Both 
of the Consolidated's houses will 
seat over 2,500 and the Biliingsley 
theatre will have a seating capacity 
of 2,200. 

Two picture theatres are to be 
built by tlie Weslwin Realty Co., 
one to seat 3,000, at Westchester and 
Whitlock avenues and Lowell street 
and another at 204th street and 
Perry avenue, a much smaller house. 
Big Seater in Unionport 

The Unionport section is to get a 
new 2,000 seats house, to be built by 
Charifs 1). ard llitirv liowonthal, at 
Castle Hill and Starling avenues. 

Louis H. Kaplnn, architect, in as- 
sociation with Silverman, Willett A 
Ballatin, are to build a 2,000 seat 
picture theatre at University and 
Tromont avenues, facing Harrison 
avenue. 

A theatre and roof fearden, with a 
combined seating capacity of 4,000, 
is being built by Jonas King, Benja- 
min Sherman and Abraham Shenk, 
who have a string of thcatrea la 
Harlem, at Tremont and Daly ave* 
nurs. Charles ('.i.Idrcycr is buiid'.ng 
a 1,500 seat picture theatre at Mar- 
tha and McLean avenues and a 2,000 
seat picture hou.se Is under con- 
struction In Westchester Square.

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There Is no flnality to the opinion of an examiner for the Federal 
Trade Commission. The proceeding haa its proceedure thereafter. In- 
cluding: briefs to be submitted by both sides, and the most Important of 
the entire course, argument before the commission prior to the latter 
banding down its findings. 

The adver.se opinion by the Kxamincr in the matter of the Cornmls- 
glon's action against Famous Players may bring the defense in argu- 
ment probably that other picture distributors, since the Commission's 
proceeding against F. P. waa commenced, have lllcewiBe accumulated 
theatres lor the exhibition of their own pictures. The main charge 
against F. P. in the official investigation waa that it had and was at- 
tempting to secure a monopoly tArough that very tbln«:. 

To adduce proof that other picture concernr are gatherlngr In all of 
the theatres they can and have been dolns It, may be depended upon 
by Famous not only to contravert the monopolistic allegation, but to 
bring out that a distributor needs theatres to protect its production 
business, and also to cover the entire country in order that the dla- 
tributor may get the largest return possible for its product. 

To what extent the commission may be impressed through the un- 
questioned fact that several film distributors have been and now are 
In the marlcet to buy or merge theatres to exhibit their own fllnn or to 
procure more rental is unitnown. Neither can it be said whether the 
commission will permit testimony' or statements alluding to distributors 
not mentioned in its complaint against Famous Players. 

That there is a matter of rental involved In the purchase or addition 
of theatres for distributors is undisguised in the trade. A distributor 
may be "shut out" of a town. It can't sell a picture lo It through exist- 
ing contracts between theatres and other distributors. Or the exhibitors 
In a town without the distributor having a contracted theatre in it 
may offer the distributor anything they want to to play its product.

The distributor might have contracted elsewhere for $800 each to play 
ItB regular releases, but without a contract the exhibitor or exhibitors 
could offer |50 here and there fur such pictures as might be wanted. If 
the distributor wants income from that town It must accept the offered 
figure. 

With the purchase .or merging of a local house, the distributor fains 
entrance, plays its pictures and charges what It pleases, since It then 
owns or controls a theatre there. 

Or again, the distributor "picks" an exhibitor In some town, making 
the usual "selling" arguments of "partners," etc., guaranteeing at least 
the profit of the year before to the owner, winning him over and virtu- 
ally walking In In control while permitting the former owner to con- 
tinue as manager. Previou.sly the exhibitor when his own purchasing 
agent and through the conditions may have been buying this partner- 
distributor pictures at $60 a day. After beconilng "partners" with the 
distributor, be finds the distributor Is billing Its pictures to him at |90 
or $100 a day. Frequently the "sold" exhibitor In this manner has found 
that nothing changed with the "partnership" arrangement excepting his 
overhead. 

While In these circumstances It might be said that the distributor la 
reducing Its profit as partner-exhibitor by the Increased rental, still the 
distributor must stand but one- half of that Increased cost and then 
only if the profit for the year exceeds the profit of the year before. Pro- 
vided the exhibitor, as was. receives the same profit be did the previous 
year and the distributor gets no profit, the distributor then has Aiade 
100 per cent, out of the tilted rental. 

And behind all of which is the plan to entrench the exhibitor in order 
that he shall have enough playing places of Its own at home, to prevent 
costly reprisal, retaliation, dictation or "strike" by Independent exhibi- 
tors. And other reasons of more or less Importance. 

Neither Is it understandable to the lay mind whether the Federal 
Trade Commission can .consider. If permitting the extraneous testimony 
about other companies that if all of the companies as may be alleged 
are procuring theatres by purchase or building decided to combine 
themselves, could they not if Famous Is whitewashed by the Com- 
mission, then combine and through the combination become the very 
monopoly the Federal Trade sought to charge up and investigate against 
Famous Players? 



W. R. Hearst may or may not intend to again produce pictures, but 
the story in last week's Variety that he is reading scripts or making 
offers for film rights to stage hits does not make it conclusive he will 
resume. Under his (Cosmopolitan) contract with Metro-Ooldwyn Hearst 
must supply the stories to the producer for the Cosmopolitan pictures 
made by M-O on Its lot. That could account for Hearst remaining 
interested In picture materiaL 



A naive announcement coming through the malls reads:

Sooner or later the picture producers, distributors or organizations 
may assume control of all publicity for the individual players. At pres- 
ent the players appear to have any and all leeway with frequently their 
press \tutt Inspired by free lance press agents engaged by the player 
and not subjected to restriction by the employer. 

Press matter of every description is sent out without thought given 
by the Individual or the free lance publicity man. what effect It may 
have upon the standing of the picture business In general or if the kick 
back or Impression created will reflect upon the picture business or 
the people In It. 

So many reforms or regulations seem required fof the proper gov- 
ernment of Internal pictures'that this with likely others are apt to be 
looked after vihon those who would guard the name of the picture indus- 
try and its vast interests, together with the people in it deserving to be 
guarded, will be duly taken up. 



The Mexican Government Is digging up new taxes to place on the 
theatres of that country, according to a report received at the State 
Department. In addition to the already existent admission tax in 
Mexico, there Is now being levied five cents on all admissions up to 
25 cents and 10 cents on all admissions above the M-cent gate. The 
revenue from this tax is used — to help the poor!

But when the agent 
approached him for his share of the commission, this produeer-caster 
became indignant and said "My bulletin establishes prior right on the 
sale of my people. It is my m.ailing list that Introduces them to the 
producer, so If he buys them from you he is only doing it because my 
bulletin called these people to his attention and I am entitled to the full 
commission, not you or any member of your association. Try and 
collect." 

The members of the association are much incensed at the attitude of 
this producer and it is said, will no longer endeavor to aid him even 
though It Is reported that this man, in selling people for members of 
the association, had received his share of the commission without any 
remonstrance from those who had to pay.

Numerically, the stage portion of 
the Capitol's current show ib^ ahead 
of the screen portion. There Ih the 
feature, "The Mystic," a IJronte 
Bcenlc and the new.s reel, while three 
distinct presentations are made and 
the overture also counts as an added 
attraction. And while the stage 
stuff is of the cut and dried order. 
It was well staged, lighted and re- 
ceived. 

Opening David Mendoza ted the 
orchestra through Tchaikov-sRy's 
"Marche Slav," which is played 
■omewhere once every week or so; 
probably because the mu.sicians are 
"up" on It and don't need so much 
rehearsing. Granted that the num- 
ber is sure Are, why Is it that the 
same composer's "Nutcracker Suite" 
is so seldom heard in the muvle 
houses?

The usual thing to happen when a 
director announces one of his own 
stories is that he turns out a grand 
frost. Here, however, there is noth- 
ing of the kind, and if his picture 
stood up in the middle as it does at 
both ends. Tod Browning would 
have landed with a whale. As it is, 
however, "The Mystic" is an inter- 
esting piece of melodrama which has 
been made carefully and with the 
exception of Gladys Hulette, cast to 
perfection. 

The opening scenes are in Hun- 
gary, where an itinerant carnival 
troupe numbers among its perfor- 
mers one Zara, a peach to look upon 
and a professed medium whose 
stunts are awesome to the ignorant 
villagers. Michael Nash, a suave 
American crook sees the gl:l and 
persuades her guardian and assis- 
tant that they could make :. killing 
In America if they set up the right 
kind of shop, so the next sequence 
finds the pair operating for heavy 
money in a swell Manhattan layout. 
The assistant is the phftntom spirit; 
Nash is the outside man with the 
electrical apparatus, while her gtiar- 
dian is the "professor," w^ '■ Zara 
herself doing the medium and trance 
routine. The police get after them 
on the start-off, but they're smart 
enough to work sharp and keep the 
skirts f-lean. 

Into their hands, however, walks 
a Mr. Bradshaw, who has been using 
his niece's legacy to manipulate the 
stock market, and the gang starts 
to clean him out. They scare him 
to death by making the spirit of hia 
niece's brother return and give him 
a note. After that, they get to the 
girl and because she Is gullible, tell 
her, among other things, she should 
entrust her securities and Jewels to 
them. 

As Nash is about to take them, he 
is conscience stricken at such an 
easy haul from a trusting girl. The 
rest of the gang accuse him of being 
In love with the kid, and although he 
isn't, he has to fight them to prove 
It. 

Zara then stfeps in and determines 
to take the valuables herself and 
so takes the girl .o her home. Traced 
by the police, all are surprised when 



an inspector and several bluecoatg 
stop a battle between Nash and the 
other fakirs. Nash in reixllty was 
trying to return the valuables but 
he couldn't convince the police. 
While they're all standing around 
with guns pointed to thoir tummies, 
he makes a well photographed grali 
for a gun, gets it and holds the crew 
up while he grabs the Jewels and es- 
capes. Darting through a door, he 
hides in a secret panel used in the 
fake spiritual manifestations and so 
eludes the coppers. Next he is seen 
delivering the Jewels to the little 
girl, while the Hungarians are being 
deported. The fadeout, however, has 
him back in Hungary with Zara, 
whom he followed for thousands of 
miles to convince her that if she 
would play sheba to his .sheik, every, 
thing would be candy. 

Conway Tearle and Alleen Pringle 
in the leads are fine, while Mitchell 
Lewis also comes in for good ap- 
plause. The cenes are particularly 
well directed and the only sequences 
which suffer a lack of Interest are 
those played by Gladys Hulette, sad- 
ly out of place In the fllm. Aside 
from this, a slight scenario weakness 
in spots, "The Mystic" qualiflea as 
a fast action melo and as such 
should hold up. 

Its basic idea has never been used 
on the stage in this form, and If any 
producer cares to buy a piece which 
carries with it no potential movie 
rights, "The Mystic" looks like a 
cinch. It would not be hard to con- 
flne this one to the far aide of the 
footlights and with the action and 
dialogue paced and well directed, it 
is almost impossible to so. why it 
wouldn't be an outstanding stage 
melodrama. i Bisk,

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INTERNATIONAL ASPECTS OF COPYRIGHT

History ascribes the preservation 
of the worlts of Moliere, the Shakes- 
peare of French comedy, to the act 
of a literary pirate. It was not the 
custom at that time to print the 
manu.script of a drama. So it hap- 
pened that, when the performance 
of "Les Precieuaes Ridicules" was 
arousing the amusement and resent- 
ment of the world of fashion in 
Paris, a shrewd spectator of re- 
marlcable memory rushed off imme- 
diately to a printer and had the 
comedy run off the press. It was 
only then that Moliere realized the 
necessity of forestalling piratical 
publication by arranging for the 
publication himself. 

Until well into the eighteenth cen- 
tury, the idea of copyright was en- 
tirely absent from the law. It de- 
veloped with the Increased value 
of literary and artistic works 
through reproduction, and the sense 
of Justice which impelled the pro- 
tection of intellectual creations as 
well aa corporeal property The pro- 
tection at first took the form of 
safeguarding the rights of authors. 
This Idea still survives in some 
modern laws which speak of "au- 
thors' lights." 

As will be readily seen, the right 
of an autlijr to his work, or of an 
artist to his creation or, in general, 
a copyright, had a statutory be- 
ginning. It did not exist by nat- 
ural or common law. And,~Bt the 
present day. It must be thoroughly 
understood, that a copyright, unless 
granted expressly by law, hps no 
existence. 

Two Ways of Law 

The law then operates In two 
ways: First, it defines what crea- 
tions are the subject of copyright, 
and, second, it grants this right 
with resp^it to certain modes of re- 
production or representation. The 
right being granted by the law is 
thus also limited by the law and 
can be made no broader than the 
statutory provisions on which it is 
founded. 

For this reason, then. It becomes 
neccs.sary, with the progress in the 
arts and sciences, with the discovery 
of new means of diffusion of thought 
and IntelliKonce, and with the ven- 
turing into new fields of artistic 
land literary expression, to amend 
the existin^i; laws In such a way as 
to extend copyright protection. 

Broadly speaking, a copyright can 
be granted only for intellectaal crea- 
tions; but not all intellectual crea- 
tions are susceptible of this protec- 
tion. An idea, for example, that is 
Intended to serve merely a utilita- 
rian purpt se and having no artistic 
or literary value in Itself, is not, 
speaking generally, copyrightable. 

The English and the American 
laws define extensively the kind of 
Intellectual property that may be 
copyrighted. Within this definition 
are included the artistic develop- 
ments of the twentieth century, such 
as phonograph records, motion pic- 
ture films, etc. These laws also 
state precisely the mode of repro- 
duction to which the copyright 
owner is exclusively entitled. 

Other countries have attempted 
to achieve the same progress in 
copyright legislation by drawing the 
law as generally and broadly as 
possible, so that it might be con- 
strued to fit situations which might 
arise through new developments In 
the intellectual realm. The French 
law partakes of this nature and the 
laws of many European and Latin 
American countries. The result, 
however, is that the courts are 
vested with what amounts to IckIs- 
latlve authority in decreeing rights 
to exist which are not expres.sly 
granted or, on the other h.ind, lim- 
iting rights according to their dis- 
cretion. I 

Regrettable Fact 
It must be admitted as a regret- 
table fact that the law nlatlng to 
copyrights has been too leisurely in 
adjusting itself to demands for pro- 
Uctiun of new Intellectual expres 



slons. M.iny countries at the pres- 
ent day have copyright laws which 
date hack to the early years of the 
present century, or even to the nine- 
teenth century; and in spite of the 
invention of the phonograph, the 
player piano, the moving picture, 
the radio, the development of art in 
advertising, no progressive changes 
in the law have been made. 

What is the reason? It would 
be absurd to say bluntly that new 
products of the Intellect as well as 
new means of reproduction are not 
susceptible of legal protection, and 
equally absurd to say that they can 
be protected by a law which was 
enacted a half century ago. The 
old idea of authors' rights and copy- 
rights has gradually yielded to the 
extensive legal concept of "intellec- 
tual property." That is only nat- 
ural. A creation of the mind in 
whatever manner it expresses or 
multiplies itself has value. It is the 
policy of the law to protect values 
whether they have their origin In 
nature, in industry or commerce, or 
whether they are the result of In- 
tellect or genius. 

Legislators do not always realise 
that. It is only when the matter Is 
brought sharply home by the sight 
of injustice due to inadequate laws, 
that they are impelled to act. The 
building must totter before a weak- 
ness in structure Is discovered. 

It may be said with certainty that 
in no branch of the law, which has 
definite International aspects, is 
there so much diversity or decrepi- 
tude as in copyright law. This situ- 
ation cannot be entirely corrected 
by international conventions or 
treaties, for the ultimate protection 
must be granted by the law of the 
country. 

Purposes ef Treatie* 
Conventions and treaties have 
sought to accomplish two general 
purposes: First, the granting of 
reciprocal protection; and, second, 
the almplification of procedure in 
obtaining copyright by regarding a 
copyright obtained iij one country 
as existing in other treaty countries. 
The United States has by proclam- 
mation or convention, extended 
copyright protection to foreign citi- 
zens in return for like protection to 
Americans in every country which 
can boast of a copyright law, with 
the exception of Argentina and 
Colombia, in the Southern Continent, 
and Greece, Bulgaria and Rumania 
in Europe. 

The United States is also a party 
to two International copyright con- 
ventions, namely, the Convention 
of Mexico City of January 27, 1902, 
and the Convention of Buenos Aires 
of August 11, 1910. The first of 
these provides only for reciprocal 
protection upon fulfillment of copy- 
right requirements exacted by the 
copyright law of each -ef the coun- 
tries in which the Convention is 
effective. These countries are: The 
United States, Guatemala, Salvador, 
Costa Rica, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
and the Dominican Republic. 

The Convention of 1910 goes fur- 
ther. It purports to protect works 
copyrighted in any one of the con- 
vention countries without the exe- 
cution of any formal requirements, 
except those laid down by the law 
of the country of origin. This con- 
vention is effective between the 
United States and Costa itica, Hon- 
duras, Ecuador, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Dominican Republic, Uruguay, I'an- 
anua, Paraguay and Peru. 

The Copyright Union 

The United States l.s not a mem- 
i>cr of the Coi)yrlght Union, 4^ich 
includes every country of first rank 
outside of the United .States. The 
Union having Its origin in the Berne 
Convention, as revised, does away 
with the peces.sity or copyrighting 
work.H Heparately in each country 
.and requires nothing to be done by 
the owner of a copyright in one of 
the countries in order to gain the 
protection in the other countries. 
The copyright gr.inted In one coun- 
try immediately springs into belnk' 
in the other countries of the ITnion 

On a number of occasions the en- 



try of the United States Into the 
Uerne Copyright Union haa been 
urged. Our reluctance In taking 
this step has been criticised often 
at home and abroad. Nevertheless, 
no matter how disposed we may be 
to Join the Union, an amendment to 
our law is necessary before this may 
be done. It is required by the 
United States Law that books which 
are printed In English, to be pro- 
tected by copyright in the United 
States, must be printed from type 
or plates made in the United States. 
The manufacturing requirement 
places a limitation upon Interna- 
tional copyright which Is contrary 
to the provisions of the Berne Con- 
vention. 

In the last Congress a number of 
measures were Introduced having 
for their object the amendment of 
the law along the lines which were 
considered desirable by the various 
groups Interested In copyright legis- 
lation and also the repeal of the 
manufacturing clauses in the pres- 
ent law in order to qualify the 
United States for membership in the 
Copyright Union. These measures, 
however, still remain nothing more 
than desiderata. 

We cannot well overlook the great 
advance made by England In 
achieving what is virtually fh Em- 
pire copyright. The Copyright Act 
of Great Britain of 1911 embodies 
the most desirable features of copy- 
right law. ThU Act Is effective 
throughout the British dominions 
and colonies, with the exception of 
Canada, which, however, has had a 
new law since January 1, 1924. By 
this law, Canada, among other 
things, has repealed the manufac- 
turing requirement, replacing It by 
a licensing clause. It Is possible, 
therefore, to obtain a copyright 
effective throughout the British 
Empire by merely effecting simul- 
taneous publication in Great Britain. 
This publication may be made with- 
in 14 days of the date of publication 
in the United SUtes. 

Radio 

The most recent question In the 
realm of copyright law which has 
troubled courts and legislatures 
alike is whether diffusion by radio 
of copyrighted matter should be 
free, or whether It should be re- 
stricted in favor of the copyright 
proprietor. In the early months of 
this year the Canadian Parliament 
had before it a bill (No. 2) for the 
amendment of the law with respect 
to broadcasting of copyrighted 
works. At the hearings before the 
special committee decisions of the 
United States courts were consid- 
ered. No case on this point has 
yet reached the Supreme Court of 
the United States, but the Circuit 
Court of Appeals (Sixth Circuit) has 
held that broadcasting by radio of 
a copyrighted musical composition 
from a station maintained by a 
manufacturing corporation and 
operated for advertising purposes, 
was a public performance for profit 
and an Infringement of the copy- 
right 

The recent copyright law of Chile, 
which entered into force on June 17. 
makes express provision reserving 
broadcasting rights to the copyright 
proprietor. So also the copyright 
treaty between Spain and Mexico, 
ratified on April 6, 1926, protects 
copyright owners against unauthor- 
ized dlfflusion or publication of 
their works by radio. 

One cannot speak with assurance 
of the attitude with which these 
pioneer ventures will be regarded 
generally throughout the world. 
Nevertheless, they are Indicative of 
progress and Illustrates most vivid- 
ly that the copyright law of yester- 
day may become antequated today 
by some revolutionary discovery or 
sudden adaptation of known arts or 
sciences so as to add greater values 
to Intellectual property.

As a matter of fact, the greatest 
offense comes from the "special 
material" and "extra choruses" for 
stage use with incidental business 
suggested by the professional men. 
The regular piano copies of such 
songs are generally expurged of any 
spfce, but the ukulele dittios lately 
marketed have not been as severely 
edited. 



RUSSIA'S RADIO SHOW 



Due in Moscow Next Month — Couno 
try Has Three Radio Magazines 

Washington, Sept, 1. 

Russia is to have its radio show, 
and on an International basis, too. 
The show is scheduled for the latter 
part of September and all radio ap- 
paratus to be admitted into the 
country free of duty, according to 
the Division of Russian Information 
of the Commerce Department.

The American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers is 
legally going after the broadcasting 
stations who violate the copyright 
statutes. Three important test cases 
were filed in the Federal Court of 
New York last week by Gene Buck, 
as president of the A. S. C. A. P. 
who Is co-plaintiff with Leo Feist, 
Inc., in two suits against the Gen- 
eral Electric Co.. of Schenectady 
(WGY). O. Rlcordi A Co., Inc., Is 
suing the Radio Corporation of 
America (operating WJZ) in. the 
third action. 

It is set forth that the stations 
are operated commercially to exploit 
and advertise the defendants' radio 
products and therefore the use of 
Feist's songs, "Honest and Truly" 
and "I'll See You In My Dreams" 
are violations of the copyright law. 
Rlcordi is suing on Hug Frey'l 
"Havanola," copyrighted in 1916. 

Minimum damages of $250 in each 
suit are asked plus costs and legal 
fees. 

Another test case ag.alnst WGT 
is still pending, Remick bsing the 
plaintiff In that action.

BAND and ORCHESTRA REVIEWS 



AL HANDLER and his ALAMO 

ORCHESTRA (10) 
Alamo Cafe, Chicago. 

Al lland.ler, formerly of the Persh- 
ing Palace and darden of Allah, has 
perfected a new organization begin- 
ning to be talked about. Handler is i 
known for his orlKinal arragenunts. 
Wo i.s a composer of some local fame* 
although not yet reaching the sheet 
music stage. He has a 8pe<'lal ver- 
sion of the opera "Faust" surpris- 
ingly good for dancing, while an 
oriental melody concocted with the 
aid of one of his saxophone players, 
Glenn Riley, Is snapiiy. 

Handlers modern idea is to hold 
evfiything down. The saxophones 
^re muted with wads of cotton, and 
padded mallets are used exclu.sively 
in the drum department. The banjo 
of Mel Tobin (who also elng.i in a 
funny falsetto voice) Is kept well in 
check. At no time does any In- 
dividual Instrument drown out the 
rest. 

The Alamo has a dance floor en- 
tirely of glass with different colored 
lights Illuminating from below. At 
one end In an alcove with special 
elTe^s Handler and his boys do their 
stulT. They are neatly garbed in 
black coats and gray trousers and 
impress as a group of jazzcrs that 
will forge to the front. 

Handler is a progressive leader. 
Between dance numbers he donated 
a violin solo to remove any sus- 
picion he is not master of his 
weapon. The saxophone contingent 
doubles on the clarinet and also the 
oboe. Some of the strains in C 
minor played on these instruments 
produce strange and arresting har- 
monies. 

Novel blendlngs characterize 
every one of the numbers. But 
Handler does not sacrifice the dance 
tempo to show off the versatility 
of his band. He is to be compli- 
mented for resisting this temptation. 
While he is playing customers find 
dancing easy and enjoyable, but at 
the same time he provides enter- 
tainment for those who do not dance.

In summary the Al Copeland 
Orchestra may be rated as fair for 
non-fastidious places. Loop.

This 
latter makes for some weird har- 
mony. It Is about the only feature 
to the Williams unit that gives It 
any particular identity from a dozen 
other bands. 

Due to playing In the open air It 
Is perhaps necessary for the boys 
to bear heavy on the l>ra.ss, but at 
times this seems imnecessarily 
rasi)ing.

All 
ghippefS were arrested and charges 
of maintaining nuisances were 
)odged against owners of places. 

Raid is the first of its kinu in the 
history of Milwaukee and resulted in 
more than 50 prominent persons 
being taken. Roadhouses were filled 
to capacity. 

When raids took place and riots 
followed in the lesser orderly placed: 
Twenty agents were dispatched to 
each roadhouse at a time and about 
12 places were raided, no cabarets 
within the city limits were bothered 
but Madden announced that these 
would come next in an effort to dry 
Milwaukee which has been charac- 
terized as the wettest town in the 
country. 

Roadhouse owners today were in 
fear that the raids were part of the 
program inaugurated by church - 
women attempting to halt licenses 
being Issued to roadhouses. County 
Commissioners have been liolding 
granting permits in ai^yance pend- 
ing investigations of complaints. 
Raids now may be cause of refusal 
to grant licenses.

The Syracuse State Fair may 
conduct an open house Sunday, 
Sept. 13, but there must be no ad- 
ml.sslon according to an opiaion 
rendered by Attorney-General 
Albert Ottinger to Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Seymour Lowman. Popcorn, 
peanuts and similar merchandise 
may be sold by concessionaires but 
the State cannot charge an admis- 
sion fee; neither can it conduct 
a Sunday band concert if it pro- 
poses to award $1,600 in prizes 
which had been advertised to at- 
tract entries, Mr. Ottinger further 
opined. 

Mr. Ottinger gave the opinion to 
Lieutenant Governor Lowman, who 
asked his advice when the Fair 
Commi»sion voted to start the an- 
nual event on Saturday, Sept. 12, 
and continue It through Sunday 
until the end of the week. 

The New York Civic League had 
opposed the Sunday fair plan and 
Canon William Sheafe Chase of 
Brooklyn, head of the organization 
had conferred with Mr. Ottinger 
last week. Canon Chase later 
threatened to obtain an injunction 
if officials persisted with the Sun- 
day fair program. 

Lieutenant Governor Lowman. at 
his home in Elmira, declared Mr. 
Ottinger's opinion conformed to his 
own ideas and said "The State 
should not commercialize the Sab- 
bath day and that citizens of the 
State should be permitted to visit 
the State Fair Grounds on fftanday 
and enjoy the beautiful scenery and 
music." 

J. Dan Ackerman, secretary of 
the Fair Commission announced a 
special meeting would be held at 
Syracuse next Monday to consider 
the effect of the attorney-general's 
ruling which has the force of law 
until set aside by the courts.

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ARTHUR SHIRLEY 

Arthur Shirley, the doyen of 
British playwrights and one of 
the very last of the old Bohe- 
mians who made theatrical 
and literary history, died Aug. 
22 in London at the age of 72. 
He had been ill for some 
months past but rallied and 
only a few weeks ago he told 
"Variety" of a new farce-com- 
edy he had written and was 
about to produce. Of his age 
he took no note — he simply re- 
fused to grow up, get grouchy 
or irritable, and so without « 
hate in hia heart and nothing 
but love for the world and all 
it holds he died quietly in hia 
sleep. Shirley was everybody's 
pal and confidante; what he 
knew was at the service of all 
who asked for advice — big. 
burly, bearded with the hirsute 
growth of years ago, he simply 
radiated trust in the future and 
good will toward all men. 

He started life as an actor 
playing in many now almost 
forgotten theatres and his art 
was kicked Into him in London 
and Paris. Acting made him 
turn to play writing and ho 
wrote many plays of the full- 
blooded type that pulled the 
crowd more than a quarter of 
a century ago and have con- 
tinued to pull it ever since. He 
collaborated with everybody 
who was anybody and among 
his known partners in play 
writing are George R. Sims, 
Fred Leslie, George Conquest, 
Albert Chevalier, Ben Landeck, 
Cecil Raleigh, Henry Pettit, 
and Tom Gallon. He wrote and 
produced considerably over 100 
plays. His first plays "Pepa- 
ration." "Pity" and "A Laer' 
Life" were all produced at a 
place of entertainment long 
forgotten, the Public Hall, New 
Cross. Then came big suc- 
cesses "The Grip of Iron" and 
"The Little Vagabonds" to 
name two among many. He 
found trouble with the censor 
when he wrote the "White 
Slaves of London" and more 
trouble with "London With the 
Lid Off." He wrote the Ly- 
ceum version of "My Old 
Dutch" for Albert Chevalier 
which the famous comedian 
practically died playing. His 
last big West End show, for 
Shirley had not been able to 
make plays out of sheer nastl- 
ness, lurid though some of his 
titles may have been, was 
"Ned Kean" at Drury Lane. 
Probably Arthur Shirley has 
left little in worldly wealth, 
but his memory will live long 
in the heart of British stage- 
land.

German Actors* Union 
Sees Danger 



Berlin, Aug. SI. 
The court in Leipzig haa sen- 
tenced the actor, Rolf Gaertner, to 
one year and three months in pris- 
on for reciting in public poems by 
the younger revolutionists. Toller, 
Steinbach, Macluiy, etc. All of 
these poems were taken from books 
which could be bought at any book- 
store and which had not been cen- 
sored. 

The poems were read at a com- 
munistic meeting, but In themselves 
contained nothing to which any 
right minded republican could take 
objection. 

The decision has created a great 
stir from all sides, conservative as 
well as radical, and efforts are be- 
ing made to have it reversed. 

Particularly the German Actors' 
Union and Its president, Gustav 
Rickelt, are very active in the mat- 
ter, as they see here a dangerous 
precedent. 

If actors can be arrested for tho 
sentiments of the authors of the 
plays in which they act, then there 
is no telling to what lengths this 
might lead.

Inquiries, he says, for "Va- 
riety" while in the nlgl^t places 
caused him to investigate and ha 
located the Paris correspondent for 
"Variety," who arranged for hira 
to receive a weekly supply direct 
from New York. 

The newsboy says he charges 
from 40c. to 50c. for a single copy 
of "Variety," obtaining it without 
trouble or protest. 

"Variety" continues to be sold at 
several of the kiosks (newstands) 
in the theatrical centres.

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ABOUT BANDS AND BEN BERNIE

1 am often aniuzcil by the astound- 
ing Ignornnce so many people, 
verHed as they are In other :it"l(lM. 
display about bajfids, orchestras, ele- 
phant raising and similar siibjocts. 
Just why this should be is per- 
pIoxlnK, but it Is probably duo to 
the overcrowding of our public 
bi;1ioi)1m, malnutrition, various of the 
more complex complexes, and the 
mayoralty situation, to cite but a 
few of the possible causes. 1 trust 
that this little article, the product 
of many years of first-hand "bser- 
vation, will shed a UtUe light. 

No one, of course, realizes more 
than myself how little I can say 
with the small space at my com- 
mand. In fact, 't has been asserted 
and never successfully contradi<.'ted, 
that I could probably say no more 
if I had a whole issue of "Variety" 
at my command. However, here is 
Bome interesting — to me, at any rate 
—data: 

Benny Going Ba6k 
In 1492— and Phil Baker will bear 
me out in this — Christopher Colum- 
bus, a scout for the Shubert the- 
atrical interests, discovered Amer- 
ica. America aad been there all 
of the time but other scouts had 
been unable to locate It. Christopher 
not only dtacovered America, but 
found Indians all over it Indeed 
Indians at that time were as native 
to American soil as orchestras are 
today. 

Well, that was in 1492. 
In J609, or thereabouts, Hendrlk 
Hudson, after a series of experi- 
ments, found that New York was In 
America. Other scientists, using the 
discoveries oC Columbus and Hud- 
son for their basin, worked along 
similar lines. It was not until In 
1702, however, that It was discov- 
ered by Mr. Hoyle that four aces 
beat three kings. Then the Invention 
of the soda fountain (Ponce de Leon 
*-1600— 1549 B. C); the safety razor 
(1902) r also the year Harry Lauder 
discovered' the first savings bank; 
pyorrhea (1924 out of 6); cross- 
word puBzles (1924), which, too, was 
the year Sime discovered the "Clip- 
per" and then did a flop with it. 
Oth«r Discoveries 
Stimulated by the various activi- 
ties around me, I discovered in 1923 
the Bernie Orchestra. This, In turn, 
was discovered by Hugo Rlesenfeld 
ill 1925. Mr. Kiesenfeld, in turn, 
was discovered indulging in a game 
of auction ptnochi* only the other 
day. 

And ao it goes. Where — or 
should I say whither?— this .series 
of epoch-making event* may lead, 
who can say? Not I, not you, not 
•ven S. Jay Kaufman. All that 
we may be sure of is that costerity 
owes us a great deal, and so do the 
ii'rench. 

Speaking of stories, It .seems that 
Pat and Mike were crossing the 
road when I'at said to Mike, "Be- 
Jaljers, phwat do ye think Oi saw 
last night?" Stop me If yol^ve heard 
It. On second thought, stop me if 
>ou haven't." 

And there, briefly, but clearly, is 
the history of Ben Bernie's Orches- 
tra, now playing at the Klalto The- 
atre, and the lioosevelt Hotel, Iwth 
in New York City. 

A Bernie ConfeMion 
On third thought though I may 
as well confess— that I accepted this 
Invitation from "Varielv" to write 
an article for its Bafld and Or- 
chestra Number merely and purely 
to plug the Ben Bernie Orchestra, 
the one that I blame on my brother 
when I hear people pan it. As the 
Bccond part of the same confession 
I don't mind rcveuling that thi.s ide.i 
came to me fron; the J. C. Nugent 
articles in "Variety. '» 

Mr. Nugent is a good writer, too 
—and as witty as I would like to be. 
The Nugent scheme is more con- 
servative thouKh. I have failed to 
count more than two of the Nugent 
play titles in any one of ills stories 
while in this article, exclusivley 
written by and fo.- me, I can not 
resist mentioning the Ben Bernie 
OrchoKtra whenever I think it can 
fit In witiiout getting caught. 
Cute Figurino for Futura 
Musicians will pieuHe take note 
that Ko far Dr. Hugo Rlesenfeld has 
fceen mentioned bu» once, this mak- 
ing his second mention, and that 1 
have neglected to name the Famous 
Players at all. About Xmas time, 
when "Variety" issues its 20fh An-

It's so hard for me to get a good 
gnK someone else doesn't recognize 
as lost property that I dslllke see- 
ing them fly from me without at 
least the alleged loser first paying at 
the gate to hear them. 

Music and Night Clubs 
But reverting to the musical 
theme that I started out to cover 
or smother — music soothes the sav- 
ages in any night club. I have 
played in a night club, with a night 
club, and I know a lot about night 
clubs, considerable of the Informa- 
tion having been paid for by me in 
cash. 

Guess this will about M\ the space 
allotted to me .in this l-'-np. I was 
informed that I couid write as much 
as I wanted to If I didn't write too 
much. As far as I can see after 
reading this through, everything I 
wrote has been printed, except a 
couple of I's which have- be«n cut 
out, much to my regret, but not once 
did the editor cut out the name of 
the Ben Bernie Orche.'rtra.

After counsel had succeeded In 
having the bail lowered from $26,000 
to $10,000 by Magistrate Thomas 
McAndrewB in West Side Court, 
where they were arraigned, ai. ad- 
journment was taken for examina- 
tion of Joseph Pauline, the hypno- 
tist of vaudeville, and his two com- 
panions, Harry Case and Jack 
I'hilips, held in Jail awaiting the 
outcome of Injuries to Sol Trencher, 
the waiter, whom the actor and his 
two friends are charged with hav- 
ing thrown out of a window 
of the Hotel Flanders. A further 
move on the part of the lawyer to 
lower the b? il to |5;T100 met with dis- 
mal failure, when Instead of a reuc- 
tion the ball was raised to $50,000 
for each of the trio. 

After the arraignment In West 
Side Court in the morning the three 
prisoners weire taken downtown 
and a motion was heard by Supreme 
Court Justice Aaron J. Levy for a 
reduction of the bail. At the con- 
clusion of the argument by the 
counsel for the three men. Assistant 
District Attorney Louts K. Wasser 
objected to a reduction, stating the 
complianant waa still confined to 
Bellevue Hospital, and was on the 
serious list at the institution suffer- 
ing from a fracture of the skull and 
right arm. 

Judge Levy denied the request 
and raised the bail to $S0,000 each.

PARIS 

Paris Is the capital of Bohemia. 
The fame of Its night places has 
leaped 'round the world. Inter- 
nationally, they've become Institu- 
tlonB, and their "InatltutlonaliBm " 
Ig perhaps their greatest virtue. 
There's not the slighest trace of 
.♦•swank" about them; social trans- 
gressions are excused as a matter 
of course; guests joke, alng, dance 
and make merry with an "at home" 
Instinctlveness, charming because 
of its naivete, and all prudery is 
dissolved in the sweep of their pul- 
sating atmosphere. 

In Europe; tliey say, "Paris is 
Paris." It is the city care fotgot, 
or rather, that forgot to care. 

Cafes are everywhere, with the 
tables in front gleaming vari-hued 
wines and liquors, bidding one to 
pause and partake. 

Paris is a never-ending Olympian 
Feast for the multitudes. It Is the 
place where Conscience never has 
a flat tire. The leading cabarets 
serve champagne only, but in the 
less pretentious cafes the cheapest 
drinks are admiasable. Soft drinks 
are abominated. Order orangeade 
■or lemonade and the Frenchman 
will give you, a look. 

Elite at Giro's 

Giro's is the class of the night 
places. The food there Is the best 
In Paris and the most expensive. 
It is the restaurant of royalty and 
of millionaires^ Just oft the Rue de 
la Paix. it attracts the elite of the 
continent. 

Tlien there's La Rue's, not quite 
Ciro's, but almost. La Rue's attracts 
the who's who of the Madeline sec- 
tion. 

At Pigall's, one of the landmarks, 
and a drinking place, gaiety runs 
riot. The crowds Alter in and out 
all night long, order a bottle or two 
of champagne, and irroceed to the 
next place. 

"Dead Rat" Very Lively 
That next place might be the 
"Dead Rat," not nearly so bad as its 
name. The "Rat" is an upstairs 
place in the heart of the Montmarte. 
It has a swarm of dancing table 
girls for the lonesome gent, and 
auile a few handsome gentlemen for 
"all alone" ladles. At the "Rat," 
as in all the other cabarets, there 
are proiessional dancers for com- 
pany, male and female. That makes 
it quite all right for the old roues 
out with flappers and unable to 
"step" themselves. The service for 
the professional dancers is added to 
the check, and it is not cheap. 

A Russian place near Pigall's 
turns them away. The entertainers 
are supposed to be oC the Russian 
nobility, and the "goots" are fall- 
ing for the bunk quite hard. The 
thinking fellow will quickly dis- 
count the counts and soon f^get all 
'about the blue-blooded side of the 
others. 

In this Russian abode they serve 
champagne quicker than in any 
other place in the world, and its 
price is the peak in Paris. What 
dues the mob care, though? Aren't 
they being entertained by royalty? 
Biz is so good at the Russiaq cafe, 
they've added an upstairs section to 
accommodate the crowds. The royal 
entertainers appear on both floors. 
Close by is Zollle's, patronized by 
theatrlcar folk and that part of the 
public desiring to sit in with them. 
Quite naturally, it is a very late 
place, where they don't put the 
table cloth on the tables until mid- 
night. It is the favorite rendezvous 
of artists of all kinds. And they are 
not stingy in giving of their art 
freely. 

"Heaven" and "Htll" 
. One of the odd bits of the Mont- 
marte is "Heaven and Hell," a two- 
part place, with "Heaven" on one 
side and "Heir 'on the other. En- 
tering 'Heaven," you are seated at 
a long table with about 50 others. 
The waiters are made up as saints 
and angels. Rather unl<iue to be 
served by a garcon with pink tights 
and a couple of flowinfc wliiRS. After 
drinking downstairs you proceed to 
' the second floor, where a freak show 
Is given on a very small .stage. 

"Hell" Is iniK'h like "Heaven," 
save that you are served by devils, 
and there Is only the flavor of the 
Ii'wer reglona. 

The waiters In "Ileaveti and Hell" 
'\rvr old actor.s, who try their very 



best to make one happy. 

One of the swagger night life 
places in Paris is L'Abeille, with 
evening clothes demanded. The in- 
terior is of pink plush and every- 
thing about proceeds In regal man- 
ner. Possible customers are not 
turned away, however, because of a 
lack of evening duds. A little nook 
to the side takes care of those who 
desire to come in for a peek and do 
not happen to be dressed for the 
occasion. At a late hour they are 
permitted to dance also. 

Bal Tabarin Popular 

The popular place with Parisians 
is Bal Tabarin. The entrance fee 
is only 30 cents, and you drink as 
you please. The dance floor is large, 
accommodating about 1,000 persons. 
Two bands, one at either end of the 
hall, which means that the dancing 
never ceases. 

The cabarets make a specialty of 
donating odd devices as favors. That 
helps mightily In creating enjoy- 
ment. Pigalls Is the leader in the 
matter of favors. 

The top of all the boulevard cafes 
is the Cafe de la Paix, at the busiest 
corner in Paris. Hundreds are al- 
ways sitting at Its tables, watching 
the crowds go by. It Is quite the 
best of about 60, situated on the 
main stem. The boulevard cafes 



close at one, but all the others re- 
main busy until the wee sma' hours. 
"Wis* Taxi" Meters 

After 10.30 at night, one is com- 
pelled to bargain with the taxi 
drivers, as the meter is Aot used 
after that hour. The later you're 
out the more you have to pay to get 
home. 

The chauffeurs are the smoothest 
in all world. They get just as much 
as the traffic will bear. If a party 
steps out of a cabaret In the early 
hours and the taxi driver sees 
them, he figures they have been 
drinking, and triples his price. But 
he will always reduce his charge. 
All you require is a small knowledge 
of French to make him do that. 

The cafes along the boulevard 
serve drinks on saucers, with the 
price of the drink painted on the 
china. In the early hours persons 
ordering coffee arc usually served 
by an Egyptian, blacker than the 
coffee itself. Most of the clan wear 
a fez and brew the beverage in a 
copper pot to order. One is cau- 
tioned to be careful to let the 
grounds settle. 

Paris nights hold a wealth of 
novelty and more zest than any 
other in the world. They llmor the 
memory through the years.

BANDS AS BIG BUSINESS 



The band business as a big busi- 
ness Is illustrated to a certain ex- 
tent by Paul VVhiteman's payroll of 
over $5,000 weekly or a quarter of a 
million dollars annually for his 
men's salaries alone, outside of his 
own income. To Whiteman Is due 
all the credit for this prosperous 
condition, for he, as an individual, 
has done more for the progress of 
music, mu.siclans and general con- 
ditions than anybody else. 

It is sad, but truthful, to record 
that almost every civilized country 
has its typical native music, fos- 
ter.>d oy a conservatory of music 
which is government-endowed. 
They all sponsor such Institutions 
with the exception of America, con- 
ededly the wealthiest and most pro- 
gressive nation on this earth which 
has been content to let a man like 
Whiteman strive to create and 
propagate a typical American 
music. 

That is the altruistic "in.side" on 
the Whiteman concert situation. 
Finding himself limited as a 
straight crack "name" orchealra, 
and conceiled by all as the peer of 
them all. It behooved Whiteman to 
create a new Held for himself which 
would also permit his creating a 
new American music. 

Whiteman's Staple 
His conquest of the world of con- 
cert is well-known. Whiteman Is 
now as staple an attraction as Sousa 
or Challapln or Sir Harry Lauder in 
their respective flelds. Whiteman is 
the logical successor to Sousa and 
as a "circus" attraction the White- 
man name is a 'lox-otflce commodity 
is standard. The proof of it Is in 
the J20,000 weekly grosses rolled up 
last season by Whiteman. 

Jazz is an unadulterated native 
American product. Its mass appeal 
is irresistible. It has given rise to 
the younger generation heeding the 
jazz call more than ever before. 
The saxophone, the favorite instru- 
ment of the student, Hnds a big band 
instrument company like the Bues- 
cher Co. behind some 10,000 orders. 
F. A. Buescher, In town last week, 
will tell one that. 

M'uch of this is traceable to the 
Whiteman regime. The union scale 
thing was wholly the vogue until 
he hit the East several years ago 
and symplionized and commercial- 
ized jazz. He set the pace with 1500 
and )650 individual salaries in his 
own organization. Others soon fol- 
lowed. 

Jazz became a stepping stone to 
financial independence to those who 
kept In the front ranks. 

Derides Cut-Rating 
Whiteman decries for this reason 
the "cut-rate" practices of certain 
band bookers who count on quantity 
contracts to make it worth while. 
One booking agency with branches 
In and outside of New York is a par- 
ticular offender. Offering l>onuses 
for hotel contracts in order to make 
up on it through the "out.slde" jobs 
like we<UIlnKs, parties and other 



In the various rooms of the hotels 
is one habit that Is undermining 
the entire situation. 

Still another bad scheme Is book- 
ing a band cheaply just for the pres- 
tige hoping to jockey the price up 
later when its satisfaction is proved. 
If an Increase Is effected, the booker 
beneflts and not the musicians who 
are signed at sometimes below- 
union scale.

Roland had wound up at the 
Fronton two weeks ago and had 
formed a vaudeville partnership 
with Roy Seydell. The act was 
shown and cancelled after the open- 
ing performance at Proctor's 58th 
Strv.et, New York. 

Ko.and had lived at the Peacock 
Arms for several months and paid' 
his Lills regularly until he closed at 
the Fronton. Carlos had figured 
him as a friend and when Roland 
explained that he vas put to con- 
siderable expense In outfitting his 
act, Carlos agreed to swing him on 
the room rent until he was paid for 
the Proctor engagement. When the 
money was not forthcoming at the 
end of the week the manager took 
Rolar.d to task about It with the 
litter promlslng>to pay up the fol- 
lowing day, but shipped instead, ac- 
cordi.ig to Carlos, who claims to be 
rurcd of acting the good saraaritan. 



Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 8. 
C.iptained by a man who claimed 
to be a veteran of years of theatri- 
cal experience, a mythmical ship 
on which a fanciful "boat show" 
was to have been conducted up and 
down the seaboard and waterwaya 
of the country, sailed majestically 
into a pile of realistic rocks and 
went to smash here.

Fanny R. Vogler, of this city, hae 
a police record in Buffalo, accord- 
ing to the authorities. 

A man named by Gllmore ai 
George A. Hathaway, New York 
millionaire showman, waa repre- 
sented as having purchased the 
huge steamer formerly the U. S. S. 
"Arnold," sister ship of the 
"Olympla," for theatrical purposes. 
Gllmore is also said to have posed 
as relative of Barney Gllmore, 
actor, and to have claimed that 
George M. Cohan and the Orpheum 
circuit were Interested in his proj- 
ect. His contract read he was 
guaranteed $600 a week, with SO per 
cent over that amount.

Although the motion picture 
operators union has signed a new 
contract witli the managers, at the 
same scale as last year, receiving 
some changes in working condi- 
tions, the strike of the stage bands 
and musicians' unions has gone into 
an apparent dead-lock with the Ma-' 
Jestic, a tabloid musical comedy 
and picture house, closed and the 
Orpheujn, vaudeville, operating with 
non-union stage hands and musi- 
cians. 

Arbitration for Musicians 

Arbitration of musicians' demands 
is L«ing advocated and the union 
will probably act this week upon 
acceptances. The musicians, who 
have been receiving $45 ask |50, 
and the stage bands, ranging from 
145 to $52.50 ask a J2.50 raise. The 
operators signed for a continuance 
of their scale which ranges from 
150 to $S5 dependent on the hours 
worked. 

The Orpheum manager is re- 
ported to have offered to accept the 
union scale If It will reduce the 
stage crew from six to five men 
but this was : cctcd. Lampman 
pointed out improvements on the 
stage recently made have reduced 
the necessity of the six-man crew. 
Blank Houses Settle 
Stage employes of the Blank 
theatres settled their dispute and 
returned to work while union mus- 
icians Were also in the orchestra, 
pending arbitration of their dis- 
pute, a temporary agreement li.av- 
ing been reached.

The Pantages Circuit has dropped 
the EJmpress. Denver, from its books, 
{oHowine a complaint against the 
bduse bjr Bob Anderson and Pony 
alleging contructural violations. 

The act arrived in Denver and 
waa Informed, according to the Pan 
office, that there was no place for 
It on the Empress bill as the show 
was top heavy. » 

The act filed a complaint with the 
Vaudeville Managers Protective As- 
sociation and also notified Alexander 
Pantages of conditions by wire. Pan 
was unable to adiust the matter 
with the hou.^e and followed by 
notlf.vlng his booking office to drop 
the house from the circuit. 

Beginning this week the Pan 
■hows will jump trom Salt Lake 
City to Omaha. 

Louis Le Vand operates the Em- 
press. Pantages booked It more as 
a Jump breaker than anything else, 
according to the Pan people. It was 
one of the heaviest cut salary houses 
on the circuit and in addition was 
given to cancellation, although the 
Pantages Circuit ia a member of 
the V. M. P. A., which issues a pay 
or play contract. 

Pantages Refornrted? 
Numerous complaints in the past 
have been filed with V. M. P. A. 
and N. V. A. Joint complaint bu- 
reaus against' the Pantages Circuit, 
with acts receiving very littl* re- 
dress due to the obdurateness of 
Pantages and his unwillingness to 
abide by the findings of the V. M. 
P. A. Several times well founded 
reports have been circulated that 
the managers association was about 
to expel the Pan circuit from Its 
membership for these reasons. 

Fewer complaints against Pan- 
tages have been died during the 
past year than ever before, and the 
percentage of equitable adjustments 
have been equally higher. 
Levand Indifferent 
The Empress is a house Pan- 
tages could not control. Levand 
doea as he pleases with It, booking 
acts from other than the Pan 
agency, puttlni^ in extra attractions 
and generally g'ngcrlng up the busi- 
ness. Levand has the backing of 
the Influential Denver "Post," and 
usually effecting a pi»bllcity tie-up 
with that paper whenever he has 
a novelty or freak entertainment 
Idea to put over. 

Levaml, when In New York at 
aifrefent periods, never appeared 
much concerned over Pantages or 
the Pan bookings, leaving the im- 
pression he had been using Pan- 
tages for convenience more so than 
Pan had used the Empress as a 
jump breaker.

Cleveland, Sept. 8. 

A wage Increase amounting to ap- 
proximately 12 per cent, has been 
granted Cleveland picture operators. 

A two-year contract with 10 per 
cent. Increases for two classifica- 
tions of operators and a 15 per cent, 
increase for a third class was 
signed. 



A deal is now pending whereby 
the Nathanaon houses in Ontario 
and Quebec, now playing pictures 
and I'antHges vaudeville, will 
switch to the Keith-Albee office for 
their vaudeville bills. 

The switch will include the Pan 
houses in Toronto, Hamilton .and 
Canada generally and may involve 
several of the film houses through- 
out Canada controlled by Nathan- 
son and Famous Players.

The new scale for all three 
branches of the theatre crafts went 
Into effect Sept B to 7, according 
to the opening day of the week for 
the bouse. 

The scale for the stage hands was 
Increased to the demands madeby 
the men, averaging around l*^a 
man, with all of the old working 
conditions to remain the same, with 
the exception that a swing man be 
added to all downtown picture and 
vaudeville houses, in addition to 
the regular crew. 

It Is figured that with the addition 
of this man the overtime in these 
houses will be eliminated. 

The scale for the musicians pro- 
vides that in the vaudeville houses, 
with the exception of the Orpheum, 
the men get an Increase of from 
$63 to J70 and for the picture houses 
from $63 to $68. The working con- 
ditions are to be adjusted so that 
there will be no overtime in the 
vaudeville houseB, and adjustment 
waa made over the demand for $3 
per hour for the musicians for over- 
time to 50c. for every ffftccn min- 
utes, with the men to be paid for 
the fraction of the 15 minutes In- 
stead of on the hourly basis as pre- 
viously. 

The arrangement with the picture 
operators provides for an increase 
of from 13 i^ t8 per week. The 
.<<i'alo beinf? raised fr(<m an average 
of $52 to $60 per week. It was also 
agreed to Increase the overtime 
from $1.00 to $2 per hour. The 
managers on this proposltlf)n won 
nut to the extent that the old work- 
ing coTidltlons of 42 hours a week 
will apply instead of the 36 hours 
demanded and the elimination of a 



soclatlon with the advice It was 
not a matter of arbitration. After 
all night session Labor Day eve the 
managers accepted the schedules, 
the alternative being a walkout of 
the men. 

The new wage scale for the 
legitimate houses is virtually equal 
to New York's, grips getting $5 a 
performance with heads of depart- 
ments scaled at $60 per week. In- 
stead of $1 an hour for broken 
time, the new rate is $1.50. Vaude- 
ville and picture houses are now to 
pay $45 weekly for grips and $60 
a week for heads of departments. 
This does not Include Sundays for 
which the men are to receive $6 
with $7 for department heads. 



Los Angeles. Sept. 8.

Popular with Night Hawks 

Too many "membership" cards is- 
sued are the cause of the rush. Re- 
cently opened the night club has 
hit hard with the night hawks. Al- 
ways open with three bartenders on 
duty, the place speeded Into pop- 
ularity so quickly no check was kept 
on the "new members." All of the 
first-time patrons introduced by 
friends wanted a "membership" 
card, until they, with "charter" 
members and other friends, swamped 
the capacity. 

A crowd the other evening stood 
patiently outside, in single file, wait- 
ing for their turn to go inside and 
buy a drink. It was an extraordinary 
sight even for the biggest city In 
the world and six years after "pro- 
hibition" was plastered on the coun- 
try. 

Liquor alone is not the only at- 
traction of tills novel night club. No 
food is sold. When a "customer" 
a^ks for something to eat he la re- 
ferred to the free lunch counter In 
a corner of the barroom, where a 
generous supply of delicatessen is 
on view. 

Liquor in Sight 

Singing waiters are another in- 
ducement, witli the night club di- 
vided into two rooms. In the first 
room upon entering are a few tables, 
whore mixed couples are supposed 
to take their booze, served by the 
warbling beer sllngers. At the rear 
is the bar, running the breadth of 
the back wall. Behind It is every 
kind of liquor with no attempt at 
secrecy. Beer is drawn from the 
taps as in the old days, booze bot- 
tles are set upon the bar .and with 
a piano player in addition, who 
sings while moving his movable up- 
right about. Nothing missing from 
the days of the "sawdust." 

Prices for liquor are reasotiable, 
comparatively. High balls retail at 
75 cents, with the late caller figuring 
his lunch the stand-oft on the ex- 
pense account. 

Other Bars 

Other "night club" places within 
the Times Square section have a bar 
but not in the saloon style of old. 
The other places use their bars for 
the convenience of their business, 
with a restaurant attachment inclu- 
sive of a complete kitchen. 

As the newcomers walk Into the 
newly opened free lunch Joint, the 
universal and first exclamation at 
the sight before them Is "Prohibi- 
tion, eh!" 

This place Is fitted up so inex- 
pensively, It Is claimed by the 
owners if the place is "pinched," 
there will be no loss of any amount 
should padlocking follow; that the 
equipment can easily be moved to 
another jjlace as convenient, with 
business resumed without real loss. 
"Enforcement's" Cost 

Tliat the place keeps o|)en 24 
hours daily with three bartenders 
in wlilfo aprons always on duty, be- 
.speak the popularlty^of a wide open 
saloon in lliL'5, six years after "Pro- 
hibition" started, In 1919.

Ruth was 
forced to apologize to Huggins, with 
the latter backed in his enforcement 
of dlscllplne by the owners of the 
Yanks. 

Huggins' present contract to man< 
age the team, which has several 
years to run, will not stand in the 
way of Ruth's elevation, it is said, 
as Huggins is about fed up with 
handling the turbulent Yanks, and 
in addition is well fixed with world- 
ly goods. 

Case of Responsibility 

Ruth's case is unique on account 
of his remarkable drawing ability, 
the greatest in the history of base- 
ball. Ordinarily "temperamental" 
ball players are not considered of 
managerial material, as witness the 
recent resignation of "Rabbit" 
Maranville in Chicago, but the own- 
ers of the Yanks are applying some 
John McGraw reasoning to Ruth's 
case, and believe responsibility will 
effect a metamorphosis in the case 
of Ruth. 

McGraw took Mike Donlin and 
elevated him to the captaincy of 
the Giants. The responsibility made 
a new man of Donlin and marked 
the ending of his wild stuff. 

According to the story, Huggins 
will resign the management of the 
Yanks as soon as the Babe can 
convince the club owners he is to be 
trusted with the destinies of the 
club. 

Ruth, In the opinion of ball play- 
ers, knows enough baseball to turn 
in a winner, provitiing he himself 
shows the proper example. He is 
well liked by the ball players, which 
is half the battle in the.se days ot 
mechanical baseball, and with the 
ever-open purse of the Yanks' own- 
ers behind him can get a winning 
combination together. 

Ty Cobb 

Ruth is drawing about $52,000 
yearly from the Yankees, only tied 
on the diamond in the pay envelope 
by Ty Cobb, of Detroit. Whereas 
Ruth is a ifreak baseball drawing 
card, made so by the "lively" ball 
and his hitting, Cobb has earned 
his position in ba.seball through long 
years of great ball playing and 
proper conduct on and off the field. 
As a consistent draw, baseball has 
not seen anyone .ipproach Cobb 
since the days of Hans Wagner, of 
Pittsburgh. 

In Detroit the other day Cobb re- 
ceived a signal honor that went to 
the credit of baseball as well when 
hundreds of his friends tendered 
him a banquet to celebrate his 20th 
year in baseball, all of them with 
the Tigers. The city of Detroit pre- 
sented him with $1,000 as an anni- 
versary gift, and the owners of the 
club gave Cobb a check for $10,000. 
Cobb was linked by the Detroit pa- 
pers as one of the two men who 
have given Detroit its most and best 
publicity. The other Is Henry Ford. 
Fast and Slow Ball 

What Babe Ruth can do with the 
slower ball now gradually being put 
into use in the major leagues remains 
to be seen. Ruth walked in on top 
of the determination by the diamond 
directors to ginger up the game and 
attendance by turning each inning 
into a slugging fest. It worked out 
that way. Ruth became a national 
institution. His draw was stronger 
outside of the big cities than in 
them. When the Yanks played an 
exhibition Sunday game at Louis- 
ville, over 10,000 people were turned 
away from the gat^s of the local 
park. .n. 

Of late and with^lfefc gross at the 
baseball gate dendjRig a palpable 
absence of enthuimun over any 
game, prior to the Pittsburgh-Giants 
recent series in New York, it was 
concluded that the "lively" ball had 
been over played. Scoref* commenced 
to Indicate that the "rabbit" had 
been reduced in the ball's composi- 
tion, with scores reverting to the 
olden days of 1-0, 3-2, and so on.

Cop — Brought Over 

from Brooklyn 



Greenwich Village has lost Its 
•'Great Divide" through the latest 
police shake-up. Both sides are 
now perforced to obey the one ! 
o'clock closing order. Previously 
confined to the West side of the 
Village area coming within the con- 
flnea of the Charles Street station 
and In command of Captain Edward 
Masterson. 

Diirlnf? the regime of Capt. Mas- 
terson and at least two predecessors 
the West side of the Village were 
educated to clamp down the lid 
promptly at one. Across the street 
and with Sixth Avenue as a dividing 
line the commanders of the 16th 
precinct were more liberal and per- 
mitted places to run as late as they 
desired so long as outward order 
prevailed. 

Things are different now, with the 
entrance of a new captain, Thomas 
Cummlngs, brought over from the 
Bedford Avenue Station, Brooklyn, 
to succeed Captain Charles Barrett, 
in command for two years and who 
now occupies Cummlngs' former 
post in Brooklyn. 

Cummlngs is rated as a clean-up 
who cleansed the Eastern District 
section and has been brought over 
to New York's Bohemia to do a 
similar job. Capt. Cummlngs al- 
ready made his presence felt among 
the operators of cabarets and night 
clubs. He called the cabaret men 
together and notified them that un- 
der his regime the precinct would 
embrace the one o'clock closing or- 
der to make things uniform for both 
sides of the Village. 

"Club" Bunk 

Some of the proprietors entered 
protests upon the claim that they 
were operating chartered clubs and 
should not be subjocted to this rul- 
ing since they were not conduct- 
ing public places. The captain re- 
torted the club stuff was "bunk" 
and they would have to shut down 
■with the others or suffer conse- 
Quences. 

The following night a visitation 
was made among the clubs with 
plain clothesmen gaining admission 
through flashing shields and mak- 
ing a round of the tables asking 
guests to show membership cards. 
Pew had them. The coppers pro- 
ceeded to take names and addresses. 
When the proprietors protested the 
man in command of the squad 
flashed complaints against the 
places which characterized them as 
disorderly resorts and dispiensers of 
alcoholic beverages. Since the 
visitation the clubs have been an- 
ticipating raids hut none has mate- 
rialized as yet. 

Pointing Out 'Night Hawks" 
While the clubs are having their 
troubles on one side several of the 
open places are also having a time 
of it with the Special Service Squad 
Who have renewed constant visiU- 
tions in a number of places justify- 
ing their presence by showing com- 
plaints th^t the.se places are the 
rendezvous of prostitutes. Proprie- 
tors are protecting themselves as 
far as possible in inviting the Spe- 
cial Service men to point out the 
undesirables Tind promising to bar 
any feminine patrons whom the po- 
lice can justly rhnrncterize ns a 
"night hawk." 

With the one o'clock closing law 
obtaining on both sidos the Vll- 
lige has lost much of its previous 
enthusiasm for a good season. 
Operators of ".speak ea.sies' are 
gloating over the turn of affairs. 
They figure that It will sond much 
of the alK night business to their 
place.y since everything else in the 
Village will go dark at one o'clock. 
The newer "apeak easies" with 
limited clientele are sending out 
cappers" of both sexes to mingle 
In opposition "joints" and get a 
line on the "good spenders," make 
their acquaintance and "steer" them 
around to their places after the 
others have put up the shutters. 
The cappers are allowed nominal 
expenses ,ind .are recompensed on 
a commission basis from the amount 
the "tnl-en in" guv spends.

HARRY CASEY DIES 



Harry Casey, Broadway habitue, 
stock broker and former actor, 
dropped dead Sept. 1. According to 
report death was due to alcoholic 
poisoning. 

The deceased, about 41, had a wide 
acquaintance in theatrical and 
sporting circles and was noted for 
his keen wit. He ranked next to 
Wilson Mizener as a raconteur. 

Of late years Mr Casey was ac- 
tive in the brokerage bu.siness but 
was at one time an actor and a 
partner of Jack Liewls, the vaude- 
ville agent, when Lewis was an ac- 
tor. One of the bon mots Casey told 
on himself was of another theatrical 
venture, with Case> doing a double 
act with another m&n. They "broke 
in" the act in a New Jerney house. 
At the first show the applause was 
con.'ipicuous by its absence. After 
the matinee Casey and his partner 
sat In the dressing room and a 
knock came on the door. "Who Is 
it?" said Casey. "The manager," a 
voice answered. "Never mind com- 
ing in," answered Casey, "we're 
packing." 

The deceased Is survived by his 
second wife. His first wife died 
tragically about two years ago. 
Casey brought suit for a share of 
the estate as her common law hus- 
band. The suit was necessary, ac- 
cording to law, aa Casey and his 
first wife had been married in the 
Catholic Church and subsequently 
divorced. Later on a reconciliation 
was effected. As th.» Catholic church 
doesn't countenance divorce the 
couple were not remarried. 

Although prosperous during and 
after the war Casey at the time of 
his death was in straightened cir- 
cumstances. He lost the suit to ac- 
quire a portion of his wife's estate 
and in addition met with reverses 
in the stock marke: and on the race 
track. 



The charge lodged against E. J. 
Belknap, secretary to the Scottish

Gagliasso, according to the post of- 
fice receipt. 

Mr. Belknap said he received all 
the mall for the theatre at his office 
in the Manhattan opera house build- 
ing but, while he admitted the sig- 
nature on the post office receipt 
was his, he could not recall the arti- 
cle or what had been done with it. 

Magistrate Corrigan heard the 
facts as told briefly and ordered a 
complaint taVen against Mr. Bel- 
knap, charging him with larceny. 
It was the cbntentlon of the magi- 
strate that a man, regardless of 
how busy he might be, should re- 
member what he sigrned for and 
above all a registered parcel of 
mall. 

Magistrate McAndrews heard the 
testimony of several witnesses for 
both sides. His findings was that 
Mr. Belknap may have received a 
package as the post office receipt 
showed, but there was nothing 
brought out at the hearing to prove 
what were the contents of the pack- 
age, or that the package men- 
tioned in the taking of the testi- 
mony had contained the described 
watch. 

Mme. left the court accompanied 
by Mike Fiaschettl, private detec- 
tive, and former head of the bomb 
squad of the police department. She 
threatened to bring suit In the civil 
courts to recover the watch.

HaHick. Mi.«s Hackett is credited 
with designing the aceuery and 
costumes, while Delmar staged the 
4)rot^uctlon.

This "wooden soldier" bit • f the 
Sonias is so novel as to stiggest 
Its origin elsewhere than In vaude- 
ville. Still It seems impossible It 
could have been played (n JTurop* 
wit hoot some of the Broadway 
maslcal producers having stolen It 
as they have moat of their musical 
skit material. Anyway, if s a etch- 
ing and novel bit as produced here, 
suitable for the best of productions 
and could easily lit in. 

As this revue now runs, it is a 
little rough In spots and a bit crtide 
In the working of others, saying it 
has not been playing around mocb 
as yet. 

A "Romeo and Juliet" travesty Is 
snsceptlble of betterment, especially 
In its comedy, and "The Seven 
Veils" dance might be speeded up 
some, even lighter undressing If 
the vaudeville managers will stand 
for It. 

The opening Is a laujfli, made by 
the announcer, who quietly scores 
through his mixed accent and re- 
marks, with the final bit his own. 
It Is the ei semble singing of "I 
Miss My Swiss," started as a solo 
by the male announcer, going into 
full stage for a special set of the 
number In verse and music on a 
miniature billboard and the entire 
company Joining. There Is a bit 
of a conflict here between the sing- 
ing pf the song by this act, and 
the same song previously sung by 
Lillian Shaw as mentioned In the 
review of the 81st Street's bill. 

Some ballet dancing by two of the 
comfieny. without commotion en- 
suing, but a good filk>r each time. 
Costuming runs to the Russian Idea, 
oft times humorous In effect, and the 
remainder of the cast take excel- 
lent care of their roles. 

It's all light, airy and possible. 
With the turn given another week 
or so, this should be ready as a 
novelty art for the regular big time 
circuit. 

HcT-e's n chance for the Ori)heum, 
for tbe original "Chauve Fourls" 
has not as yet covered Its western 
ferrilory. This act might cle.in up 
on the Orpheum, and It should do 
that anywhere else as well.

Orth (although no billing given the 
latter), back from a Buropean tour, 
offered a mixture of knockabout 
comedy and songs that hit fairly 
well. Ann is still doing the "Franchy" 
with Orth as a "dumbbell guy." and 
the comedy gleaned through the ex- 
_ citable French girl's manhandling of 
the smaller ^mic. After a slow 
start the act Vlally got going with 
a "proposal bit," which lifted it up 
and held it there for an encore, 
comprising a repeti'ion of the clos- 
ing song in German and with Orth's 
jabs at the Teutonic language 
counting for more laughs and put 
ting it over. The Hackett -Delmar 
Revue followed. Newell and Most 
clicked for one of fv. • Jfits. 

The Henry Hull Company did 
equally well in next to shut in the 
revival, with Edith Fitzp-erald sup- 
planting Edna Hlbbard, co-featured 
with Hull In the sketch last sea- 
son. It is a diverting comedy of 
home life in which the youne- wife 
can no longer restrain her emotions, 
also her thoughts of hubby's em- 
ployer when she figures he is 
being passed over for promotion.

Again." In the vaudeville end were 
five acts. 

Among five acts for two of them 
to have and sing the same song in- 
dicated that eack refused to waive 
the singing rights to it. That spoke 
rather well for the number, "I Misb 
My Swiss," and neither did the 
audience display any ' displeasure 
over the double dose. 

Lillian Shaw, next to closing in 
the vaudeville, used "I Ml.ss My 
Swiss" as her opening, number, Jt 
giving her a fast start through the 
comedy of the song besides its mel- 
ody and words. Immediately follow- 
ing, "Satiricon," n, production act of 
eight people with an announcer 
(master of ceremonies) employed 
the "Swiss" song for their closing, 
making it a singing finale. 

To "square" it the announcer 
mentioned Miss Shaw's version, say- 
ing he- would do his own as thougii 
putting over an impersonation or 
burlesque of Miss Shaw's. In.stead, 
however, after the first verse by 
him and the curtain arising upon 
the group, there was disclosed a 
set board on the stage, with an en- 
larged picture of the music sheet of 
"Miss My Swiss" upon it. There 
could not have been a better plu^ 
for the "Swiss" number than In this 
act, although Miss Shaw's inter- 
pretation Is preferred as a song. 
Of course, under the circum.stai.ces 
the production turn did not have 
time to use a new finish if they had 
cared to. and who wants to invent a 
new finish for any act? 

Lillian Shaw has a routine of 
.-^ongs that sent her pa.st the barrier 
here without trouble. Her biggest 
and closing number Is the "baby 
carriage," given her IZ or 14 years 
ago by Blanche Merrill. When a 
song can stand up through all of 
the changes in vaudeville for 14 
years and still be Miss ShaW's best 
smging bet, it's some Idea that's .so 
good it can't be spoiled. Certainly 
Miss Shaw does nothing to spoil it. 
Granting that she may have tried 
any number of new fini.shes, the 
"baby carriage" Is still there. Yet 
14 years is a very long time for any 
one thing excepting a personality in 
vaudeville. 

Lillian looked .slim in a becoming 
gown to open, and she closed In the

COMPETING WITH BROADWAY MUSICALS 



Sample Current at Columbia, New York, in "Powder 
Puff Revue" — Bare Legs and Breasts on Exhibi- 
tion—Books Will Be Restricted as of Yore with 
''Artistic Displays" Subject to Wheel's Censoring 
Body — Same Latitude Given All Prolucers 



For the first time In the Columbia, 
New York, nudity and undraped 
breasts may be seen in a burlesque 
attraction. The long drawn-out at- 
tempt of the Columbia Burlesque 
Circuit to compete with metropoli- 
tan musical comodles, where they 
are "glorifying the human form," 
hasi resulted in a complete rout of 
the Columbia and forced the cir- 
cuit to execute an about face. 

Arthur Pearson's •'Powder Puft 
Frolic" is the current attraction ftrst 
allowed to bring burlesque up to 
musical comedy standards, but the 
"showing" will not be confined to 
Pearson, and the same license will 
be allowed «U of the Columbia pro- 
ducers competent to put on the 
scenes and pass an artistic censor- 
ship, which win be inaugurated by 
the Columbia. 

Pearson was given first chance at 
the innovation due to bis proven 
ability to stage a show of this na- 
ture and the general shapliness and 
comeliness of his models. 

The showing of the breasts oc- 
curs in a posing group of seven 
girls in act one. The girls expose 
one side and are barelegged. The 
nudity Is in a scene titled "Shadow- 
land," in which^ two girls appear 
behind a scrim drop and in sil- 
houette, do an undressing bit which 
coocludes in the nude. 

The chorus and principals work 
bare-legged throughout the entire 
two acts, except in one number, and 
costumes which show bare portions 
of the abdomen are favored by the 
principal women, of whom there 
are four. 

The books of the Columbia shows 
are not to b« given any more 
leniency than last season, and dou- 
ble entendr« will not be tolerated, 
according to Columbia ofHcials. 
Triad Ovt in Boston 
The Pearson show introduced the 
poalng scene and disrobing scene 
for the first time last Saturday in 
Boston, where a burlesque censor 
functions. In response to an in- 
quiry by a Variety reporter about Its 
reception there, the producer admit- 
ted the censor was out of town. The 
same producer admitted the show 
would tour the Columbia in its 
present condition. 

The Pearson show was switched 
Into the Columbia house. New York, 
at the last minute in place of Kd 
i^aeffer's attraction, which took 
Pearson's date in Providence. 

The latitude allowed Pearson and 
the promise to the rest of the pro- 
ducers Is believed to be the Colum- 
bia's first effort to fight back at 
musical comedy and other burlesque 
organizations, including stock bur- 
lesque. 
k The Columbia's clean burlesque 
I campaign inaugurated by Sam 
r Scribner several seasons back has 
reacted favorable for the other bur- 
lesque producers, who have corre- 
spondingly profited by "dirtying 
up" their shows. 

While unwilling to go to the limits 
which the others have found so prof- 
itable, it Is believed the latest move 
of the Columbia is a realization the 
circuit must make some conces- 
sions to its producers. 

The success of the representative 
musical comedy producers of Broad- 
way with their bold displays 
of the human form In the altogether 
and "dirt" skits at $5.50 top, and 
the attendance of representative au- 
diences left the burlesque producrs 
with no defense while dealing in 
a branch of tho show business un- 
justly suffering an onus handed 
down through the years.

In 
addition to an Oriental v:ance In the 
first act she later contri'outes an 
acrobatic specialty kicks and Jump- 
ing spiffs and another Oriental and 
shimmy in act. The second i.ne was 
even more intimate and called for 
an appearance out on the runway. 
Although the Olympic - next door 
to Tammany hall and has een for 
the past 64 years, it's writd your own 
ticket that Viola would run Jimmy 
Walker a dead heat in a popularity 
contest if a straw vote of the Olym- 
pic stags was taken. 

Two other cuties who . ...tribute a 
couple of specialties whun not help- 
ing the beauty average of the line 
are Edna Thayer and T' Jlma Ben- 
ton. They turned out a t jng and 
Jazz dance specialty that clicked and 
were more or less prominent 
tlMToughout. Thelma is quite a dish, 
even measured by Broart-var stand- 
ards. 

Sacks dominates the show, but is 
aided greatly In the comedy de- 
partment by the intelligent and 
funny eccentric tramp playing of 
Lee Hickman. Hickman is content 
with his share of laughs and works 
smoothly and effectively all the way. 
Opposite both of them, Jimmy Wal- 
ters, a clean cut young straight man 
who will be heard from, is busy. 
Walters shares a speclalt • with Miss 
Thayer that passes nicely, but it Is 
In the straight department that he 
shines. Harry A. Watson, in* bits, 
rouhds out a strong cast of men. 

The book follows the beaten paths 
and is more or less reminlicent of 
scenes In which Sacks has srored in 
previous seasons. The .show has been 
given a good clean production, about 
six full stage sets at tht small Olym- 
pic. The costumes were parti l§r- 
ly attractive and In t..»oJ taste, 
speaking volumes for the circuit's 
plan of purchasing in bulk for the 
entire cycle of Mutuals. A bt.thing 
number, with the girls in attractive 
one-piece suits, would stand u > un- 
der Klelgs. 

The chorus Is a young bunch and 
above the average In looks. They 
work with an enthusiasm f it helps 
pu the performance over and which 
will mean Jack at the box oflBce if 
they don't contract "roaditus" after 
the numbers and bits bect.ae more 
or less mechanical. A ')lok-out num- 
ber was the heaviest encore puller, 
and could h.ave been milked '.: the 
show wasn't running so late. 

One .jeclalty could be eliminited 
in the second act and one or two 
dr.Tggy portions In the first deleted. 
With this aeoompli.shoi' the show 
will be ready for the season and 
should finish well up among the 
leaders. 

The book at present contains 
nothing that will bring a blush to 
the cheek of tho censors. As a mat- 
ter of fact the attraction Is a hit 
suhluod In tone and tempo for the 
Mutual, where they take burlesque 
litorally and demand It sans steril- 
ization. Con.

It can be stated bur- 
les<ii-e can use all of the Pearsons 
available. 

Pearson lias introduced several 
revolutionary things in his opera, the 
highlight being a posing bit in which 
seven girls in one-piece suits show 
bare legs and a solo breast apiece 
The lighting effect Monday after- 
noon was not quite right, but the 
strained and silent attention of the 
house, including the gallery, proved 
the scene was being given strict at- 
tention. 

In addition, Pearson has dug up a 
comic in George Broadhurst, who 
will require sound legal advice to 
protect him from the siren coos of 
the musical comedy pirates. Broad- 
hurst is about as versatile a chap as 
there is on the theatrical ladder. 
Two years ago he was hiding on the 
Mutual Circuit. He can sing, dance 
and be funny; has an extreme sense 
of travesty, and does a "drunk" like 
nobody's business. Ably assisting 
him is Charlie Abot. Abot has come 
along nicely also, f^nd has few dull 
moments. The pair make a strong 
combo. 

"The Frolic" is a girl show, despite 
the strength of the comedy division. 
Four soubrets and a chorus of 18 
flash the best-looking ensemble 
dances seen on the circuit since the 
colored s«Is broke in. Pearson's 
frails are all young and lookers, and 
all can dance. Ben Bernard ar- 
ranged ■ the dances and has done a 
masterly Job. 

The production is high class and 
the costuming on par with the ex- 
cellent general average. The num- 
bers are staged In a manner that 
should be copied by other producers. 
Each number Is built up, instead of 
allowing it to die after the usual one 
and two and exit fashion of the ordi- 
nary burlesque show. 

The book is funny, although much 
of it is reminiscent. Broadhurst 
goals them in "Standing Room Only" 
as a corridor occupant of a cot In a 
crowded hotel. Two newlyweds are 
to ccupy the adjoining cot. Broad- 
hurst in red flannel union suit is 
mistaken for the bridgegroom, with 
the usual ensuing complications. In 
"The New Doctor," Clifford as a pa- 
tient induced to Impersonate a b.-iL""* 
has his moments. Addie ClilTord, a 
pretty redhead, does a disrobing bit 
here that rai.sed a beard on the in- 
fant. 

A drugged handkerchief bit with 
Abot handling the comedy also reg- 
istered a bull's eye in the comedy 
department. Broadhurst scored 
again In a table scene, in which he 
does a drunk, followed by corking 
eccentric dance and a yoddle sne- 
cialty which stopped the show. » 

"The Life Savers" flashed the girls 
in bathing suits and gave Broad- 
burst a pick -out number that stood 
up nicely. Abot was on here also in 
a stuttering diversion. "A Boxing 
Bout," another reminiscent moment, 
which was recognized as our old 
burlesque friend "Sufflcient," was 
also made funny by Broadhurst and 
Nina Bernard in a boxing bout. 
Eddie Bisland. the good-looking, 
clean-cut straight, was the referee 
and Jas. Doss a trainer. 

"Amateurs" served to introduce 
Abot and Broadhurst In two trav- 
esty specialties that clicked. wKh 
specialties by the Hemley Sisters, 
Addie Clifford and other princip.ilfl, 
all travestied in the spirit of the 
scene. This proved one of the few 
draggy portions of the show, but will 
tighten up with work. _, 

The work of the chorus stobd out. 
In one number the entire chorus did 
splits and in another were equally 
proficient in a "Charleston" ensem- 
ble. Nina Bernard, leading Indian 
Jazz, flashed .'i corking contortion 
specialty, and Addie Cliffonl sold 
several pop songs In big league 
fashion. The Hemley Sisters (Tiney 
and Rose) had a sister specially of 
harmony singing that reflected the 
nervousness of tho girls, but which 
will get over when they become more 
acclimated. One of the girls was 
fiat Monday. They are good-looking 
youngsters and round a strong group 
of women. 

The punch of the first act was the 
posing scene. Backed by a lavish 
set showing a brilliant sunset, the 
seven girls pose In the scant attire. 
In "Shadowland," Just ahead, the 
Misses Leon and Wright, two gals 
with Atlantic City bodies, appear 
back of the drop' in lingerie. They 
are visible in silhouette.

Charles K. Gordon owes Bert and Betty Wheeler $2,291, according to 
their computation, as a result of the award in favor of the couple by 
an Equity board of arbitration. It decided against Gordon, who pro- 
duced "The Brown Derby" for five weeks' salary at $750 weekly, owing 
the Wheelers upon the closing of the show. Against the five weeks 
th Wheelers worked three on the Orpheum Circuit, giving Gordon an 
allowance for that time and money, but at the same time charging him 
with the weekly expense, amounting to $791 in all, which, with two 
weeks remaining at $750 each, make up the total of $2,291. The net 
se. down by the Wheelers while on the Orpheum time for the third 
week (June 21) was $308. with the difference from $750 charged against 
Gordon without itemization. Gordon has not as yet settled the award. 
He anticlifates reproducing "The Brown Derby" at some future time. 

Another Equity award that hit hard was given against Harry Carroll 
to the Carroll "Pickings ' company on the coast for four weeks' salary, 
after the show had closed in San Francisco at the end of its four-week 
run to a total loss In that city of between $15,000 and $20,000. Carroll 
had given run of the play contracts to the company when going to 
Frisco, believing the show would almost equal its Los Angeles run of 
over 20 weeks. When drawing the contracts the company told Carroll 
to make the time limit anything he pleased. He could have made It one 
week, but saying, "What's the difference anyway, I'll make It eight 
weeks." he did so. It Is the other four weeks not played of th© guar- 
anteed time Carroll was afterward held for.

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PUGIARISM 

By J. C. NUGENT 



When I hear an unsupported cIiarKe of plagiarism I always sit down 
and have my ahoes Bhln«d until I gvt through with the laugh. About 
26 years ago In a White Rats meeting a BltetcJi actor complained hJs 
playlet had been "stolon" by someone else, and described the similarities. 
Kcra Kendall was the author of the sltetch. As the actor outlined the 
story, I was quite positive it bore a relation to my old soldier sketch. 
It developed that after I had played the Avenue theatre in Detroit the 
press agi'nt of that house had written another and somewhat similar 
Bicctch so that there were three connicting sketches on the market, at 
ieast, 80 we Imagined. 

Mr. Kendall arose and advised us all to forget it, that the public 
would never notice any similarity even if it existed. As a matter of 
fact, all three sketches played for many years and no conflictlon was 
ever noticed by anyone. 

100 Plays in 30 Years 

For the nast 30 years I have been trying to write plays. I have 
fmi.shod or half finished or scenarloed over 100 of them. For years the 
producers' offices were cluttered with them. One play was returned to 
mc from the Brady office after 20 years. I presume quite a few are 
around yet. 

During those years I wrote "The Virginians," "As A Man Thinks," 
"Mid-Channol," "Beyond the Horizon," "The Great John Ganton," and 
practically every success Broadway has had during that time. 

At first it was with a sinking heart that I noticed them appear one 
by one on Broadway, written by somebody else. 

But in the light of my present experience I know that by no stretch 
of the imagination can I think that any was ever "stolen" from mo. 
Th<' same themes obvious and patent appear from time to time and are 
relea.sed into the ocean of the world's thought. Not only did I write 
them but everjbody wrote them. They were written by the hundreds, 
some were better written than others. A small percentage of them 
were read. A much smaller percentage produced. 

Failures Without Claims 

At this point I beg to state that some two weeks ago I wrote the sense 
of the above and mailed it to "Variety," as its editor can testify. In the 
"Sunday Times" of the week following Mr. Channing Pollock, I find, said 
substantially the same thing. I am not accusing him of plagiarism. I 
am mentioning this so that he will not accuse me. 

A specific instance of the nonsense of these charities, generally speak- 
ing, comes to mind, and proves that if reputable playwrights would take 
the trouble to consult each other when there is a threatening conflction, 
it would be found there Is usually no wrong intent. A few months ago 
in a conversation I told James Gleason the idea of one of the scenes of 
our new play, "The Trouper," which is founded on a story of Elliot Nu- 
gent, published three or four years ago In the "Smart Set." Later, Mr. 
Gleason was announced as the author of a coming play called "The 
Showman." Many people became worried about a possible conflictlon. A 
frank conversation with Mr. Gleason convinced each of us that neither 
wa i in any way conflicting with the other, nor was there at any time, so 
far as one can guess the future, the remotest possibility of so doing. So 
that's that. 

Playwright's Title's Adjunct 
• Perhaps since Elliot and I have not as yet t)een accused of stealing 
anything in 'Kempy," "Apartments to liet," "The Poor Nut," "Gun- 
powder," etc., we should not presume to rank ourselves as playwrights, 
as it seems one's title to that distinction is not complete unless also ac- 
cused of theft. So if such charges ever arise, we will. It seems, be In 
such distinguished company that we ought to feel pretty good about it. 

In either case I shall not worry. Despite my half century's battle with 
a crooked humanity I still have abundant faith in the basic Integrity of 
human nature. 

As Gene Buck says, 1i still believe in S&nU Claus." I wonder It that 
Is why he is producing our tJunpowder" ?

Thomas' first play in many years, 
"Still Waters." Mr. Thomas played 
the lending role, Jumping in at the 
last moment In place of John Craig. 
Mr. Thomas will open soon and 
plans to remain in his play at least 
a mon.h in New York. This brings 
about a rather extraordinary situa- 
tion, namely the arch arbitrator oi 
the former Producing Manager.:-' 
Association appearing as an actor. 
It seemq this is with the sanction 
of Equity, for Equity is said to 
"have been very nice abou: it."' 

"Still Waters" is a frank plea 
against the 18th Amendment, and it 
is anti-prohibltlon propaganda carv 
ried to the at least ollicial strong- 
hold of the enemy, the Senate Office 
Building in Washington. 

Senator Cassius Cliyborn, politi- 
cally dry but actually wet, is up 
for renomlnation. His seat Is threat- 
ened by the drys, whose leaders 
appear as the villains who plan 
to expose him to defeat his can- 
didacy. In this are implicated 
the senator's daughter, her fiance, 
and the woman he himself is to 
marry after the con'v^ntlon, which 
is on during the time of the play. 
With the help of these and his phe- 
nomenally clever secretary, counter- 
evidence is acquired against the dry 
leaders which is used to force them 
to throw their delegates to Clay born 
and win the day. All this is a moral 
vlctoi-y for the anti-prohibltlonl.sts. 
The spirit of the play will appeal 
to those of us who are in symfiathy; 
Its potential audience Is tvei-y boot- 
legger In he country and ill of his 
customers. These are computed to 
be sufficient to keep the pliy on Its 
pins for many weeks. Even non- 
combatants may like it, for it treats 
fairly and squarely of the question 
and exhibits the alleged lemor liza- 
tlon which prohibition has brought 
to the youth of the country. 

Outside of that Mr. Thomas' new 
play, written In the style of his older 
dramas, appears in 1925 to be old. 
It Is distinctly of the Amerl an well- 
made play of 1900, and as such, ac- 
cording to modern standards, moves 
ponderously and not a few times is 
a little tiresome. 

The secondary theme of turn-nnd- 
turn-about politics neceHsltates the 
inclusion of much that Ih dead anil 
burled In the American theatre. It 
Is not served In any new m inner, 
but rather in the old. There Is too 
much discussing of situation and 
reading of letters in it to permit a 
gripping flow of drama, while its 
Intermittent lecture- tone made a 
Stamford audience Impatient. It Is 
like Mr. Thomas' own mind, fine, 
genial, thorough, sane and cultured, 
but In di-amatic form not sprightly 
enough to hold a movle-educateil 
audience In its ."leats without wrig- 
gling. 

Mr. Thomas did a brave and 
rather extraordinary thing when he 
stcpiied Into the le.idin^j; role. He 
has not appeared In any major way 
as an actor for 35 years, though he 
has icplaced playei's In nuniei'ous 
things during this lime, the last one 
being Ned Carrlngton In "Neme.sls." 
Those 30 years In which J!.-. Thomas 
ha« been widely known as one of 
the best orators In the United Pt tes, 
do. Of coui'se, tell In him as an actor. 
But the speaker-quality In him Is 
quite at hme In the ambitious Sen- 
ator Clayborn, so that the dramatist 
trives a performance which, though 
It <lo«« ret;trd the push of the >:ay.

"The Vortex" is not a great play; 
neither is it as "dirty" a play as 
heralded, according to standards set 
down by those before It. To be 
candid, it is not believed the piece 
will cause any great ripple when 
reaching New York. 

Mr. Coward writes In an easy, 
flowing style. He has created one 
smash climax — the close of his sec- 
ond act. This climax is unusual, 
unexpected and exceptionally well 
planted. But to build to that climax 
Mr. Coward is forced to carry his 
auditors through a veritable mass of 
dialogue In which his characters 
simply revel In self-analysis. Inter- 
esting to a certain degree, but noth- 
ing to draw cash Into an American 
box office. There may be a few 
"high hats" that will like it, but the 
few do not make Broadway suc- 
cesses. 

The author has taken a group of 
10 persons — five men and five wom- 
en. They are a diversified lot, but 
why Mr. Swafter, the English critic, 
should take such exceptions, as he 
did recently in a letter to Variety, 
to the presentation of the piece here 
because of it l)elng "an Insult to the 
English people" is not quite under- 
standable. People such as are in this 
play can be found most anywhere. 
A boy that becomes a weakling and 
finally a dope fiend because of being 
neglected by his mother is not an 
uncommon occurrence. It is not the 
unusual for a woman that is a 
mother to refuse to get old. Of 
course, possibly not all of the moth- 
ers that do not want to get old 
adopt the same course as this par- 
ticul.'ir one does to kid herself Into 
believing that she is still young. 
Take an American cast, or any kind 
of a cast, and still the play would 
sum up as Just a very unpleasant 
episode of life anywhere, rather 
cleverly set down and, In this In- 
stance, well played. 

The story of "The Vortex" is 
pretty generally known on this side. 
Coward In portrayin : the lead gives 
a decidedly worthwhile perforr^- 
anJb. His suopression throughout 
the first two acta upon which he 
builds for his climax, where while 
playing the piano he listens to his 
mother's revelations of her Inner 
.self, and, horrified, brings his music 
to a frenzied fortissimo, stamps him 
as a true artist, both as an actor 
and musician. 

To revert, however, to Mr. Cow- 
ard, the playwright, his final act, 
where the son brutally tells his 
mother of his shortcomings and of 
her own, gives a solid 20 minutes of 
opportunities for rmotlgnal work 
by Coward, the actor, and Miss 
Bralthwalte as the mother. At 
times the whole thing gets on the 
"nerves." It Is too emotional, too 
heavy and altogether too unpleas- 
ant for average consumption. A 
mother confessing to her son she 
has had numerous lovers and he 
countering with the charge she has 
had these lovers Kimrily to fool her- 
self Into believing she is young, 
may be all right, hut It seems en- 
tirely too sordid ."tuff for l*ie the- 
atregoer here. The impetus given 
the play after a year's run In Lon- 
don, coupled with an excellent pub- 
licity cami>,'ingn biought out noth- 
ing more than the nsunl small quota 
of flrm night f:\ithfuls In the Na- 
tional. 

As for the reni.nining members of 
the cast, Miss Hraithwaite in the 
dlflflcult role of the mother, gives a 
performance that should bring her 
much arclalm. She never quite 
loses all sympathy. r>nvid fJlass- 
ford, as the neglected hushand and 
father, though onlv a bit. was ex- 
cellent and, Alan Hcllis, the lover, 
Klve.s an excellent imitation of a 
man who has learned a few "verses" 
.'ind also learned the pioi>er moment 
when to deHvrr himself of same. 

Molly Kerr was okay as I'lmty. 
the sweetheart of the son. while the 
Knglish hanger-on. l.eo (!. Carroll, 
was a brilliant bit of work In set- 
ting down Just how far an actor 



Providence gave this musical com- 
edy the best send-off a new piece, 
shipped here to be tried out In the 
sticks, has received in two seasons. 
The house was packed matinee and 
evening yesterday, and the audi- 
ences called for encore after encore 
on dancing numbers. 

Adam Wlnslow, played by Harry 
Puck, meets Marie Saxon, In the 
role of Eve Walters, in a subway 
station in the opening scene. A 
romance starts, but they are sep- 
arated. £^ve, seeking a Job as a chor- 
ister. Is turned down, and is be- 
friended by Sadi LaSalle, played by 
Sascha Beaumont, who takes her to 
her apartment. 

In the apartment scenes, the 
chorus Is introduced as the chorus of 
the show In which Sadl is playing. 
Sadi, who loves wisely and well for 
a consideration, ia seeking to extort 
damages from a married man who, 
■he alleges, has broken one of her 
ribs in a caveman embrace. Going 
to a party, she leaves Eve to imper- 
sonate her in the apartment. Adam, 
under obligations to the married 
man. Is persimded to pose as a cor- 
set salesman and to attempt to fit 
Sadi to gain proof that her rib Is 
not broken. He arrives at the apart- 
ment Just after the Romeo's wife 
enters, believes Eve to be the co- 
respondent, and furnishes many 
laughs. 

The plot, although sketchy, adapts 
Itself well to musical comedy, and 
the required "happy ending" comes 
oh the stage of the Vanderbllt the- 
atre in the final scene when the 
lovers are brought together after 
much misunderstanding. 

Marie Saxon, in the leading role, 
acquits herself creditably. Whit her 
voice lacks in i>ower is made up In 
sweetness of tone and her dancinr. 
particularly a solo in th~ second 
scene, scored a distinct hit. Her 
dance offerings with Mr. Puck were 
also well liked. 

Lucila Mendez, In the role of Con- 
chita Murphy, half Irish and half 
Spanish, provides much comedy, and 
proves herself capable when seri- 
ous, which is seldom In this piece. 
William Frawley and Virginia Smith 
introduce a vaudeville offering to 
good advantage. 

Mr. Puck, who arranged the 
dances for the piece, does well, as Is 
to be expected, In his own terpsl- 
chorean offerings. The chorus Is 
young and versatile and contributed 
not a little to the success of the 
farce here, as did also the Harry 
Archer orchestral unit of 12 men un- 
der the direction of Ernest Cutting. 
Other members of the cast are 
George Spelvin, Lester O'Keefe, Rob- 
ert Pitkin, Perqueta Courtney, Larry 
Beck, Polly Schafer, Molly Morey, 
Ruth Conley, Vivian Marlow, Gay 
Helle, -Ednor Fulling, Frances Mar- 
chand, Gretchen Grant, Betty Wright 
and Ethel Emery. 

The show is likeable and of the 
light breezy type. The melodies are 
of the soft, haunting waltz variety 
popularized in "Little Jessie James." 
The songs registering best here were 
"It Must Be Love," "My Own," "Lit- 
tle Girl," "I Was Blue" and "Oh, 
Wasn't It Lovely." 

Caught at the first performance, 
the show, • of course, was not as 
smooth as It will be later, but the 
work of the leads and cast Justifies 
the prediction of a good Broadway 
run.

A NIGHT OUT 

Philadelphia, Sept. 8. 
This En^lsh importation by Al- 
fred Aarons of the Edward Laurll- 
lard London success, opened at the 
Oarrick last night and with vir- 
tually no paper in the house won a 
great reception. To a dispassionate 
onlooker it looked as if most of the 
credit for the success should go to 
the American score by Vincent You- 
mans. By a strange coincidence, "A 
Night Out" followed "Nanette" at 
the Garrick. and Youmans followed 
up the famous "I Want to Be Hap- 
py" number In the Frazee show with 
an equally catchy song called 
"Sometimes I'm Happy" In this pro- 
duction. It should be sure-fire for 
dance bands. 

Outside of that hit, however, the 
score is well above the average, with 
considerable sparkle and pep to 
"Birds on the Wing" and a couple 
of good' comedy numbers. 

The book, adapted from the 
French by George Grossmith and 
Arthur Miller, is as old as the hills. 
Slapstick Is hardly the name; some- 
times, antiquated is the only word. 
The plot concerns the mix-ups in a 
shady Parisian cafe on a group of 
cheating husbands, lovers and 
sweethearts. There is much slam- 
ming of doors, peeking through key- 
holes, shouting of French waiters, 
popping of champagne corks in pri- 
vate dining rooms, gendarmes and 
dodging up and down stairs. 

The first act shows the various 
characters planning to philander, the 
second exhibits their indiscretions 
and the last oflfers them stealing 
heme for mutual forgiveness and 
undersUnding. The "gags" are 
sometime appalling, weird puns 
come thick and fast, and there Is 
an abundance of far-fetched by- 
play, especially in a couple of the 
song numbers. The last word Is ex- 
aggerated humor. 

Yet, the show gets laughs and 
plenty of them. Philadelphians who 
turned the cold shoulder to the so- 
phisticated humor of Chariot's 
nearly broke themselves in ' two 
laughii)^ at the foolishness of this 
one. 

The bulk of the funmaking was 
In the hands of Norman Griffin, 
English comic, who probably has 
played Ko-Ko and all the other G 
and S string. He Is a good clown, 
verging now and again on silly an- 
tics, but really versatile and hard 
working. 

Perhaps the best of the English 
principals is Toots Pounds. She 
Isn't the comedienne exi>ected, but 
plays her role quite straight, has 
a corking voice and a personality 
that seems to click. Robert Grelg 
gets results out of a stuttering part, 
but there is not much to say in 
favor of Ewart Scott, Nancy Corrl- 
gan, Owen Mannering and Philip 
Simmons. The latter is the leading 
man, opposite Miss Pounds. 

One American shines In the person 
of Dorothy Dilley, who does one 
great bit of danolng. Ml.ss Dilley is 
developing as a comedienne, too. 
Polly Walker is another "cutle" with 
a small part. 

The chorus Is a decided feature 
of the performance, being lively, well 
trained, good looking and even well 
supplied with voices. The dancing 
was staged by Max Scheck. The 
costuming and staging are both 
highly creditable. 

If audiences are ready to take to 
their hearts real old-fashioned com- 
edy, with grotesque clowning, gi^at- 
ly assisted by a lively score, "A 
Night Out" may score moderately, 
but there will have to be some 
changes In the cast — Pronto.

The first non-musical ever housed 
at the Music Box turned out to be 
the first spark of life the dramatic 
year of 1925-2S struck, with a native 
farce that for subtlety, verve, ac- 
tion, progress and naughty-nice ap« 
peal makes the transplanted crop ot ■ 
Parisian bedroom bunk smell like 
the aftermath of a gin and cigarette 
party. 

Here is a fresh, snappy, breexy 
thing attuned to do and say on the 
stage what was meant to be done 
and said on the other side of the 
foots, yet to get the reaction on the 
audlence-slde which the audience 
craves, and which Is denied the 
audience nineteen times out ot 
;wenty. 

Considering that this is the inU 
tial opus of untried playwrlght»-~ 
an actor and actress — the technical 
as well as spontaneous putover may 
be classed as extraordinary. Mlsa 
Mitchell, who played last In "Dane- 
Ing Mothers" (a grey-wig role) was 
until Monday night disiinguished 
as an author mostly for the bath- 
room scene in the "Rit» Revue." 
Medcraft was until then known, it 
at all, as a falr-to-so-so-actor. 

Between them, however, they 
turned out in this script not only a 
masterly bit of theatre comedy, but 
that rara avis — a new plot. 

It seems there were two Irish- 
men — 

No, that was two other fellows. 

It seems there were three hus- 
bands, middle-aged, paunchy, pros- 
perous guys with complacent, de- 
cent, patient, respectable and un- 
suspecting wives. These birds went 
In for youth — feminine stuff, flap- 
pers, chorines, gold-digging children 
of modernity, who appealed to their 
call for adolescent charms to soothe 
the bored irritation of advancing 
age. 

The wives get hep. The hubbies 
go on a "hunting" trip. The wives 
hire three college boys, male paral- 
lels of their husbands' enamoratas, 
to give them the kicks and thrills 
which their men have — almost as 
cold-bloodedly — hired young girls to 
supply them. 

The results are marvelous — rich 
In sustained and rising comedy, so 
that at the end of the first act there 
is burning suspense about the sec- 
ond, and at the second curtain there 
Is sizzling curiosity about the third, 
than which no comedy can attain . 
a more important destiny. And, lo, 
this one even goes beyond that— it 
has a pretty good last act, and that 
Is something few .shows ever llvO 
to own. - 

For once it is the pleasant task 
of the reviewer to report a flaw- 
less cast. Without one weak spot, 
this Is an inspired assemblage for 
the parts. And if the undersigned 
had it to do over, he wouldn't 
change a line, a gesture, a wink, ft 
smile, a cross or a word. 

Sam Forrest, with whom this re« 
porter has at times quarreled, re* 
deems himself to him forever. He 
did this one up brown. 

Mary Boland, ideally cast as an 
amorotis, romantic and emotional 
matron, made anything she has done 
In her rather brilliant and Impor- 
tant past look and sound silly. She 
hit this part off with a bang and a 
graceful all-around handling that 
stood her out as delicious. Anfl 
Edna May Oliver, in a wife-part 
which even the authors probably 
regarded as "minor," ran her neck 
.and neck for first ' rs. 

Among the men, Cecil Owen, that 
gifted player of any sort ot roleSi 
as one of the boob husbands; an* 
Humphrey Bogart and Raymond 
Guion as two of the hired lovers, 
were tremendous. The rest w'ere 
close on their heels— there wasn t 
much choice between any of them, 
and the above mentioned outst.and- 
ing hits were caused as much by the 
parts as by. the players, except in 
the case of Mi.s.s Oliver, who truly 
made much of little. 

If this farce Is ever translated 
and transplanted Into the l-YcncH, 
Paris will get a laste of Its own 
stuff Ideallezd. Were this a Fdcncn 
success brought hero, we would 
shrug our shoulder.x and .say "H"" 
much better they do it than wc d" 
This time we have done It better 
than they do.

The vogrue of the band In picture 
theatres is only coming: into its own. 
The success of picture house band 
attractions like Ben Bernie, Paul 
Ash, Waring'8 Pennsylvanians, 
Isham Jones and others has given 
rise to a general trend for the inclu- 
sion of bands almost weekly on ail 
picture house programs. 

Th*' dance orchestra is always 
a pliable nucleus for a Jazzfest or 
other peppy presentation Ideas, 
hence its popularity Ifor building a 
Show around It. 

'"Name" band attractions are. of 
course, preferred. These with a re- 
cording reputation come in for par- 
ticular favoritism at average sal- 
aries of $2,250 and $2,500 a week as 
Witness Waring's Pennsylvanians 
■Who are termed an ideal picture 
house band and held over for four 
and six week stretches rnd numer- 
ous repeats from coast to coast. 

The Paul Ash regime when at the 
Granada Theatre, San Francisco, 
started something new otherwise in 
the band field. It attracted Bala- 
ban & Katz, who placed Ash under 
personal management for $700 
weekly for three years to render ser- 
vices exclusively for McVlcker's, 
Chicago, as director of presenta- 
tions.

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 8. 

Independent picture makers are 
slipping their product into Connecti- 
cut, possibly "bootlegging" their 
films, according to stories, to dodge 
the $10 per 'reel tax demanded by 
the state under the new picture tax 
law. , 

With the members of the Hays or- 
ganization refflslng to make new 
contracts under the tax law that 
entails the high exaction, and the 
state exhibitors' organization 
through an understanding with Will 
Hays temporarily advancing the 
money from a $60,000 created fund 
by the Hays members, the independ- 
ents, regardless of their concerted 
understanding, are reported taking 
advantage of the current condition. 

With no official check up as yet, 
even without an ofllcial emblem for 
a state seal on each film indicating 
the payment of the tax, it's not 
difilcult to slip in films that may be 
paid for if an inspector Inspects. 
Just now it is said the state seal is 
being impressed on pieces of the 
films taxed. 

Legitlaturs in 1926 

Not much hope of a special ses- 
.sion of the Legislature is around. 
The next session when an effort to 
repeal the law will be made is not 
due until the fall of 1926. Connecti- 
cut's Legislature meets but every 
other year. 

There are 164 picture theatres in 
this state, controlled by about 100 
exhibitors. The houses have been 
divided into five clas.ses with the 
first class theatres agreeing to a 
$35 weekly tax as their share of the 
income for the state, and the others 
graded accordingly. From this the 
total will be turned over to the state 
for all film tax of $10 per reel for 
Importation. 

The initial tax payment for the 
^tate covers future showings of the 
reel within the state. 

It is not disclosed if an nppeal 
case is being prepared to submit lo 
the U. S. Court as a test of i onstltu- 
tionality of the tax mea^ jre. The 
common impression her< seem.<< to 
be that only the revocation by the 
Legislature will stop the tax. 

The leading picture men continue 
to nee the danger of a sprc.id of a 
film tax to other states, following 
Connecticut. 

Exhibitors of this State, meeting 
here Sunday, decided to delay iii- 
deflnltoly an increa.se in admis.sion 
prices to cover the new State tax 
on films. It generally was agreed 
that such an increase might be the 
nio-st effect ive way of arousing pat- 
rons !ii;aln.st the statute, but it was 
also decided the public pos.slbly 
would not rc'si)f>nd favorably to the 
increase. 

K. K. Treiber, president of the 
Coniiertieiit Motion Picture Oper- 
ators' As.sociation, announced that 
he had .sent 545 letters to members 
of the Ci>ntiectl(Mit Oeneral Assem- 
bly, a.sking tbem how they voted on 
the new film law.

Washington, Sept. 8. 

Will Hays not only has gone to 
the United States Army, but right 
into the White House and taken the 
Junior aide to the President to 
head the foreign department of the 
organization over which the "Czar 
of the Movies" presides. An- 
nouncement came through here 
Saturday of the resignation of 
Major Oscar N. Solbert, Corps of 
Engineers, to become effective Sept. 
15, with the army man to join the 
Hays organization. 

Solbert Is a West Pointer, is 40 
years old, and during the world war 
won the Distinguished Service 
Cross for his work In the Military 
Intelligence. He was military at- 
tache at the London Embassy dur- 
ing the tenure of Ambassador 
George Harvey. Upon the return 
of Mr. Harvey the army officer 
went to the White House as Junior 
aide, this appointment. It is stated, 
following upon the recommendation 
of the retiring Ambassador. Dur- 
ing the recent visit of the Prince 
of Wales the new Hays executive 
was his personal aide. 

When asked by a Variety repor- 
ter as to the duties of his new "job" 
Major Solbert stated that hi* head- 
quarters would be In New York 
City, whcret-he is expected to re- 
port Sept. 20. As to just what his 
work was to be, other than that 
same was In connection with the 
exploitation of foreign sales, he de- 
clined to disclose, stating he would 
prefer this to come from Mr. Hays. 

Major Solbert requests a correc- 
tion of the statement published In 
the dailies to the effect he had been 
relieved at the White House, It 
being st.ated it was the senior aide 
and not himself who retired. 

Local picture men believe Sol- 
bort's contract with Hays to be ex- 
cei)tion.ally attractive to cause his 
resignation from the army, par- 
ticularly In view of his almost 
meteoric ri.se since graduating from 
West Point, with the White House 
appointment looked upon as one of 
the "cream assignments."

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MARON TALKS TO AUTHORS ON 
PICTURES-GOING BACK TO THEM 



By MAX MARGIN 



Max Marcin, playwright, haa juat 
returned to Naw York from the 
Metro-Goldwyn- Mayer weat coaat 
atudioa, full of enthuaiaam for the 
moviea. His attitude toward moving 
picturea and the men who make 
th«m waa so different from that of 
moat Broadway playwrights who re- 
turned from the coaat that Variety 
asked him, "WhyT" Mr. Marcin has 
written the following anawer. 



I went out to the coaiat to help 
Metro-Ooldwyn make picturea. Not 
that I think they ever needed my 
help, but they thought they did and 
I waa entirely wiUins to let them, 
think ao. My intention waa to re-, 
main two month*. I ended by re- 
mainins five and I'm on my way 
back to Btay a while longer. What 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. foK out of 
me la tor them to figure out, I know 
that I learned a lot from them and 

- th»t Tve acquired a healthy respect 
for moving pictures. and the men 
vftn> make them. And one of the 
principal reasons is the sincerity 
with which the big men of the in- 
duatry are trying to improve the 
calibre of their output. 

Inatead of coming back sore at 
the crowd daily Btr\>ee\uxe to do 
Bomethlng with a lot of poor ma- 
terial, I'm sore at the writers who 
ar» passing up th» blsseat oppor-. 
tunlty for creatlv« talent that the 
world has ever known. 

There is no record of any writer 
ever having passed up movie money 
for his plays, or hla novels, or his 
"Stories, except when he figured that 
the amount waa too amalL Tea, 
we've all been grabbing It, and then 
thought it smart to bellttlo the men 
who made It posaible for ua. 
Developing Writer* 

Now. the funny part of It all ta 
that while we've been taking movie 
money as a sort of by-product of 
our writing, and quickly washing 
. our hands after poeketing it, the 
movie magnatea, out of sheer com- 

- pulsion, have been developing a class 
of writers of their own that in time 
wlU supply sufficient original ma- 
terial for the screen to make our 
plays and novels of little or no im- 
portance to the cinema They're 
having a tough time developing 
these writers and they're suffering 
many disappointments In the pro- 
ceas. But they're keeping hard at it 
and I want to go on record as de- 
claring that within 10 years there 
will be as much dignity attached to 
writing for the ftcreen as there is 
in turning out plays or novels. It 
taJcea a lot of c'everness and imagi- 
nation to turn out a good movie — 
believe me, it does. 

I know a lot of writers who've re- 
turned from the coast embittered by 
their experience. Their chief Indoor 
ftport has been to appraise the 
movie Intelligence as something 
lesa than is possessed by the lowest 
form of animal life. With very few 
exceptions these writers, -,o confi- 
dent of their own superior Intelll- 
^ gence, were unable to turn out an 
^ acceptable moving picture. And the 
H reason is not hard to fathom! 
If Knew Toe Much 

i They went out to the studios, un- 

der heavy salaries, obsessed with 
tl>e Idea that they knew more about 
the picture business than tin men 
who were In it — they went out to 
revolutionise something they knew 
nothing about. Much to tlieir araare- 
ment they found people In the stu- 
dios who knew a lot about movies, 
acquired through hard and costly 
experience. Of course, as In every 
other profession, there also are a 
lot of pin-heads In it, but they don't 
count for much. Often they manage 
to wield a little authority for ;i 
. time, but the same condition exists 
in the theatre, in the publishing 
houses and in the editorial ofllces 
of the magazines. 

Naturally, these wrlter.s, who 
thought they could immediately Im- 
X>ose their half-baked ideas on the 
people In charge of the studios 
found the gglng hard. And we all 
know it's a common unian trait 
to attribute our own faiiure to the 
brainless idiots who could not np- 
preci.ite our own great genius! 

Yet a great many of tl ese writer.'*. 
had they started with the determi- 
nation to begin by loamlnK and not 
bjr trying to teach, oould oasil) have 
mastered the technique of the cinr 
ema Jind l^^arnod not only how t) ox- 
^^rcaa. their i4«aa in teims of muv- 
j i , . . 1.1 . -. t . 1 ■ < 



ing pictures, but likewise and equal- 
ly important would have learned 
what not to do. They \.ould have 
found a new and fascinating medium 
of expression — and mucl. money .n 
the bargain. 

I am aware that a man's viewpoint 
is shaped chiefly by the things that 
btrfall him individually. At the f«ame 
time there was no reason why I 
should have been accorded treat- 
ment different from any other es- 
tablished author who went out to 
try his hand in the movies. I found 
not only a spirit of helpfulness to- 
ward me, but a ffreat ea«;eme8s oa 
the part of the heads of the studio 
to make me of help to them. 
"Variety's" "Inside StufT 
WhUe I waa on the Metro -Gold - 
wyn- Mayer lot, "Variety" printed 
a lot of aliased ^'inside atuft" about 
the men who were running it that 
was enough to get the goat of any- 
body who really knew what was 
transpiring. The lot Is run by 
Louis B. Mayer and his two chief 
aids, Irving Thalberg and Harry 
l«apf. Thia may sound like presa 
agenting for the people who paid 
me, but I didn't a4ik to be allowed 
to write this article for "Variety," 
and I don't have to press-agent for 
anybody. 

These men know their business, 
as is proved by the calibre of pic- 
tures they're turning out. They 
have developed a policy on the lot — 
a policy of co-operation on the part 
of writers, directors and supej-vlsors 
and anyt>ody that cannot or will not 
fit himself Into this scheme is a 
disturbing element and u.teless to 
the organisation. These men are 
not "bosses" in the remotest sense 
of the term, nor do they set them- 
selves up as suclL If they can't 
sell their Ideas to the writers and 
directors, they don't want the writ- 
ers or directors to adopt them. But. 
if the writers and the directors can-- 
not sell their ideas to Thalberg or 
Rapf, Utey too must join in the 
effort to arrive at some solution 
satisfactory to everybody. 
Creating Picturea 
One of the things I learned very 
quickly is that a moving picture is 
never the result of any single indi- 
vidual's effort. It is the creation of 
all those who participate In the 
making of it. 

One of the great Illusions Is that 
art can only be the result of indi- 
vidual expression. The movies have 
disproved that — I mean those pic- 
tures that are generally acknowl- 
edged to be successful expressions 
of sincere thoughts. There are such 
movies, more than one would ima- 
gine offhand. These very pictures! 
are the results of the closest of 
cooperation on the part of their 
makers — and, revolutionary as It 
may sound, beauty and unity of 
thought have actually been achieved 
not by single, but by united effort. 
There have been radical changes 
in the making of movies in the last 
few yeara The day of the tyran- 
nical director is past. He no longer 
does as he chooses — the writer to- 
day has a lot to say about his 
picture. That Is, if he is tt>ere to 
say it and has leart^ed sufficient 
about the business to make It worth 
whUe listening to him. 

Co -Operation 

My own experience has been that 
as soon as directors and other writ- 
era found that, like thorn. I had 
learned the lesson of cooperation, 
they were not only willing, but 
eager, to work along with me. And 
that meant dropping their own pot 
ideas when I was able to convince 
them they were wrong, as well as 
my yielding to tliem when thoy con- 
vinced me that what I wanted to 
do was no good. 

There's a lot of room for honest 
writers in the movies. By that I 
mean writers who are willing' to 
learn the roqulronipnts and apply 
themselves as sincerely as when 
turning out a play or a novel. They 
will find themselves bfiriK arcorJcti 
not onty respectful attention, t)Ut 
the mo.st cordial coopor.ition. 

If you go In with superior LU-as 
about yourself and the notion that 
you're going to "wi-ite down" to the 
so-called movlo level, believe mo, 
you're headed for failure.

Of their stars only 
Mosjukin, the Russian, has gotten 
any real following at the box office. 
The company has, therefore, no sta- 
bility, and must drop to pieces when 
the financial prop is taken away.

concentrated in perfecting its tn- 
Btruraental prowess, and Juatly ao, 
since that is paramount on the 
dislcs. This has oontributed to 
opening up a new field for the un- 
known entertaiiling band. What 
the singing orchestra lacks in 
"naoae" it ofttimes more than coun- 
terbalances in genuine versatility 
merlUi thus giving it more than a 
look-in on fancy figures from the 
picture houses. 

The film houses with their large 
capacities and six ahows or more 
dally (four generally de luxe' per- 
formances when the presentations 
and other features are shown in en- 
tirety) are more generous In their 
salaries. Their weekly grosses per- 
mit greater leeway than vaudeville 
or production although musical 
comedy has its eight performances 
weekly or 14 on the vaudeville big 
time as against the four-a^ay in: 
picture houses er 28 afhowa weekly. 
Thus there are advantagea and dla- 
advantages on both aldea of the 
fence. 

Picture House Outlet 
Picture house Jumps are some- 
times prohibitive although likely to 
more than counterbalance the week 
or two later. Conalderlng it by and 
large, the cinema theatre as an ou^r 
let is most attractive. Picture house 
managers have educated their puhllc 
to demand stage Interludes and otb<>r : 
novelties to supplement the fllon 
fare and what is more Impottant. 
the film house managers need the 
presentations to augment the 8r>m«- 
timee "weak sister" flicker offer ln;{9. 
A groat screen attraction Is not to 
be had every week, or every month, 
for that matter, hence the urgency 
for building up the program with 
suitahle stage pre.sentations. 

There arc 60,000 bands of some 
nature or another ^n these United 
States yet there are not 73 organi- 
zations well adapted for picture 
house bookinga. Considering the 
16,000 picture houses fronf. coast to 
coaet and that only fov.r per cent, 
of them at a rough estimate play 
stage attractions of some sort, the 
demand obviously exceeds the suo- 
ply. Managers who demand a con- 
stant cycle of "name" attsactlons 
frequently find themselves halted In 
their quest. 

As bands, therefore, rotate the 
picture house circuits they will nec- 
essarily have to buHd for them- 
selves unless they wisely employ 
other exploitation methods to create 
a "name" so as to mean something 
by name alone to a manager other 
than an abstract appellation. 

Withal the realm of the celluloid 
is opening a vast avenue for income 
for the enterprising traveling or- 
chestra.

An elaborate syatem of presenta- 
tiona haa- been put into effect by 
LouU K. Sidney, Division Mannger 
for the Loew Circuit. He is now in 
direct charge of the State, St. Louis; 
Aldine, Pittsburgh; Regent, Harrisl 
burg. Pa.; and Loew's newly ac- 
quired Colonial, Reading, Pa. 

Sidney's method of producing the 
big presentations for St. Louia and 
Pittsburgh calls for a visit from the 
latter city to the former every sec- 
ond week. This visit usually lasts 
for a three-day period and provides 
for the St. Louis programs of the 
next fortnight. 

Sidney creates the ideas and turns 
them over to his musical director, 
Don Albert, who carries them out 
as to musical score, lighting, and 
general stage direction, Alberr us- 
ually haa original photographs or 
drawings by Sidney to work from. 

Efforts arci made to open the at- 
traction or presentation in St. 
Louts first because of the Saturday 
opealnc now in practice in that city. 
With the shows there closing Fri- 
day Qlght. that enables the entire 
attraction to leave at midnight and 
arrive in Pittsburgh Saturday night 
in time for the musical and scenic 
rehearsal. 

Double Uae 

One of the first steps Is to set the 
feature pictures so that they will 
work out in this rotation also. The 
arrangment permits Sidney to select 
presentations of )|hat particular type 
tttat fits the film as much as possi- 
ble. The same holds true for the 
artists used in the prologues. In 
many cases the same scenery and 
drapes are used in both houses. 

This Is not always practical. It is 
usually found there Is enough house 
material on hand to use an almost 
identical setting' without going to 
the trouble and expense of shipping. 
ISach theatre is equipped with ex- 
actly the same type of draperies, 
stage props and even the lighting 
arrangements which makes it rela- 
tively a simple matter to h.andle. 

Turned Failure Into Success 

When Marcus Loew took over the 
Aldine, a couple of years ago. it 
had t>een more or less of a failure 
In the 12 years since its incepuon. 
At the time It had been closed for 
nine months following the demi.^e of 
Shubert Unit vaudeville. Sidney 
was engaged, by Edward A. Schiller, 
Loew executive, to manage the 
house. 

In the face of much adversity 
and with his competitors giving the 
theatre only four weeks' existence 
under the new regime, Sidney and 
his staff made the Aldine one of the 
best paying houses on the Loew 
circuit. The first presentations seen 
in Pittsburgh were Introduced, a 
moderately large and musically 
skilled orchestra of 14 was engaged 
and such features as Jaz«, Synco- 
pation, Fashion and Golf Weeks 
kept public Interest stirred. 

After the Aldine became an es- 
Ublished success, Schiller asked 
Sidney to take charge of Loew's 
Toledo and Dayton houses. It was 
Mr. Schiller who conceived the idea 
of swinging the entire show be- 
tween those two towns and Pitts- 
burgh. This was only partially 
successful as Dayton and Toledo 
were not big enough cities to accept 
that type of performance. With the 
opening of the new theatre at St. 
Louis, this was substituted for the 
other two. 

Sidney recently Introduced the 
novelty of having managerial 
schools for film theatre managcra. 
He conducts thU form of educa- 
tion by having in each of his thea- 
tres three or four young men to 
whom he teaches the business. When 
ready they are .shipped to other 
houses to become managers. A 
graduate of this school is now In 
charge of each of the theatres .^id- 
neyhas under his direction. This, 
also is a plan or)«inating with Mr. 
Sell i Her. 

Sidney was the creator of the 
series "Sid's Musical Crossword 
Puzzles." which scfcrcd so strongly 
at St. Louis and PittsburKh last 
fall that they were booked for all 
the Loew vaudeville and picluri; 
houses In the country.

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CUTTING OUT EASY MONEY FOR 
CASTING AGENTS IN HOLLYWOOD 



Raymond L. Schrock for U Evolves Plan to Protect 
Studios,. Producers and Actors — Other Studios 
May Adopt It — No More Trafficking 



Los Angeles, Sept. 9. 
Casting agents In Hollywood, who 
have been reaping a harvest through 
the sale of contract players from 
one producer to another, had the 
props knocked from under them by 
Baymond L. Schrock, general man- 
ager of Universal. Mr. Schrock has 
Inaugurated a plan whereby all 
players under contract to his or- 
ganisation will ■)e sold direct by the 
ptudio to other producers, instead of 
being turned over to agents. 

This plan has been endorsed by 
other big producing companies and 
It is said will be followed out by 
them and that gradually contact 
with, the agents so far as securing 
principal players Is concerned, will 
be eliminated. 

When Schrock took over the Uni- 
Yersal plant, he found players from 
his organization, instead of being 
marketed direct to other producers 
at a salary equivfilent to what they 
were getting from his concern over 
an increase, were being turned over 
to certain casting agents, in many 
cases at a 1-irh to the company. He 
worked out a plan whereby the 
players are now being disposed of 
at cost and often at a profit to other 
studios. 

Fixing Salary 
Charles Furthman, one of his as- 
aistants, has been placed in charge 
of the work of selling and loaning 
players to other companies. The 
manner in which Schrock figures the 
salary of the player is to take the 
amount of time that they may have 
been on the payroll- and to add that 
loss onto the player's salary. This 
amount is divided so that it will 
equalize In payments from the pro- 
ducer to whom the player is 
loaned, an amount weekly that will 
cover the loss sustained by his or- 
ganization. 

In instances where the salary ex- 
ceeds the amount or the player has 
been used regularly without losing 
time, a profit made on the contract 
by the stu^llo is divided with the 
player. 

Last week Schrock leased at to 
different companies 11 players. Seven 
received salaries amounting to 
$1,000 or more a week. Included 
were Pat O'. lalley, Norman Kerry, 
Jason Robards, Alexander Carr, 
Wm. Cain, Jean Hersholt. Virginia 
Valli, Louise Dresser, Marian Nixon. 
Pay Wray and Virginia Bradford. 

Among some of the other players 
to be farmed out are Art Acord, 
Velma Conner, Jack Daugherty, 
Blanch Fisher, Oeorgie Grandee, 
Cesare Gravinla, Dorothy Oullver, 
Jack Hoxie, Mathias Kaempf, Ar- 
thur I^ke, C. H. Puffy, Margaret 
Quimby, Nina Romano, Josie Sedg- 
wick, Clarence E. Thompson, Lola 
Todd, Walter Roger, Prince Youcca 
Trubetsky, Cecil Whltworth and a 
dg named "Muro." 

Several other :arge producers are 
following up the Schrock pla.i and 
circularizing other producers with 
a list of players that will he avail- 
dog named "Muro." 

M-G Alto 
A similar plan Is being carried out 
by Metro-Goldwyn with John Lan- 
caster having oharge of the loan- 
ing of the players. The policy used 
by agents who. In the past handled 
the players, who were to be loaned. 
Was to get a studio to set a flat 
sum for the players and then sell 
to the highest bidder. 

At Universal one of the agents ob- 
tained players who were drawing 
1750 to $1,000 a week for $:00 a 
week, and sold them for from $1,000 
to $1,500 per week. One particular 
agent, who had, it is said, the run 
Of the Universal lot prior to the 
advent of Schrock, Is sustaining a 
great loss through this new method 
of doing business as he 1 lied 
about 76 per cent, of the people 
available for work off the lot. 



Smaller Independents 
Steadily Growing 

The amazing growth of small- 
er Independent house circuits 
in New York and Brooklyn has 
brought about a peculiar con- 
dition in the exchanges clam- 
oring for picture bookings. 
Heretofore many of the inde- 
pendents were booked as single 
houses, but the grouping of 
these houses under one head 
has resulted in the managers 
doing business with their for- 
mer exchanges and giving scant 
attention to outside interests. 

Never in New York has the 
Independent situation been 
under such circuit control. 
Where certain men a few years 
ago owned one house, today 
they have from three to six. 
Grouped under one man they 
are controlled by two interests 
which are still buying houses 
wherever they can secure the 
lease or house outright. It is 
said that through the grouping 
of houses the owners, by mak- 
ing certain bookings for a con- 
tinued period, shooting them 
from house to house, can get a 
better break en the subjects 
under booking surveillance. 

The Brooklyn and Bronx sec- 
tions particularly have long 
been congested with picture 
houses, yet both these sections 
report unwonted building ac- 
tivity. Most of the new theatres 
under construction are said to 
be controlled by "circuits," or 
will be by the time they are 
completed.

ducer. 

As showmen the Keith-Albee 
forces were not alone satisfied 
with contracting for the first 
run rights of Greater New 
York to Hal Roach's "Gang" 
two-reelers, but they wanted 
to make these comics im- 
portant. Besides placing the 
comedy film in the middle of 
the Hip's program (following 
intermission), Mr. Foster 
created! an atmospheric pre- 
sentation. Just preceding, and 
cut out the preliminary title 
slides to the picture so that 
the prolog ran right Into the 
atart of the action of the 
comedy. 

This is very advisable with 
all prologs and pictures, since 
the titled slides tend to reduce 
the strength created by the 
atmosphere of the prolog. 

The prolog unquestionably 
made the "Gang" comedy im- 
portant With the "Jumping 
Beans" and "Farina" (the 
mule not used In this one), 
there arejnany laughs and the 
two-reeler made a nice break 
in the show's program. Nor 
did it injure any of the comedy 
before and after, for the next 
to closing turn of the bill. 
Nervo and Knox, were one of 
the laughing hits of the show. 

In the prolog Mr. Foster 
ultilized six of the Foster Girls 
(Hip's stock chorus) and two 
of the Paul Whiteman musi- 
cl^s (Austin Young and 
Charles Gaylord). Upstage 
was a set cottage with a fence. 
Along the fence were the girls 
In country dress, singing with 
the two boys, the latter seated 
upon a bench. The song was

The prolog lasted but the 
length of the song, one verse 
and choru.s, probably less than 
two minutes. 

This prolog did not cost the 
house >100 since Its own peo- 
ple were employed, and It 
should not cost any house If 
following the Idea, over $300 
through the engagement of 
local boys and girls as the 
singers. The latter would be 
an extra ballyhoo and pub- 
licity because of the locaUi. 

The HlppfSUrome intends to 
continue its prologs to the 
"Our Gang" comedies with Mr.

Wheels and merchandising booths 
at the I. & I. Fair Grounds, raided 
and closed the first of the week by 
Sheriff William T. Timm, were in 
operation two days later after the 
Bherirr, fair authorities and conces- 
sionaires had reached an under- 
standing. 

The sheriff, who had given out 
a half-column interview to the local 
newspapers when he cloeed down 
the wheels and annouticed that they 
would be closed forever In Vermilion 
county, stated afterward to the 
new8(>aper men that he had not 
given permission to reopen the 
wheels, but that he would not dis- 
turb them, adding also that his 
action would not interfere with a 
grand jury Investigation if that 
body was so inclined. 

Timm's first raid on the wheels, 
which threw the concessionaires 
into a panic, for scores of them had 
paid big permit fees to operate and 
were getting ready for a clean-up 
at the fair, was said to have been 
Inspired by a feud between him and 
the city offlclals. When the wheels 
were resumed the sheriff's force 
had taken over entire policing of 
the grounds, which prevlou.sly had 
been done by city odlcers and spe- 
cials hired by the, fair on recom- 
mendation of the city police chief, 
although the grounds are outside 
the city limits.

Today, X>ok L^isenbourg, fresh 
from a summer season at the Now 
Ocean Hnuse at Bwampscott, cen- 
ter of social activities around White 
Court, the sununer home of Presi- 
^emt Coolktge, leads a 25-piece band 
Ib the pit of the State theatre here 
for the Acet time. 

Tlie nucleus of this new JSi.xen- 
bourg organization is the nine >Sin- 
fonians, upon whom rests Dak's 
fame in this territory. In addition 
he has enga^rvd 16 more musicians, 
none of them pit men, all of them 
4ance players. The orchestra is to 
ke heavily featured at the theatre 
as a regular "name" attraction. 

The r>ublic is just about ripe for 
this pioneer venture. Why some- 
thing like this has not happened 
earlier is a puzzle. Boston is and 
faas been a city of good dance or- 
chestras. The dancing public here 
has boon served unusually well. But 
the pit orchestras, as in other cities, 
have been noiticeably poor. Para- 
doxical though it seems, the mad 
followers of Terphichore, who turn 
up their respective noses dlsdiin- 
fully at anything Yens than the best 
in 4ance music, have ■been sitting 
through pit performances of 'pain- 
ful Inferiority with hardly so much 
as a groan. This docs not apply 
to the legit houses, but it does to 
all the vaudeville and plr-tiire 
houses, with hardly an exception. 

Tt>e EiscnhourR Invasion of the 
pit field has caused much specula- 
tion among music men, and consid- 
erable excitement among the veter- 
an chair holders of the old school 
pit b,'in(1s. Thoy are perturbed 
oousiderably, but they might as well 
get used to it now, as there is no 
question In your correspondent's 
mind, after careful study of the 
.«iltuation, but that this is only a be- 
ginning. 

There have been otl»<r interesting 
changes in the orchestra field here. 
Bert Lowe, who leads for the society 
crowds, has made srmio changj-s In 
ht« personnel in an endcivor to 
meet the Increasing competition of 
some of his younger rlv.-iLs, notably 
Billy LK>sse2, who is booking pleniy 
of time In this league. 

I.'eo Reisman, still the only rc- 
cordlns artist in Uils city, contintM-s 
at the Brunswick Hotel. This will 
make thn seventh successive soason 
tor this highly su»TeHsf\il v.mtig 
leader and his excellent orchestna.

Tlie picture inttMcsls were 
represented by Col. John A. Cooper, 
president of the ussociation, and 
Jack Arthur, musical director for 
Famous Players- Lasky Canadian 
Corp. The Canadian Society of 
Authors and Composers h<ad I'rofes- 
sor Watson Kirkconnell of Winni- 
peg P|i-escnt in its behalf. Prof. 
Kirkconnell being honorary secre- 
tary of the authors and composers' 
organization. G. V. Thompson sat 
in for the musical writers and pub- 
lishers' Interests. 

The Canadian Performing Right 
Society was involved as to what at- 
titude should be taken against them. 
The conference was informal but 
the result Is expected to have con- 
tiiderable effect on the musical copy- 
right situation in Canada.

Govt. Chemist Tells Other 
Things About "Liquor" 



Washington, Sept. 8. 

J, W. Quillen, grovernment chem- 
|0t, has found two new and deadly 
poisons In the bootleg liquor. One 
of these is known as brucine sul- 
phate and attacks the heart as does 
Btrychnlne. The other poison is 
nicotine alcohol diverted from the 
tobacco Industry, and made more 
poisonous through a chemical proc- 
ess. 

This nicotine alcohol is said to 
leave a "hangover" that puts the 
drinker In a highly nervous state 
and makes him subject to depres- 
sions, or leaves him In a state of 
coma that may be followed- by con- 
vulsions and death. 

Quillen says deaths from poison 
liquor will be on the increase since 
the bootleggers have started in 
with these two new ingredients. 
He also finds that kerosene, pine 
tar, camphor and bentol are being 
used more in bootleg liquor. He 
states cleverly devised flavorings 
are used to offset the odors of the.se 
chemicals. 



. SOVIETS DECREE 

Washington, Aug. 25. 

The Council of Commissars of tht 
United Socialist Soviet Republics 
have issued a decree, according to 
advices coming through otflcial 
channels, the object of which Is to 
control the production of phono- 
graph (master) records, matrix and 
gramophone records (repro'luc- 
tions). The degree requires that 
permits be secured for the produc- 
tion, importation and exportation of 
the.se products, as well as for the Im- 
portation of the indispensable r.\w 
materials and supplies for their 
manufacture. 

Control over the artistic and 
Idealogic contents of the records, is 
a1.-;o provided for. 

The import and ej^ort t.ude in 
these products, is subject to per- 
mits issued by the Commissariat oi 
Foreign Trade, with the consent of 
the Commissariat of H<Uicatlon.

ments do not perform music "for 
purposes of proflL" "rtiey perform 
the music In consideration of salary 
to be recelTed. and there Is a wide 
difrecence. In fact and at law, be- 
tween "salary" or "waces" and 
"profit.*' This difference Is recog- 
nized by the American Society ot 
Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers and so far as orchestras In em- 
ployment at public amusement es- 
tablishments are concerned. It as- 
serts no claims against them, or 
their leaders, ir. connection with the 
public performance ot works copy- 
righted by its members. > 

The orchestra leader, with the or- 
chestra employed by such .-.n estab- 
lishment, are. under the law, con- 
sidered as the agents of the estab- 
lishment If the establishment de- 
sides music copy ligfa led by menubers 
of the society to be eliminated from 
programs offered in the p;ace. It 
must instruct the leader accordingly, 
and even If he disobeys or disre- 
gards such instructions, the respon- 
sibility for ^ny Infringements of 
copyright consequently occurring 
rests upon the proprietor of the ee- 
tablishment. not upon the leader or 
the orchestra. 

The society will not Issue its li- 
cense, or per..;lt payments for li- 
censes to be made, to or by orches- 
tra leaders. This is a fixed anci un- 
alterable policy. It believes that 
the fees should be paid by the ones 
who p oflt — the proprietort, of the 
amusement places.

■hlpments for liundreds of ukes for 
their members. It Is harmless and 
educational divertissement for the 
adolescent and the elders encaurage- 
ment. One the uke is mastered, and 
that requires at the cutslde 30 days, 
the Itnack seldom tires and is never 
orgotten. If anything there is a 
oonstani striving for fancy im- 
provisations and new harmony in- 
ttrludes to vary it. 

There is much in favor of the 
uke. Its cost is cheap, ranging from 
$1.50 to $12 top pri^e for the most 
ornate banjo-uke. Compare this to 
the $400 cost of a piano and the con- 
clusion is ol>vious. 

Heretofore shee music went into 



the nomes of famlliee with pianos, 
in itself a limitation. Of the piano 
players, tl)e students for the first 
three or four years are ehcouraged 
by parents or guardians to master 
the classics. When the player takes 
to popular stuff, he or she Is then 
of the age to "step out" nights and 
that part of it becomes secondary. 

With the uke, the ukulele arrange- 
ments on the piano are extremely 
fetching for sales purposes. A sheaf 
of sheet music and the uke and tiie 
party is all set; no piano necessary. 

Harmonica Newest 

The newest vogue, the harmonica 
craze, is also looked to optimistically 
for the same convenient reason of 
minor investment and popular ap- 
peal.

dealers last winter anent the recom- 
mendation of including a special 
ukulele 'arrangement on every copy 
of sheet music. The music man fig- 
ured that if 10 per cent answered 
the very {act that they troubled to 
respond would be proof of their In- 
terest in the uke arrangement. It 
so happened only five per cent re- 
plied favorably and the publisher 
figured that only warranted scoring 
certain novelty numbers thusiy. 
New editions of music shipments 
were subsequently sent out and 
when the dealers found that their 
1 erchanJise carrying arrangements j 
for the ukulele moved oft the coun- 
ters whereas the others gathered 
dust, they then took the trouble to 
write the publisher urging the gen- 
eral inclusion of a ukulele arrange- 
ment, n 

Unquestionably that was selling 
music for them and practically every 
number these days, including bal- 
lads as well as fox-trot novelty and 
comedy ditties, are thusiy scored. 
How Many Uke«7 

Because of the many sources of 
manufacture there is no gauge for 
the number of ukuleles in use. The 
harmonica, because the Hohner Co. 
is the biggest producer, sold over 
20,000;000 in 1924 with the prospect 
of doubling that by the end of 1925. 
Considering that the uke voRiie far 
o. ershadows the harmonica which 
is only being considered a "comer" 
right now, the number of ukuleles 
sold is anybody's guess. 

It is a vast new field for popular 
song outlet and th^ music men loo"; 
upon it as a successful counter- 
effect to the damage done by the 
radio. 

The rather good business the past 
summer is ascribed to the uke en- 
couraging .sheet music sales, plus 
the fact the radio did not interest 
the public much because of the call 
o outdoors, lawn parties, picnics, 
motor trips, etc., where the handy 
uke was popular. This accounts, 
too, for the terrible royalty state- 
ments from phonograph record 
sales. 

And the silver lining to the far- 
sighted music men is the amount of 
ukulele folios sold, although some 
firms did not consider these book- 
lets bothering with until too late. 
As a result some of the smaller pub- 
lishers who had vision cleaned up 
t that respect.

Recent magisterial decisions on 
the licensing question give a more 
hopeful aspect to the situation of 
hundreds of vaudeville acts than 
they have had for many months 
past. 

With a view to Improving the 
conditions in the pubHc houses and 
making them places of social gath- 
ering more than mere drinking 
places, the magistrates are grant- 
ing music and dancing licenses, go- 
ing back a quarter of a century ago 
when dozens of public houses, espe- 
cially In the "orth of England, had 
little "free and easy" music halls 
attached where the custc lers could 
watch rough and ready vaudeville 
performancpt while consuming re- 
freshments. 

Genuine artists were engaged and 
many were quite famous among the 
publican -managers and their pa- 
trons. Some of the male acts were 
expected to act as barmen, waiters 
or billiard markers, and In one or 
two isolated cases female turns 
were expected to wait upon the cus- 
tomers, but the places were ex- 
ceedingly well conducted and many 
of them were In the hsmds of old 
pros, who took good care to uphold 
the dignity of the profession. 

Those were the days when vaude- 
ville was vaudeville before the 
daughters of fleld marshals .and rear 
admirals took to singing rag time 
for a living. As a break In between 
a long list of music hall bookings 
the artists of those days would fre- 
quently book extra attractions to 
"portable theatre" programs. ITie 
music hall business was so powerful 
as to possess Its own newspaper, 
"The Magnet," published in Leeds. 
Licensing restrictions have all 
but killed this branch of the variety 
business, the only thing left to 
the smaller artist and act being 
chance engagements for one night 
at the "clubs" big organizations 
in the densely packed working-class 
districts. These places are general- 
ly excellent as far as vaudeville 
goes, but the club member wants 
value for his money, and the show 
Includes a full drama, for prefer- 
ence a play running In the West 
End. 

Rehearsals or a knowledge of text 
doesn't really matter; the title Is 
the thing, and the players, general- 
ly semi-amateurs or old pros, are 
experts at gagging anything from 
"Hamlet" to' "Fallen Angels." The 
clubs are private and the shows 
strictly confined to members and 
friends. Royalties on the plays 
"put on" are sometimes paid, but 
not often. 

With the magisterial decision to 
return to the old singing and danc- 
ing licenses there Is a promise of a 
"brighter London" which will ex- 
tend beyond the West End. 

A start has already been made in 
Clerkenwell, a district bordering on 
the East End, at an establishment 
known as Merlin's cave. Here the 
management has Installed a band, 
but has not gone so far as to en- 
gage professional talent, relying 
upon volunteers from the customers. 
Under the impres.iion they have 
discovered something new, the au- 
thorities are watching the "experi- 
ment," and success* in one direction 
may lead to a whole.sule reniove! of 
the restrictions.

Amateur Beauts Only 
There is little doubt the two 
Broadway show girls, Kathryn Uay 
("Vanities") and Dorothy Knapp 
("Follies") were suddenly scratched 
to end the dissension that clouded 
the opening of the beauty carnival. 
Had the protest not been acted on 
next season's pageant might have 
been seriously affected, since many 
Of the prize winners competing were 
chosen by newspaper contests and 
the general idea around the country 
appears to be that "Miss America" 
should come from amateur ranks. 
If the newspapers or a portion of 
them pa.ssed up future pageants the 
basic idea of boosting Atlantic City 
would be weakened. 

No doubt either about the-directors 
of the pageant being on the up and 
up. for it is not a money making 
proposition except for the hotels. 
The pageant has grown to such di- 
mensions that it now overtops New 
Orleans' Mardi Gras. An all-night 
Session of the directors Wednesday 
ended with the withdrawal of the 
show glrLs, the directors being in- 
sistent although such entries are 
not barred by the rules. 

Allegations and protests ;igainst

ago. 

When the two prominent show 
girls were announced as entrants 
several weeks ago, it was intimated 
the beauty championship would go 
to either one. Color to that was 
added through Earl Carroll, pro- 
ducer of "Vanities," being one of 
the Judges.

Crandall Charges Hoax 



A report in the dailies that 
Milton D. Crandall was dis- 
charged following ills protest 
against the appearance of pro- 
fessional beauties at Atlantic 
City's beauty pageant, was vig- 
orously denied.

A number o< operators of dancing 
echools are turning producers with 
little cost and producing flashes to 
fill spots for the independent houses. 
The choruses consisting of pupils 
Working for expenses in order to 
gsin experience. 

Hookprs of the so-called "coffee 
and cake circuit" are glad to get 
the features since they can work 
below the figures of legitimate 
flashes. 

The acts are generally outfitted 
cheaply through rented scenery 
and the possible induction of a com- 
edy team to string out their routine 
material for the dialogue and also 
to lead the numbers. 

Ten people offerings of this type 
are ieing farmed out for as little 
as $250 a week with the booker 
providing short Jumps and splitting 
tl«e week between two houses. 

Some of the smaller picture 
houses have been falling heavily 
for the stunt.

$malt Time Managers Side- 
stepping Suggestions — Pre- 
fer Cancellation Clause 



Pay or play contracts loom up as 
the only antidote for "drop outs" 
and "disappointments" which have 
long since been a drawback for in- 
dependent bookers. 

Most of the bookers employ the 
standard contract and experience 
little trouble. Others have refrained 
from issuing It since they cannot 
educate house managers to the feas- 
ibility of employing it, especially 
those who Insist upon reserving 
right of cancellation. They are in 
a majority. The latter gentry won't 
do business with agencies issuing 
the pay or play contract. Bookers 
of these houses won't take chances 
upon issuing them since the burden 
would fall upon them In case of 
trouble. 

Bookers are trying to sell the 
"pay or play" contract stronger than 
ever this season, believing it will 
mean less trouble and attract a bet- 
ter grade of talent to the indepen- 
dent vaudeville time. 

As things stand now acts accepting 
contracts not of the pay or play 
variety refuse to take, them seri- 
ously through being certain the 
booker issuing them has a similar 
slant and this is responsible for the 
many "drop outs" that occur weekly.

Isn't Booking Direct Injustice 
Often to Agents? — Here's a Case 

Big time vaudeville agents are concerned over the booking direct 
practice, which now has extended to the Orpheum Circuit. The 
Orpheum has been the one best bet for the producers and agents 
looking for quick action, many of whom have shown acts to the 
eastern bookers merely as a matter of protection and then imme- 
diately booked the acts with the Orpheum, while the easterners 
were making up their minds about salary, etc. 

This season, however, the Orpheum. while booking acts with its 
usual alacrity, has booked more acts direct than ever before. 

The agents, as a result, are worried. One concrete instance is the 
booking of a Jaza band with a "name" leader. The act while under 
the direction of one of the best K-A agents had its salary raised 
from $660 to $3,000 weekly, and its value eflually enhanced In other 
branches of the show business. 

This season the act has been i>ooked by the Orpheun^'Circuit 
direct, with the agent disregarded. The booking was consummated 
in a night clul> by an Orpheum representative and the leader's 
lawyer. 

Other Instances are cropping up. In several cases acts have been 
discovered on the small lime by one of the Orpheum scouts, re- 
ported to be the b^st in the busino.«is. and .signed before a K-A 
agent had time to find them. 

Under the current rules an agent cannot protect himself by sign- 
ing an act to a personal contract, and, in addition, must give an 
act a written release whenever requfsted.

The biggest addition to the cir- 
cuit was West Coast Theatres, Inc., 
which swung over when Sol Lesser 
became sold on the proposition 
that W. V. M. A. vaudeville was the 
beat iwpular priced entertainment 
for his houses. Film trailers and 
newspaper ads have been concen- 
trating on the phrase "Associattoi 
Vaudevillo" which has already as- 
sumed prestige as a trade-mark. 
The publicity bureau will continu* 
to emphaslee this label.

It is also claimed th.nt the current- 
ly roi»orted Balaban & Katz deal 
with the original 26 frtinchlBe 
hiiUU-rs of the First National, under 
which it l.s proposed for B. & K. to 
operate *'.e theatres of the various 
franchise holders is but another 
arm to the .scheme of the Famous 
IMayers with their bankini; con- 
nections to form a B!j»antic monop- 
oly of the picture busino<<8. 
Picture Merger 
It Is assorted by insiders that 
they see in thep^irst National, B. & 
K. deal an off-shoot of the recently 
proposed merger of the B. & K. 
theatre with those' of Famous 
Players, with the present deal now 
in progress to be quietly accom- 
plished, and the possibility of a 
merger also sub rosa in the near 
future with F. P. as originally 
planned. 

While It Is claimed that Famous 
Players since the adverse opinion 
banded down the Bxaminer of the 
Federal Trade Commission ia its 
investigation of F. I>., has had a. 
temporary curbing effect upon that 
organization, at least outwardly, the 
same insiders say that the opera- 
tions of F. P. concurrently with its 
compreliensive buildios plans, dis- 
play little dread of any federal de- 
pai'tment or commission. More 
especially this advanced with the 
Fetleral Trade Commissions final 
opinion yet to be handed down in 
the F. P. matter. 

Another recent move in financial 
and picture circles to start rumors 
is that of Goldman, Sachs ft Co., 
influential Wall Street bankers re- 
ported getting behind Warner 
Brothers, for a stock issuing plan. 
Inside reported of late that the 
Warners Brothers had become af- 
filiated with or through Famous 
Players, that report could not be 
confirmed. 

Bankers Intertwined 
A connection Is made now how- 
ever through the friendly relations 
existing between Goldiruin, Sachs 
& Co. and Kuehn, Ixteb & Co., tlie 
latter the Famous I'layers financial 
backers. Intertwined al.<»o are the 
Chicago financial conne.tions of 
both, directed as he may »ee fit by 
Julius Kosenwald, head of Scars. 
Roeliuck & Co., and also iiUereste<i 
through his sons as stockholders in 
the HiUaban & Kats Middle West- 
fcrn picture enterpri.ses. 

Naturally the First National 
franchise holders deal with B. & 
K's. would send the First National 
openly Inte the Fnmoiis Players 
camp if F. P. effected the expected 
merK^r with the B. * K. group. 
When tlie latter ia finally set. The 
late upward movement in B. & K. 
stock w.is -iirrested when reports 
quieted down of the F. P.-B. & K. 
merger. Those reports are said to 
have been quieted and the B. & K. 
stock quotations moved downward 
when the otterators of the deal de- 
rideil to hold it off for a wliilc.

He has 
stated there never will be a merger 
of M.-G. with F. P. De.spite this 
there Is the belief that protective 
Interests of the larger distribution 
must force them to operate their 
several businesses In harmony for 
mutual benefit. 

Other large film distributors and 
producers, if combined, would erect 
an establishment equal to the for- 
midable "Big Three" or "Big Two" 
if M.-G. is eliminated. 

Not Successfully "Trading" 

Famous Players Is said to depend 
tipoji its "Paramount" brand and 
its belief to hold, al.so gain, the best 
picture house box oRlce cards. Up 
to date Famous has been willing to 
'trade" In towns with local exhib- 
itors, goincT Into "partnership" with 
them. The concern has not been 
overly successful In this, however. 
Mostly F. P. has been obliged to buy 
to control, with some of their deals 
while seemingly set not going 
through. 

In the struggle for the most the- 
atres among several distributors. 
Famous has taken the lead. Ms 
Interests run into many circuits and 
several of these circuits arc known 
as First National holders. 

Famous apparently believes that 
with the growth of the country, 
which is extending Into the hamlets 
as well as the large and medium- 
sized towns, there will be a growth 
reaching up to the theatre it will 
build overshadowing the present 
exhibitor's house in beauty and ca- 
pacity. This will permit of Famous 
charging for Its first runs to an 
amount the exhibitor is now re-- 
fusing to pay. and at the same time 
Famous may "grab the town" to the 
exclusion of other Interests who 
will not biilld In the limited popubv- 
tlon against an announced new 
theatre. At the ssme time it will 
place the local exhibitor Ir. a posi- 
tion where he can not compete with 
Famous as a first run exhibitor and 
he win have to content himself with 
becoming a second run house. 

Getting Greatest Income 
In this territory, as Famous sees 
it, the distributor will be deriving 
Income from everywhere and pro- 
ected as it is in the larger cities, 
the gross income made possible by 
the move will be the greatest gross 
obtainable for any picture 

Confidence of money men In mov- 
ing pictures is behind the movement. 
From a haphazard business, looked 
at with suspicion by bankers, the 
moving picture under competent 
direction has i>uilt up a reliable 
reputation for Itself, especially in 
theatre operation. Capitalists want 
the theatre. They are seemingly 
wary of the producing end. while 
the expert picture men wijh their 
knowledge plunge into producing If 
they know they have tho theatres 
to play the plcture.s. 

At present the money situation in 
pictures 1b one of the greatest revo- 
lutions In position ever heard of In 
connection with hanker. The trend 
toward confidence has been slowly 
established, but meanwhile much of 
the chaff In picttires have been 
forced overboard, leaving the larger 
companies of producers or distrib- 
utors, al.so circuit operators, In a 
comparatively secure financial posi- 
tion. Their requests now for money 
to build receive respectful attention. 
Within the past three years the 
number of estimated picture thea- 
tres in the United States has In- 
creased from 13.000 to 16,000.

May 1 also mention Ted Healy, - 
now with Carroll's "Vanities." a 
young man, who, until two or three 
years a«o, was glad to be known aa 
a good small time acL 

Eddie Buzzell, of "The Glnghani 
Girl," a few years ago was a recog- 
nised and very much sought afte** 
small time artist; along this same 
line such artists as the Four Marks 
Brothers, who, until a few years ago, 
had a very hard time convincing 
any big time manager that they were 
two-a-day material. 

Others From Small Time 
Others that I can mention briefly 
as recruits from small time, who 
leaped suddenly into big time vaude- 
ville and stars in musical comedy 
and other productions are Olarlt 
and McCullough, Freddy Allen, Betty 
Pierce, Fred and Adele IBstaIr, Edith' 
Covey, J. C. Flippen, Winnie T.lpht- • 
ner, Mr. and Mrs. Norman Phillips 
and Junior, Teddie Clarle, Prosper 
and Merit, Lou Holtz. Senator Mur- 
phy, Ona Munson and Marie Saxon. 
And last but not least, Georgia 
Jeesen. who is starring In his own 
Broadway show. 

And I might include that con- 
summate artist. Chick Sales, all of 
whom have "clicked" and "regis- 
tered" in all big time vaudeville and 
productions within the limit ot 
Judge Kelly's statement, besides 
another, I think his name is Frank 
Van Hoven. Judge Kelly may re- 
member him aa the team of Van 
Hoven and Sun. 

I am simply rattling these oft 
without any thought. If Judge Kelly 
insists. 1 will be very glad to put 
« little thought on it and compile 
a Mat that wlU probably knock 
Kelly's hat off. 

Other MenogolSstt 
I also wish to take exception to 
the list of well known monolopists 
Judge Kelly lilted. While 1 agree 
with him they are all good, why 
did he overlook such a brilliant, 
and, who. in my estimation, was _ 
the greatest monologi.st of all times, 
that well known moving picture di- 
rector, Fred Niblo. ALso the late 
Cllf Gordon, who originated an en- 
tirely different play on words aAd 
mannerisms of delivery, and Last, 
but not least, oar own eclntilatlnjf 
playwright, monologlst, actor, pro- 
ducer, star and man-about-town. J. 
C. Nugent, a man of acute intelli- 
gence and, who, by the way, was 
never adverse to playing and pick- 
ing up a week or two In the smaller 
theatres, and always delivered sub- 
stantial value for his salary. 

By the way. Judge Kelly men- 
tioned D. r>. H. I know positively 
Dave came practically from one of 
the smallest theatres In America in 
one leap Into an important position 
in the Palace theatre program, and 
I know that he ia proud of the fact 
that he did It, becanse he h,as told 
me so. 

An Explanation 
1 will also delve Into the myi^- 
terious and try to explain why there 
is, as Judge Kelly says, a dearth of 
monologists. In the first place there 
are but two types of acts that will 
kill a vaudeville bill quicker than 
anything else In the world, and that 
is — first, the dramatic sketch, and 
second, the monologlst. Unless, of 
course, they are of sufficient caliber 
to overcome any prejudice aKa''"* 
them held by the bookers and audi- 
ence. But it Is a fact that any act 
depending solely upon talk, if It 
does not register, is a terrible, ter- 
rible thing on the stage 

In modern small time vaudeville 
I have seen several very promis- 
ing pos: Ibilities in monolopists, 
who were Immediately Informed by 
Intelligent bookers ^and there are 
,a few), that under existing condi- 
tions and the wants and likes of 
the average audience, rather than 
battle for three or four years for 
sutTlcietit prestige to demand im- 
portant spot;;, it Kould be better to 
work wif' a girl or in some oIIkp 
Wiiy strengthen their position other- 
wise than doing a single. 

So, Judge Kelly, here is a little 
idea of what is going on. If you are 
Interested, would be glad to en- 
lighten you further along these lines, 
Fred C. Curtis.

"Mi.is Ivos Angeles," \,as run- 
ner-up. Miss Lamphier was chosen 
by 12 out of the 15 Judges. She was 
immediately placed under contract 
by F.-P. for the "American Venus" 
film. 

The pageant is a series of sights. 
Entries and chaperuns and visitors 
who like to lamp the land's champ, 
and flappers Jammed the beachfront 
hotels. There are miles of stands 
on the "Walk, down the center of 
which and on the ccean side stretch 
several rows of low practical 
"bleachers," with here and there a 
stand for ofliciala and lionorary 
guests.

000 to make up the balance this 
year. Last season there wawi a $15,- 
000 deficit after the city had do- 
nated $25,000. 

Hotels' Donations 

It was thought the hotels liber- 
ally contributed but the latter's do- 
nation consists of housing and feed- 
ing the various entrunts. the girls 
being apportioned to the hotels. The 
cost mentioned abcve does not In- 
clude what U culled tho rolling 
chair parade, tl.e big sight event 
of the page.-mt (Friday). In that 
procession were m.''ny co.-^tly floats. 
The I'ennsylvania Railroad took up 
four blocks of the parade with fioats 
and exhibits, but the Reading road 
won the prize, with a full sized paper 
mache locomotive. In tiiat section 
were prize winners among employ- 
ers, also "Miss Pullman" and the 
like. It is estimated the outlay for 
floats in that parade and tho extra 
costs meant another quarter of a 
million and considering the money 
spent by visitors attract4>d, the 
pageant is a million-dolhir event. 

The pageant is a gamble with the 
weather. Four days of rain would 
mean disaster. The directors pre- 
pare for the pageant a year ahead. 
Armand T. >.'i"'ioI«, director general, 
draws a moderate .salary but much is 
spent in traveling expenses, NichoU 
touring the country, promoting good 
will for the pageant and arranging 
for lof^al beauty contests with news- 
papers or civic ori^anizations.

The paRcant opened with a baby 
parade of elaborate proportions, In 
charge of Billy Fenan, manager of 
Steeplechase Pier, in front of which 
the Judges for the contests were 
quartered. The j-resw stand was 
next to the old Ocean pier, while 
"Miss America" was crowned at tho 
Million DoUiir Pier Friday night. 
Saturday evening saw the end of 
the yngeant with $10,000 going up in 
Fireworks on the 1 each.

Several carry on their trade openly 
and so consistently that ihey ap- 
pear to have official protection. 
Their premi.ses are closed with re- 
markable regularity but, after do- 
ing his time in lieu of paying a 
fine, the proprietor reopen another 
dive in fresh quarters, continuing 
to amass wealth from the misfor- 
tunes of some and the foolishness 
of others.

But the worst shock 
of all, worse even than the 
sudden realization that she is 
too old to play heroines, must 
be when she discovers she has 
no sex appeal. 

Almost any woman can at- 
tract some man m m«n, but 
only one actress in 1,000 can 
infatuate a whole audience. 

Lsabel Jeans, now playing 
the vamp in "Cobra" at the 
Garrick, certainly has this 
power-^froifa the purring way 
she speaka to the way she 
wears her clothes; from the 
snake-like slither of her walk 
to the subtle Invitations in her 
eyes — she is all allure. 

As a contrast to I abel 
Jean's magnetism in "The 
Cobra," there is running at the 
ISveryman — the principal lit- 
tle theatre over here — a er- 
sion of Lady Gregory of Gol- 
doni's "La Locandiera, ' a 
comedy that turns on the 
physical appeal the landlady of 
the inn exercises over her 
guests.

There la drama in the spec- 
tacle of a strong man 'cing 
torn from his resolutions by 
the strength of nature. But 
when playgoers cannot feel 
how great Is the force hat 
brings him low, they have so 
poor opinion of the man that 
he is not fit to be a protago- 
nist.

"liOok Out! Wave Lengtii 50.S" is 
the third annual revue whlcli Haller 
has produced at the Admir.ils Falast. 
It is by far the best. It will un- 
doubtedly finish out the season and 
turn over a neat profit to its pro- 
ducer.

Slio 
came here, she stated, to escape 
the wrath of a stepfather. Her 
mother, she added, gave her $20. 

While on her way to her room 
she met the Jordan girl, whom, sho 
said, she found crying at 96th street 
and Riverside drive. She took 
Catherine to her room. Later sho 
met Ubranks, she said ,ftnd he and 
another sailor asked them to hold 
their uniforms. 

Instead, they donned the suits and 
jumped aboHrd an offlcer.s* launch 
when they~were arrested. The Jor- 
dan girl stated she came Ivere to 
seek funds for an Invalid father. 
She said her folks were destitute 
and sho "hop|)ed freight trains" the 
entire distance from lier homo city, 
Norfolk, Va.

Here 
lurk the procurers and the dealers 
In dope, small bookmakers' touts, 
and prostitutes' bullies. 

The payment of a subscription is 
quite unneces.sary at most of them. 
Several carry on their trade openly 
and so consistently that they ap- 
pear to have otncial protection. 
Their premi.ses are closed with re- 
markable regularity but, after do- 
ing his time in lieu of paying a 
fine, the proi)rlctor reopen another 
dive in fresh quarters, continuing 
to amass wealth from the misfor- 
tunes of some and the foolishness 
of others.

There are many tragic mo- 
ments In an actress' life from 
.he day her solitary line is 
"cut" to the day she signs a 
contract without an invitation 
to lunch. But the worst shock 
of all, worse even than the 
sudden realization that she is 
too old to play heroines, must 
be when she discovers she has 
no sex appeal. 

Almost any woman can at- 
tract some man or men, but 
only one actress in 1,000 can 
infatuate a whole audience. 

Isabel Jeans, now playing 
the vamp In "Cobra" at the 
Garrick, certainly has this 
power-^froifa the purring way 
she spe&ks to the way she 
wears her clothes; from the 
snake-like slither of her walk 
to the subtle invitations In her 
eyes — she is all allure. 

As a contrast to I abel 
Jean's magnetism in "The 
Cobra," there is running at the 
E\'eryman — the principal Ut- 
tle theatre over here — a er- 
sion of Lady Gregory of Gol- 
doni's "La Locandiera, " a 
comedy that turns on the 
physical appeal the landlady of 
the Inn exercises over her 
guests. The genius of a jJuse, 
of course, could change the 
play's meaning so that the 
heroine would conquer less by 
sex than by the power f a 
woman's wit, but no lesser 
actress could achieve this 
transformation. 

The leading lady at the 
Everyman throws herself heart 
and soul Into the part. But, 
alas, allure is not a quality 
that can be represented in act- 
ing alone — an actress is either 
born with It or she can never 
possess it. And as this land- 
lady lacks such magnetism, 
Soldoni's'idea goes to bits. 

There is drama in the spec- 
tacle of a strong man eing 
torn from hla resolutions by 
the strength of nature. But 
when playgoers cannot feel 
how great is the force hat 
brings him low, they have so 
poor opinion of the man that 
he is not fit to be a protago- 
nist.

W*ve Length 505" is 
the third annual revue which Haller 
has produced at the Admirals Palast.

But the 
girl has in the meantime fallen in 
love with him and accompanies him. 
So the curtain ' drops on the usual 
happy ending.

Max Adalbert Is a popular Berlia 
comedian, but he nni.st have u \e.

Not only are 
his melodies charming, but his or- 
chestration is m.istorful and his use 
of the drampitic very skillful. What 
Is more. Kuenecke never oversteps 
the bounds of operetta to opera. 

The libretto by Albert Salfeld and 
Franz Richthoff has some good 
comedy for the leading comic, who 
happens to be the second named 
librettist. The story, however, is 
too melodramatic for an operetta. 
It concerns a Prussian woman spy 
who. during the war of 1750 nearly 
shoots her enemy, t'ount NoKtitz.

After much dra- 
matic tension all ends happily with .

The leading roles are well enough 
played and excellently sung by Han- 
na Gorina and Eduard Lichtensteln.

Coast Asks 60-Hour 

Train from > Chicago 

Los Angeles, Sept. 15. 
Lob Angeles Cltj Council unani- 
mou.sly adopted a resolution in- 
structing City Attorney Stephens to 
file with the Interstate Comm?rce 
Commission' a request for hearing 
at an early date tn the establish- 
ment of improved train service for 
southern California. 

In the request Stephens was in- 
structed to ask the commission to 
order the Santa Pe Railroad to run 
its tran.scohtfnental train No, 7 in 
two sections 'so that passengers 
could leave Chicago a»y night at 
10:45 p. ID. and arrive in IjOs An- 
geles at 9:30 on the third morning. 
At the present time the train com- 
ing west from Chicago carries all 
mail and' baggage cars with one 
coach and has -no sleeping or eating 
accommodations. It is figured that 
if the train would run this way Us 
running time would be 60 hours, 
which local authorities ficrure would 
be beneflcial to tourists whrt want to 
come to the Coast. 

This is the first official stpo that 
l-os Angeles has taken in its fight to 
keep tourists from Florida. 

It is expectjed when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission hears tlie 
matter, requests will be made that 
other railroads inaugurate a sched- 
iile similar to the one asked of the 
Santa 1 o.

Salt Lake City, Sept. 15. 

No arrests were made in connec- 
tion with the oj)cration of pari- 
mutuel betting system at the state 
fair grounds when horse racing was 
resumed according ,to decision made 
by the city commission. 

The commission called the assist- 
ant city attorney and inquired if 
adjiKlication of the constitutionality 
of the Redd racing bill authorizing 
the pari-mutuel system, could be 
expedited. Mr. Jones informed the 
commission that to make arrests 
would, hinder the proceedings and 
that two actions would be pending 
on the same case. Hearing on the 
suit brought by the horse racing 
association to restrain the city 
from interference, is set for today. 

Meantime racing is resumed, 
every day except Sunday, under the 
Utah Agricultural and Racing As- 
sociation, with William P. Kyne, 
general manager, at the state fair 
ground.s. Purses $400 to $2,500. 

It Is claimed the city is under no 
obligation to question the validity 
of the act and that the races operate 
under the authority of the state 
legislature. 

The p.iri-mutuel system of bet- 
ting is under supervision and con- 
trol of the Utah R.icing Commission.

Jimmy Slattery, Buffalo's gift to 
the pugilistic world, was knocked 
out in the 11th round of his 15- 
round bout with Paul Berlenbach 
at the Yankee Stadium Friday 
night. 

Berl|nbach retained his . light 
heavyweight title but had to 
weather a couple of tough sessions 
himself before he flattened the Buf- 
falo will o' the wisp. 

Slattery showed everything a 
champion needed except ruggedne.ss. 
When Dave Shade startled the box- 
ing world by stopping Slattery at 
the I'olo Grounds, the experts were 
divided as to Slattery's ability to 
"take it " After Friday's N>ut there 
will still be a difference of ojiinion, 
for Slattery made a magnificent 
comeback after taking a terrific 
lacing in the third round. 
Slattery's Fatal Error 

He won every round from the 
third to the ninth and in the eighth 
seemed about to win by a knock- 
out. He had Pau; punch-drunk and 
groggy but couldn't bring him down. 
In the ninth Slattery was content 
to outbox Berlenbach and seemed 
to be resting up, figuring he would 
win on a decision. It was a fatal 
error. Berlenhac^ recuperated in 
the ninth and come out for the lOth 
as strong as a 1 ull. 

A left hook to the stomach started 
Slattery on the way to defeat. 
Sensing his chance to pull the fight 
out of the fire, Berlenbach tore in 
and threw punches from all angles. 
Some were blocked but enough got 
through to drop the Buffalo flash, 
the bell saving him. He walked to 
his corner and collapsed, waiting 
for the camp stool. 

Slattery came up for the 11th so 
weak it was a for«KOQe conclusion. 
Berlenbach leaped in for the kill 
and began getting to him with left 
houks. Slattery was dropped three 
times before Referee Haley humane- 
ly stopped it. 

The Buffalo boy showed the red 
flaming t«dge of courage, superb 
boxing skill and a good right cross 
but he seemed weak and frail 
against the ox-like Berlenbach 
when the tide of battle changed. 
Six feet one and weighing 161% 
pounds. Slats seemed in shape. It 
was his first bout over a route as 
he has just come of age, previously 
going six rounds only. 

Slattery Still Factor 

Csitics of boxing who dismiss 
Slattery after his two knockouts 
will live to be judged false prophets. 
He should fill out into a formidable 
light heavyweight. A trifle more 
of brawn and he would be unbeat- 
able. Slattery made Berlenbach 
look like an amateur as long as 
he elected to box him. In the 10th 
he suddenly switched and traded 
with Paul. That was his undoing. 

Frankie Schoell of Buffalo de- 
feated Harry Galfund in the 12- 
round semi-final, winning every 
round. Tommy Loughran gave 
Tony Marullo a glorious shellacking 
in an eight-round bout. Meyer 
Cohen defeated Barney Shaw in the 
six-round opener. About 30,000 fans 
attended. 

Slattery took the first, fifth, sixth, 
seventh, eighth and ninth rounds; 
the second was even, and the bal- 
ance Berlenhach's.

Chorus Girls' Chance 
Chorus girls, besides the extra 
money earned in this way, have a 
basis on past records to believe that 
cabaret work may more swiftly 
bring them to the front than may 
be expected from the long weary 
grind of a, show chorus, which for 
many choristers, there la never an 
escape. It's on the record that girls, 
practically choristers In cabaret 
revues, have attracted attention 
there that could not have been got- 
ten In the "lines" of a ahow's 
chorus. 

The Shuberts are paying some of 
their chorua glrla over the minimum 
scale (135 weekly), many receiving 
$50 or more. It appears the higher 
salaried Shubert chorua girla are 
the onea sought by the cafe revue 
producers. 

It 
Is said that If Miss Taylor appears 
In the revue there, her "notice" will 
stand, but It she does not, it will be 
withdrawn.

With the statement that nudltf 
was to be countenanced by the Co- 
lumbia Burlesque Circuit, coine.s the . 
information that Arthur l'ear.son'a , 
"3'owdor Puff Frolic," which inno- ; 
vatej the bare breasts and "strip- 
ping." will be the only Columbia at- 
traction 30 favored. 

The decision to co itine the lati- 
tude to the Pearsoii ;ittractii)n is 
said to have been arrived by Sana 
Scrlbner, president of the Columbia 
Circuit, because of the unfamili.ar- 
ity of the average Columbia pro- 
ducer with staging scenes for girls 
but partially drai)ed. 

The heads of the circuit take the 
stand that the scenes would have 
to be done artistically to avoid vul- , 
garity, and that '"modcKs" of uni- 
form physique would be required. 
As the "models" are not with the 
average attraction, th customary 
chorus girls would be exposed to 
the white light of the calcium and 
would be subjects of . comparison 
between thcn^ and the musical com- 
edy girls, most of whom are hand- 
picked because of their beauty, ot 
f6rm. • 

The decision may bring protesta. 
Already one Arm with several 
Columbia productions Is reported aa 
construing the Pear.son incident aa 
applicable to two of ♦heir showa. 

Piaraon'a Second Shdw 

Other burlesque pr.>ducers, who 
never dreamed of showing girla 
bare above the waist, are murmur- 
ing "discrimination." Sevdral claim 
they ' hAve choristers who wAild 
portipare ' favorably with any' of 
PeflLr8oh''8 "model!?." It could work 
out Into, an open contest with the 
Columbia ofriclale actini} as judges 
of the pulchritude, of the ospirahts 
selected by the other producers. 

The upshot of It al| has been, that, 
Pearson has received word from the 
head of the circuit to recruit an- 
other attraction, to play the Colum- 
bia Circuit, and which will be 
known as "ZIg Zag:" The title of 
the Arthur Pearson Shubert vaude- 
ville attraction. 

Pearson's "Powder Puft FroUca" 
boasts, in addition to Its "Parisian^ 
atmosphere, of the only woman 
stage manager In burlesque. 

She Is Zoe Oarland, known by the 
company as the "stage man- 
.agere»8." holding all the duties iut<l 
rt^sponslbilltles of her position. In 
private life Miss Oarland is the' 
wife of Eddie BNland, "straight 
man" of the show.

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SMITH ancJ DALE (4) 

"Battery to the Bronx" (Comedy) 

20 Mms-; One and Full (Special) 

Palace 

Smith and Pale, eole Hurvivojs 
Ol the original Avon ComeUy Kour 
have Hhelveil their hietrionic vamle- 
\IIlo Htandaid and productxl a new 
one that tthould work into a tetter 
t^rn than their old one. 

The present act calls for consider- 
able produetion and is staged in 
revue forru Opening in "one" a 
subway train with platforniH on op- 
posite Bides of the stage are seen. 
The guards ^re visitJe through 
illumination. They promise a trip 
from tlie Battery to the Bronx, in 
a spe( ial Boiig with "Canal Street" 
the lirst Ktop. The act kok» to full 
stage Bhowing the office of U. K. 
Htuclt (Mr. iMile), a Dutch lawyer. 
Mr. Smith in his familiar Hebrew 
Character enters with his wife seelt- 
ing a Kiparation. The dialog be- 
tween Smith and Dale, which fol- 
lows is equally as funny as any 
part of tht; old act. 

The next ttop is "Harlem " Thr 
Dutch and Hebrew comics are rcvl 
shirted fireman In a Harlem firc- 
house. Alarms' fall to disturn their 
two handed pinochle game. Dalf 
advices a client via the phone not 
to be a stranger and to call up 
ug&in. A frantic householder en- 
ters begging lor assistance as his 
house Js burning down. In the 
midst of bis imi'asBioned plea he 
turns into a ""J<ibitzer" when he 
BCeH Dale'3 hand and tells him to 
play his Jack. A vamping poppy 
giri also enters for a comedy bit. 

"Eronx" is a familiar scene now 
being done in t-urlcsque and in re- 
views but Wis good for big laughs. 
Smith returns from his otVice un- 
expectedly to find his wife in the 
ar^o of his i.r.i-.ncr. Wolf. During 
a speech he says, "Wiiile I'm down 
struggling to keep the wolf from 
the door, you lot him conic in the 
house " H*! shoots both and he and 
the mai/l «mhrace. 

Back dov.n-town the four men 
make a comedy entrance as male 
acrobats in tlaining red union suits. 
As they take a formation for band 
balancing they break intD a quartet 
melody which is continued while 
th*y pull a couple of phoney stunts 
topped off by the Het-rew comedian 
mounting a pedestal to Jump on one 
end of a spring board, which breaks 
in two when he lands. 

Bur!e.siiue opera is a sextet finish, 
all in grotesque comedy period at- 
tire. The two girlB* voices are a 
bit flat in their opening duct but 
Mend nicely during the sextet por 
tions. 

The act holds more laughs than 
the former vehicle and will develop 
still more wiion the principals be- 
come more f.n miliar with It.' The 
finish of the fire house scene can 
Stand "holtitermg and one or two 
lines deleted elsewhere, but the turn 
In its present shape is sure fire for 
anywhere. . 

Closing the show at this house 
they hiul to semi up to the drossinp 
rooms and recall them after the 
Roach Comedy had beenP running 
lor several feet.

A teminine pianist, Melisfie Balov. 
now acfompanit'N Anna Chandler 
through a cycle of five songs, aug- 
mented Monday night by two en- 
cores, .vhich might be deemed 
stretching a point. Miss Chandler's 

material does not possess the bril- 
liance of some of her former songs 
while at least one number is com- 
pletely buried under an avalanche 
of recitations. Siie presented a nice 
appearance, a mashie shot from the 
stage, and the special drop com- 
prises a good looking background. 

The songstress still complains 
about her piano players for an open- 
ing, currently calling attention to 
Miss Balov with whom she indulges 
In some more or less creditable pat- 
ter. • 

Two or three of The songs sound 
as having been especially written, a 
hookup between her name and that 
of the automobile of the same title 
forming one theme. 

The recitation item was ir.tio- 
duccd in that manner and split 
asunder by a like interlude which 
flowed forth as identical with that 
used in a pop sob ode which had a 
certain Vogue last season. Why the 
recitation Is regarded as strong 
enough to .epeat is not understand- 
able, A ciying 'stew' would revel 
in it, otherwise it takes consider- 
able unction to convince. Neither 
is it restric'^d for other acts are 
using it. 

Miss Chandler should throw the 
entire strength of her present reper- 
toire into the five numbers she ex- 
pects to do upon entrancing without 
holding back for encores. Further 
preparedness would narrate the 
seeking of additional numbers as 
encore submissions. As currently 
playing she will hold her spot, may- 
be not brilliantly but fulfilling the 
assignment. Thnt it would be ad- 
vantageeus to strengthen her pres- 
ent program is a.« desirable as it is 
obvious. Hkip.

world at her specialty. Never has 
the Palace seen her equal. Her 
splits, chest rolls and bends are 
marvels of sinousity and grace per- 
formed with all the technique of an 
artist. Her bacR kicks and one Ick 
control work are equally deft. She 
is an Arabian, and has been in this 
country since she was 16 A dis- 
covery. 

Ruth Matlock contributes some 
charming too solo work and the 
ballet of 12 girls working in double 
shifts of six each add to the high 
standards set throughout the act. 
Andy Rice's acrobatic solo buck 
missed several taps but will work 
out. Rice also strums a banjo dur- 
ing another number. 

The set represents the reception 
room of Mme. Pompadour. * All of 
the principals are in period attire 
with white wigs, etc. The dressing 
scheme is carried out throughout 
and is very eflfective. For a finish 
an ensemble Charleston is worked 
up cleverly. Pompadour herself 
finally succumbs to the strains of 
American Jazz and joins in the hot 
dance as does Norree clad only In 
loin cloth and breastlcts. 

The act has been given a lavish 
production and is a dancing flasli 
of brilliance. Norree could and 
should be featured.

Healey announced 
lie would describe one of the scenes 
in "Vanities," but he knew Elmer 
Sogers (house manager) would dash 
back with a hatchet. Osterman re- 
leased some new patter about him- 
self and the Prince of Wales, which 
got him plenty from the wise ones. 
Jack la no shrinking violet, but it 
must be recorded he clicks on the 
corner. He informed the audience 
^hey were reputed to be a cinch, and 
then worked as though he meant It. 
He looks ripe for a Broadway re- 
vue. 

Sun Pong Lin, a most interesting 
Chinese act, opened the 8h6w, with 
Courtney and Inesi second. The girl, 
a cute red head, is a beautiful 
dancer and the man equally clever 
with long-legged hoofing. His com- 
edy solo went so-so. The act sells 
Its dancing, however. An encore 
was their best double idea. 

Grant Mitchell, third, in a "Safety 
Pir.it" playet, was a "name," but 
that was about all. Wilton Sisters, 
next, picked up the show with their 
double songs and music. This per- 
ennial kid sister act know all the 
vaudeville tricks like a book, and It's 
a tough gathering they can't con 
Into enthusiasm. The act remains 
as was before the flood. 

"Tramp, Tramp, Tramp," Charlie 
Maddock'a. comedy sketch of eight 
males, closed the first half with a 
bang. The turn features Jack Cam- 
eron, but includes two veterans in 
gio. Hall and Tom Waters. Hall, a 
tettin of 40 years. Is partially dis- 
abled. He remained seated on a 
prop stump throughout, and con- 
tributed a poem reading that was 
masterly. In addition to lending aid 
in other directions. Waters turned 
in a falsetto voice imitation while 
accompanying himself on the piano 
in another bit. Hall played in the 
"American Girl" and many Hoyt 
farces In addition to vaudeville, 
touring the world three times during 
the past. Waters wa.s featured in 
the "Pink Lady" last.

• 

This cannot be the bill ociginally 
laid out for the Klverside this week. 
There is no booker in the Keith- 
Albee office who could have seen 
this bill forming before him dally 
without having changed It. It's a 
bad show, bad booking and bad 
playing; also a bad arrangement, 
with the latter unavoidable through 
the composition. 

Again It Is bad, and bad judgment 
for a program having a headliner 
like Weber and Fields, as the River- 
side has this week, and right In their 
home territory (West End avenue), 
to support it as weakly and as 
wrongly as has been done. 

Which makes the Monday night 
attendance little short of remark- 
able. A very good upstairs and a 
three-quarters downstairs spoke 
volumes for Weber and Fields. 
Vaudeville goers have proven long 
since that they can tell a good 
vaudeville show by residing It before 
they see It. 

Besides Weber and Fields, who 
open In "one" as a two-man a«t, 
there are two other two-men turns, 
with one single male act. It was 
quite bad enough to have two two- 
men acts without three and the sin- 
gle thrown In, although the single, 
Carl McCullough, vied with the 
stars in holding up this show. 

Then once more. The Hal Roach 
comedy two-reeler this week la a 
bad boy. Programed to open the 
second part, the house management 
must have altered the position of 
"Madame Sans Gene" to closing the 
show, about the best judgment in or 
about the program. Down there it 
wtia harmless, made morf so by the 
"walk-outs" on the Mexican Oi)era 
Co. (New Acts), next to closing. 

With seven acts, three short reels 
and the two-reel comedy, the cur- 
rent Riverside jBrogram falls little 
short of a woU^nown combination 
policy — six acts and a feature pic- 
ture. If the Roach film comedies for 
the big time cannot be weekly relied 
upon, perhaps, and at least at the 
Riverside or houses of its clas.<<, it 
might be better to try the slx-act- 
picture thing, or el.se when lioach 
sends along a bad boy, whether it's 
a "Gang" or another, to shelve that 
for the week, Inserting an act worth 
much more instead. The booking 
office must see these Roach's in ad- 
vance. Shelving may not be in the 
contract, but it may be cheaper in 
the end to pay and shelve than to 
pay and close a bill with them, for 
no doubt other K-A managements 
will do as the Riverside's did this 
week when a two-reeler comes along 
that has not enough laughs in it to 
he cail^ a comedy. 

Weber and Fields did around 30 
minutes with their opening, "I 'Love 
You, Mike," and the "statue" scene 
to cloue, with Armand Kaliz and 
Podie Brown doing the straight and 
prima donna. The added couple do 
give class to the W-F comic turn. 
How the Riverside crowd did enjoy 
the slapstick and hokum by those 
sterling performers! 

Mr. McCullough was somewhat of 
a surprise. No. 4. He had to follow 
the first two-man turn with but a 
.sketch intervening. Starting with 
Irish stories, well told and a good 
-idea foi« McCullough, he ambled 
briskly along in a clean-cut manner 
to a reception that brought forth hi.^ 
encore of impersonations, also well 
nnd neatly done, with the resultant 
applause holding up the show until 
Mr. McCullough expressed his 
thanks. It was one pf those on-the- 
level necessary speeches that hap- 
pens about three time out of 10. 

Mr. McCullough is wearing a 
bright diamond ring. As he moves 
his hand it flashes, ofttlmes in thl^ 
way becoming opposition to the baby 
spot.

If the weather hadn't been so 
humid and sticky In the big State 
Monday night the audience would 
have enjoyed the bill far better 
than It did.

Decreases Through 50o Ad- 
mission Tax Elimination - 



Variety Bureau, 
Washington, Sept. 15. 

The Third New York collection 
district of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, which receives practically 
all tax payments for the New York 
theatrical district, collected $6,113,- 
904.28 In admission taxes, according 
to the report of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue setting forth 
the preliminary figures on internal 
revenue collectloiyi for the Jiscal 
year of the Government ending 
June 30, 1925. This report Is to be 
made public tomorrow (Wednesday) 
and discloses that the District re- 
ferred to topped an others in the 
collection of the admission tax. 

The 10 districts making the larg- 
est collection under this thx are 
listed as follows: 

First California, $998,120; Sixth 
California. $1,429,907; First Illinois, 
$3,018,337; Maryland, $901,728; 
Massachusetts, $1,723,602; First 
Michigan. $1,064,133; Eighteenth 
Ohio, $920,809; First Pennsylvania, 
$1,362,833; First New York, $1,395,- 
939, and as above, Third New York, 
$6,113,904.

p. S. Durham, sole owner, man- 
ner and producer of the Durham 
Comic Opera Company, for 10 
week« at the Fontaine Ferry 
Park (theatre), has been declared 
Insolvent by Judjje George Du Uelle, 
referee In bankruptcy. Attorney 
Ben Sachs, representing Mr. Dur- 
ham, filed a voluntary petition in 
Federal Court. 

The petition listed assets of $2,136 
Including $1,000 worth of equipment 
ftnd stock in trade and $1,135 in 
cash, in addition to a $10,000 iife 
insurance policy payable to Mrs. 
Durham. Liabilities are as $10,861. 
the petition naming 52 cre^lltors 
with amounts due them ranging 
from $10 to $1,700. 

Mr. Durham stated that about 
cne-third of the total liabilities rep- 
resented salaries due members of 
the company and that the petition 
was filed to protect these salary 
claims. The opera company con- 
tinued through the week, cloaing 
Sunday as scheduled.

Scientific article.^ pul>li.shod m 'his country and liuniipe during the 
past few years all indicate tiiat cancer is becoming nxore and more 
prevalent and that tuberculosis is beronung le.ss so. 

During ir»23 there wore in New York State alone more than 6,009 
deaths from cancer, an increase over the previous year of more ihan 
seven percent. 

It may be interesting to note that in 1922 there were more death.i 
from cancer than from tuberculosi.s. It is also a notal)Ie fact that while 
municipal, state and national funds are spent in millions for the treat- 
ment and care of tuberculosis ijatieiits there is Ilitle of public fund^ 
expended for the scientific study of and treatment of cancer. 

It Is true a great deal of work is beinK done along thai line, but mostly 
carried on by funds furnished by individuals. There should be great 
financial inducements held out in that held of endeavor to encourage mord 
scientists to work for the cause, which would enable tlio medical frater- 
nity to cope with a rapidly increasing Rcourtie to human life. 

Men and women of the statjc seem more than ordin iiily siisceptilili 
to this malady. It is to be hoped that withm a .shori time there will 
be aroused a keener interest in le.s.'-eniiiR its ravages. 

At a dinner in New York a few days ago an cmiiieiU surgeon well 
known in per.-joii and by name to thousands of show pooph* was asked 
his opinion as to the method of living or of conduct tliat would be advan- 
tageous to people of the theatrical profession in preventing cancer, which 
is understood to most likely occur between the ages of 40 and 50 yetra. 
Eminent Surgeon's Opinion 
"In my opinion." he .said, "one of the most important habits people 
should acquire, is periodic health examination by a regular practicing 
physician or surgeon, not forgetting the dentist also. For I believe that 
a bad mouth is responsible for no end of stomach and intestinal dis- 
turbance as well as cancer. Nearly everyone knows that decayed teeth 
cause a bad breath. The material that causes foul odors will poison any 
stomach and jirevent it from performing its function proiierly. Brush tho 
toeth well at least twice a day and consult your dentist regularly. 

"If a woman at any age has a lump in her breast, see your doctor at 
once. This may be a beginning cancer. At any early stage it can nearly 
always be cured; at a la!e stage, doubtful. This also applies to all other 
parts of the body. One should always remember that cancer begins 
as a growth. If on the surface of the body it is much more easily de- 
tected than it Involving the stomach, g.iU Madder or other internal 
organ. 

"Again If diagnosed early and removed completely It can be cured. If 
one doctor's advice doesn't please, see another or still another and I 
earnestly advise to accept the consensus of opinion. . 

"Health is one's most valuable asset. Many realize how dlfflcult it 
Is to give a good performance if not feeling welf and still how many per- 
sistently work when they should be in a hospital? — 

"In the past seven or eight years there have been what seems like 
rapid strides In the direction of determining the causative factor, and 
It Is hoped that in a short time there will be perfected not only mor» 
success In treating the disease but Immunizing people against It." 
Another Physician Coincides 
Another physician of high name with an understanding of show people 
had a similar opinion: 

"The professional," he said, "aiound 40 or 60 would do well to consult 
their own physician, at regular intervals (each six months or so) to 
ward off any disease attack, not only of cancer or other ailment but for 
a regulatory diet of body and mind. That Is never harmful. 

"As the professional is active, emotional and ofttimos careless they 
are apt to induce temperament If not continual worry. Also I presume 
should be considered their mode of eating without especial regard as to 
what they eat or how they eat it, fast or slow. 

"These things to some degree affect the blood pressure. All ' people 
around the ages mentioned could do no better than once In a while to 
have their pressure taken, merely to know If their pressure is or is not 
normal. Either high or low, which might mean nothing from a health 
standpoint, could still easily be brought to normal under a physician's 
direction. 

Simple To Drop In 
"It's so simple a matter for a profession;il every six months or one* 
yearly to drop in on the doctor and ask to be looked over. They would 
"have a heightened feeling of good health with the doctor's approval. 
Though feeling In the best of condition, the periodical visit to the phj si- 
clan would be far from a waste of time. 

"I do not mean to infer," added the physician, "that people of the 
stage require more medical care than any other body of citizens. But 
almost any other group Is stationary while the show people move about. 
Whereas the stationary person has the doctor In front of him con- 
tinuously, the traveling professional might never give tt»e doctor a 
thought until needing him. Calling upon the doctor once In a while la 
Just a safeguard. 

"Not only on diet for a traveler would a physician's advice be ad«( 
visable but to those professionals who are athletic or like to exercisOi 
Even that might be of preferable regulation under medical advice. 

"In the event it is such a simple expedient and a practical preventive 
for the professional between 40 and 50 or other ages if they deem the 
advice sound, to have their doctor look them over now and then that I 
agree with Variety that this Information, not Intended to alarm In any 
way, can do no harm to the very fine people of the theatrical business.'* 
In the March, '25, number of "Surgery, CJynecoIogy and Obstetrics" 
appeared the following article: . 

Article From Medical Psper 

In the entire field of medicine there is at the present lime no 
question so urgent as that of cancer infection. The subject deserves 
the attention of every physician and surgeon, of every insltution 
of learning in which medical subjects are considered, and above all ^ 
things it deserves the attention of the public and the financial sup- . 
port of the Government. 

Approximately 50,000 American soldiers who served In 'he life 
war died as the direct or Indirect result of wounds and an equal 
number from influenza and other diseases. 

Terrifying Statistics 

The United Statecr Government has spent more tli.in one billion 
dollars during the past year for the upkeep for its Army aiicl Kavy, 
and for pensions.

Moreover, the number of \iv<-n lost In this ri>unlry from cancer 
rliiring the 10 years .HiU'C the beginning of the lute war exceeds all 
of tho lives lost from Wi unds In all he w i r.s ih which 'his couptry 
has been involved sinre Its bi'ninning, ineltnling Iho War of the Revo- 
lution.

This waH my first production. 

Married an Amatcui* < ...i •■ 

Us most definite result was that I married one of the amatc^ur club 
nnil.paade' Dover jny headquarters for many circling years. 

I-^^r 10 years or so thereafter, I continued to act and dir'ect ij\ good, 
ban and indifferent dramatic organizations, ranging from NeW Ygrk to 
I.oH Angeles. These Included Shakespearean ajj<l modern plays, farcet) 
and afterplece.<!. As I was always the director, 1 had to do a good deal 
of cutting and blending of plays, and as a pastime wrote •riginal plays 
ietyvcen time. It was a dull weok that I did not tur» out a new play. 
The attic at home became congested With them. But it was ten yeArs 
b»foi'e I got another production outside of stock and repertoire. Then 
Pobert Downing.^of whose company I was a member, accepted my "An 
Indiana Komanct," which I gave him free gratis on condition that he 
would (loduce it, which he did at the Lafayette Square theatre in Wash- 
ington., D. C. 

Glory, But No Money 

This production brought me from obscurity into relative prominence, 
nii.l I felt quite reijaid, although I got no money out of it. As a matter of 
fact, having lately read the script over, I think I cheated him. 

For nearly 20 years I^ontinued to write plays and peddle them, but 
wiihout success. I have heen guilty of something over 100 finished or 
hu:f finished play.s and more playlet.«i, sketches and monologs than I 
cpn remember, Mnally, whye playing the Orpheum Circuit, 1 wrote 
"Kempy." 

Cbuldn't Place •*Kemr,y'' 

F(°«urnine to the Palace, Chicago, 1 met up with my son, Elliot, then 
playing at flic Cort theatre in "Dulcy." We rewrote the play, and that 
pumrner we had three sets of scripts made and yrore them out sub- 
iiiitting them around New York. 

Kveryone, even remotely connected with play production, turned 
"Konipy " down. Finally Augustin Duncan heard it read in the presence 
of Richard Herndon. Mr. Duncan accepted it, but was unable, for various 
r«aro;i8 to produce it. Lat«r that summer it was tried out by Wllmer 
A Vincent at Harr^iburg. They passed it back to us. 

Another year passed and then I produced it myself in partnership 
with Mr. Herndon. 

Following ^that we produced "A Clean Town," but never brought it 
in.o town, as, although very promising, it was not in shape to bring 
if in. Things have happerjed so fast since then we have never had 
time to fix it up, although we still intend to do so, as I think it Is a 
good play. .. 

^ "Poor Nut" Turned Down 

"The Poor Nut" was refused by a doten of the more prominent pro- 
ducers, but accepted by Patterson McNutt on its first reading. 

"Gunpowder" 1 wrote originally some 12 years ago. It had been rewrit- 
ten many, many times, and its various forms have b«en t«»med down 
oltener than "Kempy." The final version was first read by Oeae Buck 
and accepted at once. "The Trouper" was alao first read by G*ne Buck 
and also tied up by him without a second's hesitation. 

The only IcsKon this can teach to the aspiring author in regard to 
the problem in getting a production seems to be "D* It Yourself." 

Wliile we have no difficulty now in getting productions, all of our 
sucre.fs in that line Is an outgrowth of "Kempy," which was,, in it« 
turn, an outgrowth of a quarter of a century of acute labor and dia- 
appointment. Still, I wish to say that I have never felt any reaent- 
ment or even surprise when a play Is turned down. I do not think 
anyone lias a divining rod for discovering the -value of an untried ploy^ 
I know 1 haven't. 

"Kempy" ran for 50 weeks on its first sta&Jon, and something over 40 
the second season, and it's still being played in stock and will be for 
mainy yeais to come. It has also been played all over tiie world and 
has been pul)lish«'d in play and story form. 

"The Poor Nut," which, like "Kemi>y," opened In May, promises to 
have a veiry long life, and the businesti Is gaining rapidly even in thits 
hot weather. 

Logic 

Our other plays, while not all ho sueeessful, h.-xve all made money by 
way of stock and other by-products. If I had had any way of kfiowlng 
the value of tiiewe things 1 rerlaiiily would hiive retained the entire 
ownerKhip of them. Consequently, 1 <annot well blame anyone else for 
not knowing what I do not know myself. The technique of wlaywriting, 
Hitinti and business manag<ment can be learned. It comes within the 
realm of the consciously mental, but the j>«yochologieal thing which 
mutes with a pnyeliolcgical respon.sc, in the public inind, is, I^ think, 
a Hpiritiial tliioK too elusive to be analyzed. It enters equally Into 
"llnnili'l' and "Ife.s, Wc Have Nq Bananas." 

I have never found any Justllieatlon for the fear of young authors of 
h.'iving their plays stolen throuKh reading them to managers, or through 
siilt>mittinK scripts. Particularly amongst the old and established pro- 
diiceiH there is a spirit of buniness integrity which makes them fear 
the CQntempt of their fellow men much more than they fear law suits. 
This free-masonry amongst men of standing sharply divides the pro- 
dueer of dignify and integrity from the faker, nnd is really what keeps 
the faker straight. A violation of the ethics of men frightens them. 

A Faker Once — Always 

There is nothing so p.athctic as the successful faker when he realizes 
that no mutter. ht)W su<<'eHsful he m.iy he through crooked methods, be 
nnust remain a faker and a crook in the minds of the men with whom he 
was most liked to .assofiute. Some young arid over-anxloils producers 
may not understand this elearly, but it downs on them very quickly 
when they get .prominently into the bnsinesH. 

I am gkid to say that so far my relations with every producer with 
■whom we have been nssoojafed have been mo.st pleasant and gratifying. 

In fact, the sweetest thing J have learned In life is that people are 
generally all right.

"The Knockout" has reverted to 
Its author, Brnest Cortls. The trans- 
fer came last week when a 60-day 
option held by the cast as part com- 
penaation for overdue rehearsals 
matured with the production no 
nearer In sight than ever, ^ost of 
the former cast have since inade 
other production connections and 
figured a salaried Job better than 
financing "The Knockout." 

"The Knockout" will probably go 
down In theatrical history as the 
most controversled and rehearsed 
attraction ever.

This created /riction with 
the let outs aAd brought Equity into 
the matter, with the latter advisinpr 
other members that they should not 
waste time rehearslrtg unless Cortis 
posted a bond. 

Cortis di.smissed them and lined up 
company co-operative and rehearsed 
the piece for an additional four 
weeks, giving several "investors per- 
formances" until finally the cast re- 
belled and refused to play for addi- 
tional visiting firemen angein unless 
assured that something would come 
of the show. 

Agreed on 60 Days 
Later the cast is alleged to have 
bound Cortls to an agreement that 
If action was not taken the ninth 
week of rehpftrsals he would per- 
mit them to take over the piece .-ind 
produce it themselves with their 
, <jwn finances or other, ami compen- 
sate Cortis under the regulation au- 
thor's contract via royalties. Later 
Cortls repudiated the supposed 
agreement. The matter was 
threshed out tuMween attorneys for 
both Hides, Iwhieh culminated In the 
W-day arrangeifient. 

Summer intervened .anti nothing 
had been done with the play.

SCENIC ARTISTS 
OKD BY DEPT. 

Official Investigation of 
"Credit -Bureau" 



Washington, Sept. 15. 

The Department of Justice has 
given the scenic artists and their 
union a "clean bill of health." The 
department. In its Investigation, 
went Into the "workings" of the 
credit bureau maintained by the 
scenic artists and found the methods 
of operating this bureau comply 
with all Federal laws. The Inves- 
tigation is understood to have ex- 
tended over a period of from five to 
six months. 

- Complaint was filed by Nathan 
Burkan on behaH of Flo Ziegfeld 
when a dispute over the payment of 
sketches for "The Comic Sup»«e- 
rtient" arose though quickly ad- 
Justed. 

In dismissing the charges which 
brought about the Investigation the 
department issued the following 
statement: 

'•Following an extensive Investi- 
gation into ths practices of the 
scenic artists, the members of 
which organisation are designers 
and creators of scenes and settings 
for theatrical productions, and who 
are members of a union holding a 
charter undef the Brotherhood of 
Painters, Decorators and Paper 
Hangers of Arhcrlca, this depart- 
ment hals closed the matter for Lack 
of evidence of violation of Federal 
laws. 

"The Investgation dist;lo?ea only 
the maintenance of a credit bureau 
by the union, such IS was upheld 
l>y the Federal Court In New York 
in the Fur Dregscrs cnse. The ele- 
njent of Inter-stalo commerce ap- 
peared not to be present .and it ap- 
twvrontly cannot be said that the ef- 
fect of what the union does is to 
re.strain inter-state commerce."

Two of this weeic's nine new en- 
trants overshadowed the fleld, they 
being "The Green Hat," at the 
Broadhurst, and "No, No, Nanette" 
at the Globe. The demand for the 
"Hat" is enormous, ticket agencies 
taking the entire lower floor and 
front balcony eight weeks in ad- 
vance. The "buy" amounts to |96,- 
000. "Nanette's" strength in t^e 
agencies is not quite as strong, but 
tiie advanoe selling is approximately 
as big. ♦ 

"Cradle Snalchei;" went over as 
the season's llrst success, as fore- 
casted. Its first week at the Mu.slc 
Box went 'o $17,000 in the face of 
hot weather and it figures to settle 
down for a health} run. "Captain 
Jinks" captured some attention at 
the Keck and a faL agency call, the 
first week's trade beating $16,000 in 
seven perfoi mances. Acting on the 
advice of ticket; spesialists, the 
management of "Jinks" Immediately 
ordered a downward price revision. 
the .scale dropping from $4 to $3.50 
top. At the more moderate, rates, 
the attraction is rated having a 
ehance. 

Of the remainder of last week's 
openiHRs "Out.slde Looking In" at 
the Greenwich Village attracted 
much critical comment. Although the 
hobo drama is doing busines.s. It Is 
said to be largely supported by sub- 
scriptions and not considered good 
for removal to Broadway. "All 
Dressed Up" will :,oon be taken off 
at the Eltinge to be followed by 
"Seeking," which was "The School 
Mistress." "Canary Dutch" drew 
divided comment at the Lyceum, 
but Belasco Is confident of putting 
it across. Its gross was about $7,- 
000 in seven performances. "The

Saturday. The house will soon get 
"The Butter and Egg Man." "Love's 
Call" was panned as severely at 
the 39th Street and is liable to stop 
Saturday. 

Capacity on Labor Day was a 
lucky break for Broadway, but the 
heat wave the end of the week 
pushed grosses under that of the 
previous week.

Rudolph Friml, composer of the 
score, offered to play the Friday 
night show alone and on a piano 
from the pit but upon learning of 
the intention the musicians called 
out the stagehands who, in turn, 
forced the wardrobe mistresses to 
withdraw. 

Janney is reported to have had 
an unusual amount pt trouMe in 
getting the show ready In New York 
and the unforseen walkout wats Just 
that much more trouble for the 
producer. The cast Is said to have 
been paid off on a pro rata basts 
with the company returning to 
New York, following a box office 
refund of $2,100, where Its pre- 
mieres at the Casino tonight (Tues- 
day). 

The strike caught "Merry- Merry" 
unawares in Providence with the 
personnel of that show switching 
Its destination at the last minute 
to New York, previous to taking 
up the last half of the current week 
at Stamford, Conn. This piece is 
due at the Vanderbllt. Sept. 14. 

The Shubert will hereafter play 
dramatic shows only, it was decided 
Monday. The orchestra Is out en- 
tirely for the season. Trouble began 
when the musicians demanded a 
guarantee of 35 weeks which was re- 
fused.

In "Duty" the spotlight is again 
turned on the American hom* life. 
It seems ft) be the proper thing to 
do nowadays, and, of course, there 
is always the hope that a new play 
of this character will emulate some 
of the successes that have cleaned 
up dtirirlg the past few years. In 
"I>utjr," ho-vrever, it dfte-sn't seem 
that a big money-maker has beert 
discovered. It ran to about $5,000 
the opening week in this city, with 
little stimulating interest shown 
for the balance of the time, two 
weeka, it was here. The cost of 
production is very small, one home 
Intefior' being all the si'enic inves- 
titure for the entire three acts. 

"Duty" Is one of life's oldest sto- 
ries told again, and this time with 
few new twists. The first act drags 
a bit in describing the youth of 
Henry Smith, son of an alderman 
of the town of Bell Mead, N. J. 

Daniel Smith, the nldermtm, is 
a contrary old fellow, fond of his 
pipe and old clothes, who h,as cul- 
tivated an unusually strong se-.ise 
of du:y which he has passed un to 
his son, Henry, whose college edu- 



war, has returned to his home tow;i 
with la<k of ambition to do the 
great things liis fond parents have 
expected of him, and has a?ceptcd 
a position as conductor ^ a street 
car line. He dreams constantly of 
Dorothy Mosey, an actress whom 
he mot in France and with whom 
he is in love. 

On the day the play opens Henry 
is promotctl to a better position in 
the transit coiniiany. The same 
night Edith Man.son, with whom ho 
has been playing round, comes to 
the house and tells Henry's parents 
that their son has got to marry her. 
Henry acknowledges his respon.si- 
bility, and though he cares nothing 
for the girl, he marries he.r becan.se 
he believes it to be his duty, sadly 
and reluctantly giving tjp his hope 
of Dt)rothy. 

A year passes in which Edith, 
who cares nothing for her baliy 
boy, makes the entire Smith family 
suffer by her extravagance and bad 
temper. Heniy meets the actress, 
Dorothy, just returned from a trip 
around the world, ajid brings her 
home to see the baby, doing down- 
stairs alone, he overhears a ccmver- 
sation between his Mfe and Kodney 
Dake, .son of i\y^ wealthy owner of 
the transit comp.itiy and with \vhf)m 
Kdith is really in love. Rodney is 
keeping an appointment with Edith, 
believing that Henry is aw.iy for 
the night. Henry learns that Ilod- 
ney, who lived with Edith In Now 
York as his wife and brought her 
to Dclle Mead, is f.itlier of the l-aby 
ind Ibaf Henry has been li i kcd 
inl> inarri.ige lest Uo<||iey be dis- 
owned. Ilodney, believing HeJiry 
has nr)t be.ird, cxplaitis that he \\;in 
droj.ped In to tell tbc-m that he 
v.i.-iliea to have a little p.irty the 
following evening to awjird Hejiry 
;i gold strii)e in reeogiiition of his 
.><eiviccs to the transit cninp-wiy. At 
the party Henry, who has sudilenly 
l)e(onio convinced tnat he has over- 
looked himself in devotion to duly. 



Just about every po.tslble t-reak 
was against the openJIhg of this 
Carroll presentation at the Chest- 
nut Saturday night. Insulllcient 
rehejjirsals, the-hetit and non-arrival 
of costumes aAd 'prc^js" uatH about 
iO minutes befoce^ the show were a 
few of the things the Joe Cook show 
litid to combat. 

The rest^lt was a ragged perform- 
ance. As it stands now„ "J low's the 
King'.'" is a lot funnier in the 
writing and talking ahout than 
in the seeing. The idea, or ideas, 
back of Marc Connelly's book are 
immensely funny. The Joe Cook 
"nuttisms"' are as completely unex- 
pected and as hilarious as ever. Hut 
at .present . anyway, "How's the 
King?" is entirely a "one-man" 
show, and lags wofully In other de- 
)>artments. 

The play o|)ens and closes with 
black curtains parted just enough 
in the center to show the observa- 
tion pliitform of a Pullman on 
which Joe is visiting the kingdom 
of Uric, which he has bo-jght. The 
reaaon for the purchtise, typical of 
the comedy and of the comedian, is 
explained by Joe when he says he 
wants to be "King** srt he can ap- 
point himself ambassador to the 
United State, and so got all his 
liiiuors in without trouble. 

When he arrives in the city of 
Uadish, capital of Uric, however, 
he finds that there are rivals to his 
claim, a U. S. Senator (Coi>k'8 old 
foil, Charles Alexander) and a pair 
of bufrinesa men h.avlng also bought 
the crown. The former ruler, who 
has made the sale, throws all the 
w6u!d-ge "kings" into Jail, but it's 
not a h.ard -and -fast .lail because the 
jailer (J M. Kerrigan) teaches the 
prisoners cooking rcciT>es every 
morning, and they exercise to the 
tune of "Farmer In the Doll" once a 
day. They finally escape by the 
.sinii)le expedient of sending the 
jailer o(t to the Other end of the 
towiwto watch Tom Mix jump his 
lior.se Tony over a railroad train. 
In fact, several times during the 
play tlie mere mention of Mix sends 
the entire population scurrying off 
to see him. 

"^The love interest is provided by a 
young American girl (Virginia 
O'Urien) whom Joe had met in 
Paris. As iie describew it. ho "was 
walking a tight rope across a I'aris 
street at the time and had to fall 
off, it being the only thing to do 
under the circumstances." The for- 
mer ruler of Uric loves her, but Joe 
wins out. 

There is plenty of subtle satire as 
well as downright preposterous bur- 
lesque in the play, most of the 
shafts aimed at the "Graustark" 
type of romantic kingdom stuff. 
.Some of the best lines are almost 
too subtle and fall to hit as they 
should, but, on the whole. Connelly 
and Cook have worked well to- 
gether. 

Cook holds up his almost impos- 
sit)le burden exceedingly well, but 
when he's off there arc very draggy 
moment.s, and the chorus falls to 
liven things up at all. Another 
fault is a weak-kneed snore. Mr. 
fJorney's best tune Is the opening 
one, "How's the King?" Of course. 
Cook doesn't attempt much vocal- 
izing, but he pots It over pretty 
well. •

It is believed he would not 
want to be kidded at this stage of 
the game with a new play on his 

hands so 

Buck has gotten together an air- 
tight cast. He has mounted the 
play magnillcently, thanks to Joseph 
Urbiin. For bib authors he has .se- 
lected a father and son that have 
clicked before, namely, J. C. and 
Klliott Nugent. As to the play, it is 
the flrst attempt along serious lines 
undertaken by the Nugents, and 
they nave rather nii.ssed the mark. 
Not to the degree ajl chances of re- 
batVding are etin»inlated, but Buck 
should not rush the piece to New 
York to open this coining Munday, 
as plB.uoed. 

The Niigents have taken for their 
central ch.aracter a 20-year-old girl 
come to the big city but two yetirs 
previous. This girl falls for the first 
man she meets, goes out with him 
and lets him come to her room. 
When he attempLs ttie usual all her 
dreams and ideals are knocked gal- 
ley west. She immedialely quits her 
Job, but gets another on<^ as secre- 
tary to an old man who is a famed 
writer.- The play opens at this point. 

Things are rather slow in getting 
started, with much pbtnting to gel 
this girl's char.-icter across. About 
the middle of the act the light 
tempo for which the Nugents ;ire 
famed is reaehed, this being bijllt 
up to a dr.amatlc point of excellent 
viUlue. The clo.<fc of thi« 8tan-/,:« 
promised much — but from tbenr-e on 
things lieg.-in to skid. 

The girl offers to marry the old 
man einiiloyer when .she learns, 
through his dietatioif of a let- 
ter to lior, that ho coiitem- 
jil.ates suicide. Upon the pro- 
posal of marriage from the secretary 
be aceci)ts, st.iling their union will 
be In the way of an nxr>criment. The 
girl looks upon It as a liaven of re- 
fuge to live down her roin.-inee. 

The marriage, however, (lops un- 
der both cl.-issilicalions. She never 
Is aclu.ally his wife htit sjieticjs her 
time leartting to have the mine! con- 
trol n.itiiral denlrea. At the same

The linal acts are given over to 
lengthy discussions and the bring- 
ing together in a clinch of the girl 
and the "llr»rt man" whos<» wife is 
now .an Invalid, due to an aiitomeblle 
accident at the clos<» of the fli-st 
act.

THE PEARL OF GREAT PRICE 

Cleveland, Sept. 2. 
••The Pearl of Great Price," a 
modern morality piece, written and 
produced by Robert McLjuiglilin, 
Cleveland, had its premiere in the 
Ohio theatre here this week. 

The play in its present form is 
n bit confusing In that it prisents 
the Hge-old plot of dangers beset- 
ting the path of chastity with the 
ulti a- modern back.Kiound of cliorns 
girls, much pink tea, confetti and 
sieiie shitting that retards action. 

The "Pearl," synibollcjil of virtue, 
is an unusual alle^'crical study not 
wholly but radically different from 
. "Kverywonian ' and •Kxperience ' 
I It Is yet in its adolescent stage and 
i falls Khort of n perrcctcd produc- 
tion 

Dull ie Cooper, as Pilgrim, main- 
tains the desired .ittitude of child- 
like simplicity and trust. If 
anythiiiK, slit !:■• a trifle colorie.ss in 
certain p.irts of the play which pro- 
vide ample opportunity lor dramatic 
displ.iy. Ilcr simpli.ity attains 
something a\in to sophistication in 
the scene of revelry in Idle Uicli s 
house. 

The spirit of the play is .admir- 
ably entered Into by meiiib<'is of 
the ojiening cast. 

The story Is the familiar one <.f 
Pilgrim, In this case rei>resented 1 y 
ftn orphan girl, who goes in <pi( Kf 
of Love and Happintss, little realis- 
ing they were to be found later in 
the lionie she left. 

She sends Love awa" with Ad- 
v<iituic, V. hile she remains to faie 
the terrors of Want, Loneliness and 
Death 

Armed with "The Pearl,"" the heri 
tngc of her mother, Pilgrim goes 
wllh Idle Rich to the Mouse of 
liuzuiy, where 8he begins to realize 



An unusual play. Whether it 
.tchieves commercial success, "The 
.lazz Singer" is to be classified as a 
laudable dr.imati" presentation. Its 
story of the son of a Jewish cantor 
who gives up the opi)ortnity of a 
Bro.'idway career by leaving the 
theatre on the night of the premiere 
to take the place of his dying father 
and sing in an East Side synagogue 
Yom Kippur eve is not true to the 
traditions of the stage. Its solemn 
finale is gripping— for Jews, and 
from that field the new play has its 
best if not only chance. 

"The J.izz Singer" ; not the life 
story or an ctu.al incident in the 
life of one of the leadln.^ bl;u'l<face 
entertainers as reported. It is true 
enough the lead Is a "mammy 
singer" and equally true that sev- 
eral leading funsters nd jilzz sing- 
ers are the sons of rabbis or can- 
tors. 

Rut Samuel Ranhaelson. a mid- 
western college professor, who wrote 
"The Jazz Sintrer," had no intent to 
weave a biographical tale. Listen- 
ing to Al Jolson a year or so ago, he 
was struck with the similarity in 
Jolson's sobbing rendition of Jazz 
with the manner of cantors deliver- 
ing religious themes. The result 
was a short magazine story which 
has been fashioned into a play. 

It fs no secret that Jews dominate 
the American theatre, certainly 
manageriully and to some extent on 
the stage side of the footlights. 
Their stage names, though not 
racial in sound or spelling, h.is not 
hidden that, and there are few if 
any Jews in the profession who are 
not proud of their birth. Patrons of 
the theatre attend to be entertained, 
and it is a question if the religious 
side of theatrical char.icter will be 
thtis accented. Good performance 
is not to be expected to overcome 
the religious handicap. "The Melt- 
ing Pot" unsuccessfully faced that 
difllculty, being 15 years ahead of 
its time if "The Jar^z Singer" lands. 
Though the blackface singer of 
.i.izz in returning to the Kast Side 
and resisting the ctill of the stage 
is not according to theatriial tr.idi- 
tion, there is no error with the man- 
ner in wh'';h the author sketcljed 
bis hero amid his home surround- 
ings. Orthodox Jewish father.-^ have 
violently resented their children go- 
ing on the stage. Th;it hasn't hap- 
pened In Isolated cases, but nearly 
all actors of Jewish birth will relate 
the same story — particularly those 
whose pater was actually of the 
synagogue. 

Jack Hobin is really Jacob Rabin- 
owitz, son <)f Cantnr Kabinowit?. of 
a family of cantors for five gener.i- 
tioiis. The Icjy h.id run aw.iy from 
home and jn the five years devel- 
<iped as a sint;el> of jazz soni,'S. 
"Dlvcovered" in a little Chicago pic- 
ture theatre, he is eng.Mtred for a 
Bro.'idway r(\ iie. R<'t in ning to N<'W 
York, he flr.st goes to Iu.m Kast Side 
home, to be welciimed by his mother, 
I'Ut ordered cut hy the f:ither. who

will live his own life and that the 
words of the hymns mean nothing 
to him. 

The second act is that of the final 
dress rehearsal of the revue. The 
manager is quite enthusiastic about 
the boy from Chicago, and when he 
sobbingly ends a mammy song the 
company is thrilled. But the boy is 
crying on the level. He has had 
news his father Is stricken and his 
mother has sent an appeal that he 
take the cantor's place in the syna- 
gogue. 

It is the eve of Yom Kippur. The 
boy is torn between duty to the 
manager and the love of his par- 
ents. He refuses the appeal only in 
the last act to turn up at home and 
sing In the synagogue. Jack had 
told "the" girl in the show, whom 
he too rejects, that "I am half a 
cantor and half a bum." Maybe It 
was the five generations of cantors 
that irresistibly drew him back to 
his father's deeply religious calling. 

Selecting George Jessel for the 
lend was a happy one. Jessel 
was of the East Side and knows his 
Hebrew though he went on the 
stage as a kid. He Is liked by 
every one in the company, doing 
little kindnesses for the others de- 
spite his sudden rise to a lead. 
One case: he tells a chorister who 
was never on the stage to tell "Mr. 
Lee" (the producer) that she was 
in the "Follies." In explaining it to 
the manager he says: "I knew you 
weren't speaking to Flo and wouldn't 
find out." Jessel's Jazz singing 
ability is known, and while the 
Jewish melodies are given now and 
then oft stage there is little doubt 
that he delivers them too. 

Sam Jaffee as Yudelson, a dia- 
mond merchant and head of the 
church board, supplied the lighter 
parts of the play. The characteri- 
zation was excellent and his lines 
and mannerisms supplied several 
hearty laughs. Dorothy Raymond 
as the cantor's wife too gave a 
fine bit of character work. Phoebe 
Foster played the actress who dis- 
covered Robin and nearly won his 
heart. There was a quiet sincerity 
in Miss Foster's playing that went 
well with the subdued religious un- 
dercurrent. 

The production was easy so far 
as the first and third acts went, but 
the rehearsal scene was a problem. 
Half a dozen show girls are used at 
the opening of the second act, but 
the real atmosphere of a Broad- 
way revue was not created. 

"The Jazz Singer" is sectarian, 
doubtful of appeal to non-Jews to 
any great extent. There are enough 
persons of the faith in New York to 
support the show for some time, 
but that depends on how the Jews 
will accept the play. Many profes- 
sionals nt the opening night were 
deeply Impressed, yet "The Jazz 
Singer" cannot count on a general 
draw, which mnitation also applies 
to its picture value. Ibte

Belasco's first presentnt Ion of the 
season usually clicks off the fir: t 
surefire success; if it isn't the fii 1. 
It seldoni failx to be .'imoni; the 
first. This time his ofiening gun is 
"Canary Dutch," in a sense a re, ival 
It is Impressively acted, and staged 
in the meticulous, canny, devotional 
manner of all Relasco products. 

Rut whether it will turn out to he 
a success a«< such thinL's are writtei, 
down In the big, passionlcic ledger 



of Broadway's ooin«dle«, drwnaa and 
tragedies, la dubious. 

In his curtain speech the author- 
star, Willard Mack, with choking 
voice., paid tribute to the Inexpres- 
sible faith which his impresario had 
in him. That is -exactly tbe point. 
Did Belasco have too much faith, too 
much trust, in the writing and play- 
ing genius of one man? Brilliant as 
Mack shows himself in both capaci- 
ties, it is a question whether or not 
Belasco has overestimated the popu- 
lar interest and reaction toward a 
piece of writing aimed almost en- 
tirely at bringing forth Mack as an 
actor ana a piece of acting returning 
the compliment. 

"Canary Dutch" is a drab, often 
dreary, usually actionless and never 
thrilling, not to say amusing, enter- 
taining or pleasant. Mack monolog, 
with the rest of the cast and the 
situations all playing straight in 
support of his dual accomplishments. 
When the other personalities and 
vicissitudes are not fitting in they 
are filling in. All else is Incidental. 

It is theatrical tradition that this 
is n burden that no stage Hercules 
has ever yet carried to the heights. 

The greatest of the stars — War- 
field, Barrymore, Arliss, Hampden. 
Sothern, Paversham — all have had 
their "flops" in Just such ventures, 
and these others did not write their 
own parts, either. 

If the true definition of a star is 
one who can succeed in a bad play, 
surely Belasco let Mack here put 
himself to a bitter test; and if they 
pull It out of the vortex of threaten- 
ing fate they will have written, di- 
rected and acted new theatrical 
destiny. 

Mack stars as an old conv^-t, 20 
years entombed In the penitentiary, 
blinkingly returning to this world as 
the ward of well-meaning amateur 
settlement workers, who try to re- 
deem the lost and reconstruct the 
broken. 

The first scene, a prolog, is the 
release, with some pathos and the 
introduction of his cell canary pet as 
a bit of atmosphere, which does not 
ever affect the story. 

Thereafter it Is largely along the 
lines already started — more atmos- 
phere and incident, but little story 
progress and usually actionless put- 
tering, muttering, character delinea- 
tion, at times magnificent in its 
sheer art and the tremendous per- 
sonality of the artist, Mack, who is 
today as consummately ftne an actor 
as walks the boards. In "Gold," a 
dismal failure, he created a masterly 
character role; here he surpasses it. 

Employing an old-fashioned Ger- 
man accent throiighout. Mack keeps 
it within the barriers of fidelity, 
which Is the more amazing because 
he is in his own flesh an Irishman. 
His walk, his stoop, his getting 
about, the use of his hands, the dis- 
simulation of senility, the broken 
fibre of the ev-convict, the back bent 
with grief— all are faithfully and il- 
lustriously served, a truly extraor- 
dinary example of the munmmer's 
talents such as rare expositions in 
modern times have visloned. 

But, what story there is, runs into 
banal melodrama, with incredible 
conspiracy, hysterical gunplay, and 
the hundred-million-to-one coinci- 
dence (obviously planted and long 
anticipated) whereby the sweetly- 
sweet lady patroness turns out to 
be his long-lost child so that he 
may break down and weep in her 
.snug arms for t;he flnal curtain. 

Except for the work of Sidney 
Toler as a detective, such as has 
not been written or played since 
"Kindling," no one stands out be- 
side or besides the star. Toler, a 
Belasco standby, gives "Canary 
Dutch" «rhat sparkle of entertain- 
ment it gives forth. Mack's super- 
lative work, with all its virtues, can- 
not be included— it has perhaps 
every other element, but does not 
make entertainment, even tragic, 
bitter entertainment; It is devoid of 
suspense, surprise (except at its 
quality), dramatic color (except in 
the acting, though not in the char- 
acter acted), even sympathy. 
Strangely, old Strauss does not 
wring the heart, though he has 
"done" twenty years innocently, has 
been cheated of his child, is being 
framed again Into criminal life, is 
a shattered subject of charity yet 
kindly enough to fcive away every- 
thing he gets. 

Strauss misses lamentably. P i 
does the play. Were if dorc "almo^^- 
by anyone but Mack it would be 
iin-.-^it-through-able. 

The issue remaining, is— will tJi-^ 
peoiile flock and fiay to see a fliic 
actor do fine acting, highlighted tiy 
a marvelous directors splendid stag- 
ing, without any p.sychologic.al con- 
tacts of human emotions otherwise 
to stir^and agitate the brain, the 
he.'irt and the spirits? 

It is extremely doubtful whether 
this will i„. a tyidc.il Melasco hit. 
I' is too imiiortant, too truly and 
.sen<nisly artistic ti> fall flat. Th- 
esoteiie luinter.s after the imperson- 
ally meritorious things.- alone, will 
I..'! let if escape them N'o one con- 
nected with the fhe.itre should miss 
it, as a text-book in ac :ln^; and 
staging, it not as a romance or an 
adventure. 

Rut these are small clnsses oven 
In the big eity. And, out-ide their 
circles and a few in tune with them 
■Canary Diifrh" will scnrcelv c.r >sw 
Into the anpe.il-.nr'"<s .,f the'moh.

Arthur Richman Is a smart play- 
wright and A. H. Woods is a shrewd 
picker of plays. In "All Dressed 
Up" Richman supplied and Woods 
recognhied an idea. So did the Hrst 
nighters, though "talent" is unde- 
cided as to its intrinsic worth as 
theatrical property, 

"All Dressed Up" is interesting 
and played cleverly with ihe aid of 
Guthrie McClintic's direction. It is 
not high drama nor winning com- 
edy, so it impressed as being in he- 
twfoen what might have been the 
autiior's puriKise. 

It is the contention of the author 
through his leading character— a 
man of refinement with u penchant 
for the scientific — that all people 
have dual selves, one with which 
they are born and that which they 
clothe themselves culturally. To 
prove the theory he has concocted 
a drug, a few drops of which taken 
In a cocktail will affect the drinker, 
when his or her real self will becomo 
uppermost. Hypocrisy is shed dur- 
ing the period the drug is effective 
(an hour), intellectual faculties are 
suspended, and the lower mentality 
overshadows the upper. 

And yet in the end it is asserted 
that hypocrisy is necessary to civil- 
ization. Without it everyone would 
be some sort of heathen. Memory 
is also suspended by the drug, or 
at least recollection of what hap- 
pened while under its influence. 

The scientific man decides to try 
his invention on his relatives wliom 
he has invited to dinner, also a 
youth enamored of his daughter. 
All are put under the Influence ex- 
cept the daughter and himself, and 
all speak and act as expected. His 
brother, an underwear niatuif.a.c- 
turer, goads a nephew into frenzy 
because the lad was not so success- 
ful, admits he craves money, and 
tells the cultured experimenter 
wtiere he gets off, since the experi- 
menter has been getting 50 percent 
of the profits in the underwear husi- 
ne.ss wiihout working for it 

While the potion uncoveis the 
ugly side of some characters, the 
author's artiflclal shell discloses the 
reverse in those normally "out of 
step " For instance, the manufac- 
turer's son, a sot, becomes a poet 
under the drug's influence, and a 
married cousin, instead being "dog- 
gy," is solicitous and charming. 
The heroine's lover, so reticeiK that 
there is no fire In his affection, 
bared with the potion,, is such a 
passionate chap he is for tearing 
her clothes off. B.nck in the normal 
he claims he is too civilized to be 
demonstrative. 

Norman Trevor hi the lead role 
m.ide his scientific man somewiiat 
interesting. But he was on the side 
as an observer, the others doing 
the heavy acting. Eliott Cabot as 
the .son made another good impres- 
sion, so did James Crane as the 
suitor. The good cast also has 
Louis Bennl.son as the manufac- 
turer, with the two feminine roles 
taken care of by Lillian Kemble- 
Cooper and Kay Johnson. 

It Is a one-set show designed by 
P. Dodd Ackerman. Not entailing 
much expense in a production way. 
it should not be a total loss because 
of the picture rights for the story, 
•which may be developed Into a fair 
program release. 

For Broadway the draw is quite 
apt to be limited and the engage- 
ment brief. Ibce- 



DON MARQUIS PLAYWRIGHT 

Don Marquis, columnist, has re- 
signed from the "Herald-Tribune' 
and will hereafter devote himself 
to writing plays.

Okla. Exhibitor Suing Distributor for $575,000 Un- 
der Sherman Act — Refused to Buy F. P. Pictures 
— Built Opposition Houses — Claims New House 
Issued Numerous Passes, Further Injuring Local 
Exhibitor's Theatre — Trial Set for Federal Court 
in New York in Noyember 



The first suit ever filed In New 
York by an individual against 
Famous riayera comes to trial in 
the Federal Court of New York 
jSTovember 11. At that time George 
C. Boss, the Oklahoma exh-bltor 
who is suing for »575.000 triple 
damages, will testify in the ciise. 
whifh was entered in 1924. 

Boss was an exhibitor in McAllis- 
ter, Okla., and owned his own thea- 
tre! His claim is that when he re- 
fused to buy F.-P. product at their 
price, F.-P. built an opposition 
house which operated at a lower 
scale and finally put him out of 
business. Boss also alleKes that 
the F.-P. house issued numerous 
free passes, also cuttiiiB Into his 
business. The F.-P. house, the 
Boss attorneys state, was built di- 
rectly across the .street from Boss' 
theatre. 

Crack Trial Lawyer 

That happened in 1922. When 
the case was entered, Willi.im M. 
Scabury, an attorney of New York, 
was his coimsel. Mr. Sealjury turned 
the case to David L. I'odcll, for- 
merly a special assistant to U. S. 
Di.strict Attorney Hayward and 
wlio.se specialty is the prosecution 
of Sherman Act cases. He fous^ht 
the Trenton Potteries tru.'»t and 
won and .ilso figured cRnspicuously 
in t)ic suit against the gla.ss com- 
bine. Mr. Podoll is the head of a 
large law firm and rated as among 
the leading trial lawyers. H«.' re- 
signed as 5pecial assistant to the 
Disiiict Altornoy about six months 
a^o and his association with that 
otii'^e was solely for the handling of 
Sherman Act suitfl. 

VTnder the Sherman Act, a plain- 
tiff in an anti-trust action raay sue 
for triple damages, which means 
Uiat Bu.ss' actual loss was one-third 
of the $675,000. 

Boss Is the exhibitor who was 
calletl before a Congressional com- 
mittee during a radio investigation 
last session, stating that radio was 
not hurting the picture business. 
This created quite a stir, as the 
trend of theatre talk at the time 
was that broadcasting was cutting 
Into receipts.

The sheriff's office has been ap- 
pealed to, to supply a special detail 
for the purpose of watching the 
cars in the vicinity of the theatre 
and a number of other picture 
houses in that section. 



ITALIAN FILM WEEK 



Atlanta, Sept. IE. 

A pitched battle on censorship In 
Atlanta is brewing in city council 
and may have as its outcome a com- 
plete abolition of all theatrical cen- 
sorship in the city. 

Storm clouds were formulating last 
week when a resolution was placed 
before council to give the local 
board of review power over vaude- 
ville and prolog features as well as 
film censorship. 

The measure provides that any 
person on a vaudeville stage or in 
a prolog thought by the btoard to be 
indecent or vulgar In word or ac- 
tion be subject to fine of $200 or 30 
days on the big rock. 

It is freely predicted that this 
measure will go floole before reach- 
ing the mayor. A councilmanic bloc 
has been formed not only to kill 
the paper but to revoke all other 
city legislation calling for censor- 
ship of any kind in Atlanta. 

Further action is forecast for the 
first October meeting of city council. 

A few weeks ago members of the 
Better Films committee of the At- 
lanta Woman's club tried to sup- 
press the prolog at the Howard and 
it Is thought that this action predi- 
cated the most recent action. 



Los Angeles, Sept. 'IS. 
Reporta are current that the Fox 
Film Corporation is negotiating to 
build theatres both in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. It is said the 
proposal is to build a structure seat- 
ing 5.000 in the vicinity of ICighth 
and Flower streets here on property 
controlled by Joseph Toplitzaky and 
Irving Hellman. The San l*>anclsco 
site is said to be owned by the 
Capital Company, a subsidiary of 
the Bank of Italy, and is located 
on Market street. It is reported a 
lease for 25 years, involving a rental 
of 16.000,000. was signed. This 
house Is also to seat 5,000 according 
to the rumor. 

Though Fox is associated with 
West Coast through l>uying the in- 
terests of Adolph Itamlsh, his as- 
sociation does not include the West 
Coast's interest in Loew's State, Los 
Angeles and the Warlield. San 
Francisco. Therefore, to get a first 
run house for Fox HIms it is neces- 
eary to build one.

Cairo, Aug. 28. 

A little scandal about the Royal 
Opera of Cairo. The Egyptian Gov- 
ernment did not aeem satisfled with 
Signor Bettino Conegllano, the for- 
mer Impresario and did not renew 
his contract. Among the new candi- 
daes were Signor Bracale, who 
toured in South America with Im- 
portant companies, but it la said he 
did not have many friends among 
those who could grant him the des- 
tinies of the Opera House Signor 
Bracale, not afraid of anything and 
backed financially by some of the 
richest men of Egypt, secured the 
Mohamed Aly, Alexandria, one of 
the finest theatres of this country, 
and reached an arrangement with 
Signor Dalbagnl. who owns the Kur- 
saal, Cairo. He then left for Eu- 
rope before Signor Quaranta, the 
new Impresario of the Royal Opera, 
and secured, it is said, some fine 
elements. Including Signor Mas- 
cagnl, who will direct one of the 
best orchestras Egypt has ^ver 
heard, and Lazzari. 

Up to now, any other definite 
plana are not announced, as yet the 
two rlvala seeming to work with 
great secrecy, but In a few weeks 
Important announcements will be 
made In connection with the names 
of the artists secured either for the 
Royal Opera and the Mohamed Aly. 

Mile. Clara Tambour, wl.o played 
to packed houses In Egypt when she 
did her Near East tour, at the end 
of last season with Monsieur Rene 
Debrennes, the French Impresario, 
Is likely to come over here again 
this year, but this time she will be 
her own manager. M. Debrennes Is 
forming a new company. It will tour 
in the Near East again toward Feb- 
ruary. All these engagements are 
made with the utmost secrecy. 

Lively for Pictures 
The cinema season will be rather 
active. Judging by the titles of the 
pictures advertised. It Is very prob- 
able that Americans will be at the 
head of the movement with the fol- 
lowing pictures: 

"The Sign of Zorro" (not yet 
shown In Cairo), "Robin Hood," 
"The Musketeers" and "The Molly- 
coddle" (Fairbanks). 

"Dorothy Vernon of Haddon Hall," 
"Little Lord Fauntleroy" and "Tess 
of the Storm Country" (Plckford). 

"A Sailor Made Man." "Grandma's 
Boy" and probably "Girl Shy" 
(Lloyd). 

Many of the most recent pictures 
by First National and the latest pic- 
tures by Famous Players will also 
be screened. 

Germans have a good chance, too, 
with "The NIebelungen" and "The 
Last Laugh" (Jannings). 

The Trench have sold already 
many of the pictures still being 
made In France, such as: "Lft Pults 
de Jacob" with Sandra Milowanoff, 
"Michael Strogoff," with Ivan Mos- 
Jouklne, and "Les Mlserables," which 
Fecourt is making in France for 
Paths Consortium Cinema. 

The Italians will have but one im- 
portant picture, "Quo Vadls," and 
probably, if It is finished by the end 
of the season, "The Last Days of 
Pompeii." 

The Egyptian public is rather too 
mixed and have no definite prefer- 
ence. Names of the American stars 
are very popular here. That guar- 
antees their pictures, and probably 
the two German pictures will also 
meet with a good success. 

Egyptian Capital ir. Film 
For the first time In Egypt, na- 
tives seem interested in the picture 
business. Very recently a company, 
all the members of which are na- 
tives, was formed with a capital of 
16,000 Egyptian pounds (about $80,- 
000) with a view, says their circu- 
lar, of exhibiting, financing and 
otherwise backing existing concerns. 
The circular adds the company will 
back also foreign firms vhen same 
have their registered ofTices in 
Egypt. This company is backed by 
a native banker, Banque Misr, who 
has already started Its activities by 
opening a little picture house in 
Cairo, which is called "Cinema 
Misr," and which has shown Ameri- 
can pictures exclusively. 

It seems aa though the ho.ds < f 
this movement know little the 

business. Unless the proper man Is 
secured to control the new enter- 
prise it Is not likely to meet with 
any degree of success. 

Another native who showed u keen 
Interest in the picture business ani 
who has been financially backing a 
concern here for some ironths, left 
for Europe at the end of April In 
order to secure some pictures, which, 
he said, "would revolutionize" the 
country. 

Unfortunately, unfamiliar with 
the business and happening in a cer- 
tain moment in Europe when prac- 
tically all the picture selle.-s have 
disposed of their big "supers" our 
hero did not .jecure masternleces, 
but Just what can figure on a <i?- 
cent program of a picture house.

As a rule word of the offer would "leak out" to the news- 
papers and the party to whom the Job was supposedly tendered would 
make general denials when the employer questioned him. In some 
Instances he was able to convince the boss that a contract would be 
the safest thing and that a little increase In salary would help. 

One man who is general manager of a studio making Independent 
relea.ses has had the habit of putting this stunt over quite frequently. 
Last year at the time his contract with his firm was about to expire 
a .story appeared to the effect he was going with another concern. A 
denial came forth and a contract for another year at an advance in 
salary was forthcoming. 

This year the man laid out a plan whereby he let It be known he was 
going to be one of the four executives at one of the biggest studios on 
the coast. Although he had not consulted with the chief official of 
this studio on the matter. Nevertheless a story was printed to the 
effect that he was to change joba within a short time. 

Officials of the concern with which he is connected immediately got 
In touch with him. He told them he had had offers from this concern 
as well as a number of other offers, but would prefer to remain with 
them if an attractive proposition was offered. Not knowing that the 
stunt was a plant, the employers fell for the story, signed him up for 
another year and at a much higher salary than he was receiving. 



There are representatives of a number of film fan magazines on the 
west cAast who are having lots of fun at the expen.se of the studios and 
producers. These representatives are supposedly on the hunt for pic- 
tures and personality stories of stars and screen plaj-ers When they 
wish to go to a studio they will call the press agent and ask him to 
send a car for them at their home. In four cases out of five they have 
two or three guests with them and arrive at the studio just in time for 
lunch. Naturally, luncheon is bought for the magazine representative 
and their guests. Then a visit to the studio, giving the sets the "once 
over." followed by the return to the p. a.'s office and get pictures. 

Several of these representatives have worked the wrinkle of showing 
their friends into the homes of the stars also. They claim they want to 
get atmosphere for personal stories. The car is again put into use. If 
the actor or actress is at home they are compelled to show the guests 
about their home and also to be conventional and serve tea. These 
visits generally take two or three hours. 

The stars figure that after all the trouble they are going to get a 
big layout in the magazine. However, they are generally disappointed, 
as all they see is a studio "stlU" and possibly a story planted by the 
press agent. 

Several of the larger studios are getting wise to the wrinkle as it has 
been rather costly. The auto, in some instances, costs around $100 a 
week and the entertaining expense the same.

It has taken over eight months 
to straighten out the status of the director with the Labor Department 
in Washington. It has l>een finally decided that he can remain in the 
U. S. A. as a permanent resident. 

Lubitacb came into this country somewhat illegally under the quota 
and hae remained here three years on that bas'r. Had it not been for 
some powerful influences he would have had to return to Germany. 

It is understood that in the future the Department of Labor is going 
to take an entirely different attitude In regard to the Incoming players 
from abroad. Managers who go to the other aide and contract for 
players for a period of years had best exercise care in naking contracts 
for these players under the new Immigration Law, as they will come 
undt'r the quota rules and can only remain here six months as visitors 
unless renewals granting them further time are obtained.

Newark, N. J., Sept. 11. 
' The new Mosque opened Tuesday 
evening with an invitation perform- 
ance. This house was built in Ba- 
laam Temple by the Mystic Shrine 
and leased to the Fabians at a figure 
close to $80,000 annually. 

The comparatively low rental is 
presumably due to the location, out 
of the theatrical district, on Broad 
near Clinton avenue. The Fabians 
tried to get the theatre sublet, but. 
falling in this, derided to make it 
their show house. 

'The Mosque seats nearly -l.OOO on 
two floors without boxes or loges. 
The balcony Is set back, so that a 
large part of the orchestra gets the 
bern-flt of the very high-ceilinged 
auditorium. It Is the largest house 
In New Jersey, and for m.igniflcence 
no other house in the .state can touch 
it. The only bizarre note Is struck 
by curiously ornate exits of black 
marble columns with twisted flut- 
ing.s and heavy pediments elaborate- 
ly decorated with gold figures, set 
on each side of the proscenium arch. 

The theatre is much more elabo- 
rately staffed than other houses; 
here and there are enough pages In 
the foyer to run a hotel. It is s.iid. 
but not from Fabian sources, that 
the weekly salary list runs to $7,000. 
The personnel includes H. M. S, 
Kendrlck, manager; Irvin T.albot, 
musical conductor; Dor.in Werner, 
associate; Grover Kayhart, organ- 
ist; C. Miller Smith, associate: Ella 
Daganova, ballet mistress; Robert 
Livingston, stage nia.nHger. and 
Helen M. Jagle, hostess.

"The Scarlet West" for the pro- 
gram houses is a bear. Any 
Yankee kid who sees it and doesn't 
get a big thrill has the wrong color 
of blood. Bvery school with a pro- 
jection machine should get a hold of 
it, as it will do more to instill pa- 
triotic spirit than months of lectur- 
ing. 

But it is not only for the young- 
sters. At the Broadway a hard- 
boiled audience apparently enjoyed 
every minute of it, and conclusively 
showed their approval at the finish. 

Produced with the aid of several 



Colorado historical and civic s<icie- 
ties, from the standpoint of authen- 
ticity it is probably as carefully pre- 
sented as any of the big historical 
westerns, llesjdcs its siirring story 
of Custor'.s last stand and the other 
incident!; of the red.skin uprisitifiinK** 
in the 70's, the Btory tells a m>mi- 
inely ab.sorblng tale of life anil love 
in a frontier army garrison. This 
|)k'turo only falls a bit un<lt'r in 
comedy relief and expert scenario. 

The Indians as a race arc the vil- 
lains of the film, but one of their 
number is the real hero. He is 
Cardelanciie, educated, intelligent 
and holding a captain's commission 
in the army. He falls in love with 
the llirtatious daughter of the post 
commander, but realires, when 
trouble breaks out between the 
whites and reds, that he is still a 
member of the latter people. After 
a struggle with himself he decides 
his place is with his own tribes, and, 
although he first saves the garrison 
from a treacherous Indian attack, he 
gives the girl to . the young white 
liteutenant, who worships her, and 
returns to the haunts of his fore- 
fathers. 

Incidental to the plot, but strik- 
ingly done, are th« scenes in which 
Custer and his men makt? their Ifist 
glorious stand. It is very effective- 
ly screened, with several thousand 
Indians circling around the ever- 
decreasing detachment, and the four 
photographers employed by the pro- 



ducer earned whatever was paid 
lliem. L-'nfiirtuiialely, however, the 
dust from the myriad horses' hoofs 
raised clouds tliat sometimes blur 
the action. 

A glaiue at tlie oast shovv.s some 
seven or «'iglit really notable screen 
iianios. Mobort l''r;iser is asUiHiKli- 
iiigly Kood as the Indian hero, prol)- 
ably tlie hr.st part he h:is yet had. 
Siieli well-khiiwn players as Ruth 
Stonehouse and Gaston Cilass have 
merely bits. Tlie name of the actor 
phiying Custer is not given — just .as 
well, since he is the only unimpress- 
ive one in the cast. McGrail, Kde- 
son and the Misses Bow and Fer- 
guson do sterling work. 

First National evidently knew 
what it was doing when it took over 
this independent. The small share 
of comedy and the rather jerky and 
badly cut scenario are going to 
handicap it, of course, but there is 
plenty there to make it a box-office 
wow if exploited properly. Any list 
of better present-day pictures should 
include it, as it treats a worthy 
American subject in clear, direct 
and meritorious fashion.

OFF 19 P. t; RADIO BLAMED 



Broadcasting^ Popularity Abroad Parallels Ameri 
can Situation— Exports Decrease— Phonographs 
Show Slight Gain— Official Statistics 



• *•■. ■ 'Washington, Sept. 15. 
Government statistics disclose 
that the foreign demand for phono- 
graph records is fast dropping off. 
Jn the most receht export fignres 
compiled ^y the Department of 
Commerce a drop 6f approximately 
39 percent ia recorded. OtHcials of 
the department. deeMned to express 
an opinion as to this loss of popu- 
larity of American ''canned muslo" 
abroad. However, it is generally 
understood by those who have 
studied the situation that this drop 
Is directly traceable to radio broad- 
casting and it-? growing popularity 
in every country of the world. The 
staggering drop in sales here In the 
United States following the "taking 
of the air" by the most popular of 
band combinations is now being re- 
flecte<1 through the other contrles. 
The decreased foreign sales were 
not as suddenly disclosed as in this 
country, but now the drop Is becom- 
ing very apparent. 

Band combinations are now con- 
cluding that broadcasting is good to 
a certain point, but beyond that 
point "not so good," as one of the 
local music men expres.sed it. 

In July, 1924, there were exported 
121,947 records with a value of 
$15«,159. In July, 1925, just one year 
iater, exports are recorded on the 
djsk^ at 310,589 with a value of 
1137,008. This is a drop of exactly 
i7,iSi of the d^sks in Just one 
month, the declared value being 
$15,151 less thrtrt a year ago. 

The copyright law gives 2 cents 
to the copyright owher for each rec- 
ord sold. At that rate the loss in 
foreign sales ' ts cost $347.16 in roy- 
alties. 

If the figures for July last year 
and July this year are not convinc- 
ing further proof of the drop is 
recorded when comparing the period 
from January 1, through July 31, 
1924, with the like period in 1925. 
In the flrat seven months of 1924 
2,16S,121 disks were exported. These 
were valued at $1,057,203. In the 
same seven mouths of 1925 but 
2,156,392 records were tabulated 
with a value of $957,832. This was 
a drop of 11,729 of the disks in num- 
ber and $89,371 in value. 

Blam* Broiidc««ting 
Broadcasting n^ust bear the 
blame. The previous years 1922 and 
1923, which were, trior to the ad- 
vent of radio, s|||iwed remarkable 
Increases in the number of phono- 
graph records exported. 

There has been slight Increase 
In the cxpotts of the phonographs 
themselves, but the writer and or- 
chestra man do not get a "cut In" 
on these sales. For the seven 
months of 1924, 39,963 of the instru- 
ments were exported with a value 
f>( $1,559,536, ss compared with 
<0,718 valued at $1,212,814 in the 
seven months' of 1925. 



COLORED BANDS 



"With the new fall season at hand 
the colored bands and orchestras re- 
garded as "names" are unusually 
busy with few that haven't Imme- 
diate contracts. 

"Will Vodery has two bands imder 
his supervision and may launch 
others before many weeks. One 
that he conducts himself is the 
musical feature of the Plantation 
Revue, 50th street and Broadway.

Leroy Smith's band is still at 
Connie's Inn, 131st street and 
Seventh avenue, where a new revue 
opened Sept. 10. 

Fletcher Henderson's orchestra, 
v^hich is quite popular in the Har- 
lem districts, both at cabarets and 
dances, has gone or\ a tour of the 
dance hall circuits in the east 

Claude Hopkins and band, which 
have been a summer card at an 
Asbury Park cabaret, has signed for 
a 12 weeks' engagement at Champ 
Elyases, Paris, sailing for that port 
this week. 

Sam Wooding and band, formerly 
at the Club Alabam. are now with 
the "Chocolate Kiddies" company, 
playing an indefinite engagement in 
Germany. At the Club Alabam how 
is Elmer Snowden and band. 

I>uke Ellington's Band and Enter- 
tainers, one of the few Negro or- 
chestras, carrying singers as well as 
musicians, is located at the Club 
Kentucky, 49th street, off Broadway. 
Henry Saparo's New Orleans band 
is a permanent jnusical card at the 
Owl cabaret, 125 West 45th street. 
; Ridgeley's Serenaders are nt the 
Capitol Palace, 139th street and 
Lenox avenue. 

Bobby Lee and orchestra are an 
indefinite feature at The Nest, 133d 
street and 7th avenue. 

With one of the Columbia bur- 
lesque companies, "Rarin'to Go," is 
Joe Jordan and Band, a Chicago or- 
ganization that is yet to make its 
cabaret debut in New York. .

This 
Is expected to "breaH" within a few 
days under the new ruling of the 
commission, which re«|ulre8 that 
the commlsslon'scomplalnt and the 
respondent's answer be made public 
at the same time. As has been 
previously reported, this ch.ange in 
procedure was made because of tho 
complaint g.aining wide publicity, 
while the answer of the individual 
or firm accused of false business 
practises in Interstate commerce In 
which tbeir denl.tl, as Is usually the 
case, was set forth, got possibly 
nothing more th.an .a "stick" or two 
in the way of publicity.

The "Inside" on Waterson, Berlin 
A Snyder retrenchnrtent with the 
shifting: of professional executivea 
is a gesture by Henry Waterson to 
become more aggressive in the 
music business aa a foremost music 
publisher. 

Waterson has turned over hla 
business virtually to Walter O. 
Douglas, his general sales manager. 
Prank Clark, for many years the 
Chicago professional manager for 
the Arm and now similarly located 
In New York, and Joe Hiller. The 
latter relinquishes his metropolitan 
management to travel for the com- 
pany, exploit songs, open ' up an 
elaborate coast-to-coast chain of 
branch offices and put songs over In 
the same fashion as heretofore. 

That means via acts and profes- 
sional exploitation with the radio 
gag which Water.son haus counted on 
80 unsuccessfully as a secondary 
and incidental proposition. 

Acts always made songs and al- 
ways will. Radio was a flop with 
Waterson who had the field to him- 
self with no opposition and the 
fullest co-operation from the radio 
interests which more than welcomed 
a b|^ music man like Waterson 
rather than fool around with ama- 
teur compositions or product from 
the lesser music Arms. 

Waterson's Other Interests 

Waterson will be Inactive In the 
functioning of the W-B-S firm until 
March. He has other big Interests 
like the David Grimes, Inc.. radio 
manufacturing proposition which 
markets a popular priced radio re- 
ceiving set to huge turnovers. 
Waterson's Cameo Record Corp. has 
always been a big money-maker 
which of late has really made Wa- 
terson listless about his music pub- 
ll.ihtng business. 

Of the new changes, Jimmy Eg- 
gert, formerly assistant to Clark in 
Chicago, assumes charge of that of- 
fice; Ben Fields In Pittsburgh, Willie 
Horwits In Philadelphia. William 
Collins In Detroit. Addy Brltt Is 
the new band and orchestra manager 
with Harry Hoch switched to Phila- 
delphia to supervise that Important 
territory which has gotten to be 
quite a factor.

Billy Rose and Clarence Gasklll have revised "You Can't Make a 
Monkey Out of Me" (Shaplro-Bernsteln Co.). This song, based on 
the recent Scopes trial in Dayton, Tenn., used the n.ame of the late 
William Jennings Bryan In their Initial compo.iition. The death of the 
Great Commoner caused the publishing company to make a revision, 
with Bryan's name eliminated completely.

In appearance he is "there," too, 
for a performance of this type he 
is invaluable. 

Julia Gerrity Is the chief woman 
principal, selling a trio of pop num- 
bers In the manner that won her 
fame In vaudeville and cabarets.

FAIRS HGHT KU KLUX KLAN 
AHEMPTS TO DISRUPT THEM 



CANADIAN ROADS MAY 
RESCIND SCRIPT TICKETS 



Iowa Fair. Find Plenty K. K. K. Propaganda— Secret 
Society Demands Konclaves— Refusal* Result in 
Threatening Letters — Increased Attendance 



Maquoketa, la., Sept. 15. 
The Klu Klux Klan throughout 
Iowa Is attempting to disrupt local 
fair associations which refuse to 
tolerate konklaves within the boun- 
daries of the fair grounds or to 
bicker with the kluxers. 

This condition was discovered In 
eastern Iowa this week with re- 
ports from several of the rural 
members of the klan. who stated to 
fair officials that they had been 
urged, by letters from the local 
kleagles, to keep away from the 
county fairs. 

In Jackson county the rural pop- 
ulation, from which the fair draws 
its biggest entry list and to which 
it makes a play for financial and at- 
tendance support, was well circular- 
ised a few days before the fair. The 
klan In this state spreads rapidly 
among the countryfolk, who are 
anxious to pay $10 to save America 
from its cities, whether or no, but 
the farmers like their fair better 
and attempts to blacklist the show 
were fruitless. 

The row between the klan and the 
fair came about over renting the 
grounds to the klan for a demon- 
stration. The first petition, ad- 
dressed to an officer of the fair, was 
sent to a wastepaper ba.sket. but the 
klan got busy among the directors 
with result that a special meeting 
was called to consider the proposal 
to rent the ground out. The a.ssotfI- 
ation defeated the move and then 
the county kleagles attempted to 
■wing the big club. 

A similar situation prevailed in 
Davenport, where the Mississippi 
Valley Fair officials refused either 
to rent the property to the klan or 
, permit the klan to discuss outright 
purchase, as Its leaders wanted to. 
The countryside was bombasted with 
"keep away" letters, under the im- 
perial seal and secrecy of the order, 
but some of them got out. 

Both (airs, however, drew larger 
crowds than in recent years, de- 
spite the klan attacks.

Milwaukee Council Asked 
To Eliminate Circuses 

Milwaukee, Sept. 15. 
The spectre of a clrcuslesa Mil- 
waukee loomed up again last week 
when petitions signed by aeveraL 
hundred residents living near the 
grounds where the Barnum & 
Bailey-Ringling Bros. and 101 
Ranch shows played, were handed 
to the council this week, demanding 
the city btuc circuses from this ter- 
ritory. 

Despite the fact the council re- 
cently approved circuses after con- 
sidering the .Slrehlow bill which 
would have barred the shows here, 
the matter has been reopened by 
consent of a majority of city of- 
ficials, and a committee appointed 
to look into the advlsiblllty of 
either sending circuses to the sub- 
urbs or to another spot in town. 

Residents of the circus-lot vicin- 
ity assert that Milwaukee has "out- 
grown the circus stage" and want 
it relegated to the amusement dump. 
The council, however, takes another 
view and asserts that while there 
are few si>ots in the city big enough 
for the circuses to pitch their tents 
the city wants the shows. An at- 
tempt to establish grounds on the 
lake front, recently filled In, or In 
the state fair park, about eight miles 
from Milwaukee, are being con- 
sidered. 

The matt« rwill be settled about 
the first week of October. 



Toronto, Sept. 16. 
Last Thursday was Transporta- 
tion Day at the Canadian National 
Bxpoaltlon and at a meeting of the 
railroad offlclals. who were in ses- 
sion considering railroad mattt-rs in 
Canada, the following notification 
was received from Joseph B. Par- 
ker, secretary. Western Unes of the 
Canadian National Railways. 

At a recent meeting of the Cana- 
dian rassenger Association, Western 
Llnes,^ the question of the advisa- 
bility of continuing to grant carni- 
val companies the concession of 
script was discussed at length, as It 
was found that these privileges were 
being seriously abused. It was, 
therefore resolved, if Elastern Lines 
win concur and make similar ar- 
rangements, that in view of the fact 
that carnival companies can only 
play exhibitions and are not granted 
any still dates, and on account of 
the serious abuses which we have 
found in connection with script 
books Issued to them? our tariffs be 
altered so as to cut out the issuance 
of any script to such companies, all 
railroad fare* to be paid for, aside 
from contract, and no rebates what- 
ever given. 

Will you kindly take thU matter 
under consideration and advise your 
decision at your early convenience?" 
The existing turrangcment grant- 
ing script on contracts is erat>odied 
in Canadian Passenger Association 
rules of June 22. 192). and has been 
in force up to now. The reason for 
this proposed drastic change, which 
was voted upon here and referred 
to Montreal, with the probable re- 
vision of script privileges to all car- 
nivals is the result of investigations 
that railroad officials made. 

It seems that a whole lot of $15 
script books issued to the Rubin 
and Cherry shows, who played the 
Western Canadian fairs this sea- 
don were sold to outsiders at $10 
per book. Hence this action on the 
part of the railroad. 

When an agent makes a railroad 
contract it is specifically understood 
and stated that the script issued Is 
for bona fide advertising purposes 
and given to exploit the organisation 
and its publicity, in which the. rail- 
road is naturally interested as It 
brings business to them. The script 
is as it were complimentary and 
given with the understanding that 
it is for the uss of l>ona fide em- 
ployes only. The sale of it i& 
strictly prohibited and with ail high 
class companies this rule is re- 
spected.

Auspices that generally made tie- 
ups with the carnivals for celebra- 
te ns of one sort or another have 
seemingly given them a wide berth 
this year, substituting other money- 
raising angles for their annual 
events. . *'; 

The vigilance of Welfare Commis- 
sioner Bird S. Cole" has undoubtedly 
kept many from coming to New 
York, while the suburban folk have 
substituted self-operated bazaars, 
lawn parties and other entertain- 
ments. 

A carnival playing under the aus- 
pices of the American Legion, at 
35th street and 9th avenue two 
weeks ago, came in under protest 
but remained through court injunc- 
tion. Even this pulled but a meagre 
business after the opening night 
when * brought a lot of curiosity 
seekers who found little of enter- 
tainment value to warrant their go- 
ing for their coin. 

Long Island, a previous meccn 
for the carnivals, has fallen far be- 
low Its average. Only three were 
spotted this season and none played 
to sensational business.

Some plan 
must be devised for ultimate use of 
the choice fair dates, so that not 
more than one fair will be held at 
a time.

Stanley Lupino laughs up to his advance reputation. 
They say this English comedian is « product of 
generations of player-folk. He's an honest worker 
and beguiling — «ui full of acrobatic snrprlsea aa he 
is of funny songs and tricky steps. From the chorus 
to the stars everyone in "Naughty Riquette" has to 
perform. It is one of those plays where they all do 
their bit In addition to the swaying harmony %f the 
ensemble. When you least expect it a good looking 
girl steps oat from the background of good looks and 
"does her stuff." It adds an element of personality 
without distracting from the smooth stateliness of 
gorgeous settings and salubrious tunes. 

The Central Telephone Rxchange of Paris gives 
reason enough for the presence of girls and more 
girls in the first half of the show. LAipino introduces 
himself in a song called "Afe" and has his audience 
well In hand in a Jiffy. Mitxi comes In behind a 
mountain of packages and promptly satisfies her 
admirers with a plaintive ditty "Somehow I'd Rather 
Be Oood." She sings it with Lupino. He is in the 
part of a super office boy of the exchange and she, 
in the title roM, seems to be one of those mythical 
beings we all complain to in this country under the 
name of "supervisor." She has the misfortune of 
losing her temper and her Job, after calling the wife 
of the director a "pop-eyed pelican." Now you know 
what the "supervisor" thinks of complainants. 

This is Paris, though. The super office boy becomes 
an "Armenian Prince" and starts out to Monte Carlo 
to "gum-shoe" the director's wife. Alexander Gray 
is the e^>od looking tenor under suspicion. He 
promptly hires the fired Klquette as a companion to 
"fire-screen" his attempted affair. A sick small 
brother furnishes the excuse for taking the place as 
companion. Remember, this is France. This much 
of the story gives opportunity for the song liit "In 
Armenia," by Lupino and Mary Marlowe, and the bit 
of pathos by Mitzl, "Little Brother of Mine."

The news from the Apollo theatre today is of 
"Naughty Riquette." an operetta by Oscar Straus. 
And the news of "Naughty Riquette" is,- first, of 
stranger and let him down easily, it should be said 
these Stati Unitl. 

Lupines have long been one of England's leading 
products, under that name or under names which 
conceal the ties of consanguinity. Persons boro to 
the theatre usually -know how to behave in it in a 
pleasing manner, but Bnglish comedians do not 
always find easy sailing In America. The reasons 
are various, but they are eomprlsed in the general 
confessions that American comedians do not always 
find easy sailing in England. At the, bottom of this, 
of course, are race and divergent points of ▼lew, 
and difference of opinion concerning what is and what 
is not humor. 

Lest it be feared these are not words of welcome 
and that an effort is being made to be nice to *a 
stranger and let him down easily. It should be said 
in this third paragraph that Stanley Lupino had an 
easy time of it last night. He is a gabby, acrobatic 
chap, as awake as the morning sun, with tliat easy 
mastery of all the customary tricks, grimaces, glances, 
gestures, trips, falls and neck-spins and vocal eccen- 
tricities that go with his trade. He makes many 
movements and wastes few of them. His speech 
denotes the operation of an intelligence, invaluable 
in a comedian, but not always to be had for the 
asking. Lupino has a rare comic song, "Could Cool- 
idge Do It?" in which our president and our gov- 
ern«r a|id other notables are described as less than 
great because the hen and the fly, the ostrich (which 
he rhymes with Detroit, Mich.) and other fowl and 
Insectlvora regularly perform feats impossible of ac- 
complishment by the most eminent of human beings. 

So, Stanley Lupino has a fine success on his intro- 
duction, and his future is fixed if he cares to stay 
in this land of opportunity and other objects of the 
great search. 

The show Is richly decorated, it moves with suf- 
ficient celerity atul animation, and it gathers from 
Stanley Lupino an abundance of comedy. It is 
operetta in its right mind.

Among those present also, and hilariously In «t1- 
denoe is a certain Stanley Lupino of London, new 
to these shores,' Imt already welcomed, by last night's 
applause, as a Jovial and eager entertainer. The 
official scorers may credit him with a hit that is at 
least a three-bagger. 

Mr. Lupino is a vigorous denial of the occasional 
assertidn that Bnglish musical show comedians are 
not funny to Americans. He has as much spsed and 
gusto and physical resourcefulness in clowning as 
any of the American breed, and the response which 
he won last night was clamorous In its approval. 
He appears as a busy-body office boy at the telephone 
exchange who disguises himself as an Annenlaa 
prince in order to XulfiU a conomisalon as private 
detective, keeping the suspected wife of the director 
under surveillance. In order to make his expedition 
to Monte Carlo plausible and to exercise his exjiense 
account, he takes an actress from the Folies Bergers 
under his protection. All of which Is the kind of 
material that causes the merry wags of the musical 
shows to praise the author and work their haads 
and feet off. 

Mr. Lupino adds a touch for the benefit of the 
book -selling trade and the literary fraternity when 
he blossoms out in his disguise as an Armenian prtnoe. 
He wears a mustache patterned after the hirsute 
upper lip of Mlcliael Arlen, who made green hats 
famous; the rtsemblance is something to chuckle 
over, and so are some of the lines which refer to the 
amorous prowess of Armenian males. When Mr. 
Lupino comes to the topical song of the program, 
which is a fantastic ditty entitled "What Great Men 
Cannot Do," he takes as many encores as he has 
stansas.

Equity inclined to the bolief that 
JUiurlllard might be held respon- 
sible should suit against the cor- 
poratioB fail to bring recovery for 
balance of salary due, six weeks. 

Yesterday it was said LauriUard 
had .stated he would asHume a por- 
tion of the salaried liability. 

It api)ears that Equity demanded 
no bond for "A Night Out," possibly 
through the connection of the name 
of Laurlllard. Aarons l.i said to 
have stated he held no interest In 
the company nor show, merely draw- 
ing a salary as president. The cor- 
poration's stock is non-assessable. 

The English people want the mat-

music puVtlishers (Ureyfuss broth- 
ers) is said to have turned in (7,000 
toward producing the show. The 
major portion of the money accord- 
ing to the story was put up by Mr. 
Youmans, who wrote the score. He 
Is also the composer of "Nanette." 
When Youmans declined to further 
contribute and with light business 
at the Qarrick, Phlla., It was de- 
cided by LauriUard et al. to close.

on Its last day with nothing to look 
forward to, the performance at the 
Saturday matinee cauld not have 
been expected to be of the best the 
company wa^ capable of. No 
n'oticeable lagging, however, was 
evident. 

Nancy Corr1gan*a Pereonality^ 
Another principal who at least 
sli^ved personality was Nancy Cor- 
rigan in a maid's role. The other 
principals were flat in appearance 
and work, with one miserable bit 
of miscasting in an-imitortant male 
role. 

Had this show been certain of 
coming Into New York, substitu- 
tions could have been made at the 
Philly opening (through notices), 
with Americans replacing the Eng- 
lish errors. That would have 
meant salary loss, of course. As 
the show would havo had to lay off 
for a week at least before reach- 
ing Broadway, the inattention in 
this regai'd suggests that either 
more backing was expected or the 
disappointing grosses in Philly left 
no alternative. 

As a performance the lively and 
attractive first act entitled this 
piece to a New York hearing with 
the substitutions necessary. In 
music the piece is charming. Mr. 
Youmans' music could not be hid- 
den even when the Knglish singers 
wero butchering it. Miss Pounds 
surprised with a voice of good 
quality and training, although she 
suffered through having duets with 
one of the music butchers. Though 
perhaps "cold" on the stage, but 
with a certain commanding 
presence, Miss Pounds should have 
her opportunity over here even If 
not with "A Night Out." And her 
"coldness" could be attributed to 
the distressing conditions under 
which everyone was appearing. 

The second act went all to pieces, 
not from the music but the slam- 
Ing-door far<;tal material. An old 
style farce it stood out ror that In 
the opening scene of the second 
act. 

George Orossmith, who adapted 
the French farce into English for 
Londgn, Is a former partner of 
LauriUard (Grossmlth & Laurll- 
lard). 

Many Unknowns 

An English girl, professional, who 
also saw the Saturday matinee 
stated she l^d never heard of any 
of the English principals except 
Miss Pounds. If economy were 
practiced in principals. It was not 
in numbers of chorus girls or pro- 
duction. 

While the lyrics had b*en written 
by Clifford Grey (English) and 
Irving Caesar (American) (with 
Mr. Cae.sar probably revising for 
this side only), no /one had at- 
tempted to freshen up the dull 
dialog. Some of Mr. Griffin's 
"gaga" were ages old and the dlalwg 
frequently in the old fashioned way, 
while as often the English people 
were speaking too -hurriedly, but 
this may have been because they 
were in haste to catch the boat. 

An impartial observer seeing the 
show, listening to the music and 
hearing ^some of this Inside stuff 
would say that it was the lack of 
money more than the lack of 
.actors that closed "A Night Out" 
in its second week out of town. 
The show should have had its 
chance on Broadway, with pro|)er 
attention such as an , American 
would have given to It. It grossed 
$13,130 the first week in Philadel- 
phia, but slipped to $S,542 the final 
week. 

Ran Into Bad Break

That they haven't lived together 
for a long time la well known, but 
Kedak's charges against her h\i8- 
tiand and his against her are guises 
to securi' the divorce suit and hide 
the real reason, which Is unsensa- 
tional enough. For the real reason 
Is incompatability, and It was not 
until Fedak propounded the $4.i,0«0 
price that Molnar named various 
co-respondents and automatically 
accused her of gross ^nfi.lelity. Her 
reply to this was charging him with 
improper relations with some 209 
women. 

The case has gone further and 
Molnar's most recent ch.arge against 
Mme. Fedak is that she degraded 
the morals of his daughter (born 
of a previous wife), while Fedak 
and the daughter were together in 
Vienna, and Fedak was starring in 
"Antonla." The girl is about 18 
years old, her mother being Marglt 
Veszl, the first Mrs. Molnar and a 
well-known writer of Hungary. 

Following the most recent accu- 
sation by Molnar, Fedak issued a 
statement, cabled to Amcilca: 

"I was attacked as a woman, aa 
a human being and as a gentle* 
woman. Lam charged with having 
jeopardized and spoiled with my 
degrading behavior the good name 
and morals of Molnar'a 18-year-old 
daughter. 

"It is said that he mubt divorce 
me, for my scandalous actions for- 
bid that I should be the foster 
mother of an innocent child. 

"I cannot and will not allow that 
I should be pictured In this false 
light, and that la the reason I have 
faken up the fight which I ihaU 
wage to utter exhaustion; to* the 
point of a knife.— Sari Fedak."

H« 
did well, probably better than any- 
one else on th« bill, but not like 
Hammersteln's. 

Had Walter C. Kelly gone backt

The Reason 

1 will give you the answer. I sat 
near the back, of the house, l was 
so far from the stage I couldn't see 
the facial expressions. I hoard his 
voice fairly well but it didn't mean 
anything. 

No one that does an act requiring 
characterization, facial expression, 
different tones and Intonations of 
the voice, etc.. can be a true suc- 
cess in a theatre seating from 3,000 
to 6,000 people, as they build then 
today. If the present tendency for 
larger and still larger theatres in- 
creases it will only be a question of 
time b>.fore you will see listed la 
"Variety":

Take the old vaudeville theatres, 
Union StfOare.

come back time and time again to 
go through the same stunt. Davis 
is cleaning up. playing to turnaway 
business every night, while other 
places In the same vicinity which 
tried the same mode of operation 
had to close.

If you can't see "em'' you 
can hear "em." 

I'tiless they take those barns, rail- 
road stations and mausoleums that 
they cTli theatres and turn them 
into pi ture shows, build theatrrv 
more or less intimate, it will no: 
only exit raconteur or monoloKivr 
it will be "exit vaudeville."

DMERS SEE BIG TIME FUTURE 
AS VAUDEVILLE AND PICTURES 



O0icial of One Circuit Reported Having Worked 
Out Elimination Process — Similar Matter Spoken 
Of for Long Time Without Definite Action Up to 
Present— Agents *'Doing Business 'Outside' " 
Principal Reason — Subterfuges in Bookings and 
Playing Pictures Against Vaudeville for Higher 
Salaries 



A shake up which may eliminate 
many of the vaudeville agents now 
booking through the Keith-Albec 
and Orpheum Circuit agencies Is 
Indicated by information from 
aoflrces on the inside of both offices. 
According to the report a confer- 
•nce bus been arranged between the 
heads of th«t circuits toward work- 
ing out a feasible plan to do dway 
with as many agents as possible 
without affecting the boolcinga. 

The shake up w».ich has crystal- 
Ued after many years of threaten- 
ing, is said to have been brought 
to a focus by the belief of heads of 
the circuits that many of the agents 
are booking "outside" and disguis- 
ing their activities bv numerous sub- 
terfuges. 

The booking of vaudeville acts 
Into picture houses and the playing? 
ot pictures against vaudeville in the 
matter of salary is said to be a par- 
ticularly sore spot with ib.e insiders 
of the two circuits 

One of the Orpheum ofTlcials, 
known to favor the elimin:itlon of 
the agent, is said to be ready with 
a working plan which will put all 
bookings directly up to the circult>i. 
Irt place of asenfa a special de-y 
partment empowered to reviews all 
a<k8 and recommeni them for book- 
ings will take care of the new acts 
department, and as regards stand- 
ard acts they will be asked to deal 
direct with the circuits. The same 
oftloial is quoted as believing the 
elimination of the a?cnt would save 
th'e circuits hu^ sums and ho more 
satisfactory all around. 

AgBnt«' Claims 
The entire subject is considered 
most controversial. The agents 
claim tlicy are spe.ialists and train- 
ed experts with a knowledge of val- 
ues that cannot be disi)enscd with 
by either the actor or the vaude- 
ville circuits. 

Numerous 'schemes havt; been ad- 
vanced to eliminate the agent in 
the past but all have been dropped 
us impractical. The practice of 
"booking direct" has grown by the 
big vaudeville agencies during the 
past three years. It started with 
the creation nf the "Special Con- 
tract Department" by the K-A Cir- 
cuit and has spread to a similar 
organization with the Orpheum. 

One idea advanced which may be 
given consiidoratlon is to take the 
pick of the agents giving special 
con.sideration to those who have 
brouKht in new moterlal, and retain 
thoni at a salary to represent a cer- 
tain number of acts. If this were 
done thfi agent would cease to bo 
the acta personal representative and 
would become . ii-i.mntically an act- 
ual employe of i),o booking otfice. 
Reverie for Value Estimate 
As regards thp prtctisc of booking 
direct, one veteran agent attributes 
It to th«.changed status of the agent. 
In former yearn an agent's worth 
was measured by his ability to raise 
artists' salarlp.s. Now. according to 
t|>ls agent, U u exactly the reverse. 
Too (Yiuch activity aTong salary 
falKlnK lines is frowned upon by the 
circuits. 

Another fetor is th& increa.sed cost 
"f programs now that patrons have 
ijhown a leaning toward pictures. 
TUo cost of the pictures must be 
uiscouniod by the vaudeville with 
salaries necessarily affected and 
fewer acts played. This Is said to 
I'e reason for the breaking down of 
the barriers of what was formerly 
i>iK time and coined the phrase In 
rigard to what was formerlv known 
«s smnll time, •■ifs all .how busi- 
ness."

3 ACTS BOOKED 
FOR EACH BILL 



A departure and Innovation for 
the Keith- Albee Ciicuit is the book- 
ing of the Hackett-Delmar Revue 
in conjunction with the Duponts 
and Jerry and Her Baby Grands for 
a combined Orpheum and K-A route, 
opening at the CoUbeum and Ford- 
ham, New York, Oct. 4, followed by 
a week at the Riverside and then 
a tour of the Orpheum Circuit, wind- 
ing up In the eastern K-A houses. 

The booking Is not the familiar 
"afterpiece" idea, but owing to the 
expensiveness of the Hackett-Del- 
mar act, that revue and the other 
two turns will be embellished with 
special scenery and costumes and 
booked as the backbone of the show. 
The eight girls In the revue will also 
appear In the acts of the Duponts 
and Jerry and Her Baby Grands. 

The Orpheum and Keith booking 
men can add any flll-ln acts to these 
three which in their judgment the 
houses can afford.

BREAKING UP 
INDEPENDENTS 



Contrasting last season's ef- 
forts td organize Independent 
bookers the current season 
finds a wider breach than ever. 
Uaci) or at least a few of them 
I resort to all ^orts of methods 
to grab each other's houses 
regardless of consequences and 
practically hoping to snuff out 
a competitor if possible. 

Business is business and if 
rival bookers were playing the 
game according to ethical rules 
there would be nothing to 
complain about. Instead they 
seemingly have embraced the 
Idea that all is fair In borings 
without actually declaring war 
but continuing to gather the 
spoils when opportunity pre- 
sents Itself or attempt to cre- 
ate one when it is non-existing. 

Some agents have resorted 
to all manners of tricks and 
subterfuges to wean profitable 
bookings away from a com- 
petitor. A most popular stunt 
Is for the purloining booker 
to watch a profitable house 
and get a line on some of the 
acts booked In by the com- 
petitor. When ready to strike 
he takes several acts previ- 
ously playing the house and 
makes a blanket offer for the 
last half services with an extra 
Sunday thrown in, to even up 
the figure and contracts ar- 
ranged to have the short 
money on the longer stand. 
Undermining 

Fortified with the short end 
contract either the booker per- 
sonally or a field man visits 
the manager, has a talk gen- 
erally along the lines of his 
ability to buy\ acta cheai)er 
than the present booker and 
generally olimaxcs by the 
flashing of the contract as a 
convlncer which has the man- 
ager guessing whether his 
present booker is a chump. 
The outcome hS generally a 
mix-up with all concerned and 
the scheming booker slipping 
in on the house during the 
melee. 

The first few weeks the new 
one sends in fine shows for 
the money malniy through his 
ability to enlist friendly per- 
formers whom he approaches 
on a friendship basis to play 
the house at a cut. to help him 
retain it and promising he wilt 
make up fdf their loss In sub- 
sequent dates overcharging 
where he is more solid to offset 
the bargains for his new client. 
Even If he is able to retain 
the house for several weeks 
the addition gives prestige to 
his office and the more work 
he can give has Its effect In 
buying acts cheap. 

Aside from this he also 
seemingly gloats over the per- 
sonal satisfaction of getting 
the house away from a com- 
petitor and thus weakening 
fortilied competition. 
"■'■ Managers thusly taken in 
despite having learned their 
lesson seldom return to the 
booker who had been giving 
them a break but keep shop- 
ping around. That scatters 
the business and acta as a 
deterrent for a live wire at- 
tempting to line up the Held 
on a tuslnoss basis. 

Despite the hue and cry for 
organization which crops up 
semi-annually or more often 
the independent crowd want no 
consolidation and show a de- 
cided preference to continue on 
a "dog eat dog" basis.

The.se btars are not 
among those in the Hrst rank. They 
simply sit around tli<? pUce, eat and 
drink at the expense of the house 
and give aWoy •* ■'iii* for .i d-iadng 
contest. The sniiit works with the 
tourihts. who ga|>e at the star, sur- 
rounded, as a rule. !)y a bevy of 
' atmosiihere" girls. 

Other establishiueiits in Holly- 
wood made a , pl.iy for the i)uiure 
trade without apparent success with 
the result that they have gon by 
the boards. The Holly woo«i Hotel, 
Which at the inception of the pic- 
ture ' i n d u s t r y was called the 
• nieoca" of the screen colony, is now 
just a quiet hotel, run on the Amer- 
ican plan where the most exciting 
moment is probably the ringing of 
the dining room bell. . , 

House Parties 

As for the picture people of any 
consequence, or those who Want to, 
tnix in their own set, house parties 
seem to be the prevailing rule. These 
folks have big homes and naturally 
wish to do th<'ir entertaining In 
them. Then there is the "apeing" 
crowd ot picture players, not so long 
on currency and with modest bun- 
galows. Some are located In the 
heart of Hollywood and some In the 
canyons which are bordering on Its 
edge. They, loo, have parties worth 
attending if one wants excitement 
and color. 

The upper set of the picture col- 
ony generally start their parties 
with a dinner, have dancing, card 
t>laylng and oUier entertainment. 
Some time there is such a thing as 
a bit of a rough house but no one 
outside of the grout) as a rule knows 
it, as this set do not gossip about 
their playtime. The parties gen- 
erally wind. up in the early hours of 
the morning, at the private swim- 
ming pool on the host's premises, 
where lots of fun is had. T.his 
crowd feels that as long as they 
have their fun among themselves 
and the public is not an auditor they 
can do as they please without re- 
straint. 

A number' of these people belong 
to country, beach, mountain, fishing 
and hunting clubs. In the summer 
time their general rendezvous is the 
beach club, spending the day, and 
in the evening indulge in parties. 
These are rather quiet aff.iirs. 

The Sixty Club 

{•'or the big . au.splcluus doinjrs 
ihey huve handed together Into a 
Saturday night dancing group. 
These dances are held every two or 
three weeks with the .UTairs a closed 
lircle under the, title of the. "Sixty 
Club." taken fiom . the Broadway 
Saturday night dance club. 

Tlie alTairs are held at the Bilt- 
niore hotel, where the entrance tariff 
is $10. There is h:irilly a name of 
any importance in the ultra picture 
cir<'Ies tha't'e.innot be found on the 
rosier of the dub. It is an invi- 
tation orilraniza tion, without diies, 
and an enHeavor is being rnftde to 
keeti i' exclusive. Everyone who at- 
tends knows everybody else. Be- 
fore the evenirtg fs over it Is just 
otie big fiimU>s('lr -le. without tre/<- 
pussvi.«( from the ffuler circle an'd 
the folks • m.an.ige to h.xve a de- 
ligiilful evening. This is really the 
only place where the upper crus. of 
the motion picture indiistr.' gather 
in large group for thoir night di- 
version or lit . 

"G'n" Parties 

The other set knjwn is the bun- 
galow group are prone to attend 
'■afcs for their ple-isure. One cm 
never tell when the federal agents, 
sheriff, district I'lfoniey or local 
pollic win step in. M.iiiy of these 
folks have been Ci tight in one of 
ihcse nets. It has hrotight unfi- 
vorilie publi<-ity ta well as ci'i'ed 
iheni to spend ni.inv woriLsome (lav" 
until ass(.'.ssed a rather heavy fine. 

.So tlie;-)c folks have tliclr own p.ic- 
iii's Tliey are known as the 'tiin " 
p.iri;es.

informed by the landlord they 
A oil Id do well to VAcate. 

These parties ire generally In- 
.luked in by men and women who 
occasionally work as 'eittras" in 
iiictures hut who feel they are jjirt 
of the industry. The industry does 
not recogiii/.e these bad boys find 
f^irls as of their own. desjiite ttiejr 
profess to be, .and if these people are 
a bit too belligerent it is only a 
question ot time before they tlnd 
that they are persona non grata, at 
the studios. 

At these parlies one will see folks 
from every walk of commercial or 
social life who want to get into the 
'picture set" and believe they do it 
by footing the bill. It is a thrill to 
these people, who afterward bo.ast 
of attending "a party of picture peo- 
ple " and tell of the 'things that hap- 
pened. 

Parties for Come-one 

Many of these parties ire staged 
esp«»cially lor thejte come-ons, who 
pay and pay heavily tor their fun 
financially. 

During the past s(k months & 
numl>er of expensively furnished 
private drinking clubs have been 
opened in Hollywood. These places 
are mostly operated by a woman 
who has a large number of hostesoe.i 
on hand, touted as famous pl-'tiire 
actresses to wean the money away 
from the male patrons for the 
beverages that are sold at 75 cents 
to one dollar a drink and champagne 
at $20 a quart. 

Here one can get anything they 
will pay for. They can see nature 
dances or other rlbaid revelry. The 
hostesses ''tap" their male friends 
for the time they have spent with 
them besi<les collecting the per- 
centage on the amount expended on 
them, from the house. None of 
the.se women probably has ever seen 
the inside of » picture studio or 
will be, while the "visiting flremen" 
not knowing the diflference have m» 
one to enlighten them. 

The picture mob, whether they 
be actor or studio employe are not 
sought for these establishments, an 
they are afraid there will be a tip 
off on the resort toi the police. 
Quite a few of the places already 
have been tipped oCt and closed. 

Road Houses 

itoad houses along the boulevard 
to Venice around Culver City at 
one time got a big play, espeeially 
on Sunday night, ae dancing was 
r»erniitted In iheni and not In tho 
city proper. With tlie Vigilance ot 
tlie dry agents and "John Law " the 
trade at these places has been fall- 
ing off tio fast during the p.ist few 
months the big hights at the.se 
places are a thing of the past. One 
establishment, the Nighting.ile. em- 
I)loys a colored band and enter- 
tainers and is getting all of the 
IKUroiiage in this sone at present. 
The |)lace has .i good hand and doe;* 
not charge exorbitant entrance or 
food fees. The hiB lavishly 
equipped establishments in its sec- 
tion, however, can almost count 
their nightly tra'e. 

If any one who can afford the 
time and money to take a trip for 
;dtiyking or gamhrngnurposes. as 
'do the picture Colony' in nie winter 
months, they can go 13i» mile.s to 
tlie Mexican border and over ihn 
line to Tia Juana or lOnein.ado. 
There they are unrestrained .atid 
can do as they please withuiit fear 
of notice, publicity or interierence 
.\nothcr resort in that territory is 
now being pronioleil l)y Dn-lt Ken is. 
His pl.ice is located betwe.-n Ti.i

Senorlta Molina has high rnting 
RB an artist In her native Spain 
and her appearance at the Hip was 
recorded in headlines In a foreign 
language paper (Spanish) printed 
in New York. She has been on this 
side for some week.s, her initial ap- 
pearance said to have been at a 
concert held in the new Mecca Tem- 
ple here. 

The Hip appearance of the Sen- 
orita has been built up as is the 
custom with features when show- 
ing this house. The Hip chorus of 

16 is in action several times, not 
merely draping the stage. In addi- 
tion there is an eight-piece string 
orchestra, two male singers, a dance 
team and perhaps one or two others 
regularly with the act. 

Reports of the American Doouing 
of Raquel Mellcr may have miiu- 
enced Molina's invasion. There ta 
quite a dilterence in the work of 
the two Spanish stars. Meller is 
.said to be a comedienne, yet gifted 
with the art of a tragedienne, while 
Molina specializes on topical songs, 
also dancing. 

Molina Is typically Spanish and 
she impresses as being classy in a 
Spanish way. Her rather crisp 
lyrical delivery conveys she is true 
artist even to those who do not 
understand the tongun. bne is, ot 
course, expeit with the castlnet* 
and in stepping is expert aHhough 
Molina does not appear to particu- 
larly count on dances. One of the 
latter numbers was a broken time 
step and could be called the Cuban 
Charleston. For it she was in 
white flannels in the native style. 

Perhaps a correct line on Molina's 
vaudeville value cannot be drawn 
from the Hip skowing because of 
the added atmosphere. Her own 
support other than the band ap- 
peared ordinary. Molina, however, 
will please those who lik* Spanish 
fandangoes and the like and there 
la always a big enough percentage 
. of such two a day audiences to 
make her well worth while, tbee. 



JEAN WATERS and Co. (4) 
Comedy Skit 

20 Mine.: One and Full (Special) 
Lincoln, Chicago 

A clever Idea but not sufficiently 
strung enough tj warrant it con- 
secutive time in its present shape. 
Recasting the two minor principals 
would help materially. The small 
parts which have teen written for 
them are imporUnt and should not 
be overlooked. 

The .act opens in "one" with the 
Juvenile announcmg that he is 
searching for the person holding a 
lucky number. Two girls enter 
from the audience claiming to hold 
the respective member and are fol- 
lowed by Miss Waters, an eccentric 
commedienne who does .-'ome gab- 
bing with the iiudience. The mixup 
results in the juvenile uo-.epting all 
three and offers them each a week 
iryout to see which one he loves 
the most. 

The act goes to full stage show- 
ing the interior of a bungalow. The 
boy and one of the girls do a timely 
number. Four days later is flashed 
on the set. The otiier girl possess- 
ing a dramatic i^itprano 8aunter< 
through a ballad to fair returns. 
Miss Waters and the juvetiiie tiCddie 
Dyer) take possesFlon of the utage 
delivering a cross Are routine which 
contains some good material. This 
is followed by a hong and dance 
with the feaUired member doing 
aome high kicking This is appar- 
ently the big j.unch of the art and 
should be bolstered. 

The boy confesses to one of tho 
girU lii4t . l)e,Js rot Oie wealthy 
• feHow thA t'Ti^TTelWered himself to 
be. The Kirl e.xits to inform ihf 
others :ind they both leuve. Miss 
Waters doriOos to stick and every- 
thing ends perfect. 

The act.s needs a good <Ianrer and 
■inger to ho'd the .Tttintion of the 
audletu'e. T'l.-; cosiumes while new 
are cheap lookin:?. The Ihiish is 
exoeptiiinally weak i.nd the v)unch is 
lacking. The Juvenile Is a good 
dancer but has omitted that style 
of entertiiinmcnt in this offering. 
A good sn.appy routine by him and 
Miss Wiit'-rs wllh the two girl.s 
Vfoalizing in 'he b.ifkground would 
bliiJd ii!» fh"" n^fep^•irry punch. .

ANN CODEE (1) 

Comedy, Talk, Sengs 
19 Mins.: One 
Riverside 

Ann Codee !s now billed solo with 
Frank Oi-th, her assistant, as be- 
fore when the act was standard as 
Orth and Codee. The pair recently 
returned to this country after a 
tour of the European variety halls. 

Both have acquired a sureness 
and a polish in their work which 
has tightened up the act into one 
solid succession of laughs, from 
Orth's flrst entrance right down to 
the double song In which he re- 
ceives a royal manhandling from 
the robust Ann. 

Orth has a comedy enti-ance. 
Miss Codee opens with their own 
former special song sung in the 
French accent which she retains 
throughout the act. The song has 
to do with men who follow her. 
As she walks away from the first 
entrance Orth in boob get-up tags 
on behind. His expression and car- 
riage register immediiltely. 

Crossfire follows In which they 
discover that neither Is married. 
Orth proposes, meanwhile standing 
for all kinds of rough handling from 
his taller partner. This in lt.self 
ia unusually funny, due to Orth's 
comedy pan and characterisation, 
and the girl's sense of travesty and 
burlesque. 

A double song next called "The 
Proposal," is the high light. Orth 
takes a glorious shellacking and is 
Anally picked up bodily, spanked 
and then fitted to a chair several 
times while still in the air. F'or an 
encore they repeated the song in 
German but *'ju8t the song" as 
Orth announoe.s. His German 
translation of the lyric which 
promises the girl a punch In the 
nose was greeted with howls. Her 
German Is perfect. Orth announces 
it took him six months to learn that 
one line. 

Miss Codee Is worthy of the solo 
and feature billiiig as long as her 
partner and husband is willing. 
Her solo billing provides him with 
a "surprise" comedy entrance and 
she does dominate him throughout 
the turn, getting laughs o- her own 
account with her delightful accent 
and physical superiority, but let It 
not be forgot that Frank Orth in 
one of the best ••boobs" vaudeville 
knows. At anjr rate the pair make 
a corking combination for any bill. 
They could have dispensed with the 
nightly vacuum tour after they 
walked off having held down the 
next to closing position at this 
house. 

Orth and Codee have been away 
for some while and together for 
seven years. This is their flrst 
review under Xew Acts In V.irlety.

CALLAHAN and MANN 
Sengs and Talk 
15 Mins.; One 
American Roof 

Conventional male comedian and 
straight offering little in entertain- 
ment, and made to look worse by 
another masculine duo who followed 
them. 

The comlo of »he Callahan-Mann 
combine provoked no special inter- 
est, and Anally dove into a couple of 
"blue" gags. They sounded as if 
spotted In the regular routine, but 
may have been temporarily inserted. 

Four songs Incuded, none of 
which definitely Impress. A fast 
"hoke" skating dance for a finish 
pulled the team to about the half- 
way mark, but there will have to be 
considerable renovating before the 
turn is right. 

The men, however, indicate them- 
selves as superior to the material.

The turn opens with Virginia do- 
ing an ice skating dance In front 
of a small Swiss setting which is of 
futuristic design and shaded by the 
velour drop. The girl is a natural 
dancer and does her work in charm- 
ing style. 

Then come Whiting and Burt, in 
grotesfiue make-up in (rout uf the 
set singing a character song attout 
a Swiss romance. The song is done 
with dialect, with the make-up of 
Whiting as an Alp mountain climber 
being a scream. On each of his 
knees he has painted or tatooed, as 
the case might be, the picture of 
his female love. During an inter- 
lude, Viriginla comes forth in "one" 
and does a bit of the "Charleston." 
Then Dad and Ma with a Collegiate 
number. They are garbed as the 
flapper and cake eater college stu- 
dents and get a whale of a laugh 
en their grotesque characterization 
as well as a character danoe they 
do. The lyrics are smart and 
topical and get over with a bang. 

For the next interlude Viriginia 
does a balloon dance, which is 
originally staged as Instead of 
chasing oft tho balloon at the finish 
she punctures It and then walks off 
with her hand over her face, 
ash.'imed of what she has done. 
This Is novel and gets a laugh as 
well as the sympathy of the audi- 
ence. 

The next scene is Whiting doing 
a number in a cafeteria. He chants 
about soup, hears, eggs, etc., that 
are cold when he gets to his chair 
and wishes be were home for a 
chance at one of mother's pigs 
kunckles. With the gang out here 
knowing what one has to do in the 
rush to get their food hot from the 
cafeteria counters, the number was 
well appreciated. 

The following scene is one of the 
heart touchers. Miss Whiting sing- 
ing to him seated in a cnair about 
how sorry she Is that he Is leaving 
her and wishing him good luck. Tho 
next scene shows her as the woman 
of the world, who gives only for 
her price. She is well costumed 
with Jewels, etc. When concluding 
he chants back he does not want 
a woman who sells hei'Helf, but one 
whom he loves and proceeds to rip 
her pearls, etc., from her neck. The 
ntimber Is a gem and one that will 
hit all. For the finale Miss Burl 
does her "Sleepyhead," Just as bis 
a hit as ever. The encore ha« the 
cotiple gagging to great results. 

The act no doubt will be pruned 
a bit hut It is rather hard to say 
what should be eliminated as noth- 
ing seems to be superfluous. It is 
made to order for a class novelty 
in a feature position in the big 
houses and wiii satisfy one hun- 
dred per cent plus. I'ng.

Roirer Wolf Kahn and his Bllt- 
more Orchestra moved u-> from get- 
away spot to closer of the liist h;i!f.

: adjutitments helped considerably. 

As if taking a tip from some of 
our present-day musical comedy 
librettists, the current Palace show 
bunches its main comedy wallops in 
the first section.

The bill Is entertaining, and 
though it does not unfold anything 
sma«<hlng, the flash values are there, 
virtually the same as last week, 
since the Lockfords and . Annette 
Kellermann are again present aitd 
again are the stand-out turns. Both 
are expanded in line with the Hip's 
IJollcy, the Foster girls working in 
both, also several, extra people. 

The Lockfords, who came here 
from London but are really French 
(brother and sister), have appeared 
principally in revue. And there Is a 
reason: the dancers believe vaude- 
ville too difficult. Theirs is a 21- 
mlnute act as constituted at present. 
During several performances last 
week the boy (Naro) dropped the 
girl (Zita) during the final South 
Sea number. Naro later explained he 
was tired out. When the team grows 
used to the routine, which they de- 
clined to shorten, muscle fatigue 
may disappear. The Lockfords* ec- 
centric number looks new for them 
on this side, and It is excellent. Miss 
Lockford's more or less inanimate 
figure is particularly well done. 
Lynn Canter appears to good pur-

Lockford act. Her specialty song is

lished. If the Lockford's elect to re- 
main in vaudeville they should score 
as strongly as in the legitimate. 

Mis." Kelleminn's return to 
vaudeville Is a real comeback.

The Rltz Bros, did very wfdl with 
a four-tuinute period on .second.

turn is new, but was shortened, and 
therefore not covered In New Acts. 
Togged out In exaggerated trousers 
the boys have a funny Idea with 
"Collegiate," as is the dance number 
which followed and took them off. 

Amnlla Molina (New Acts), a 
Spanish artist, closed the ahow well, 
it l>eing one of the bill's elaborated 
turns. Another flash was the Sut- 
cllffe Family, the Scotch troupe hav- 
ing the Hip chorus for atmosphere, 
which looked very well for the open- 
ing spot. 

Oaslon Palmer, the French jug- 
gler, was next to closing, where he 
kidded the house into good humor 
over supposedly missed tricks. 
Palmer may be topped in his art, but 
he Is an exceptional showman. The 
Hal Roach comedy picture, "Some- 
where In Somewhere," was used at 
the start of the show, permitting the 
audience to enter leisurely without 
interruption to the show.

RIVERSIDE 

Plenty of show at the Riverside 
this week and a bill that tickled 
the palates of the wise vaudeville 
shoppers In the neighborhood. The 
show plays like a popularity con- 
test, topped by Nora Bayes. Busi- 
ness was satisfactory, which may 
be credited to Miss Bayes, the gen- 
eral excellence of the bill or the 
sudden cooling off of the metrop- 
olis. 

Nora closed the first half and 
did 44 minutes, entirely too long.

Osterman breezed on 
to a reception and did about as he 
wanted. His turn ran 22 minutes, 
but the excess was due to demand 
and encouragement. Osterman In- 
serted much ad lib kidding with the 
house leader. I*: didn't belong, but 
his monolog and songs registered for 
solidii. 

After Intermission Wilfred Clarke 
In "Now What?" confounded the 
booking theory that a sketch slows 
up a vaudeville bill. Clarke's fast 
playing farce played as funnily as 
anything In the lay out. The laughs 
came fast and consecutively, due 
cl'lefly to Clarke's delivery and fine 
knowledge of comedy values.

Ray Hullng and Seal proved a 
most interesting No. 3. The seal 
compares favorably with any .seen. 
He runs through tricks, including 
"imitations." "shimmying," "Jug- 
gling," answers the telephone, does 
a Hawaiian dance and other stunts 
that didn't hold a draggy moment. 
Huling doesn't attempt anything un- 
usual as regards showmanship, but 
is possessed of a good clear speak- 
ing voice and an earnestness that 
helps the act considerably. A good- 
looking special drop also. It's a 
good vaudeville turn for any bill. 

Patterson and Cloutler accepted 
the touph closing assignment and 
grtf^^V-wlth It remarkably well. 
The youthful couple caught the in- 
terest of the house with their first 
dovible number and after that there 
wasn't an uneasy move. They are 
one of the best dancing couples seen 
around, having youth, appear-inee 
;ind ability to a marked degree. The 
drinces are all original and the aet 
beautifully dressed and colorfully 
mounted.

If this wore all the 
act would be in a sore lix, but the 
Illusions, two of the cabinet variety 
and the third, u wom.an balanced 
api)arently In mid -air, are good 
enough to make the act a satisfac- 
tory opener. 

W. D. Pollard, juggler, with more 
personality than ability, was second 
to mild returns. "Moonlight ..nd Kil 
larney," an act formerly pl.iyed by 
William A. Kennedy, was next to 
plenty of appreciation. Hector Carl- 
ton has taken Kennedy's place, but 
otherwise the original cast of four 
seems to liave remained. I is ot\e of 
those turns, that, while there is 
nothing much to it. manages to be 
consistently entert lining and reaches 
heights at the finish when the vet- 
eran Danny Barrett goes into some 
corking clog steps. Carlton has not 
as clear an Irish tenor as his pre- 
decessor, nor can he act as well, 
but he Is satisfactory from bo»h 
angles. 

Top billing and hit honors went to 
Edith Clilford, now doing the best 
song routine she ever has had. in all 
probability. Her numbers are very 
broad at times and the one about 
the "very nice boy" who "likes to sit 
in the smoker with the men" and 
who'd "make r. wonderful wife," 
seems to be treading on dangerous 
ground for vaudeville. But Mies 
Clifford slides by with them. Her 
planiste, Mabel Leonard, cored 
witli a popular medley th'it Is tiie 
essence oi perfect jazz rhythm and 
also distinguished herself In the ac- 
companiments. 

Jones and Rae closed the vaude- 
ville section with "The End ot the 
Line," a favorite at this house for 
years. The •hare-lipped, tough-guy 
conductor and the old rube motor- 
man are types about which can be 
built funny cross-fire gags, and v. ;th 
the song ending also wetl done, the 
boys have a good low comedy act of 
Its kind.

Just to keep 
them bowing. 

And yet another act had a nevr 
applause gag, better than "Dixie." 
really, so hop onto it. The act had 
the bowing period held up by tho 
orchestra playing a melody with a 
"Charleston" swing. And then the 
man didn't "Charleston." That was 
terrltuil! Almost as l>ad as another 
turn that hasn't changed anything 
In it for years. 

In another spot an act started off 
in Its dancing with a girl singing 
one of those songs with a "Charles- 
ton" tune that was played cut last 
soring, but it was the "theme song" 
of the turn.

With 
its 18 acres of lawn, woods, horses, chickens, gardens, flowers, it Is a 
Staten Island subdivision of paradise. 



They 
are sadly in need of an automobile. Any of you who has a machine 
you don't know what to do with could have it put to good use down 
there. To people who are enjoyirig life, action, health, an automobile 
is a luxury, a toy. But to our old friends down there it is almost a 
necessity and would be a God-send.

Vera Maxwell some years ago when with Ziegfeld "Follies" (while 
that show was la Boston) sketched aad wrote out in pen and ink a 
four-page travesty on "Variety." The paper at that time was in its 
smaller form, bound. Miss Maxwell's travestied "Variety," done in Idle 
moments by her, was highly creditable in Its scheme, humorous subject 
matter and execution. Knowing that her "Variety" woul^ not be 
printed. Vera made the travesty quite broad at times, and in all It 
suggested that if Vera Maxwell bad not been the handsomest girl in musical 
comedy of that day and naturally drifting to The stage, her extremely 
clever and creative mind would have placed her high up in any pursuit 
she might otherwise have undertaken. Miss Maxwell's laughing four- 
pager was the first travesty on a paper anyone in Variety's office had 
seen or since until "Life" in its Sept. 10 issue burlesqued the New 
York tabloid dailies. 

"Life" turned out a splendid piece of delicious satire in printing 
24. pages of reading matter only (no ads), scalping the stock features 
and make up including display heads of all of the current New York 
tabs. Bltlngly satirical instead of burlesque as "Life" termed the number, 
burlesque, however, did ^o wide into the laughable pictoria:! pages. 
Nothing was missed of any of the three, "News," "Mirror" and "Graphic." 
It entailed plenty of work but the fineness of it and its humor made that 
well worth while. As an unusual piece of newspaper wit, it was really 
a work, and about the most entertaining number "Life" has ever turned 
out. Much of the matter must have forced Involuntary laughs from 
newspapermen.

Premieres — New Stallings-Anderson Drama a 
Quick Flop 



"The arrival on Broadway of sev- 
eral successes was reflected in the 
excellent grosses of those attractions. 
Further Indication that the season 
^M really in high gear was the 
fact that the former leaders were 
unaltected In their respective 
grosses, m fact some moved up- 
ward. 

The strength of two foreign 
dramas, both of which opened last 
week. Is recognized without reser- 
vation. "The Green Hat" at the 
Broadhurst started with a gross of 
$82,200. drawn in several perform- 
ances. That pace or better figures 
to "hold for six months or longer, 
the opening night scale of $5.50 
nearly compensating the Tuesday 
premiere. The success of the "Hat" 
was discounted but the chances of 
"The Vortex" were not so good fol- 
lowing a poor week in Washington. 
However, that show of Kngllsh mak; 
clicked like a real hit and went to 
capacity at once. It drew $10,400 
In five performances at the Miller 
and should play to about $15,50^> 
weekl.v. i>v all the house will hold. 

"No, No, Nanette" and "The 
Green Hat" were forecast as the 
stand -ijut arrivals last week and so 
proved to be, with "The Vortex" 
a surprise. "Nanette" commanded 
capacity trade from the start and 
la Ave performances got $21,000 at 
the Globe. It can gross $32,000 In 
that house at $4.40 top and is ex- 
pected to hold that pace. 

Another highly touted Bnglish 
play is "The Pelican," which oiK^neO 
at the Times Square Monday. How- 
ever, it did not win the money no- 
tices given the others and only a. 
light call was reported Tuesday. 
"Courting" a Scotch comedy which 
opened at the 49th Street received 
favorable comment but light busi- 
ness. "A Night Out," another Brit- 
ish importation was withdrawn out 
of town, as previously noted. 

The two English dramatic suc- 
cesses have a strong running mate 
in "Cradle Snatchers," which went 
to virtual caiMicity at the Music 
Box for its second week, grossing 
nearly $19,000. "The Jazz Singer," 
the chaiues of which puzzled show- 
men bpc,-ju.«e of its thoroughly Yid- 
dish text, drew moderately, going 
to a bit over $9,000 at the Fulton. 
Saturday night was over capacity, 
credited to the aftermath of the 
Jewish New Year but the strength 
of the show is still ungauged. 

Other '1 eninga last week were a 
revlva' of "Arms and the Man." 
whioh got $14,000 at the Guild: 
"Dearest Rnemy," which won good 
mention at the Knickerbocker; 
"Harvest." which drew mixed com- 
ment aftfr a Saturday opening at 
the Belmo.t and "I"' st Flight," -t 
the Plymouth.

The lower East Side opened this 
season without a single musical 
comedy as a r^si It of a fight be- 
tween the Yiddish producers and 
the Hebrew Chorus Union. It seems 
at the last minute the choristers de- 
manded a wage increase which the 
managers regarded as a holdup. The 
managers stated: "There ain't goln' 
to be any operettas (musical com- 
edies) and no chore" (chorus). 

There are about 200 members in 
the Hebrew Chorus Union. Local 9, 
including men and women. It is one 
of the tightest of unions and hard 
to gain entrance. The women re- 
ceive $37.50 weekly with the men's 
scale at $42. The women must sup- 
ply shoes and stockings. The chor- 
isters demanded an equal wage but 
the managers thought if there were 
to be any revision the union should 
not have waited until on the eve of 
the new season. 

The managers were reported plan- 
ning to use members of the Chorus 
Equity but 'the latter was advised 
to send no members to the East Side 
and the producers decided to stick 
to dramas. It is understood there 
are some members of the Yiddish 
chorus union who are well past the 
age limit for such work, yet they 
must be used. i;'he managers did not 
object so long as thty were not 
asked to pay more wages.

Helen Shipman, recent star of

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GETTING A JOB 

By J. C. NUGENT 



Thtse litlle talks of mine are in- 
tendftl for our own people.- My our 
<>wn p»*o|>)e I mean those connectert 
In *<>nip onpacity with the world 
of the stage. To be interesting to 
thfm one must ^•e at times a bit 
technical and in likely to l*ave the 
Jayman uninterested. 

However, I am not attempting to 
conipi'te with the academic comert- 
tator or review* r who writes of the 
stage for the laity, but have in 
miiid the .subject from the stage 
Aide «f the footlights. A discussion 
of our mechanics of acting would 
be unintelligible to the most bril- 
liant theorist who has not been In 
the heat of the battle, for more 
than one amateur or benefit per- 
formance, or, for that matter, for 
years and years. 

The feel of an audience, the 
broad side of several thousand 
Aea. the quick auspicioD of as 
many ears, the registering effec- 
tively with same — night after 
night — develops a sense which only 
practise and experience can de- 
velop. 

A di8cu8.sion of it is only intelligi- 
ble to those whu have had in some 
ilegree, the same experience. 

To say that a laugh is gained not 
BO much by the comedy element of 
th«> subject matter of the line de- 
livered, as by the experienced man- 
agement of time, pause, emithasis, 
anO the right timing and pausing 
of the listener is plain enough to 
an experienced comedian, Ixit it 
would mean little to the gentleman 
from OAaha who sold bathroom 
hardware. 

Save Your Money 

I would like tv say something of 
use 'to the boys and girls of our 
biisinesn, while I have the time and 
opportunity 'to tlrite these things 
b^t if I could bunch the whole Kng- 
liHh language into three words of 
advice I would put it into these: 

"Save Your Money!" 

One need not be a professional to 
UTiUeistand tha;, but It might help 
the actor to know a little better 
h- w to get some money to save 
and to do that he must get a job. 

Hew to got a job seems to be 
the principal problem of most 
avtors. whether to get any job at 
all or a b«tter one than that of the 
prf'sent, and having had quite a bit 
of experience, on all sides of the 
fen«:e, the obstacles which people 
put In their own way in this pur- 
srit has been brought more clearly 
to my mind lately — since I am cast- 
Ir? and directing plays. 

it's & good thing to remember 
TVit If a part is open and the pro- 
ducer knows what he wants he is 
more anxious to fill that part and 
to find the right person for it than 
the actor can ever be. He is more, 
likely to be attracted to an appli- 
cant who meets him directly on 
that issue and does not interpose 
untimely and unseeming delays. 

I can state positively that no 
cnstlng dlreetor or producer cares 



less ceremony than you think be- 
lits the occasion, you can leave him 
with the comforting thought that 
the thing will doubtless be a flop 
anyhow and that he wiU suddenly 
descend from his droll pede.stal to 
that depth of sincere humility 
which is — after all — by an Ironic 
twist of fate, the peak of greatnes.s. 
So be nice. »

The casters working under this 
arrangement justify their action by 
claiming to have previously wasted 
too much time in as.iembling casts 
for productions which faded out 
after the fii-st week. Besides which 
the players generally refused to 
come through with commissions.

But 
with a number of out-of-town pieces 
sponsored by experienced producers 
and some showing promise on the 
out-of-town reports, the chances 
seem slimmer than ever. 

Other producers mostly, those 
with co-operative casts, are utiliz- 
ing the booking jam to advantage in 
alibiing prolonged rehearsing by 
stalling the actors on their inability 
to open until they have a New York 
house in line. Several productions 
In the making suffered several 
walkouts through the actors refus- 
ing to be "stalled" without immedi- 
ate openings in sight. 

The commonwealth ant;le abro- 
gates the Equity ruling which con- 
fines legit non-musicals to four 
weeks of rehearsals, with 'players 
going in on that basis unable to se- 
cure other redress than leiixing the 
company. 

In previous instances wheie inde- 
pendent producers have rehearsed 
over the previous time and com- 
plaints lodged against them, thel 
Equity members were advised to 
avoid a repetition on the follow up 
productions by the same producer' 
or firm If there ever were any. Gen- 
erally once is more than enough for 
these "short roll" Impresarios.

The plot is conventional and at 
least 45 minutes too long, cont lining' 
little other than refreshing punih 
comedy lines to identify it as a 
Cohan creaiion and having a per-

The story concerns an .\merloin 
■born son of fin English nobleman's 
daughter who eloped with a garden- 
er and was disinhei'ited. Cohan 
plays the son, and is said to have 
characterized it as one of the most 
eontrenial he ever cre.ited for him- 
self. He goes to Engian.l with a 
typically aggressive American .) ddy 
with the sole desii-e of selling the 
family estate he has inherited, to- 
gether with a hig tobicco industry. 
The two Amei-icins fall in love with 
the daughters of .. widow and i 
■Widower, who both want to buy the 
old estate. Through their diokerin^-s 
they unwittingly ere ite a settleme.it 
of what threatened to be a national 
labor uprising that threatens Eng- 
land. 

It ends with iliree ma'riages and 
a p< rsonal invitation to Urn h by the 
king who Cohan adi>>iis never hav- 
ing met, although "I mrt his boy 
•t Long Island at a poKer game. Will 
JRogers iiitroduce<! me." 

There are plenty of la.ighs there 
Is not a hint of the Ansilomaiiia 
thai Cohan was reputed to have ac- 
quired during his 15 months' retire- 
ment from the prof»'s9ion, and the 
cast is well balanced. 

Cohin knows it Is not right, and 
In u curtain speech that followed a 
n'-ii^-rlot of r.pp\iuse at the end of 
the second act, he said he v.as glad 
he had been able to open In Boston 
because he i<new that Bostonians 
would bear with iilm during the next 
two weeks of whipping the show 
into shape for Now York.

There was nothing either in the 
advance press stuff or the program 
to Indicate that 'The Tale of the 
Wolf" had been done before. How- 
ever, it was "The Phantom Ri\al,' 
with Leo Ditrichsteln, Malcolm A'il- 
liam and Laura Hope Crews and 
made its bow 12 years ago at Ford's, 
Baltimore. By an odd twist the 
Ditrichsteln • production opened at 
the Belasco, New York, Oct. 6, 1'J13, 
whereas ^he Prohman office ia 
bringing the current version into 
the Empire also on Oct. 6. 

As explained to this reporter the 
Ditrichsteln version was first trans- 
lated to the Qerman and then from 
the German into English, wi h the 
earlier production an adaptation. 
The current production is a literal 
translation made in the Frohman 
offices by Melville Baker. 

The question last night with local 
scribes seemingly was "why does 
(lllbert Miller do what m.' y be 
termed a revival?" although as pre- 
sented it could be termed a new 
version. There are two answers. 
Miller* is known to be closely asso- 
ciated with Molnar and naturally 
Molnar would want to have what 
has been termed his greatest play 
produced as written. Either that, 
probable but not quite possible, or 
that Miller sees » commercial appeal 
In the venture. 

This version ia a gem and has 
been magnificently done. Urban hav- 
ing created a scenic atmosphere that 
enhances the author's work. A white 
palace set will be greeted with gasps 
of approval when unfolded In New 
York. 

Wallace Eddinger, Roland Yoimg 
and Phyllis Povah are now playing 
the three roles as set forth above in 
the Belasco production. The entire 
dream scene ia played in an exag- 
gerated key, deftly held within 
bounds, that will bring ea?h of the 
featured players well deserved ac- 
claim, In which Mr. Relcher will 
share because of his truly inspired 
direction. 

If this had been done two or three 
years ago, lefore "The Beggar on 
Horseback" it would be freely pre- 
dicted the Frohman production 
would click solidly.

As New York material 
doesn't appear to have a chance btit 
on the road, depending on Pat's own 
clientele and the remark. ible array 
of dancing talent, the show may 
have a successful career in the two 
and three-night stands-. 

There are some prominent names 
•connected with this piece. ICdgar 
Allan Woolf, Joe Santley and David 
Bennett were assigned the book, 
score and dancing, respe<'tively, and 
of the three only Bennett dfserves 
much credit. 

The book is Just about the most 
puerile, banal and childish seen hero 
in years. All the old hoke of 20 sea- 
sons is crowded in, and not well 
assembled, either. It is a carica-

Few play3 have ever come to New 
York preceded by such a universal 
blaring of trumpets. It was last 
spring in Detroit when "The Green 
Hat" opened and following its (Vat 
ecstatic notices came the report 
that the show had grossed over 
$22,000 in the initial week. From 
there ihe Arlen play went to Chi- 
cago iind was immediately recog- 
nized a.s the Loop's dramatic hit of 
the season. During a lengthy run 
its grosses struck ttgurea of around 
flS.OOO or more. Then came the 
eastern dates, with the .split w»ek 
between Asbury Park and Long 
Branch, where about $; 1,000 was 
taken In — an almost unbelleve.iblc 
ngure for two doggy tr.votit places 
Last Tuesday night came New 
T«rk. and at the Brfindhur.st the 
most brilliant audience of sea.sons 
packed that house to its upi)ermost 
capacity to witnes.s what promi.sed 
to be an unprecedentwl prcmiei-e. 

The premiere Is over nnJ the 
word is on Broadway that .'The 
Green Hat" will be a long run dra- 
matic hit; that its cast is one of 
the finest ever presented to Broad- 
way; that Katharine Cornell as the 
Iris March supplle.i acting little 
short of being inspired — .ind that 
Michael Arlen Is tickled to think 
ot his royalties. 

What IS the story which has 
brought forth such a play"? What 
Is tho plot, the characteriza ion, the 
dialogue and the trick which has 
. made TrU March instantaneously 
one of the great female role^i of the 
stager Simply that "The tireen 
Hat" is tiie adroitly woven and bit- 
ter romance of a neurotic woman 
pasl^i•)n- wrought. 

Iris is the woman. Napier is the 
man. Sir Maurice is his father 
Ven»ce in the wife of Napier, while 
ia the backr^round looms Boy Fen- 
wick, husband of Iris, who commit- 
tod suicide on their bridal night. 
Immediately rumor started, but Ins 
tried to stop it with the explana- 
tion that Koy Fenwick died "for 
purity." 

A victim of a loathsome disease, 
he killed himself out of disgust. 
Iris' explanation brought comfort 
to Gerald March, her own drunken 
brother and friend of Boy. It 
brought no surcease to Iris, how- 
ever. After that night she roamed 
Shirope, a darting figure in a green 
hat and a yellow Hispano-Suiaa, 
rolling up an unenviable reputation. 
But she gave small heed to a dron- 
ios world. 

It was 10 years later that she 
cam* back to her England, and 
there saw Napier, whom she really 
loved but whose father had inter- 
fered in their contemplated marri- 
age. On that night, which was 
three days before Napier was to 

-I marry Venice Pollen, they kissed 
and revelled in their passion. 

^•'apler married Venice,, a sweet 
and good girl, while Iris went again 
to France. Months later she be- 
came confined in a convent hospital, 
and once more Napier came to see 

>• her, bringing Venice with him. Not 
noticing Venice, Iris left her room 
and walked to see him, gowned in 
a flowing negligee agd crowned by 
Diack hair whic-h (lowed 'way below 
.her shoulders. Bitterly she told 
wapier that her child— their child 
^Ijad been born dead. 

Then she saw Venice. crushe<l 
and utterly pitiable In her disillu-

jwiect of Iris made her rebuke her

pectant. Napier wavered, which 
gave Iris time. Into her yellow 
Hispano she jumped, the wind 
moulding her lith«< figure into the 
curves of a vase, and driving like 
mad, she sped from her rcil lover. 

From the ro.id they watched her 
car recede into the di.-^tance. But 
her rece.ssional was not that of a 
sane woman — nor yet that of a mad 
person. It was the crazed, zig- 
zagged path of a woman who prob- 
ably knew that some day she would 
be used to adorn a degenerate tale. 
Swifter and swifter the car went. 
Htraight for a large oak tree at the 
bend. Those watching titiw her 
lights focused on the tree, noticed 
them going closer to it until they 
heard the crash! A moment later 
a spurt of flame and the car a blaz- 
ing nias.s. Iris was in that car and 
the play ended as it began - with 
a' death. 

Miss Cornell's performance as Iris 
is magnilicent. nothing less. As 
Napier, Leslie Howard crowns all 
of his previous efforts, while M.ir- 
galo GiUniore and Eugene Poyvers 
have moments of great emotional 
inten:4ity which they fully uphold. 
Others of a cast dotted with goou 
salaries are always more than ade- 
quate. 

Uutiu'io McClintic's direction has 
done much to smooth a play de- 
pending largely upon its various 
characterizations to carry convinc- 
ing proof of the story's plausibility. 

And as these j>eopIe p!ay it, "The 
Green Hai" ia very real. Some jus- 
tified carping could be indulged in 
.about Arlen's construction, for his 
first iind second acts are largely 
episodic and jerky, but notliing can 
be said against his story, for its 
warp and woof are here so inter- 
woven that the effect is one of 
heavy emotion. 

It grips like a vise and persuades 
an audience to admire to rapt at- 
tention rather than to waste mean- 
ingless applause. 

"The Green Hat" deserves Its 
success. Arlen deserves his. for 
whatever his detractors say, his 
ability lies in the line of public 
approval. How long the play will 
run In New York Is problematical. 
It has vijut something, but it wili 
gros- much more. 

When it (inally takes to the road, 
after a long residence here. Its 
every stand should be but another 
step in a triumphal procession pro- 
vided this letter perfect cast is 
retained.

Noel Coward's "Vortex" should 
find Itself a very flattering run at 
the Henry Miller, because of its 
third and Last act. To hold all in 
the final stanza has not been of re- 
cent years employed In the Amer- 
ican playwrighting sclieme. But tliis 
third act is st) strong and out oi 
the ordinary that there will be 
enough metiopolitans willing i.» en- 
dure Mr. Cowards mild and meek 
lirst two acts to reach the finale. 
At letist until Jan. 1. If this play 
develops an upstairs draw, it may 
run lomter. 

Tho second act finish, however, 
holds a. punch, and it is here that 
the play really commences. AH tKtlt 
had gone before was excess, "plant- 
ing" the writing boys call it. But 
planting for two-thirds of the dis- 
tance makes the journey hazirdous. 

That third act h.ns the son calling 
at his mother's bedroom after hav- 
ing heard lier downstairs uribraid 
her youthful lover for kissing the 
girl who had but a moment before 
broken oiT her engagement with tho 
son. To hold himself steady while 
his mother was "making a show" of 
herself, downstairs, the B<jn played 
the piano, slow, fast and mighty. 
Then when she had gone upstairs to 
her room, repul.sed by her l>oyl8h 
lover, the son r,'jlle<J upon her 

He made his mother confess her 
misdeeds, that she li.ul to have love 
and had had ir. while his father 
overlooked or ilid not see his wife 
and her sweetheirt.s. Then the son 
did a little confessing himself, th.at 
he had started upon the dope route. 
That stunned mother. She impl'>re<l 
her hoy to stop it, as he had im- 
plored her to give up lovers. They 
fell upon each other's necks for the 
curtain, enrh vowing an altein'>t at 
reformation. 

The flrst nlffht audience never 



moved after that last curtain. It 
was a friendly audience, especially 
in the rear, where it seemoc: that 
either "paper" or warm friends hai 
been placed. But the grand finish 
.satisfied all of the house tind unusual 
as it was. a real demonstration after 
the play's ending, was extended to 
the author-star and his all-English 
company. Mr. Coward respoiideJ 
with a very brief acknowledgment. 

"The Vortex" passes from mirth 
to tragedy, starting with the open- 
ing scene for laughs from dialog, 
lut leaving them far behind ^at the 
conclusion of the second act. Many 
of the laughs were made more bois- 
terous by the friendly j.ortion than 
a regular house would give to them. 
They may have tippcaled more to t^e 
British. 

Whatever "ginger" In language 
this play had In its London hit en- 
gagement. If any. must have been 
removed. Hennen Swaffer, the Eng- 
lish critic, need not have been 
alarnseil that America might secure 
a wrong Impression of the l^ngUsh 
from this piece. The kind of mother 
of "The Vortex" is .o stranger to 
America. Her prototype is plenty 
over here. Hen, with their lovers, 
too. also husbands, and they act 
every bit as foolish as did Mrs. Lan- 
caster. 

The newness and the punch -' the 
Coward play is the accusing son re- 
viling liis mother and wringing the 
confe.'jsion from her. That .summed 
up as a mutlier and her boy gone 
wrong. Even Mr. Co\\ard kept Pop 
out of the picture at the finish, thus- 
Ij snowing that both uf the old 
mtm's family were still ready to 
have him continue duped, even if 
the old man cared. A'-cording to 
the American Idea, when the old 
tii.'n s;iys nothin.ir he doesn't care. 

Mr. Coward on his Initial appear- 
ance as author, actor and stager 
(Willi Basil Pean) pave an ■.•xcellent 
triple account. He does not look nor 
act unlike our own George Kelly 
(who wrote "The Show Off" and 
"Torch Bearer"). This resemblance 
follows to voice and bearing. Mr 
Coward's acting method is his own, 
but withal with a naturalness that 
aided in forgetting that a man of 
J ,™_^ ,p voice might more easily 
have fitted into the role of Nicky 
Lancaster. It called for n dominant 
voice in the bedroom scene, but Mr. 
Coward helped himself here through 
gestures. His creation of the role 
is f' 'tlv a creation. 

Lillian Bralthwalte, also In the 
orlgintii London cast, handled a 
hejivy part. Mrs. Florence Lan- 
caster, and "made" herself for New 
York In the final act. Her mother 
could be duplicated by any number 
of our actresses, perhaps bettered by 
some. 

Miss Bralthwalte as the moth r of 
a 25-year-old boy and still flipping 
about gave a thorough performance, 
from the light to the tragic. To the 
English it may have been perfect; 
to the American It missed a certain 
fire. 

Two others of the 10-people cast 
stood out; Molly Kerr as Bunty 
Mainwaring and Leo O. Carroll as 
Pauncefort Quentin. Miss Kerr's 
performance may be preferred by 
many. She made her Bunty a chilly 
hearted creature and convincingly 
so. It should bring " Broadway at- 
tention to her. Mr. Carroll in a sort 
of English fop character had the 
laugh lines and scored with all of 
them. Aurlol Lee. as Helen Savllle 
with the company In taking the only 
curtains allowed, those at the end 
of the playi appe.ared to be the sec- 
ond feminine lead. Mr. Coward ack- 
nowledged whilst holding the Misses 
Bralthwalte and Lee by the hand, 
the others In the rear. 

"The Vortex" looks like a corker 
for pictures.

Mr. Woods brings this worthy and 
Important British drama here not In 
the spirit of»h|a sometime comedies, 
ofttime farces and occ.a.sional melo- 
dramas. It Is transplanted in a truly 
respectful vein, with no 42nd street 
box olUce tricks inserted, even with 
being "Americanized" beyond- hav- 
ing a native leading woman; but In 
I.rf)ndon, where this play was a hit, 
that role was created by .losephlne 
Victor, likewise of the I'. S. A. 

Here Margaret Lawrence, one of 
our foremost and most beloved high 
comediennes, plays the emotiotiil 
inotlier-part. Those who saw Miss 
Victor on the other side and Miss 
Lawrence here say that Miss Victor 
outplayed Miss I^awrence. It Is quite 
likely. Miss Lawrence, carrying the 
main burden of the drama; though 
not its one vit.al climax, is wh.it 
ni.ay be called in the vern icular 
".spotty"; at times she rises to the 
heights, at other times she is deplor- 
ably ordinary. 

However, the acceptance of the 
presentation this time will not de- 
pend on tho Judgment of the acting 
— the acting Is good enough. The 
big question will be whether or not 
aiirliences on this side will fiock to a 
8omewh.at old-fashioned style of 
pUy with little sex significance, pro- 



found and often e.viiulsitely brilll mt 
comment on family relations, and an 
"unhappy" ending, which is not un- 
happy enough to be emotionally sat- 
isfying. 

For a play as brilliant as "The 
Pelican" it is amazingly underdone 
In some decisive particulars. It is 
indigenously English, therefor© It Is 
what we here will quickly call 
"talky"; It is frank and blunt, but 
not always in motion, even philo- 
sophically; it bears down hard on 
what seem.s to us some minor de- 
tails and skips at times fleetly over 
what interests us mucli. 

For example, the whole thing is 
predicated on a sensational and 
sc.'indalous divorce and legitimacy 
trial in high life, wherein the lovely, 
lowborn war bride of a great noble 
is accused of iti fidelity and her 
child Is charged with Improper pa- 
ternity; she does not deny, rathei 
encourages the charges; then she 
offers the child to the proud nobles, 
who turn It and her down — natural- 
ly. All this is brought forth with 
inner-family conversation. 

The next act is 17 years later, and 
then there is great harping on her 
devotion to the boy, her self-sup- 
port and that sort of thing, tragic- 
ally interesting in real life, but bore- 
some on the stage. Why .^he did It 
all is never made very clear, except 
that the snobbish British bloods 
"stiOed" her And she sticks. She 
now lives in France and is liappy; 
she h;i8 given her all to the boy — 
and why shouldn't she, after she has 
bastardized him .md robbed him of 
a fortune, a father, a name, a birth- 
right, a future, his own land and his 
own people? 

Stll! she is set to carry the sym- 
pathy and the boy is made a sort of 
cad bpc««j»e he doesn't grovel at hei 
feet. Tkere is much comment on the 
ingratiude of children and the futllty 
of parenthood — and God knows It'b 
true — but It doesn't seem to exactly 
apply in this case. The only thing 
the boy seems to a decent-minded 
and sane person to owe his emoting 
and queerly motivated mother is a 
punch in the nose. 

To further agonize the situation, 
she Is in love — in a sort of Indian 
summer way — with a 48-year-old 
banker, a French Jew. who may be 
romantic if one gives him some 
thought, but who doesn't look it and 
surely will never register it to mixed 
audi«nces. The purpose of this type 
seems to be to give the boy. when 
he learns the tru^i. the chance to 
despise his mother's flance. bre.'ik 
her heart and drive her back to re- 
marry the father, whom she hates, 
and give up the rest of her life to 
his legitimacy and future. 

Seeing how he lost It. there could 
be no other honorable or even hu- 
man thing to do. Tet the curtain 
goes down on her heart- br«ak, and 
with that the audience goes out 

It Is very interesting, but Ira- 
matically topsy-turvy; for Ameri- 
can audiences more so than for Eng- 
lish. Perhaps, middle-aged parents 
will react to the occasional acidu- 
lous and deplorably true epigrams 
on the much parents give to children 
and the little they get back. But this 
Is such a sickly rase upon which to 
superimpose the moral. No parent 
could have more deeply wronged 
her child than did this woman on a 
lllmsy whim. 

The big dramatic punch Is at the 
third act curtain, when the aged 
baronet, who Is partly paralyzed and 
has returned In memory to when his 
son was a boy, sees in his unknown 
grand.son his own son at that age, 
and exposes the Identity. Fred Kerr, 
who staged this version of the play, 
played the grand old gentleman, and 
played him well. The scene was too 
clearly lighted for full effectiveness 
— it seemed to be a fcene that par- 
ticularly called for candle lights and 
shadows, such as It h.ad In London. 

Miss Lawrence, looking a wee bit 
plump, played the fourth act with 
feeling and depth. Her voice was 
touching and compelling. But the 
second act. which was lighter and 
would have seemed to be moro her 
known kind of acting, she overdid 
and underplayed, strangely. 

The rest of the playing was 
''straight English." which means It 
w.is workmanlike, effective, clear- 
cut and never great. 

The production was a delight, both 
sets and scenes done without stint 
and perfect 'in every conception of 
detail and impression. 

It is likely that 'The Pelican" will 
find some favor on this side because 
of Its many admirable qualities, but 
will hardly survive a run propor- 
tionate to Us Importance In London 
because of Its form, which Is not 
attuned to the established likes and 
dislikes of New York patrons of 
outstanding successes. IjoU.

known In the profession and out fop 
that reason, because the attraction 
was held out of Nev York for a 
year or more and it has drawn sen- 
sational business In the other stands 
played. 

But th»»re Is a lot of "inside stufT* 
on "Nanette." When it opened m 
Detroit In the spring of last year 
the show looked so bad Frazee was 
advised to take it off. Even such 
clever book writers as Otto Harbach 
and Frank Mandel believed It was 
hopeless, though they had turned 
out a very good adaptation of "My 
Lady Friends," which served so well 
for the late Clifton Crawford. 

With the bulldog tenacity of pur- 
pose that made him one of the most 
colorful figures In baseball. Frazee, 
however, started to work on his at- 
traction. He ran behind |60,000 t>e- 
fore the tide turned In his favor. 
There were cast changes aplenty. 
Frazee beating it back to New York 
to pick new people while he sent the 
show into Chicago. 

It was recognized that Skeets Gal- 
lagher was too young for the male 
lead. So Charles Winninger was 
selected. And what a musical com- 
edy find that actor is! Thla'la his 
first straight role. Illness sent 
Francis X. Donegan out of the cast 
and Bernard firanville in. Then the 
latter withdrew, for some reason, 
:»nd Wellington (Uuke) Cross fell 
heir to the excellent role as team- 
mate for Winninger. Phyllis Cleve- 
land gave way to LouI.se Groody, 
who was on the verge of sailing for 
Kurope when recaptured. But Mlsa 
Groody did not make an impressive, 
start, and it was only after con- 
tinued direction that she struck the 
right playing tempo. 

There are but three players re- 
maining In the original cast — 
Georgie O'llamey. Jack Barker and 
l?dna Whistler. The score Is practi- 
cally new from that originally heard 
In Detroit, which Is the reason why 
"Nanette" repeated In that stand and 
cleaned up. One by one fresh num- 
bers were in.serted, and the show's 
two loading hits "Tea for Two" and 
"I Want to Be Happy," were insert- 
ed after the show opened In Chicago. 
Not for several weeks were these 
songs recognized as the stand-out 
tunes, but of course, "Tea for Two" 
w».^ a radio craze months ago. 

Frazee had made up his mind that 
he would present "Nanette" In a dif- 
ferent manner than other producers. 
He declared Mfe would make Broad- 
way wait and like it. But he was 
kidding himself. If "Nanette" was 
not such excellent entertainment It 
never would have made sensational 
runs in Chicago (44 weeks), Phila- 
delphia. Boston, Detroit, etc. Th* 
reason why "Nanette" was held out 
of New York so long Is that Miss 
Groody and Winninger had con- 
tracts calling for their appearance 
in the New York production. After 
he finally set his show, he could not 
take a chance with further changes 
In Chicago, had it been decided to 
put another company on Broadway 
while the Loop engagement held. 
"Nanette" could have come early in 
Ihe summer, but Frazee elected to 
take no chances with hot weather, 
and sent his company Into Boston 
instead, which gave him a regular 
season's start here. 

The keynote of "Nanette" Is "be 
hawiy." epitomized by the number 
"I Want to Be Happy," by long odds 
the hit of the show. That goes de- 
spite "Tea for Two" Is the best mel- 
ody. It Is said Frazee had the bril- 
liant Vincent Youmans ready two 
fresh numbers for insertion here if 
It was found "Happy" and "Tea" 
were .stale for New York. But with- 
out those two stand-out jingles the 
show Just would not be "Nanette." 

At one matinee in Chicago 28 en- 
cores were counted for the "Happy" 
number. It was a warm day too 
but Wlnnlger and Cross never 
weakened. At the heavily attended 
first night there were plenty of 
encores for "Happy," with the leads 
doing acrobatics and all sort* of 
telling business. 

Wlnnlger and Cross have a cork- 
ing comedy scene when the former, 
supposed to be a wealthy publisher 
of bibles and well married, con- 
fesses to his attorney that he Is 
financially aiding three damsels in 
other cities— Winnie from Washing- 
ton. Betty from Boston and Flora 
from Frisco. 

"Too Many Rings Around Uosle" 
Is a runner-up for melody honors 
and it Is well handled by Josephine 
Whittell. She stole a nice slice of 
attention in the fintil act with 
"Whore Is My Hubby Gone Blues." 
It may be new as "Who's The Who" 
was the programed number. Mian 
Whittell came through again with 
"You Can l»,jnce With Any Girl." 

Georgie O'Uamev Is a treat. Am 
the maid she was funny all the way 
but near the cIo.se enrncd her salary 
alone with "Pay Day Pauline" (re- 
ported new too). It was a trio 
number, Wlnnlg»»r and Cross nenr|r 
committing murder on the happy 
Georgie. Miss O'ltamey speared a 
sure hit early In the second act 
with "My Doctor,- a comic lyria 
which she probnbly contributed lo 
the show for she .-i.-ing it when in 
vaudeville as a single turn .several 
sen.ions ago. 

Miss Groody lived up lo her 
reputation, dancing like a littls 
thoroughbred, singlmr well enough 
and playing her Cinderella role 
prettily.

country a few yeafs back. There 
i.s hardly a chance for this, as while 
there are some laughable momt-nts, 
some fairly snappy line*, the struc- 
ture of :he play Is suoh that no 
great success can be predicted. 
There 1«, however, the posiiibilit.v 
It m;iy linger for a Utile time, due 
to the fact the conip.Tny does not, 
froni indications, scale high in the 
matter of salaries and there is bu 
one set. From a casual bit of fig* 
uring the Shuberts will about brealc 
even on the house and show with 
each |4,000 week that the niece 
does. Anything over that, of course, 
will be velvet. 

The story deals wi;h the fact that 
even in a country rapidly becoming 
rich through exporting practically 
all the hard stuff Americans are 
drinking, they have their troubles 
with the flapper element, the Jazis 
dance crare and the young genera- 
tion that wants to overturn the cus- 
toms of their forbears. 

The scene Is laid in* the combina- 
tion kitchen, living and dining room 
of a Scotch farmhouse. It is the 
home of the Grants. There are 
the father, mother, son and daugh- 
ter. Likewise there ia a lodger, an. 
Kngliehman of ra:hcr prepo.tsesHing 
appearance. Kenneth, the son, Is 
in love with Maggie, daughter of a 
neighbor. She is a rather flighty 
girl of the flapper order. Because 
of this Ken's dad thinks she wotild- 
n't be the right sort of a girl for 
his boy. But in the end he is won 
over to permitting their engage- 
ment, likewise that of his daughter 
to the lodger, who is found to be 
the son of a wealthy English 
farmer. , 

The o'd man's consent, however, 
tcn't obtained until the flnal act 
and then only after the mother has 
slipped him a couple of wee nips 
from his favorite bottle. Possibly 
a couple of wee nips slipped the 
audience would give them a greater 
appreciation of the play. It woii'd 
at least give the iiouse atmonpiiere. 

Jean Douglas Wilson, aa the 
mother, easily runs away with the 
performance. She takes all the 
laughs but had an excellent feeder 
in J. Nelson Ramsay, the father. 
Densil Mather as the flappcrlsh 
Maggie also managed to score 
nicely. Playing the lnR»:nue lcav1 
was Jean Clyde while Vernon, Syl- 
voine was opposite. Tlie chancer 
•.re that he will remain even af:er 
"Courting" has wended its way and 
Will be found in other productions 
here. Angus Adams, as Kenneth, 
ma''iuged well enough while John 
r>uncan was rather forceful. Betty 
Leiy hna but a bit. 

The technique of the entire com- 
pany seems rather old fashioned 
and forced at times. One could 
alnioHt hear the creaking of the 
lueohiinlcs of the play and the ac- 
tion of those interpreting it.

dramatic openings few comm.uidcd 
as much re.spectful attention a.-j 
"Arms antl the Alan," tirst of the 
new series of Shaw pl.'iys to be pre- 
sented as a special subHcription 
cycle by the Oulld. Orlgin.illy sup- 
|)o8ed to open at the fcJiirrlck it was 
forced by the persistent success of 
the "(iai^ties" to fall back upon 
the organization's own and new 
theatre. 

In the caKting, and particularly 
In its direction, the Guild has up- 
held its iradltlons of almost fault- 
less Uiste nnd dlHcrimlnation. Very 
little concessioa has been made to 
those who ure neither subscribers, 
.Shavian enthusiasts nor lovers of 
the more subtle and quiet things 
in the drama. 

"Arms and the Man" unqtiestion- 
ably is quiet and almos: dull in a 
few places. Bookmen know it as 
one of Shaw's "pleasant" plays as 
differentiated from the unpleasant 
and usually more invigorating ones 
WTiere "What Price Glory?" w^a!- 
ioped the monster known as war 
right between the eyes and then 
stood gloating, the Shaw piece 
slyly and almost playfully pokes i: 
in its iiideous ribs, never quite los- 
ing that inborn respect for the uni- 
form and the flag. 

When it was written, more than 
a quarter of a century ago, it was 
probably considered somewhat dar-^ 
ing, due to the harmless innuendoes 
of the flrsit act in tho lady's bed- 
chamber. It may reiidl^y be be-- 
lieved that if G. B. S. were to writ" 
a play on the same theme today it 
would be magnificent in its vitriolic 
satire and force. 

That does not mean that "Arms 
and the Man" is any.hing less than 
scintiilnting In its sltuatiocis md 
diaJog. Its characters, like most 
of those of this author, are provoca- 
tive and exasperating. There is the 
usual vagueness as to what always 
motivates their action. Also a hun- 
dred chuckles in the pltiy but only 
three or four outrigiit laughs. Those 
too might have Wen lost if th-'' 
Guild direction. had not wished' ap- 
parently to emphasize them. 

The comic opera possibiiilies of 
the plot, recognized several years 
after it had been written by the 
librettist of "The Chocolate Sol- 
dier," constantly seep through, and 
in no other of his plays was Hhaw 
obviously ns much Influenced by the 
sparkling humorous style of W. S. 
Gilbert. 

The Guild In producing this play 
thin, since it is admittedly now one 
of Shaw's verv best, must havo 
re^lleed It would have to bo beau- 
tifully presented in every detail. 

If it were excellent in no other 
way the jterformance of Alfred Lunt 
alone would satisfy the theatre- 
goers. The role of the chocolate- 
munching, prosaic, SwLss soldier Ls 
not at all heroic and calls for a 
most adroit sense of comedy values. 
Lunt plays it deliclously, even in 
those scenes in the first act where 
the wretched weariness of the fugi- 
tive ofllcer lends a pitiful note to 
the otherwise gay story. 

Lynn Fontaine did not quite 
match her husband's wizardry, but 
was extremely effective. At first 
she impressed as uncertain of her- 
self, though in the last act her 
droll posing reached the comic 
heights. Pedro de Cordoba did not 
seem to be the ideal choice for ihe 
strutting hypocrite of a major, but 
the balance of the cast, particularly 
Henry Travers, Guild veteian, was 
letter-perfect. Philip Moeiloi's di- 
rection, Lee Slmonson's settings, 
and Miss Fontaine's appear.ince in 
;he gowns of 40 years ago .nurpasdcd 
even the high standard of the Guild 

With some 11,000 subscribers to 
be taken care of the production Is 
a.ssured of a six weeks' run at least. 
It is probable that there are enough 
others desirous of seeing it to cause 
it to remain almost twice as long 
as tliat. 

Although It hardly qualifies as a 
commercial smash it adds one more 
to the fjulld's long list of worthy 
plnys, splendidly produced.

Lewis E. Gensler antl Stephen 
June's teamed in composing the mel- 
mllos, sUimpcd with "Charleston" 
all the way. That is distinctly true 
of "Fond of You," the show's best 
song number, delivered by Miss 
StinNhine, West and Hoffman. Bud 
DeSylva has supplied a number of 
corking lyrics which at times dis- 
tinctly stand out pver the tunes. 

Joe Brown and Miss Olivette cap- 
ture a nifty score with "Ain't Love 
Wonderful?" "How Do I Know?" 
•Why You Great Big Rummy Pm 
Telling You So." For one of the 
encores Brown tumbled through a 
trap, only to presumably Imme- 
dlntely reappear from a trap on the 
other side of the stage. A double 
was used but it got a real laugli. 
Brown and Miss Olivette had sev- 
eral good comedy bits together. In 
"one" she panned him for being cold 
though they are supposed to be en- 
gaged. Asked why he didn't like to 
kisa. Brown replied it was a waste 
of time and comically ended with: 
"And what do you get froqi kissing 
wet lips." 

The numbers were productive of 
a number of Individual scores. 
Brown's specialty dance camoaftei 
"Oh, How I Hate Women." Ar- 
thur West ambled over a winner 
twice but was the best with "You 
Must Come Over Blues," aided by 
Miss Sunshine. It is a very good 
comedy idea for a lyric. West u.«ied 
a wig to imply Samson and then 
shorn of the locks he become.s 
Nancy which was really laughable. 
In :he ilrst act West tmd Miss Stin- 
shfne bad "Sea Legs," one of the 
show's leading numbers. It was 
the best staged chorus dance num- 
ber. The girls came on as gobs. 
Using cleats the front line bent 
forward, weaving to and* fro In 
sintulation of sea sickness. West 
gave a good account of himself 
throughout, though inclined to 
shout his lines at the performance 
last Thursday night. 

Louise Brown looked sweet and 
though possessed of a wee voice 
she is among the dainties of danc- 
ers. Getting off with "Klki" which 
proved a good chorus number too. 
she scored in a specialty in the 
stcond act and came into her own 
In a toe exhibition which was com- 
bined with a dramatic ballet late 
in the going. 

J. Harold Murray, a young tenor 
who Is destined to singing fame, 
was the handsome Captain Jinks. 
His best chance was with "The 
Only One." There was one o:her 
ballad in the score, it being "I Do,' 
sung by Murray and Miss Brown. 
In addition to the orchestra there 
is a band used on the stage, the 
players first appearing as marines. 
The band is led by Jackie Taylor, 
a cocky little chap. 

"Captain Jinks" has comedy; it 
has dancing strength and enough 
good song numbers. It is youth- 
ful and fast for n»08t of the way 
and its producers are working on 
the performance, adding a new 
number or two last week. Right 
now It has enough entertainment 
merit to carry it along to a fairly 
good Broadway engagement.

Tlie entire af- 
fair is handled in satirical fashion 
as may be gleaned from the opening 
chorus which has tho Colonial 
maidens chirping in unison "Hooray, 
we're gonna be compromised" after 
Mrs. Murray warns that the British 
have taken the town and "war is 
war," an old "blue" gag. This same 
brand of satire runs rampant 
throughout the first act, e.specially 
so when a rimner from (Jeneral 
Washington delivers the command- 
er's message saying that Mrs. Mur- 
ray ntay use her dim-retion as to 
what methods to employ In detain- 
ing the Britishers,, which precipi- 
tates the retort that the General 
has his vulgar moments. 

The detaining is accontpllshed 
thanks ;o Mrs. Murray's hoydenlsh 
niece Bet-sy Burke. Betsy succeeds 
and the success precipitates victory 
for the American forces. Both Mrs 
Murray and Betsy are cited by 
General Washington and Betsy's 
lover, a redcoat, returns to her be- 
cause of her signal patriotic dee4. 

Helen Ford gives a vivacious in- 
terpretation of Be:sy handling her 
dialogue with a piquant brogue, 
dancing gracefully and handling 
her songs in a manner beyond re- 
proach. Charles^l'iircell makes a 
dashing young British captain 
whose defeat at war brings succcbi* 
in lQve>. Others sh-iring honors of 
the evening were Flavia Arcaro as 
Mrs. Murray; Detmar Poppen. 
whose portrait of General Tryon re- 
minded of De W^olfe Hopi>er in his 
heydoy; Helen Spring as the charm- 
ing Murray offspring, and John 
Seymour. 

LorenB Hart contributod lyrics 
that are gems and Richard Rodgera 
a commendable score in which "Bye 
and Bye" and "Here's a Ki.ss" look 
like the outstanders. 

Despite Its Inability to make the 
hit grade there is much first class 
entertainment in "Dearest EJnemy" 
as well as a colorful eye feast th^' 
cannot afford to be missed.

For several seasoiis Maurice 
Schwartz' Yiddish Art Playtrs, have 
appeared at the little tl.eatre In 
Madison Square Garden. With the 
demolition of the building, t.iey have 
been forced to .seek other quarters. 
The Bayes .may be a fortimate ;'lec- 
tion, as It has succeHsfully housed 
several somewhat kindred organiza- 
tions. 

Schwartz goes in for tlie heavy art 
stuff, even to the settings and cos- 
tun\«s, v/^hich. are e ttravagant and 
modern. Thus, even f<)r those who 
know not a word of Yiddisli, there is 
plenty to enjoy in a performance of 
this sort. The acting, particularly, 
calls for admliation. 

At best Viddi.sh is a giittcral and 
harsh -sounding language. , Conse- 
quently, beauty in a production of 
this sort must be obtained by grace 
of motion and gesture. Th. t the 
players mannged not only to .>btaln 
this, but also strength, poise and 
professlon.il stage bearing as well, 
indicates Ihelr nmirkablo thesplan 
gifts. ^ 

An estimate of the play, as a 
purely literary work, is most difficult 
if the dIalofT is not understood. It is 
by Paul Heyse, a'VTi«satlle t^erinan 
writer of much distln<'tion, who won 
the Nobel prize for literature in 1911. 
The biblical subject en>hra<e8 the 
first Book of Samuel In that period 
when the Children of Israel were 
waging war against the Philistine.'?. 
Heyse draws something o' a parallel 
between the lives of King .Saul and 
the King Lear of Shakespeare. Both 
are fighting the curso of old age, 
dlsiUuBionid, broken In pov. er and 
almost deserted. In Saul's case it is 
his jealousy and feir of voung 
David, fresh from his conquest of 
the giant, tjollath, that makes mis- 
erable his las^ days. 

The most dramatic m.inicrit ■ omes 
in the second act when Saul is being 
soothed by the psalms of David 
plays upon his h.nrp. Just as he Is 
being lulled to rest .-nd his tv.o chil- 
dren. Jonothan and .Michal, the lat- 
ter David's wife, feel that he Is nver 
his rage, a furious chant Is he.Trd 
outside fhc palace. It Is ".>^*anl hath 
slain his thousands and David lii.s 
ten thoiisand.s," the worst in.^ult thst 
ctii be hurled nt the king. 1 he sud- 
den contrast Is tremendously effec- 
tive. 

The pe'formnnce wns niarr»'d in 
only one de.'sill, but It v.-:!s a si.rtuim 
fault. The c!;ar,ict»r of l)a\»d In 



the second most important In tha 
play and it might have bee niada 
into a stirring role. Mark S< Inveld 
may have adapted the piece into 
Yiddish with the hand of a master 
but as an actor playing the pui-t ^j 
David lie was indescribably ba<L 
partlctjlurly when compared to thf 
others in the cast. 

Thus, In every way save th.it on* 
unfortunate instance of ml.scusting 
the production is of extremely high 
grade. There are miny HobrewH in 
New York, who are hungry for thii 
sort of better class play In their 
racial language, and uniess the high 
scale of $3.30 top counts too heavily, 
th<» piece should enjoy a run.

There are numerous healthy, 
wholesome laughs. The acting isn't 
ns hard to take as might be feared, 
and neitlier l.s>the writing. 

But the wholu thing is unimpor- 
tant, never reaching the strata of 
good or bad. It may meet with some 
success through its appeal to the 
Best People On Earth, who, if they 
aren't directly back of It. surely are 
directly addressed by it. It Is even 
reported that every man connected 
with the cast and staff Is a Brother 
Klk.

They aid her to outwit pursuing 
constables, with the second act find- 
ing the whole motley outflt aboard 
a railroad box car. The idea of r.c 
jerky train's motion is well carried 
out. and the efYect is heightened by 
a very natural grinding of wheels 
off-stage. Oklahoma Red, self-ap- 
pointed loader of the gang, and 
"Arkansas Snake," another of the 
"bad men," battle to become the 
girl's "protector" but are Anally < ut- 
witted by the spunky Little Red 
him.self. This entire scene Is gor- 
geous In Its sodden brutality and 
animalistic humor. 

The third act has Little Red stili 
master ot the situation but his po.si- 
tion Is precarlou.s. with capture fac- 
ing him on one side and the l<''ss of 
Eklna to the bestial tramps on the 
other. It concludes with the hoboes 
aiding in the uUini.ate escape of the 
young couple by giving themselve.- 
up to the sheriff's posse as vagrants. 
This is prompted by Oklahoma Red, 
who finally acknowledges himself 
defeated after some brilliant parry- 
ing to get the girl for himself. 
■ His Is the commanding role of the 
play, and as played by Charles A. 
BIckfoi'd, a huge red-headed hulk of 
a man, the part becomes notliing 
less than magniflcent. James Cag- 
ney Is Little Red, with just the right 
touch of bravado mingled with gen- 
uine toiughness. while Reginald Bar- 
low and Barry McCollum are splen- 
did 8M two of the more unique 
hobos. Similarly high praise goes 
for the rest of the cast to the most 
unimportant railroad brakeman. 
with the unfortunate exception of 
the one wontan, Blyth Daly, almost 
totally unimpressive in a role thai 
might have been another "Anna 
Christie'" or "Amy." 

The dlffi<,'ulties of directing a .show 
in which eight to 16 characters are 
con.stantly on the stage may re.adily 
be seen, but this problem of group- 
ing has been most admirably solved 
by Augustin Duncan.

Polling Conn. Legislators 

for Opinions on Tax 

Bill— Release Given 

* 

New Haven, Conn« Sept. £2. 

Throiigh, the picture operators' 
union Connecticut legislators arc 
being polled to obtain a line on 
their opinion of the new tax law 
on film reels. It is said that if a 
majority are found auiverse that 
point will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Governor in the hope of 
obtaining a S|>eciai session of the 
Legislature in an attempt to repeal 
the law. 

Not much encouragement for a 
successful outcome of this move- 
ment is tield. Accordinsf to report 
there is a strong political factor la 
the Tax Bill passage and that may 
be strong enough to bold the tax 
on against everything but a court 
decision. 

The Bureau ot Economics 9f 
Washington, D. C, has, received a 
waiver of tax under ttie new law 
upon pictures sent by it for ex- 
hibition in churches or schools. This 
same soured <s aald to furnish ad- 
vertising pictures to exhibitors, 
without charge. The waiver was 
given it on the ground of public 
service. 

Bureau Opposition 

Local exhibitors are said not to 
view this privileKc with any plea- 
sure. They see it as bureau oppo- 
sition to the regular theatre, while 
the bureau looks to them to also 
display their paid for advertising 
films. 

While the name. "Bureau of Eco- 
nomics" suggest a Government in- 
stitution or bureau, the Bureau of 
Kconomlcs is a private commercial 
fit m without a tithe of offlclaldom. 
Ii is said that the bureau has sent 
out literatAire stating it guarantees 
a circulation to national advertisers 
ot 15.000 picture houses for its ad- 
vertising films. There are but 16,- 
000 picture houses In the entire 
country, it is ei^timated that the 
bureau may place Its plcturee In 
?<»0 of these. 

The Bureaii of Kconomlcs has 
been In existence for some years. 
It is a member of the Moving Pic- 
ture Owners of America, the na- 
tional organix-itlon, another reason 
why the local men look askance 
upon their application for the free 
pIrfurVs In this State, and its ap- 
proval by' the Tax Collector. 

The new tax law exempts pictures 
lieslgned for charitable or educa- 
tional purpose-^.

.Picture Houses, Proven Failure 
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Attempts to coordinate picture |»rograms with nmdlii time acts 
In some of the small picture theatres have failed. 

Many houses experimenting with the combined i)olicy h.ivc 
given it up after a two weeks' trial. q|aii<<inK the acts meant little or 
nothing from a dra^ angle. The; hqyises bad been playing two or 
three acts on each bill. According to the twokers the managers 
were practically selecting their own stuff, also failing to evince 
interest in a possible draw feature after the money waa mentioned. 

Several bookers who had gone after this business, believing 
they had thought up something new, have' since changed their tune. 

The small picture houses reported as having fallen for the 
vaudeville Idea were for the most part run down holises beyond 
resuscitation through heavy opposition or other handicaps. The 
managements, treading foreign ground when installing vaudeville, 
thought acts were acts regardless of material, but their audiences 
evidently did not concur. % ' - 

Time and again the smaller picture houses have been easily sold 
on any sort of scheme giving promise as a business builder, but 
seldom give anything a fair chance to develop, as in this recent 
instance, seemingly preferring a "hit and run" policy to chalking 
up additional expense on the weekly ledger.

Norma Talmadge held over for a 
second week, after having broken 
the house record with $72,075 to its 
credit, dropped almost $25,000 and 
got $47,212.45. 

"Souls for Sables," an independent 
picture which was at the Colony 
also did an exceptional week, get- 
ting $17,620. 

At WarnerJs "Bunker Bean" 
proved to be a distinct disappoint- 
ment, the receipts showing just a 
little better than $9,000 and another 
flop on the street was "The Ten 
Commandments" at the Cameo, 
where the feature pulled but $4,508. 

"The Merry Widow" at the Em- 
bassy seems to be pulling up as 
the run continues and the house is 
now selling out at a $2.20 top scale 
with two shows a day.

The big ones started comlnig in 
town last week, but the correspond- 
ing big business expected did not 
materialise. 

"The Iron Horse," opening a two 
weeks' stay at the Fox, Instead of a 
phenomenal week this big Fox spe- 
cial only got around $18,000 or 
$19,000. 

"The Wanderer" also had Its 
troubles at the Aldlne, although its 
notices were superlative. Its $10,000 
gross at $1.65 as not the best In 
the world. 

With these two big specials not 
living up to specifications, the Stan- 
ley drew the cream of the business, 
not 80 much because of its main 
feature, "Never the Twain Shall 
Meet," as because of the presence 
of the semi-annual Gimbel fashion 
show.

The charges set forth the pro- 
ducers and distributors were forced 
to sell pictures to the West Coast 
Theatres, Inc., and others In the al- 
leged combination at the letter's 
own arbitrarily set pri-e, which 
price was considerably lower than 
the competition could afford or 
would pay. Also that the theatre 
company would "lease films wiiich 
they cannot use and do not expect 
to use. In order to prevent tlielr ex- 
hibitor competitors from securing 
same for their own ti>«atres." 

In addition charges arc made th.it 
agreements and understandings were 
reached to combine their jvlnt man- 
agement and ownership so aa not 
to compete with each other, either 
in the building of new theatres, 
seeking of patronage, or in leas- 
ing films.

If anyone were, the hon- 
ors .ihould go to Eugenie Besserer, 
as she fairly walks away with the 
honors. 

As a play "The Circle" was de- 
lightfully complete. As a screen en- 
tertainment it has been so adapted 
that it will meet with the approval 
of the ranlt and .^.le of the r-^reen 
house audiences. That Is to say, the 
logical and happy ending has been 
switched to one that will appease 
the censor.s who undoubtedly would 
find it unpassable if the young wife 
skipped off with the man she really 
loved and left her sapp' husband. 
Frank Borzage deserves a vote of 
thanks for having filmed the play 
ao faithfully that the switch became 
necessary to please the Woolworth 
picture audiences. He ha.s turned 
out a screen version of the play that 
holds interest and has handled his 
players perfectly. 

Tliere is always something in 
favor of a short cast story so that 
the average viewer can follow the 
story easily. That is exactly the 
case here. Incidentally, it is also 
difficult for any player in a short 
cast to put over anything that Is 
going to stand out above the others. 
but that is exactly what Eugenie 
Besserer does In this instance. She 
plays the I^ewlle Carter role to a 
fare-thee-well.

Sir John Martin-Harvey has ap- 
peared In pictures before- an ' has 
failed, notably In the screen ver- 
sion of "The Breed of the Tresh- 
ams," made a few years a.-:o. His 
perform'ance of Sydney Carton now 
proves his previous screen failure 
was -a matter of Inferior direction. 
His performance here is a revela- 
tion.

THROUGH iNSUFHCffiNTLY PUBUCIZED 



OBITUARY 



Only 11,960 People Present Opening Day — Dobynt 
Carnival Alleges Loss on Week — Ptomaine 
Poison Epidemic from Impure Foods — Single 

^ Headed State Fair Commission to Be Advocated 

Lieut.-Gov. Lownutn Rails at Syracuse Trying 

to "Steal" Fair 



Syracu»e. N. Y., Sept. 22. 
"An artistic buccmb. but a finan- 
fla) failure." 

ThafB the way the 1»25 New York 
SUte Fair needs must be written 
down. 

That the fair lost money is prac- 
tically certain, although the flnal 
figures will not be available until 
the meeting of the New York State 
Fair Commission here in two weeks. 
"While Inclement weather on four 
cf the seven days the fair was open 
Is the primary reason for the fail- 
ure of the e:[position to attract nor- 
mal patronaKe, there are others 
which played no small part in the 
slump. 

The Fair was not suflloiently ad- 
verti.sed or publicized throughout 
the State. Syracuse newspapers 
gate more Kpace to the fair than 
ever before, but there was little at- 
tention paid to it in the newspa- 
pers of other State cities. 

Secondly, the usual Syracuse Day 
— alwayB Monday o.' Fair Week — 
was tossed into the discard at the 
Instigation of Lieut. Gov. Seymour 
Lowmnn, chairman of the State Fair 
Commission, to whom anything that 
Boatters of Byracura Is us a red rag 
is to a bull. Last year, Syracuse 
Day drew over 49,000 to the State 
fair Monday, th's year, bad an 
attendance mark of 13,937. Sat- 
urday, the opening day this year, 
attracted 11,960. 

Thirdly, four or five county fairs 
were in progress during the week, 
and drew ruralites who ordinarily 
would have paid a visit or two to the 
State exposition. 

Fourthly, there was a lack of co- 
operation on the part of State Pair 
Commissioners themselves. The 
commissioners this year seemed to 
be following the policy of "every 
man for himself." There were con- 
flicts In regulations in various de- 
partments, and this did not make 
for harmony. The commission i^ 
supposed to meet daily while the 
fair is in eession. Nary a session 
Biaterialized this year. 

Tuesday and Thursday, in spite of 
the weather, the 1»2C attendance fig- 
ures exceeded those of 1924. Thurs- 
day, with Oov. Al Smith present, 
fresh from his mayoralty triumph 
via Senator Walker in New York, 
the fair attracted 46,204. On Sat- 
urdey, with motor races during the 
afternoon, and boxing bouts at 
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night, the fair drew in the neigh- 
borhocKl of 60.000. 

Lewman't Tirade* 

The 1925 fair was the first that 
Lieut. Gov. Lownian ever attended. 
While he indulged in a few tirades 
against the exposition, and Syra- 
cuse, which he accused of attempt- 
ing to "stear* the fair, Lowman an- 
nounced he would battle for a $1,- 
000,000 building appropriation al the 
next session of the State Legisla- 
ture to erect three new buildings — 
women's, boys' and girls', and hor- 
ticultural. 

Lowman also announced he would 
seek to influence the commiHsion to 
change the fair dates from mid- 
September to late August or late- 
September in an effort to avoid the 
seasonal rains. The fair dates here- 
tofore have been governed by the 
Grand Circuit racing card. It is 
doubtful if the commission would 
make any change that would cost 
the Grand Circuit meet. 

The exposition, in point of exhibits 
and attractions, broke ail records 
this year. The experiment with 
running races was sufflT;iently suc- 
cessful to bring the announcement 
that the commission will extend the 
running racee next year. 

So, too, the night shows were re- 
garded as worth while and to be 
continued. Fifteen acts of vaude-

Opening with Holla- 
way and Au.stin. wire workers, the 
hou.se had to wait until the .male 
member rode a bicycle on the wire 
to get a thrill. .Vext was Koster with 
his dog. "Peggy." The spot for this 
animal act is justified by the work 
of the canine in playing a piano. 

AI Tucker and his orchestra clear- 
ly had the house puzzled. They were 
not prepared for the burlesque type 
of orchestra, and never really got 
the idea. There is considerable nut 
comedy, and much of the material 
used as patter was over the heads 
of the listeners. Ko* instance. Boa- 
tonians are not very well acquainted 
with the doings ^at Latonia. .Toe 
Weston and Orace Eline plainly 
dragged. This couple .seem to be 
capable of l»etter entertainment than 
they are furnishing this week. They 
handicap themselves by the opening, 
which runs far too long. 

Bob Hall is more or less familiar 
to audiences at this house. One of 
the m.iny regulation song and dance 
cts, featuring Roy Zermain, Krances 
Karrar and Marie Walter, clo.sed. 
The opening number, an Apache 
dance, isn't calculated to hold a 
house, and it is hard to control the 
walkout that starts.

'^hls method does not keef> the American theatre from securing Euro4 
pean talent — but it docs keep the foreigner, who claims he is an artist i 
from defeating the immigration laws." ? 

Under the now operative immigration law. In elTect July 1, 1924, in 
the granting of a visa the Consul works under a clause of but 16 worda 
— clause- 2 of Section 3 wherein It Is stated that a foreigner seeking 
admission to this country is an "Imigrant" with but six exceptions. Of 
these six exceptions, clause 2 le tbe one applied to professionals, ^.t 
reads, "an alien visiting the United States temporarily as a tourl.st o|; 
tenvporarily for business or pleasure." It is up to the Consul to protect 
himself under those IS words as he alone is held responsible by hi* 
(Government through the State Department in Washington. 

No Manager Embarrassed 

"We have yet to have an American manager complain that he has beett 
left in tbe lurcb because of the det>artment's falling to grant a visa," 
it was stated and it was shown wherein the department here in Wash- 
ington and the American Consul abroad were co-operating in every 
way. In many instances the large vaudeville circuits forward, in ad* 
vance, lists of acts contracted for and dates to be played. When these 
acts present themselves for visas they are granted without delay. 

But— if the foreigner presents himself to an American Consul and 
says he has a contract to appear here — that performer must prove hit ^ 
statement to the satisfaction of the Consul abroad. If the Consul deems 
it necessary he may cause the 'performer to show that he will be-able 
to post a bond, if he believes such bond will be required upon landing 
over here. 

If that actor states he is going to return immediately and the consul 
has his doubts, the Consul often demands the purchase of a return ticket, 
but this is resorted to only when that artl.st emphatically .states he is 
returning to the country of debarkation. •

United States. 

There is nothing in the above clause, It was pointed out by the de-^ 
partment, as to time limits. No manager is bound to contract for but 
the 25 to 26 weeks as set down in "Das Program." The department files 
will disclose many visas granted for much longer periods. At the end 
•f the original visa, should a responsible American producer or manager 
desire to contract further with the foreign artist or artists he has but 
to apply for an extension to the department — In practically all rase*. 
and there must be something decidedly wrong in the deportment at, 
the act when within the United States to bring about a refusal a.s this, 
request when properly supported Is granted without delay. 

"An actor Is handled as any other tem-porary visitor whose respon* 
sibillty is establis>ied," was another statement made by the department 
official. He could not for the moment recall a long term visa granted 
to a professional but did cite a case of an electrical engineer (.i tern* 
porary visitor) whose visa had been extended several times until now 
he had been in this copntry in excess of three years.

The foreign artist is advised to "come with clean hands" brfme the 
American Consul abroad.

Silber's Interlocutory Divorce Decree Set Aside — 
Mrs. Silber Will Enter Counter-Suit for Divorce 
— Monya Audree Named 



H^vrt North's long: battle to clear 
hor good namfi in the divorce suit 
which Arthur Silber, the Pantnges 
vaudeville booker and agent brought 
against her, has been Anally ad- 
judicated succesHfuUy for Mian 
North. 

Although last year Silber was 
given an Interlocutory dftcree of di- 
vorce against hi& actress-wife, 
which decree in due time became 
flna]. Miss North, after consulting 
Judge Herman Joseph, of House, 
Grossman and Vorbaus, her coun- 
sel, instituted mandamus proceed- 
ings a month ago tb review the 
case. — 

Justice Wasservogel Saturday 
ruled in favor cf the defendant and 
ordered Silber's divorce set aside, 
awarding Miss North $500 counsel 
foes to defend herself. An order to 
this effect was submitted to Justice 
Wasservogel In the New York Su- 
preme Court yesterday (Tuesday), 
Miss North now having the oppor- 
tunity to defend the action. Inter- 
pose an answer and counter-sue for 
a divorce as she contemplates do- 
ing. 

The details of the marital difficul- 
ties between the litigants are in- 
volved and unusual. The chief ob- 
jectionable feature from the wife's 
viewpoint was that the agent's al- 
leged misconduct was so much pub- 
lic property in the profession. 

^ilber and North were a vaude- 
ville team for seven years prior to 
1921 wtven they were married. The 
marriage waned the year following. 
In 1923 Silber became a Pantagcs 
agent and it was at that tlnfti that 
his affair with Monia Audrey (Mon- 
ya Audree, professionally) came to 
Miss North's attention. It was in 
December, 1923, that Silber pro- 
posed that his wife go to Europe 



ly and even paid $500 on account of 
the $2, .500 settlement. 

This continued until October 31, 
1924, when, at the divorce trial be- 
fore Justice Wasservogel- who 
hoard the case then as now, Silber 
testified the defeudant was in a 
chemise with the co-respondent. 

At the mandamus proceeding re- 
cently. Judge Joseph pointed out 
that Silber's two witnesses differed 
as to the month of the alleged dis- 
Vovery and even were not sure of 
the suite, one stating 38 and the 
other 40. Judge Joseph also pointed 
out that, If the allegations of being 
dres.sed for retirement were true, 
how strange it would be for them 
to leave, the door of the apartment 
unlocked for easy access. 

Lynton Thought Innocent 

Lynton's ImpiicatlA Is alleged to 
be innocent and not as suspicious as 
it may sound, but Judge Joseph 
proved that the self-same room had 
been hired by Silber and another 
man before Lynton occupied it and 
before Miss North's movements were 
"shadowed" by the detectives. She, 
of cour.se, went to Lynton's rooms on 
her husband's suggestion, he being 
a mutual friend. 

Miss North did not ask for ali- 
mony pending the trfal, because of 
her own earning power. At the trial 
she will ask for suitable mainten- 
ance and will countersue for an 
absolute divorce.

Ted Healy Upheld in Claim of 

Breach of Contract — Photos 

Removed from Lobby 



Ted Healy of "Vanltlea" was mis- 
tained by arbitration in hia claim 
that Earl Carroll had breached bis 
contract, removing Healy's . photos 
from the Carroll Theatre, New 
York, lobby. According to the 
award handed down. -Healy may 
withuraw from the revue. 

It is said he is desirous of doing 
so, havlnK been offered $1,200 
weekly in vaudeville with bla wife. 
Betty Healy (also In "Vanities"). 
Their salary with the Carroll show 
is reported to b« $700. 

Charges were Aled with E^quity by 
the comedian and arbitration was 
agreed on. The two arbitrators 
disagreed, whereupon Wm. Hecht. a 
Bilk merchant, as umpire, ruled in 
favor of the actor, on the grounds 
that Healy's contract stipulated be 
was to b« the pritacipal featured 
member of the cast. 

Differences between manager and 
actor started over the refusal of the 
latter to participate in a radio 
broadcasting stunt unless compen- 
sated, (iarroll contended it was 
publicity for the good of the show. 

The umpire's decision was some- 
what of a surprise since Healy had 
also breached his contract by ex- 
temporaneously appearing on the 
stage of the Palace (vaudevHle) 
recently. The award apparently 
disregarded that feature as tech- 
nicaL

The layout of the Lynton apart- 
ment in tho Alpine is paramount in 
the North testirauny. it being 
stressed that the first room to be 
entered is the sitting rooq^; the 
bedroom i s^ ehind that and thST 
bathroom last. With his dressing

Several days later a summons 
without a complaint was served on 
Miss North in an absolute divorce 
proceeding. She filed a notice of ap- 
pearance but when showing the 
summons to her husband, thtf latter 
asked for its return stating that 
the Infatuation may pass away and 
sugirested meantime no divorce, 
stating he didn't want that; rather 
• separation. He offered to settle 
$2,600 on Miss North, pay her $55 
Weekly alimony and take care of her 
professionally by securing engage- 
ments for her, etc. She acquiesced, 
deeming the divorce suit dropped, 
ahd Silber went so far as to give

PICKETING STOPPED

Claim Bills Not Booked Far 
Enough in Advance — Impar- 
tial Opinion Is Both at Fault 



Variety's expose of existing con- 
ditions and petty Jealoualea obtain- 
ing In the Independent field has 
rreclpltated a rise from a number 
of house ihanagers who unwittingly 
or deservedly accepted aome of the 
inside stuff aa pointed in their di- 
rection. 

The managers lay full blame for 
the existing hit and run methods 
on the bookers and their Inability 
to book vaudeville shows sufficiently 
well ahead to permit proper ex- 
ploitation. They emphasize Its 
unique week when there is not ovi»r 
one drop out en a bill probably 
booked but a few days In advance. 
They seemingly Justify their pres- 
ent arrangement of exploiting their 
films heavily since these are booked 
far in advance and can be relied 
upon. 

Managers claim to have previ- 
ously wasted time and money ex- 
ploiting acts that never showed and 
In consequence gave patrons an 
Idea that the managers were at 
fault for the desertions. 

Bookers' Argument 

The bookers retalltate that they 
are unable to book ahead when 
even house managers, save a few, 
refuse to obligate themselves to the 
extent of contracting a year's 
bookings with one oflllce, preferring 
to leave a loop hole through which 
they may Jump to fenother. 

The genefhl consensus of those 
outside the Independent pale claims 
both are equally at fault. The 
managers because of lack of faith 
In their booking afllliatlons and 
the bookers - who seemingly are 
making no efforts to protect their 
business. 

A few, however, have gumption 
enough to run their business with- 
out Interference but the majority 
prefer "yessing" their clients, 
rather than to chance the loss of 
them.

The shows open In Newark, N. J., 
and follow with Toronto, Hamilton, 
Niagara Falls, the latter splitting 
with South Bend, Ind.; then Toledo, 
Indianapolis and Chicago, Jumping 
to Minneapolis for the Coast trip. 

Contracts issued out of the New 
York office are on a basis guaran- 
teeing 14 consecutive weeks, with 
an option for the additional 18 
weeks. The minimum clause was 
Inserted when agents and perform- 
ers had lost confidence through pre- 
vious cancellations after several 
weeks out, which precipitated Issu- 
ance of pay-or-play contracts for 14 
weeks, with the additional option.

Coney Holmes plans for the reju- 
venation of family time vaudeville 
may collapse as the result of the 
sudden entrance Into tlie situation of 
the stage hands' union, which has 
ruled that four acts booked togethef 
and moving Intact with an after- 
piece must carry a stage carpenter. 

At present the profit of unit pro- 
ducers Is about $75 a week. The 
salary of a stage carpenter would 
wipe out this profit and kill the 
whole scheme. 

After working all summer lining 
up time Holmes launched his scheme 
of rotating units a month ago. It is 
considered probable the stage hands' 
ualon may have been Influenced by 
the fact that road show unit No. S 
(AniJy Wright's condensed -. erslon 
of "Why Men Leave Home") carrle<l 
a carpenter and figured that the 
vaudeville units could afford to carry 
one if a dramatic unit could. 

The small town managers had 
been keyed up to expect a new era 
in cheap entertainment with Holmes 
guarantee that they could play 
Keith -Albee (Chicago) vaundeville 
units, ilternating with dramatic < 
units and novelty units at a maxi- 
mum cost of $200 a night. The out- 
look at present is 'ather pesslmlstlo 
as a result of the union ruling.

Evpn 
the opera la third or fourth rate 
The oinemns are too tame —even for 
the Efryptian.". VlHltors mu::it be 
cntcrtaineil, bo the "i^aggostlons" 
come from a hundred voices, If one 
walks a distance of three city 
Mocks alonif the Ezl.oklah, Cairo's 
most prominent and b«at Illumi- 
nated street at nife'ht, 

"Good evening. Mister, how about 
the Fish market tonight?" 

When It is explained to the new- 
comer that In the so-called "Kish 
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Market" aro between 
girls costumed for 
well — 

And If the Fish Market does not 
appeal to the visitor (who may have' 
-been there the night before) he Is 
invited to luxuriously appointed 
parlors where ebony-hued Abys- 
sinian or Soudanese damsels are 
attempting to maintain the art 
standards of their own countries in 
a foreign land. Or desert girls by 
the dozen twisting and squirming 
"as they do in the tents of the 
Arabs." Yes, or French girls — "the 
most beautiful from Paris." Ger- 
man girls. Spanish girls. Young 
Egypt must be entertained and 
wants all visitors to Join in the rev- 
elry. 

The "solicitors." to call them by 
a dignified name — must be num- 
bered by thousands. They work on 
commission — and then demand 
baksheesh from their customers. 
In present times, no stigma seems 
to attach itself to their profession. 
They are boys of 15 or 16 to men 
of 70. "Tell me what you like to 
see tonight. Mister, and 'you shall 
see it. Not much money." 

Touting for Entertainment 
In the first rate cafe, a well 
dressed Egyptian youth takes a 
table next to where you are sitting 
enjoying your coffee. "Good eve- 
ning. Mister," he says, to prove that 
he speaks English. "Guten abend" 
or "bon solr." He is uncanny at his 
detection of. visiting nationalities. 
'T may be your guide tonight and 
take you to see Cairo night life?" It 
is not the uncommon, but quite the 
usual thing. 

The foreigner who is addressed by 
an Egyptian in Cairo at night now- 
adays (and he Is certain to be so 
addressed about SO times during an 
attempt at a one-hour promenade at 
night) knows that he is being ad- 
dressed by a solicitor or tout for 
some sort oX entertainment. These 
beggars — they decline to take no for 
an answer — will be met with in all 
unexpected places. Sometimes they 
are cabmen, hotel porters, room 
boys, waiters — everybody has a 
repertory to offer, always hoping for 
his commission at the source and 
for a "present" from the one ac- 
commodated. 

It is quite impossible in this Jour- 
nal of family circulation to enume- 
rate the items in this repertory of 
entertainment, although the various 
items are enumerated quite frankly 
on every occasion In Cairo by night. 
The extraordinary events do not 
confine themselves entirely to the 
human race, either, as anyone will 
hear after the first half-hour durl: s 
a promenade of the Ezbeklah. Talk 
about "Consul," "Napoleon" and the 
other famous monkeys that have 
toured America — why, they wore 
sophisticated, prim, dignified and 
moral, perfect modols of virtue, 
compared to thU simians of Cairo. 
And the monkeys of Cairo are con- 
sidered quite the piece de resistance 
" or star-liner acta in what might be 
• called the the.itros intrhie*'-»o#- the 
Egyptian capital. 

The prcdjniinatlng religion of 
Bfeypt is doubtless responsible for 
the state of things ;il liio prt.sent 
time. Men in Epypt, as elsewhere, 
desire tlie companionship of the op- 
posite sex. (Even African apes 
seem to feel the same way about it.) 
Until very recent times, women 
have not been periaittcd to go 
abroad at night. Only the men arc 
in the cafes, and during the seasoi. 
in theatres. 

Veils Th'nner 
Wives are not permitted too many 
privileges or freedom at the mo- 
mrnt. but the lady frionds of Eh'yp- 
flan gentry — also inclined to be very 
friendly with all visitors — are ven- 
turing more and more into p'ublic 
places. The veils are becoming 
thinner and thinner, so that they ex- 
pose the faces of the charmer«. 
Sometimes, If the wearer has ven- 
tured Into the theatre, she permlls 
the veil to drop from her face dur- 



noted that some of the wearers for- 
get to lift them again when lighl.s 
are flashed up. Sometimes it Is 
snecringly referred to as "Constan- 
tinople style." 

Women, however, are supposed to 
take their airings in the late after- 
noon. They are supposed to be at 
home in the evening. And at home 
means at homo in Cairo. 

Young Egypt recently has bor- 
rowed a form of entertainment from 
Old China as from Old Egypt. The 
young buck of China takes his 
friends for a boat ride in the even- 
ing, if h» Uvea in the neighborhood 
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of a lake or river. This may have 
been true in ancient Egypt — at 
least, the romancers would have us 
believe that it was. The painters 
have showed Cleopatra and some of 
the other ladies enjoying the cool 
breezes of Egyptian nights when 
upon a Nile barge. 

Blind Boatmen 
The custom is b-^ing revived, but 
it isn't confined to royalty. It's 
quite the smart thing to invite one's 
la<%y friends to a boat on the Nile, 
where a deaf, dumb and blind (if 
paid sufficiently) boatman rows the 
craft up or down stream. The ultra 
smart gentry even engage musicians 
to sit on the bow of the boat and 
dispense Arabic, Turkish and Per- 
sian music. 

Another favorite excursion at night, 
with the natives as with visitors, is 
to the Pyramids and Sphinx. "Want 
to see Pyramid and Sphin-cus to- 
night?" is a familiar invitation from 
the street solicitors and to a dumb- 
bell the explanatier is made that one 
is not expected to go out there into 
the sands of Gizeh (only about one- 
half hour by motor) for the purpose 
of making archeologlcal explora- 
tions. 

"Desert Sports" 
Out there are what is popularly 
known as "desert sports," which 
seem to be quite as amusing to Cairo 
natives as to visitors. The Egyp- 
tian lx>aets that he Is not an Arab. 
Just as the Arab boasts that he is 
not an Egyptian. The youth of 
metropolitan Cairo likes to go into 
the desert beyond the pyramids to 
see how wild men and wild women 
of the Bedouin tribes disport them- 
selves when they are encouraged by 
a few gold coins and two glasses of 
cognac. 

This is a novel excursion, the pro- 
gram quite as acceptable to the 
city-bred Egyptian as to his Amer- 
ican and European brother. Usually 
a few drinks at a sidewalk cafe in 
Cairo, then a Jolly little automobile 
ride to the Mena Hojise district, 
near the Pyramids and then a trans- 
fer to camels. The camel-drivers 
make their camels kneel to receive 
their passengers and then start off 
through the winding valleys through 
the mountains of sand. A nod to 
the Sphinx en passant — that's all. 
And then the camps of the Arabs 
and BedoiMns. Comfortable are 
their tents. Fine rugs and huge 
heaps of cushions. Tobacco plpe-s — 
and, yes. a puff of hasheesh are of- 
fered. "Will gentleman have one 
small bit o'f ambergris in his cof- 
fee?" 

How those girls can dance — and 
entertain! Not at all conventional, 
perhaps, from the western point of 
view, but born hostesses. Perhaps 
a ride back to Cairo while indigo 
Egyptian night is illuminated by 
ntlllions of stars that never seem to 
shine over western lands. Or per- 
haps a drive t>ack to town in the 
morning, after the east has begun 
to take on the_J[eqion and cpjraj. pf 

sunrise. ■' *'*''*^~" ' '' 

The Qood Old Days 

Yes, the Young I'^gyptians wanted 
to run their country in their own 
way; and they are doing it In the 
daytime they chatter and bother 
themeelves about politics and re- 
ligion — King George and Mahomet 
— but at night, they think of Hathor. 
who was enthroned at Uendcrah not 
so f.ar away up the Nile. 

The Engllsli king has removed his 
army, they don't think much of Ma- 
homet's Injunction about booze of 
all kinds and have taken to it as a 
fish tak'^8 to water; and their minds 
are set on some of the doings up the 
river in "the good old d.ays." 

And, verily, the renaissance ha.s 
begun.

The couple started their career 
at the War field in San Francisco 
two years ago and had a hard strug- 
gle keeping in the West Coast fold. 
The determination of Arch M

make good helped them. At the 
time of their start their Income was 
said to have been around $200 per 
week and has mounted to $1,000 per 
week, which they received at the 
conclusion of their old contract.

good Scotch 1* a drop from $56 at 
Sept. 1. 

Rye remains the same aa to 
quality, no guarantee and no guar- 
antee should be accepted. Even the 
bootlegger doesn't know what he is 
selling when offering rye. Its $110 
quotation has remained fixed at that 
amount for months. 

Champagne at $85 a case is of the 
t>e8'. with the $60 a case quality 
very poor. The $60 champagne Is 
being used by many night clubs In 
New Tork. They charge from $20 
to $30 a bottle for it, although they 
could obtain the best brands as 
easily If willing to pay the market 
quotation of $85. 

Gin at $42 a case is (lulte reliable, 
but the phoney $15 gin is "poison." 

Phoney Brandy •Terrible" 
The $75 a case brandy Is "terrible" 
while the $110 brandy fcay be re- 
lied upon. Through brandy being 
held as a rule at a high price the 
"phoney" figure Is also tilted to be 
in accord and assure a semblance 
of quality. 

It's the reverse with absinthe. 
Good absinthe is $15 a bottle with 
no reduction on case lots, the price 
remaining $180 a case, seldom how- 
ever sold to Individual consumers 
by the case. The phoney absinthe 
seems to meet the demands of the 
absinthe drinkers and flnd.s a more 
ready sale at the phoney price of 
$3 a bottle. Where the drinker la 
not a fiend, absinthe as a general 
thing is employed to "pep" up other 
drinks. 

"Needles" Beer • 

Beer at $38 a l)arrel (120 bottles) 
is known as "needles," not pure as 
of pre- prohibition but about the 
best to be secured In the east. Th« 
etherized beer Is plentiful but held 
at the same figure and with dlffl- 
culty In detection as against the 
other, unless the drinker has bis 
pre-prohlbltion beer taste remaining 
with him. After effects are the best 
indicator of what kind of beer has 
been consumed: 

- Sparkling Burgundy at $96 Is 
genuine, but the $48 kind Is highly 
diluted. It has the taflte of car- 
bollzed charged claret and Is being 
freely used in side street table 
d'hote restaurants. 

Cordials and light wlnf^S ife'^ut 
seldom tampered with as the de- 
mand Is light, with but few dealers 
handling these liquors. 

Ale appears to be about the only 
alcoholic drink -free from misuse al- 
though ale satisfies according to Its 
strength. Canadian ale is preferred 
by New Yorkers. 

From stories about and through 
deliveries of liquor made of late In 
the Metropolitan district, those 
.aware of the source of the deliveries 
have reached a conclusion that 
.some pre-prohibitlon liquor stocks, 
held back for years through fear 
or expectancy of securing a very 
big figure, are now being released 
and disposed of at the current liquor 
market quotations.

V^ the Garrlck theatre, was bound 
orer to the grand Jury on a charge 
of permitting and encouraging an 
obscene and Indecent production. 

All members of the company and 
Manager Barger were arrested 
Thursday following the matinee 
performtcnce. They were hauled to 
police station In the patrol and 
were soon released on $300 bond 
each. The preliminary hearing be- 
gan Friday morning and continued 
almost two days. 

Newspaper l^vlews of the' show 
■aid It was one of the cleanest on 
the circuit and two of the critics 
took the stand for the defense. 

The arrest* were made on the 
complaint O'f C. W. fieltz, member 
of the Uplift league. He testified 
the shimmy dances by the girls re- 
sembled the "men only" and 
"hootchey-cootchey" dances he had 
seen in Chicago and other cities. 
A half dosen women upllfters, 
■prominent in local society, took the 
•tand along with Beltz In an effort 
to conTlct the troupers. 

Two of the women, Mrs. George 
Barnagel, president of the Parent- 
Teachers aasoclatlon, and irfrs. W. 
~ K. Norton, daughter of the chief 
of police, testified their moral 
standards had been lowered as a 
result of the show. 

The newspapers made light "of 
the whole affair and thoroughly 
"kidded" Belts who had testified he 
had felt a desire to kiss Chubby 
Drlsdale, singing Boubret, when she 
was appearing in one of her num- 
bers. 

Those in the know credit the raid 
to Chief Cavender, a strong uplift 
worker. Cavender tried to close 
the Garrlck theatre when it waa 
presenting burlesque last season 
bnt was unable to secure tangible 
evidence.

Dealy originally sued Our Hiirs, 
Inc., but the complaint was later 
altered, naming Gus Hill individual- 
ly, charging he had transferred all 
assets from the corporation so as to 
make Gus Hill's, Inc., Insolvent and 
finable to satisfy any Judgment. 

Hill is reputed worth over $500.- 
000.

The fact that Pittsburgh won the 
National League pennant won't 
mean a thing to thousands of Pltts- 
burghers. Days before the Pirates 
had the bunting tucked safely away, 
the management Issued feverish 
dally pleas through the sporting 
columns of local newspapers not to 
send In any more requests for seats, 
that the demand had then already 
far exceeded the supply of paste- 
boards. But that's only half the 
story- 

The series this year absolutely 
froze out the small fry. the little 
fellows who patronised the team 
regularly throughout the season, win 
or lose. When the announcement 
was made single tickets could not 
be purchased, but that pasteboards 
had to be bought for three games, 
representing an expendltfcfe of 
$16.50. at the rate of $5.60^each for 
reserved seats, these little fellows, 
steady customers durli^g the season, 
let out an awful yell. It left them 
In the cold- They growled and are 
growling a-plenty. 

Various theories and reasons are 
put forth by the management, but 
they don't carry much weight In 
convincing the fellow who stood by 
all season. These patrons naturally 
and rightfully believed they had 
something coming to them when the 
pie was cut. but instead they will 
have to resort to score boards or 
the radio. And if Mr. Barney Drey- 
fuss thinks that none of the duckets 
will fall Into the hands of specs, he's 
wrong. Only last week, before the 
pennant waa yet a mathematical 
certainty, single tickets were quoted 
at 120 each. 

Last week city ofllciala, maybe 
was an eye to getting votes, took 
a hand in the situation. A confer- 
ence between members of city coun- 
cil and offlcials of the baseball club 
t'>rminated In the announcement that 
the lawmakers have granted permis- 
sion for the erection of temporary 
seats in left field for the series. The 
.seats extend over the wall and onto 
22 feet of city property. Theae new 
bleachers will enable the capacity to 
reach 42.000. 

With the announcement Mr. Drey- 
fuss explained the temporary seats 
are to be erected for the benefit of 
the fans who are unable to pay for 
the higher price seats, the scale be- 
ing 11.10. However, that didn't ap- 
pease the anger of the supporters 
who have visions of standing in 
line for hours to jam into the outer 
bleachers. 

Hotel accommodations are already 
at a premium and appeals have gone 
forth for private citizens to "t.ike In 
boarders" over the occasion.

After the copyright matter on the "Belle" was ruled upon, Lederer was 
able to beat the English provisions. When a show was produced here. 

A three-sheet carried the pi^ce 
of tickets at five pounds, high enough to keep anyone from buying them. 
Two tickets, how.'ver, would be purchased by a mutual friend and a 
group of players would read the play from script in a hall or theatre. 
In that way the copyright law was technically complied with and the 
property protected from piracy In Engl 'nd.

Persons concerned with two recent 
Quick flops on Broadway have filed 
libel actions against New York 
newspapers. The sponsors of 
"Love's Call," which lasted two 
weeks at the 39th Street, are seeking 
$10,000 each from the daiUea on the 
grounds that an incorrect story of 
a postponed performance had killed 
tl^e show's chances for success. 

Isabel Merson, an English actress 
(who was in "The Little Poor Man" 
which played a« briefly), is suing 
several papers on the grounds that 
the criticisms had injured her stand- 
ing. She claims one reviewer in- 
ferred she was an amateur. 

A regular news service sent put the 
story anent "Love'a Call," though 
the service is not reported having 
also been sued. The yarn was to 
the effect . that an attachment by 
the costumer on the second or 
third night caused the perform- 
ance to be cancelled that evening. 
The facts were that the "plaster" pro- 
ceedings delayed the performance 
an hour.

The actions were 
started prior to the show's closing 
and may have been filed for pub- 
licity purposes, though none of the 
dallies carried the story and the 
show expired Saturday.

an attorney and secretary of tha 
Incorporated "A Night Out," ar-i 
rived at a settlement with the 
Sngllsb players brought over fox* 
tho American presentation. Tha 
eritish artists held contracts guar«

A peculiar situation arose as 11— 
gards Luclan Musslere, one of tha 
principals who had been playing in 
Brussela In consideration of re- 
leasing him from the contract there, 
he agreed not to appear In any 
other country except America for 
one year. 

He is said to have been engaged 
for "Naughty Cinderella" and it ia 
understood however, most of the 
company has been engaged by the 
Shuberts for a revue due on the 
Century roof. Others who accepted 
settlement were Fred Lord, Toots 
Pounds, Ralph Roberts, E. Ward 
Scott, Gordon Rennie, Philip Sim- 
mons and Norman Griffin.

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THE TRAGEDY OF A TRY-OUT 

By J. C. NUGENT 



The world being what It la, to quote Michael Selwyn— or la It Angelo 
h-pardon, Arlen — the world being what it Is. also the Tlnxes, not to 
apeak of the Sun, Qlobe. Herald, American and the rest of the boya 
we find on this morning of September 25 "Human Nature," a play by 
J. C. Nilgent and Elliot Nugent, produced at the Liberty theatre last 
night, by Qene Buck, has received what only optimism can describe as 
"mixed notices." 

I am using this column principally to give to my understanding 
f^ariety" followers the low down on stage experiences at first hand. 

Perhaps. Oscar Wilde's "Ballad of Redding Gaol" had more authen- 
ttoty because of the baatlle experience which Immediately preceded it. 

4.ife ■ Charming Comedy 
So it may give a bit of human color to the recital of this tragedy of 
a try-out to mention that the Nugent domestic circle haa always been 
a varadlse of klddftift, prognostications, impromptu rehearsals of corn- 
lag events and a general treatment of life, and that world which Mr. 
Arlen admits is what it is, from the standpoint of a basic belief that 
at Its best, said life la Just a charming comedy. 

In yesterday's family rehearsal at dinner time following the all-day 
rehearsal of "Human Nature" at the Liberty, we followed our custom 
and made notes of what each thought would appear in this morning's 
criticisms of the play. 

I'auHlng a minute this forenoon from a post-opening reflection, one 
wishes to say that the notice.s are much better than we either expected 
Of deserved. 

The "Low* Down" 
And the "low-down" is that after three weeka of rehearsals, mostly 
in small rooms, during which I constantly tried to get a director to 
take the work off my hands to give me time to reh^Srse the part and 
get ready for the inevitable rewriting which follows the try-out, we 
opened prematurely at Washington, a week ago laat Monday. Despite 
m, few accidents in the opening performance, wore sufficiently well 
received to find that we had been booked to open Immediately In New 
York at the Liberty, without even a day for the rewriting, which, under 
pressure of the phsycology of an audience, became to me at once evident. 
My rebellion, my battle to get first two weeks and Anally lour days 
between our try-out and the New York opening, my insistence on another 
actor to take over the part and another director to finish up the produc- 
tion and the opening last night, to produce an altered script with com- 
plete parts, new rehearsals, two changes In the cast, and the duty of 
etiU playing a part and directing the rehearsals for the balance of the 
week, are- incidents common to so many hurried productions that they 
need only be mentioned Incidentally. The marvel of It is that a heroic 
cast, who rehearsed until a half an hour before the curtain went up, 
after several days with a mlnimtim of sleep and hardly time for a 
onatched sandwich, could hav«* gotten through the play at all. 

Added to this, to have the curtain go up on a musical comedy size 
Auditorium, and speak into that auditorium for the first time with the 
curtain up, may explain why nothing much was heard b/ most of the 
house. 

To explain that both Elliot and I begged for a postponement of the 
opening, for another try-out and another theatre is also confessing that 
we ultimately made the mistake which finds always the same result in 
hurried and half-baked productions. 

But this does not at all change the fact, that the notices are very 
fair, and that out of it the following good ipolnta have come, which 
should be solace for everybody. 

Shrewd Guesses 
First and mos^ important to me. Is that Oene Buck gave us a magnifi- 
cent production, scenlcally, and has proven himself a prospective pro- 
ducer of high Ideals as to the class of plays he would like to sponsor, 
even if that class is but faintly indicated by an immaturely developed 
Idea of the vintage of the date of Ita birth, which, as shrewdly guessed. 
la some fifteen years ago, and as shrewdly guessed, and born of the loneli- 
ness of a co!Wt-trlp. with Its lonesome hotel rooms and many profound 
books. 

Secondly, it brought Brandon Tynan back to the legitimate stage where 
he ri^^htly and 'Injportantly belongs. I have met few finer minds in 
the profession and 'from none have received such concrete and construc- 
tive suggestions. 

Next, it discovered Mary Duncan, who under the guidance of Frederick 
Stanhope and other good directors la on her way toward worthy things. 
When a girl so weak from phyclcal exhaustion — she could hardly keep 
her eyes open — could get through last night's battle as she did, those 
who found any fault with her can afford to wait awhile before venturing 
ultimate judgment. 

For each one of the rest of the cast, I can say exactly as much. 
Although with veterans like Fritz Williams, Frank Conroy and John 
Marsten it is not needed. When I slip it to you that Marsten and Tynan 
only had the parts for three days before facing the New York guns, I 
am telling everybody something, which In such cases should, perhaps, 
be kept in mind In judging every metropolitan production. 
, No Alibi 

For the play wo have no alibi and neither want nor need any. There 
la a small audience for that sort of play at its best, both Qene Buck 
»nd myself knew that perfectly well and we're quite willing' to abide 
by It. Circumstances forced the Issue prematurely. 

For myself I am glad that the play waa produced aa It was. Under 
the most favorable clrcumstancea an attempt at a play of the flrat 
order by a new producer and by authora associated with comedy serves 
Its purpose when it indicates that producer's ideals. I am not ashamed 
Of having made an attempt at a play of the first order nor is he. Even 
though we knew it must die aborning, and If such be so why not get 
through with it? 

Those are things which people who attempt to write and produce 
fcust expect. More than that they are experiences which they must 
learn to smile at and hurry on. I'm sorry the actors hadn't a better 
Chance to get easy. I'm sorry Oene Buck didn't get a better break for 
hia production and that Joseph Urban'a masterly work was wasted. 
Sut my kidding stops when 1 stafTIHo kid myself. The play would have 
been no different with any amount of time. The iplay wasn't there. 

As for Elliot, his connection with this play — snatched from hia work 
In "The Poor Nut" and swimming out at the beach Waa merely to 
pause long enough to cut a few pagea of It and do some work on our 
»ext comedy. (It's really a pity that boy swims flo much). 

Ruth — ^or Encouragement 
Our family, bless you, is miles ahead of the usual regrets over things 
Which must always blaze the way, which reminds me that Ruth, yea. 
*he of "The Family Upstairs" at the Oalety. squeezed my hand this 
taornlng after reading one of the notices, saying: Don't worry, dad, 
Jfou need all your well known stamina for your coming 'flops'." 
So that's that

ADA LEWIS IS 

BURe IN CALVARY 



In a simple, little country church 
and, later, on the green lawns of 
Calvary Cemetery, Broadway eaid 
its last goodbye Saturday to Ada 
Lewis, "The tough girl who wasn't 
tough." That final tribute of tear- 
dimmed eyea would have seemed in- 
congruous to Ada Lewis herself, for 
never before had ahe failed to leave 
her audience with a laugh. But for 
once there was no laughter In the 
hearts or on the facea of the stage 
stars who filed by the open grave to 
drop a white flower upon their be- 
loved comedienne. 

The funeral services were held in 
St. Gerard's Roman Catholic Churcli, 
at Hollis. L. I., where Miss Lewis 
had made her home for a number of 
years, and consisted of a high requi- 
em mass. The mass waa celebrated 
by Farther James J. Kennedy, as- 
sisted by two priests attached to 
the parish. At the church were 
many of those with whom Miss 
Lewis had worked, played and 
laughed since the days when she 
became famous as the original 
"tough girl" with Harrigan and 
Hart. Among the mourners were 
May Irwin, Blanche Bates, Clara 
Walsh, Mrs. Oscar Shaw, Mra. Elr- 
nest Truex, Mrs. Bob North, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Erwln, Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Hazzard. Mra. Claire and Mr. and 
Mrs. William RusselL 

Flowers were banked high about 
the grave as the prleat intoned the 
final blessing. They had oome from 
George Arlisa, Emma Pollock (who 
played with Mias Lewla in her flrat 
Harrigan and Hart season), Mr. and 
Mrs. Jerome Kern, Mrs. Julius S. 
Walsh, Twelfth Night Club. May 
Irwin, Hattle Williams. Mr. and 
Mrs. Siclney Toler, Catholic Actors' 
Guild, Roland Burke Hennessy, 
Neva Aymar, Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Hazzard, Ernest Truex. Nora Bayes, 
Blanche Bates, Hollia Women'a Club, 
Mr. and Mrs. Oacar Shaw, and Mrs. 
William Erwln. 

The passing of Ada Lewia was 
attended by extensive newspaper 
comment on the great loss to the 
world and to the stage. Though 
she had never been starred at any 
time in her career of over three dec- 
ades, the newspapers carried front 
page stories concerning her sick- 
ness and death, and great editorial 
writers, such as Arthur Brisbane, 
mourned her going as a blow to the 
cau.se of human happiness and 
laughter. 

Perhaps only the deaths of na- 
tional political characters have been 
more widely noted. All of It waa 
in recognition of the fact that Ada 
Lewis, quiet, refined and conserva- 
tive in her private life, had created 
unique characters In her stage work, 
as "the tough girl," and as a "Mrs. 
Malaprop." 

The comedienne died Thursday 
morning at her Hollis home, where 
she had lived with her sister and the 
five children of her deceased brother, 
all of whom she had adopted and 
raised. She waa burled in Calvary 
Cemetery, Brooklyn, by the side of 
John Parr, her husband, who died 
in 1901, a year after their marriage. 
Miss Lewis had never ceased to 
mourn hla death, and now, at laat, 
the mosjt famous widow of the -mti> 
»rc*»"W?tre«!<y atage la a widow no 
longer.

$8,908 Profit for St. 

Louis Municipal Opera 

^ St. Louis. Sept. 29. 

Vhe Municipal Opera season of 
1925 made a profit of $8,908. 

The season Just closed was the 
seventh sponsored by the Municipal 
Theatre Asosciation at the Munici- 
pal theatre in Forest park. The 
opera series began May 25 and ended 
Aug. 17. Altogether 80 perform- 
ances were given and live scheduled 
performances were called off. 

The auditor's report for 1925 
shows gross expenditures of 1324,- 
183.22, or a weekly operating ex- 
pense of |27,01&. Total receipts for 
the year were $833,092.15, or a week- 
ly intake of $27,755. 

The principal «tem listed under the 
disbursements is $91,970.30 for cast. 
Other expenses were: Stage settings 
and salaries of stage (mpioyes, $87.- 
575.76; costumes, ^13,795.41; travel- 
ing expenses, $3,608.88; chorus 
training school, ^7,892 32; musicians' 
salaries and royalties on operas, 
$48,554.72; salaries of ushers, etc., 
$48,554.72; improvements and re- 
pairs, $8,991.18; publicity, $17,201.84; 
miscellaneous, $1,094.03; admirlstra- 
tion expenses (for 12-month period), 
$34,923.11. 

Of the 12 operas presented only 
four were produced at a loss. These 
were "A Night in Venice," "Ruddl- 
gore." "Dolly Varden" and "Caval- 
leria Rusticana" and "Pinafore," as 
a double bill. The losses of the four 
operas were $4,201.83. , $1,765.06, 
$2,563.31 and $29.18, respectively.

Following the policy of asking the dramatic editors and crtifcs of 
the country for a brief biographical history of themselves In order to 
make this series of photographs and histories complete.

It is this one: 'Are 
you the Optimist and do you write the dramatic criticslms of the plays?' 

"So. Variety's request, which really Is nothing le.is than a camouflaged 
command, gives unusual opportunity to register the correct an.swer to 
these questions. Should this be printed it should make It authoritative 
enough, but to make doubly sure, the following: 

" 'Frederick W. McQuigg. Ohicagir, born, white, married and of sane 
mind does solemnly aver that: 

"'First, The Evening American is really an evening nftwspaper as 
the name indicates. 

" 'Second, That under the authority of W. A. Curley, editor of the

In another week this piece 
goes out of the Princess, to be fol- 
lowed by "Desire Urder the Elms." 
Outside of last yeai^ local presen- 
tation of "Th^Ulvals" no attraction 
has received the consecutive men- 
tion In the flrst-line eritic columns 
such as "Candida" has drawn. But 
it has all gone to waste as far as 
enthusing box-offlce sales. 

'The Fall Guy" was picked to land 
at the -Adelphl. It hasn't. The busi- 
ness thus far may b'e considered 
high-class disappointment. It's go-

All to the tune 
of an approximate salary list of 
around »20,000. For that much 
"dough" the show shouldn't miss, 
and it doesn't. 

How long "Sunny" will have to 
stay in the New Amsterdam before 
Mr. Dillingham can get some sleep 
Is a matter of figuring a house 
capacity of 1,800 at % price scale of 
96 top at nights with %3 matinees, 
royalties, the split between the 
show and the house, back stage 
and theatre etaff salaries. It doesn't 
■eem possible that the production 
will be able to "break" this season 
as Us possible average pace of $40.- 
000 for 35 weeks, any more than 
that salary list of around $20,000 
Is believable. The house can do be- 
tween $43,000 and $44,000 on the 
week. Wlrtch simply means that 
the show must carry over Into 
the next soasun to commence pay- 
' Ing ' on the investment. 

"Sunny," while the most costly 
musical production Broadway has 
seen isn't the flash some of the pre- 
vious major revues have been. 
The main bid here, of course, is in 
the cast names. Marilyn Miller's 
name over that of ihe show above 
the marquee and those of Jac'K 
Donuhue, Joe Cawthorn, Cliff Ed- 
wards, Clifton Webb and Mary Hay 
on a peparate electric sign con- 
summates con.siderable inducement 
for any theatre bargain shopper 
roaming Times Square around Mc- 
Bride's. And for $3.30 this presen- 
tation Is a great buy. At $5.60 i: 
loses the bar(;ain angle but is cork 
Ing entertainment value and will 
make many a $20 ^111 look foolish 
at the agencies.

Those 
are Marilyn Miller and Jack Don- 
ahue. Reported to have lamented 
his predicament before entering 
Kew York, Donahue is giving th<» 
best performance of his career ani 
proh.ibly has an edge over his com- 
patriots as regards the winning of 
approval. Studded with qulos that 
continually draw laughs, Donahue, 
' with his stuttering delivery, breezes 
through his dialog and what is left 
he completely mops up through hl^ 
eccentric dancing. And he's cuttlnj? 
loose in this piece with what might 
well be termed a symphony in taps. 
Miss Miller's charm bus long 
ulnce become a byword. Her danc- 
ing and appearance remain the per- 
sonification of youth, while her 
voice tias greatly Improvedv^M,'!.)- 
cally Mi.*8 Miller was much stronKP' 
In her one brief melody In "ivter 
Pan" last season than In "Saljy." 
Now, the advancement is 8u<h ;ir 
to make it hardly seem the sam'> 
girl who was In the ZieKfeld mu- 
sical.

Reported to have been in terrible 
shape when playing Philadelphia, 
where It "broke in," the perfoi-mance 
Is curc^ntly running smoothly 
enough without threatening Eugene 
O'Neills rep as a theatric story 
teller. It tells of an English circus 
bareback rider (Miss Miller) who 
runs away from the tont show to 
become a stowaway so that she may 
follow her boy friend (Mr. Frawley) 
to America. I 

The story is told in two acts and 
12 scenes, six in filll stage. A wed- 
ding on board' ship and a hunting 
ball finale supply the spectacle al- 
though a poppy field episode evokes 
applause. 

The circus motive Is the basis for 
the Just contention that Miss Mil- 
ler's entrance is the greatest of its 
kind ever devised for a musical com- 
edy star. A parade, including a lim- 
ited number of sideshow freaks 
takes place before the entire cast, 
in the wake of which arrives 
Miss Miller on the back of a white 
horse. Other thar that she Is given 
the opportunity to wear a wedding 
gown and a riding habit, the other 
surefire costume bits. 

The balance of the cast is made up 
of 34 girls, eight exponents of the 
Tiller schools (billed as the Eight 
Marilyn Miller Cocktails) and 22 
chorus boys Who possess as fine a 
front as Now York has witnessed. 
The dressing of the chorus Is, of 
course, sumptuous and practically 
all the full stage scenes register un- 
der a "alKbi||.Plasslflcatlon. 

Neither Mr. Bennett nor Mr. 
Mitchell has supplied superlative 
effects In the numbers although the 
dances are adequate. Ha- ard 
Short's lonreptlon of lighting the 
chorus from (he wings Is as notice- 
able as anything else In this resi>eet. 
It Is understood Fred Astalre (Fred 
and Allele Astalne) arranged Miss 
Miller's dances. 

During Intermissliin the Oeorge 
Olsen orchestra of nine pieces is 
before tho drapes to request (ho 
calling of any three notes by the 
auilience around which they will 
conslruct a melody. Otherwise (he 
band is used in the circus p«irado, 
on board ship and In (he finale. 
Kern's music for "Runny" is not up 
to many of hlw former roiunositlons, 
having "Who? " find "Do You Jjo\e 
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thfc lead. Is dramatic, staccato, and 
once (at the set^ond act curtain) tre- 
mendous. Elizabeth Allen Is a joy 
of sugar and 'lasses, and Leila Ben- 
nett us a mountain dumb-bell in 
love does what the critics think Uuth 
(Jordon does well better, and with 
far less opportunities. 

Every indication of a prosperous 
future for "A Holy Terror"— njaybe 
even another sensational Golden 
nereniilul. liait.

The first John Golden preihlere of 
the season is always as distinctive 
(iS the first Belasco opening. Noth- 
ing like it, but just as recurrently 
pulsating. 

This one brought forth all the 
Great Neck picture-stage society, all 
the lay-off Lambs, all the Astor 
lunchers, and that thing which the. 
Qame of Golden still holds In a gen- 
tle stranglehold — a full upstairs. 

And if ever there was an upstairs 
play sent In It was "A Holy Terror." 
Up to date in some particulars it 
might, with one or two lines 
changed, have been a production of 
1905, and a rattling good one. The 
3.-ime might have been said of 
"Llghtnln'," so don't get the wrong 
idea. 

This comedy-melodrafna is writ- 
ten around the notorious borderline 
Hatfleld-McCoy feud. It Is a native 
"costume" play. In tbM It deals en- 
tirely with the Piny Kidge charac- 
ters of the West^Virginla and Caro- 
lina type of hill-billies. The action 
gravitates about a miner's strike 
and the invasion of the dirty scab 
private detectives to run the honest, 
hard-drinking, gun-toting good folks 
out of their shacks. 

Dirk Yancey, a corn-liquor swill- 
ing, handsome holy terror, who has 
left town because the girl he loved 
gave him up in despair over his wild 
ways, returns, probably to murder 
the respectable mayor of the town 
she married. The mayor ttfkea the 
play away frbm blm by drafting him 
to be chief of police. Then hell 
breaks loose. The suddenly retrieved 
bad baby knocks off half a dozen of 
the inyadcrs, runs the industrial 
Hessians out of"^he cminty. But 
the naayor is killed. The hero is 
accused of having killed him to get 
the girl and the mayor's money and 
property. 

The militia has be^n called In to 
restore order against the order that 
the two-handed killer has instituted. 
He is frame(f and it looks black for 
him. There Is a court-martial; he 
is vindicated; he Is about to grab 
the widow, who still has some mis- 
givings when he interrupts to pull 
again — one last shooting — and he 
gets the villain. 

After that, the happy ending. 
The first act Is a humdinglng loo- 
loo. A siiper-sophistlcatcd Broad- 
way crowd went out gasping at the 
simple, crude, powerful suspense 
and tension. The next two acts are 
mostly talk, but the plot survives. 
Whenever it see/ns to sag there Is 
comedy, and much of it is solid 
character comedy, very little being 
"relief" hokum. 

If there Is still an audience for 
old-style, quick-shooting and hard- 
hitting character melodrama with 
broad, captivating comedy, "A Holy 
Terror" Is good for a long life and 
a happy one. Indications at the 
opening were that New York had 
accepted it. If It has, this Is one of 
those long-Mved babies. < 

Golden seems to foresee them. Al- 
most any other Broadway producer 
would have eased the author Into 
the alley after reading the opening 
scene business. 

Wlnchell Smith, co-author (as 
usual in Golden plays), did the di- 
recting, also usual In Ciol(}en..4>J^y8. 
Winch did a sweet job on this ijh*, 
down to the closest details and al- 
ways In the broader spirit of the 
adventure. 

His co-author is George Abbott, 
featured player and actor of the 
holy terror himself. Abbott is one 
of the writers of "The Fall (!uy," 
has done good things In several 
Times square successes, and is best 
remembered, perhaps, for his joyous 
cowboy in "Zander the Great." A 
long, lean, handsome party, he cer- 
tainly wrote himself a long, fat. 
handsome part this time. And he 
knows what he can do, too, which is 
more than many an author-actor 
does, for he plays his own stuff aa 
few could, and writes his own stuff 
as few could for him. 
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,Me?" the most likely hit c.indidates 
with (ho former the favorite.

Crosby Gaige, former producer- 
partner with the Selwyns, who went 
on his own last season with the dra- 
matic winfier "Silence," switched to 
comedy last week, when he offered 
"The Butter and Egg Man" at the 
Longacres. The 'author, George S. 
Kaufman, dramatic editor of the 
New York "Times," is also on his 
own as a playwright, heretofore 
having collaborated In the writing of 
several Broadway successes. His 
latest effort Impressed as being a 
play lor first-nighters, though sub- 
sequent audiences appeared apt to 
"get" the vernacular of theatrical 
Broad wity. 

Being a play about show business, 
this new piece Is stippled with the 
argot of show people, and It is this 
strain which supplies the humor of 
"The B^jtter and Egg Man." Kauf- 
man, too, has a keen sense of satire, 
and although the Idea for the plot 
came to him while one of his pre- 
vious shows wtis rehearsing (and the 
then new producer had to scurry for 
a fresh bankroll), the story hi pur- 
posely made much broader than the 
actual Incidents. 

The opening scene finds Joseph 
Lehman, a vaudeville agent, bewail- 
ing his luck because there is no 
money to proceed with reheari^als. 
It's his first production venture. 
There Is a yes-man who llgures out 
where to grab an "angel." The agent 
in real life is an agent for legiti- 
mate prodtiction. 

The "angel" Is a small-town youth. 
He has been bequeathed $22,400, and 
is ambitious to raise $50,000 to take 
over a hotel In Chlllocothe, O. 80 
he Is "the butter -and-egg man" 
from the west, and buys 49 per cent 
of the show for $20,000. There Is a 
session in a Syracuse hotol room 
after the opening performance when 
the play is regarded a bust, and it's 
an "Inside" scene that pertains to 
many a fiop opening. Peter Jones, . 
the angel, buys out his partners 
after an argument. When the piece 
opens on Broadway it, turns out to 
be a hit. At that juncture a claim 
Is made on behalf of the original 
author, so the sucker from the west 
resells the show to the wise buys 
for $100,000. 

Recognition of several characters 
In real life was easy to professionals 
out front. The author borrowed A. 
H. Woods' favorite expression, 
"Hello, sweetheart." It is used fre- 
quently and finally to real laughing 
purposes, first by hard-boiled Leh- 
man and later by the kid who stum- 
bles Into a good thing. 

Kaufman pokes fun at several 
young producers, for when his "Peter 
Jones" finds he has a hit on his 
hands, the kid immediately wants to 
form an international producing 
company and do the show abroad; 
also that someone has offered to 
build him a theatre to be called the 
Peter Jones and he will there pro- 
duce the "Peter JoneA Follies." 

The comedy Is almost entirely In 
the capable hands of Lucille Web- 
ster, an ex-vaudeville club swinger, 
the wife of the agent-manager, 
played by Middlemas. The bits be- 
tween them provided most of the 
laughter. Miss Webster is the wife 
of James Gleaspn, a^ctpr- author, who 
directed, the show.' ' ' 

Gregory Kelly is featured anrf Is 
credited with making something of 
the plot, through his mild-mannered 
but effective style. It was figured 
the dialogue would supply the 
show's strength, but the story Kself 
appeared to count. Middlemas was 
good as the agent, though having 
too much to say. Sylvia Field plays 
an innocent little stenographer 
well, but none of the feminine roles 
can approach Miss Webster's. Ma- 
rlon Barney's choice as the lead Is 
rather a surprise. Elolse Stream 
makes a simll part stand out In the 
hotel room scene, which appears to 
carry two or three unneoe.ssary 
characters. 

"The i?utt?V and Egg Man" Is 
moderate as Reproduction outlay 
but came In wf^^a heavy "nut" as 
the result of bad f usiness spots out 
of town. If (ho /average playgoer 
can absorb enough of the humorous 
show lingo spre.-iJ through the play, 
Galge will come^oul on top. He has 
an excellent ti'le for the hoxoffjce. 
so far as Broadway Is concerned, a 
factor that should figure In a prof- 
llablc engagement. Thee.

A permanent produclng-writlng 
mitslcal combination appeara to 
have been settled up<»h when Lyle 
D. Andrews, Harlan Thompson and 
Harry Archer put together "My 
Girl" for the Andrews' VanderWlt 
Theatre success of last season. It 
Is now succeeded by "Merry Merry" 
by the same group, ant^nother suc- 
cess, a better, more musical and of 
stronger appeal In entertainment 
than the "My Girl" musical hit. 

Messrs. Thompson and Archer as 
team writers have given themselvea 
a world's record with "Merry, Mer- ^ 
ry." It. Is so much Inside trade siufT, 
however. It can not be capitalized 
for publicity. This is their third 
successive musical success of one 
set only. That never before has 
been accomplished by a single team 
of writers with musial productions. 
A legend \n theatricals ia that the 
same writers can not follow a one- 
set success with another. It is 
doubtful if ever before even a sec- 
ond single set hit was made by the 
same writers. 

Messrs. Thompson aif8 Archer 
wrote "Little Jesse James," pro- 
duced by L. Lawrence Weber at the 
Longacre;; "My Girl" last season . 
and "Merry, Merry," of now, for Mr. 
Andrews at the Vanderbllt, each of 
a single set. (A single set show has 
but one full stage setting through- 
out the entire performance.) P. 
Dodd Ackerman built' the sightly 
drawing room. 

To top this unprecedented achieve- 
ment, for It Is that, Mr. Archer 
has furnished his most brilliant 
score, far excelling the music of the 
other two. There is a brilliancy to 
the Archer • music here somewhat 
helped by the dandy Harry Archer , 
Orchestra in the pit, with Ernest - 
Cuttijig conducting, but not fully 
brought out through the absence of • 
class sinking voices In the' cast. 
However, tbo music ca'nnot be mis- 
taken. As evidence there are four 
possible musical aelling hits, with 
at least three sure fires. These, in ■ 
order of tunefulness, are "My Own." 
"It Must be Love" (theme song), 
and "I Was Blue," the latter a jaza , 
with a Negro spiritual strain for 
the chorus, a new and novel shift of 
melody for this type song. 

"Merry Merry" was a hit before 
It had be?n running for 30 minutes 
the opening night. Immediately 
after Marie Saxon did her first 
single dance, the show was "In." 
Previously an extremely lively 
number with some of the principals 
and choristers, called "What A 
Life," had stormed the house, not 
alone by the work of the girls but 
through its clever lyrics written by ■ 
Mr. Thompson. . 

From then on and through the] 
first act, "Merry Merry" raced 
along, a certain winner and the 
only one In Its class at present in 
New York; of the small, intimate, 
clean, bright and wholly amusing 
musical comedy. Built for the Van- 
derbllt, the piece perfectly ft|s. 

This show throws Miss Saxon 
boldly into relief. She is about the 
cen:re of everything. Last season 
In "My Girl" Marie was looked upon 
as a dancer-plus, but of slim op- 
portunity otherwise. ~ In "Merry 
Merry" she covers a wide range, 
still the dancer and trebly plu". 
but standing out as an Ingenue of 
dramatic ability, and a singer with 
unlooked-for control of her some- 
what thin but pleasing voice. It li 
that control, obtained through study 
while working last season, that en- 
abled Marie to handle the theme 
song, 'It Must Be Love," with Harry 
Puck opposite. At one time Miss 
Saxon Is left to hold the stage by 
herself while singing it. 

In story it's a conventional theme 
of a chorus girl coming to New 
York for a caie«r. DovoialllnK into 
the sweet end Is the gold digging 
chorister as w<'ll. Mr. Thompson 
deftly cared for that poriioii, 
making it prominent for the t)lt>'> 
albeit keeping aloof from any sup- 
gestive taint. That was quite n 
writing trick. For this show als-o 
a^ipeals through lis whole.somenes^ 
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a mark of the Thompson -Archer 

twnin. 

yaacha Beaumont 0.9 the "gold 
jjlgglng" chorister who stands in to 
frame a married "Jphn," naturall? 
vra-s in the repelling role for sym- 
pathy, h\jt notwithstanding, this 
beauteous red head gave a grade 
A performance. On 1ooI<h and ap- 
pearance, Miss Beaumont Is too 
striking a personality to remain 
within a quiet shu^w; she's for the 
Ziegfeld or UilllnKham massive mu- 
sicals, where Suscha, If ever there, 
will make many of the Z. or D. 
lookers run to the heatity parlors 
for first aid. 

A most legltlmai* playing per- 
formance for thoroughness and un- 
derstanding was th»t by Perquetu 
Courtney as Mrs. Penwell, wife ot 
the chaser. She had a double edKea 
role and aptly cared for both ends. 
jjucila M^dez, graduated from the 
chorus of last season, hud the han- 
dicap of her first night as a prin- 
cipal bui carried on nice'ly despite 
that. 

Virginia Smith Is the comedienne 
smoDK the women, and most likely. 
Miss Smith exhibited a sen.se of 
creation In htfr vontriloqulal bit 
with William Fra\Vley. That "ven- 
triloquist" business has been over- 
worked so much that i: is tiresomo 
as a rule but Miss Smith has mnd; 
it all new, through her business of 
simulating a wooden dummy by 
raising her head and neck from 
their crouched position to turn and 
look at Mr. Frawley on the cross 
fire gags. It was a nice bit of 
original work overlooked altogether 
by the hundreds of others who have 
done the same thing before her. 

In the rush of late by soige fam- 
illes to -Broadway, the Krawleys 
have come. Paul is with "Sunny" 
and Bill with "Merry Merry." Mow- 
that "Merry" Is here to stay. Bill 
Will eat, up his part, and is doing 
that now when left alone, such 
as in the small time actor's hit 
witli Miss Smith. Mr. Krawley Is 
a fast, glib talker and ad libber 
who can rewrite his entire role if 
given tlie chance. Bill Frawley is 
right where he belongs — on Broad- 
way, for among light comodlar;^, 
he'.s a natural. 

The number staging brough: 
comment from the wise birds. It 
was attended to by Harry Puck, 
and .as his flrst try. And as his 
first try, Mr. Puck outdid anything 
that had been expected. His num- 
bers for ;he girls are tine, while he 
hats a. hit number himself, lead- 
ing "1 Was Blue," that went for 
- several encores, speeded up through 
the dancing evolutions by the ten 
good looking and agile choristers. 
The dancing chorus of this show 
and though but ten, keeps the show 
and ihemselves on their toe>«'When 
in ^ight. 

Robert O. Pitkin as the wander- 
ing hubby almost has a straight 
role. His straight helps Mr. Puck, 
who has considerable comedy to 
handle that he does quite well with, 
also songs. M. the opening of the 
second act, Mr. Puck comes forth 
from beneath the sofa, a position 
he was in for 20 minutes, with no 
"out." 

Another novelty is that at the 
finale of the last of the two asts. 
when the company in street dress 
as part of the* business, exits across 
a bare stage, ready to go home, 
saving the time of dressing after 
the curtain. Right then the only 
person in costume on the stage is 
Miss Saxon, who had just concluded 
a Pierrot dance, showing another 
style of stepping by this most re- 
markable of all dancers. The finale 
happens when Mr. Puck recognises 
her standing near a pilot light on 
the stage. 

It's a good enjoyable show, with 
a laugh and a tear here and there, 
music and dancing— and the lovely 
and lovable Marie Saxon. Sime.

The action takes place in the

about the mental condition of the 
daughter, Alice, who has been short 
tempered ever since the war. Alice 
liad^ driven an ambulance overseas 
A doctor Is Invited for the weekend 
by the mother who also asks a 
newspaperwoman as a guest. 

The doctttr quickly comes to the 
point and tells the girl she must 
be frank. She finally admits hav- 
ing h;id a love affair when In Franco 
but apparently not since. He tell.* 
her she Is sex starved and whe.i 
she inquires: "Do you advise a 
love affair for a cure now?" the 
doctor replies: "Why not'.'" 

It might be argued a woman ot 
Alice's station would have chosen 
an attractive mate. It seemed pre- 
posterous she shuuld select a hob.i 
instead. The 'bo hers of the play 
rin;;8 the front bell to ask for eats^ 
and Alice tags him. After feetlinK 
the brute and frisking him off t-i 
the village for a new front, she in- 
troduces the hobo to the family cir- 
cle as one of her buddies in France 
during the war. Of course he is 
a good looking 'bo, in fact he Is a 
high-brow bum. but_he^ is all hob" 
to hear him tell it, despite his 
liking for Xletsche. He does explali: 
the difference between a "hand-out" 
and a "si: -down," not particularly 
enlightening. 

While the others have gone to a 
dance, Alice captures her at first 
unwilling lover. He refuses when 
she says: "I nm going to have a 
love' affair wlh you,'- and refuses 
when sh^ offers marriage, but when 
their lips meet, h^s Is just a lustful 
man. All the hobo's braggadocio 
about keejiing away from women 
means nothing. His theory of wo- 
men is that they pursue ,men. In- 
stead of the old order of things, 
and since men permit it, it is 
"the^new gallantry." 

There is an expose on the room- 
ing, mother being upset and the 
newsp.iporwoman telephoning ,the 
"story" to New York. Alio* squares 
It all by exhibiting a French mar- 
riase license. She had really mar- 
ried a dying officer over there at 
his request but she claims the hus- 
band is Mr. Hobo, whose identify 
is known only to the doctor and a 
sort of glorified maid, one more In- 
telllpen: than her mistress. But 
In the words of a noted stage gam- 
bler the results of the chance first 
meeting belwee|» Alice and her 'bo — 
"it ain't natural." 

The play would be a monotonous 
affair without the presence of Max 
Montesole, Alice's nearly male 
friend. His chatter is froth, never 
falling Humorous stuff. His char- 
.acterization pf a chap with a dash 
of lavender Is one of the best the 
boards have had in seasons. He 
best describes himself by telling the 
maid: "You can talk to me as you 
would your own mother." 

Carroll McComas played Alice, to 
whom little sympathy was 'due. G. 
Pat Collins as the hobo was rightly 
rough, perhaps as sincere in his 
role as Oklahoma Red in "Outside 
Looking In," the drama of tramp 
life now atthe'VjHage. El.sle Mac- 
kay, as the newspaperwoman, about 
whom the effeminate person said: 
"She snoops to conquer," was made 
to violate the rules of hospitality by 
supposedly telephoning the Conivay 
scandal to her paper. Cyril Sco.t 
was the doctor who prescribed tho 
cure, then reneged. He is also an 
author, having declared In one book 
that all women upon reaching the 
age of 30 are obsessed with sex; 
also that we are all degenerates, 
technically at least. 

David Burton did as well as he 
could In directing "The New Gal- 
lantry," the theme of which is 
hardly fated to attract enough pay- 
ing patrons.

^^'hat makes this show so fine is 
that thesinging Is aces. One march In 
particiiAr, "Song of the Vagabonds," 
is of the best uncovered in years. 
Sung by Mr. King and the massed 
chorus, it ends with a rousing line, 
"To Hell with Burgundy." As they 
sing this the rabble have their 
hands waving and outstretched, and 
from the opening line, ."Born of toil 
and trouble," to the great finish, 
they advance steadily, fairly scream- 
ing at the top of their voices with 
King, a commanding figure, leading 
them time and again to a finale 
which sweeps the audience into a 
frenzy of applause. 

There are other song hits: "Love 
for Sale," "Only a Rose," and "A 
Flagon of Wine." The march song 
will probably be converted soon Into 
a fox trot and as such will gain 
popularity, for its tune and swing 
are truly great. ■* 

The settings are expensive and 
elaborate, the flrst being a tavern 
interior, while the second and third 
acts are in a palace garden. Tho 
fourth act opens before a gate of 
Paris to allow Herbert Corthell 
some good comedy moments, while 
the latter part of the third act has 
a gibbet set before the massive 
entrance to a cathedral. 

James Reynolds, who did the set-

Of the cast the same good things 
can be said.

The second Dillingham tryout of 
the season here was In far better 
shape at the opening than was the 
flrst, "Sunny," although It hasn't the 
potential material in cast, expendi- 
ture ot staging. 

The weak link In "Sunny" Is by 
far the strongest of "The City Chap" 
—that is, the bool^ And remember- 
ing the comedy Jack Barrymore 
played so long, it Is not hard to 
understand. As far as story Interest 
Is concerned there la an embarraas- 
ment of riches, the problem being 
how to eliminate enough to allow 
the songs and d.inces to be inter- 
polated. This task has been aecom- 
pllshed rather successfully, and after 
eight performances the curtain is 
falling at 11.05, which speaks well 
for the "fixers." 

There Is one point which the pro- 
ducers trt this musical comedy had 
to contend with, an obstacle which 
they could not entirely overcome, 
this being the setting and atmos- 
phere of the original story.

EDGAR ALLAN POE 

(Second Out-of-Tov»n Review) 
I'lttsburgh, Sept. 26. 

Extensively scissored and blue- 
pencilled two weeks ago in Wil- 
mington. Del., "Kdgar Allan Poe 
came to the Nixon this week cloaked 
in the garbs of perfection. It Is a 
praiseworthy production and Broad- 
way, In which direction it is now- 
headed, should take kindly to it. 

Since Its opening at Wilmington 
the epilog has been elimltinted and 
instead of running until 11:45, as 
reported from that city, the curtain 
descended at the imual hour. 

The play is a biography of the fa- 
mous writer's life. James Kirkwood 
and Llla Lee were called before the 
curtain many times. At the close 
of the second act the audience de- 
manded curtain talks. These, how- 
ever, were not forthcoming. 

The story of the life of Poe as 
brought to the stage is from the 
masterful pen of Catherine Chls- 
holm Gushing. Mr. Kirkwood makes 
an admirable Poe, strong, forceful 
and quite appealing. Of Miss Lee, 
it can be said that in the role of 
Virginia, Poe's wife, she does fine 
work. Despite Edgar Allan Poe"" 
is a biography, there l8n"t a thing 
draggy or boresome about It. In- 
stead, It Is replete with Interest, 
tense situations, moments of mirth 
and others that grip. 

Poe here Is placed in perhaps a 
little different light than the av- 
erage reader of today has come to 
look upon him. While it doesn't 
picture him as a saint by any means, 
yet it doesn't hqlA him up as the 
rum-Bdake4 genius like so many of 
the stories of his life have done. 

The stage story starts with his 
expulsion from college because he 
was said to have been seen taking 
a drink and the ultimate disown- 
ing of'him by his father. Lat,er he 
Is seen as the editor of a magazine. 
Because of hla fearless and merci- 
less criticism of the works of the 
poets of that day he "gets in wrong" 
with the owner and leaves. This 
portion Is highly Interesting and 
one of the high-lights. 

The scene shifts to Poe's home, 
where his youthful wife Is on her 
dying bed. It la here Miss Lee does 
her best, a revelation from her. TlM 
death scene was so well put over It 
moved a goodly portion of the audi- 
ence to tears. 

In the clo8i|ig act Mr. Kirkwood 
rises to his greatest heights. In an 
underworld dive in Baltimore he re- 
cites "The Raven" for the drunken 
crowd and bits from other of his 
works. It is excellent and won ^ilm 
a snug place In the hearts of Pitts- 
burgh drama lovers. . 

While the cast is lengthj^ there 
are only a few major speaking parts 
and these are well taken care of.

While around COO theatres may 
be pointed at as within the merged 
theatre holdings of Famous Play- 
ers -Lasky and Balaban and Kats, 
the total number of theatres oper- 
ated, controlled of affiliated with 
both or either more nearly approach 
bOO, If not more. 

Much of the holding Is not made 
public, while many deals for thea- 
tres are at present underway. 

Accepting tiUO houses as the basis 
of calculation, the F. P.-B. & K 
theatre department has about one- 
twenty-seventh of the total number 
of picture theatres in the country, 
with the whole number estimated at 
16,000. 

In total volume or tbe entire gross 
picture house business of the coun- 
try, however, the merged depart- 
ment's theatres will do over one- 
third annually. Of the 600 theatres 
there Is a very large majority of 
first runs with others also of the 
large capacity class in the biggest 
cities, averaging two or more to a 
city. 

A conservative estimate of the 
gross picture box office business 
yearly is one billion dollars. That 
Is believed to be much under the 
actual figures and the estimate of 
one-third of that business by the 
F. P.-B. & K. houses Is also thought 
to be well under the actuality. 

Among the remaining 15,400 pic- 
ture theatres are those of every 
place and type, with but compara- 
tively few able to rank alongside 
of the P. P.-B. ft K. houses. As 
nearly every hamlet even has Its 
"picture house," those as well as 
others In all of the grades down to 
the fifth and below that are comput- 
ed In the 16,000 total. 

The Southern Enterprises, one of 
the subsidiaries of Famous Players, 
controls and operates 223 houses. 
These are located in all of the south 
eastern states. 

In New England are three dis- 
tinct units. One known as the Bos- 
ton unit lias 12 houses; the Gray 
unit has 18 houses and the Gordon 
chains has 15 houses. 

In .a,d4itlO^Uiere are the three 
New forkfimfies. Rlalto, RIvoll and 
Criterion, with the new I'aramount 
building, the New York, which 
Loew's operates but In which Fa- 
mous has an Interest of 25 per cent 
of the profits; two In Boston. Fen- 
way and new Metropolitan, which Is 
to be oper.ated by Famous and In 
which the Keith interests are asso- 
ciated; three In Los Angeles, Mil- 
lion Dollcir, Rlalto and Metropoli- 
tan; Missouri, St. Louis. A house 
each In Uenver, Colorado Springs; 
Grccly, Puoblo, making a total of 
four in Colo.; Lyceum, Diiluth; St. 
i'Yancls nnd Imperial, San Francisco, 
.ind 31 houses In Canada, operated 
by Famous Players Canadian. Ltd. 

In the latter are not Included tlie 
ll.st of Tr.ans-Canada thfafre.-j which 
have been but lately taken ovfr. 

This brings the total of 315 the-

Briti.'«h Imports of picture films 
for the first ciKht months of 1925 
has doubled the Imports of the en- 
tire 12 months of 1924, says Alfred 
Nutting of the American Consulate 
in London. Total footage reached 
54.894.482 linear foot as against 27,- 
598,472 linear feet In 1914 and 21.- 
063. Si 5 linear feet In 1923. 

The Imports of positives totaled 
36,031,101 linear feet for the current 
year as compared with 8,961,679 
linear feet in 1924, and 10,020,170 
linear feet two yeass ago. 

The American ofiAclal reports that 
this large Increase was practically 
all recorded prior to July 1, 1925, 
when the McKenna duties of British 
imports of films were again made 
effective.

operate about SO houses In northern 
California. 

At the present time West Coast 
Theatres of Northern California 
have 22 houses, which Include the

Another studio at which expenses 
have been curtailed almost 50 per 
cent lb the Warner Bros. That con- 
cern >has already made 26 pictures 
for their 1925-26 crop, wMch is to 
be 40. They contemplate beginning 
on the 26-27 program, completing 
the 2f--6 program by making three 
pictures a month instead of five and 
at least one or two a month for the 
26 program, which will not be an- 
nounced until next May. 

There are only to be three more 
features made for the 25-26 produc- 
tion schedule which include "Nightie 
Night Nurse" with Sid Chaplin, and 
one more Ernest Lubltsch production 
besides "Lady Windemere's Fan." 
"The Sea Beast," which John Barry-, 
more was starred in, is thQ^ last on 
the 26-26 jJrografh and is said to 
have cost around $480,000. 

The next picture which Barrymore 
is to make, "Don Juan," will be on 
the 26-27 as well as a third picture. 

At the Famous Players-Lasky lot 
there has been a practical shut 
down during the past two weeks 
which took off the payroll the en- 
tire 4orce. It is said that the sav- 
ing- to Famous Players due to the 
lay-off was about $75,000 a week. 
Production Is again starting up with 
three companies going and four 
more scheduled. 

^ M-G's Reduced Force 

Metro-Goldwyn Is also running 
along of late at a reduced gait with 
the help about 60 per cent of the 
regular running force. 

Curtailment of production seems 
to have been general during the past 
few weeks at the various studios 
around Los Angeles with the rea- 
son being given by all that they 
have caufjht up with production. 

United Studios seem to be run- 
ning at fun blast, notwithstanding, 
with six companies working at 
present.

Asking for a complete separation 
of the producing an-d distributing 
factions from the Exhibiting angle, 
which separation will involve, it Is 
./ atated. in excess of one hundred 
'* millions of dollars In property, W. 
H. Fuller, Chief Counsel and Gay- 
lord R. Hawkins, Attorney, for the 
federal Trade Commission have 
niaA their brief in the Famous 
Xiayers-Laskey case. The fiiing ot 
tkis brief, la said to have come 
rather unexpectedly as It was gon- 
erallT accepted here that the case 
■ was to be reopened to Incorporate 
the recent activities of Famous 
Players-Lasky and those named 
' with them In the commission's com- 
plaint in the acquiring of theatres, 
alnce th6 closing of the tesUmony 
in the case in January ^st. 

The brief as flled^ by tbe tw* 
eounsels for the commfssion is In 
two sections and constitutes in all 
tM pages. Coupliag this with the 
Trial Examiner's "Report Upon the 
■ Facts,** T)repare(l by C. C. Alvord, 
there la created, what oeuld be 
termed, a complete history of the 
picture Industry and Ita develop- 
Rsent. 

When the Trial Examlner'a re- 
port is made public It^ls stated that 
these two documents, based upon 
testimony given by all branches of 
"the industry itself, will have, A hls- 
torloal value even In excess ot their 
y- legal phase as to its legal yalue, 
although Messrs. Fuller and Haw- 
kins declined to comment upon their 
brief, attorneys here who have gone 
•ver the document, however, pro- 
nounce it as presenting the com- 
mission's case in a conclusive 
manner. 

Conspiracy Changed 
Delving first Into the original 
Complaint as Issued by the com- 
mission on August 30, 1921, and the 
amended complaint, filed on Feb- 
ruary 14, 1923, it was charged that 
a conspiracy existed between the 
respondents Adolph Zukor, Jesse 
tt. Lasky and Famous" Players- 
L,a«ky Corporation with the re- 
■pondenta Jules Mastbaum, Alfred 
8. Black, Stephen A. Lynch and 
Slrnest V. Rlcliards, Jr., and Realart 
pictures Corporation. The Stanley 
Company of America, Stanley 
Booking Corporation, Black New 
England Theatres, Inc., Southern 
Enterprises, Inc., and Saenger 
'Amu.sement Company, to unduly 
hinder competition in the produc- 

, tlon, distributiori and exhibition ol 
motion picture films in Interstate 
nnd foreign commerce and to con- 

' trol, dominate, monopolize, or at- 
tempt to monopolize, the motion 
picture Industry. 

Opening, with the first tie up of 
Eukor and Lasky in 1916 with the 
■uhsequent combining of all angles 
of the industry through the ensuing 
yeArs the charges are set forth until 
the "progressive program" of Zukor, 
Lasky and the Famous Players- 
La^ky Corporation is reached. 
Under this "program" it is set forth 
that the three named "have built 
Up and exercise a dominating con- 
trol over the motion picture in- 
dustry that has a dangerous tend- 
ency to give them a complete mon- 
opoly therein." 

As to the methods used to biiilil 
m- wp this alleged moh'blXoly counffel for 
the commission sets forth the fol- 
lowing in reference to the acquir- 
*ng of theatres: 

Threatened to build- or lease 
theatres In competition with ex- 
hibitors who refused to sell or 
lease their hou.ses; 

Threatened' to rut off or interfere 
With the film service of the ex- 
hibitors who refused to .sell or le.'iso; 

Secretly offered hi^'her rental.s, 
•ffootlve upon expiration of leases 
held by exhibitors wh6 refu.sed to 
■ell or lease; 

Temporarily reduced the price of 
admisHlon charged In theatres re- 
spondents owned, bolow that 
charged by the opposing exhibitor 
Who refused to hcU or len.se. 

I'ike methods were used in the 
allified attempt to coerce and In- 
timidate exhlMtor.s to book and ex- 
hibit picture.s i)ro(liioed by the re- 
si)on.lonts. —

commls.sion ha.s no jurisdiction in 
the proceeding, the coun.sol for the 
conr.mUsion then delves Into the 
■public interest" phaxe which it is 
neces.sary to sustain under the 
Interstate «ommerce provisions of 
the Federal Trade Commission 
Act. Here is brought in the testi- 
mony of Thomas Kdlson, who testi- 
fied that 80 to 90 per cent of the 
nation's knowledge Is gained 
through ^he eye; thfe*to.stimony of 
H. B. H.TJonnlck that from 15 to 20 
miKion attend the picture theatres 
daily, with 76 per cent of these 
under 24 years of age; testimony 
of John J. TlKCit, commi.-slon- 
er of Education, that testimony 
and opinion in America is much 
larger and more effective through 
the pictures than through schools, 
and Douglas Fairbanks, who testi- 
fied to personal observations of the 
infjuence of American produced 
pictures . throughout the world. 

Counsel for tbe commission* here 
brings forth statistics on the in- 
dustry wf^erein 4t is pointed out 
that over $1,500,000,000 Is Invested 
^and the' average amount paid In 
admisaions ia in excess of one 
billion dollars annually. It is also 
stated that approximately |500,000 
ia expended daily In the construc- 
tion of theatres throughout the 
country. 

"Whether the motion picture will 
prove to be a blessing or a curse 
in f the world ia dependent upon 
whether or not each of the three 
branches of the Industry, to wit, 
the production, distribution, and 
exhibition of motion picture film, 
can be kept free from the evil In- 
fluences of monopolistic control," 
it is stated. 

The history of the motion pic- 
ture is next touched upon from the 
three-reel feature of 1912. with the 
General Film Company producing 
SO percent of all pictures then 
made, ftp to the organization of 
Paramount in May, 1914, which 
gradually built itself up until, the 
testimony shows, Zukor wrecked 
it in 1916. because of the opposition 
of its then president, W. H. Hod- 
kinson. to the insistent demands of 
Zukor for the merging of produc- 
tion, distribution and exhibition 
angles into one large company. 

It was in the early part of 1916 
that a meeting in the home of Zukor 
In New York between Al Llchtman, 
Zukor's sales manager; Abrams 
and Green, stockholders In Para- 
mount, and Zukor, tliat the alleged 
conspiracy to gain control of Para- 
mount was set. On June 13, 1916, 
following this meeting, Hodkinsoh 
was "ousted as president of Para- 
mount and Abrams and Steele 
were elected president, secretary 
and treasurer. TRe organizing of 
Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, 
according to the brief, on July 19, 
191G, was to carry on the merger 
Idea of Zukor's. 

Zukor the Powar 

"Zukor, as president of the new 
company," states the commLssion's 
brief, "has remained its one direct- 
ing power. The whole record 
shows that Zukor speaks and acts 
for the corporation, and for all its 
subsidiaries, on all questions of 
policy and general management, 
and for convenience and brevity we 
will hereafter in this brief refer to 
the F;g,m(nis piayers-Lasky Corpor- 
atlftn as 'Zukor's Cdtnpany'." % 

Klr-st National was later created 
as the only outlet for the exhibitor, 
and though Zukor wa.s responsible 
for Its organization, it ia set forth, 
lie attempted first to absorb it and 
then to later destroy it. 

First National was organized In 
March. 1917, with 26 theatres. In 
1917 they handled two pictures; 
1918. Ifi, and In 1919. 24. None were 
produced prior to 1922 and only a 
few in 1923. 

Wouldn't Double Crosa 

As to Zukor's threat to absorb 
the First Nationnl. the fo'lowitiR is 
iliioU'd from the Commission's 
brief: 

"Zukor told William.s that If he 
.lecliiied to work with him that he 
(Zukor) would buy all the indiviilii.il 
units of P'irst N;itlonal, or a sntll- 
rient number to make it lini>rac- 
lirable for ihem to buy any pli - 
tiires. At that time First Natlon.jl 
h'l.i to hfive the consent rif i ma - 
Jorit} of units before they ci,uld 



buy pictures at a certain price. 
Williams and the other ofTlciulH re- 
fused to be bought, bribed or 
.scared and declined all propositions 
to double cross and selP out First 
National." 

That the acquisition 6f theatres 
was to be done on a scientific biusis 
is evidenced in the brief wherein 
portions of the report of the Amer- 
ican International (l^orporation en- 
titled "Survey of the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry," with particular 
reference to the Famous Players- 
Lasky Corporation, is set down, 
Zukor here Issued a lengthy state- 
ment on selling pictures and fol- 
lowing this Kuhn. Locb & Co. re- 
financed the company with an issue 
of ten millions of dollara In pre- 
ferred stock. 

In support of the charge of "un- 
fair methods and coercion used in 
selling Paramount Pictures and ac- 
quiring theatres." the counsel for 
the commission goea into detail In 
the cases of H. H. Jacobson in Co- 
lumbia. Tenn.; C. C. Cooley, of 
Tampa; Frank Smith of Thomas- 
ville, Ga.; L. B. Joel of Jackson- 
ville; Mary Clnclolo of Oalnesvltle 
Ga.; E. F. Boyd of Adel, Oa.; C. L. 
Hackworth of HuntsvUle. Ala., and 
on through the cases of many wit- 
nesses whose theatres, according to 
the brief, were taken from them 
through broken promises, increased 
rents and other methoda 

This resulted in the forming of a 
group of independent axhlbitors at 
the instigation of Wlllard C. Pat- 
terson, manager of the Metropolitan 
theatre In Atlanteu 

As a result 700 exhibitors met in 
Chicago In April, 1920. Thla 700 
haa now grown into tha Motion 
Picture Theatre Owners of America. 

The acqulaitloAa of theatrea Iv 
Texas and Oklahoma ia next set 
down, this following a delve into 
the work of the M. P. T. O. A. Mr. 
Hulsey had three houaea in Dallas; 
Boland, Ave in Oklahoma City; 
Harria, four in Little Rock; Levy, 
two in Ft Worth; Lytt<e, Ave in 
San Antonio. These were all lOQ 
per cent users of Paramount pic- 
tures. The taking over of these 
houses ia well knomi. The form- 
ing of Southern Enterprises of 
Texas followed on Sept. 6, 1910, with 
a capital of one mllllan dollars, 
this furnished by Southern Bnter- 
prides. 

Here the ilrst Inroad into First 
National was made with the acquir- 
ing of Hulsey's houses. Hulsey 
testified that his bank sold him 
out, not he himself. The com- 
bination of Hulsey, Boland and 
Lyttle then followed. This "blew 
up," as Boland never attended a 
meeting, according to the testi- 
mony, and shortly after Lyttle "got 
scared" and sold a half interest in 
his theatrea to Southern Enter- 
prises. 

"Wrecking Craw" 

The purchasing crew sent out by 
Zukor and Lynch was known as 
"The Wrecking Crew," "Dyna- 
mite Squad," "Dynamite Carriers," 
"Wrecking Gang" and "Dynamite 
Gang." This crow was headed by 
Stephen A. Lynch and consisted of 
13 men. They bought their first 
theatre in Houston, and after that 
"bought them so fast it was hard 
to tell when they bought their next 
theatre." 

The gradual "wrecking" of Hulsey 
is set forth to the point where for,

hollHCH. 

After acquiring practically ail of 
the houses In the three states listed 
above, F. P. then began to dispose 
of those In the smaller towns, as 
they could not be operated profit- 
ably. 

As evidence that F. P. only de- 
.sir»;d to aoquire theatres in the 
larger cities is set forth in the in- 
:itruction.t given the exchange man- 
ager In Dallas. He was told to In- 
sert in all contracts with the in- 
'Ifpendent exhibitors a two weeks' 
cancellation clau.se. so that 'If 
Southern Kntorprlses afterwards 
bought a theatre in any town 
where their product had alrc-idy 
heen sold, the contract for Para- 
mount Pictures could bo cmcclled 
-inl taken from the exhibitor to 
whom it had t)een granted ami 
placfd with the theatre whi'b 
Houthern lOriterprlsos had subse- 
';uently acquired. Further evl- 
l<-nce of ''unfair pra<;tl<'es ^nd

With a mediocre feature taking 
op most of the running time the 
fiUit;e stuff at the CapituI isn't su 
hot, yet at that its liKliting and ar- 
tistic arratiKementa conn>ensato3 in 
some way for the lack of entertain- 
ment valu«. 

Starting off, David Mendoza led 
the orchestra throuj;h the overture 
to Goldnnrk'a opera. "Queen of 
Shcba." Mendoza drew a nice re- 
ception on opening and the number 
wa.s heartily applauded at the flnish. 
Kollowing this were three divertis.se- 
nienta, the first of which had Betsy 
Ayres singing Liszt's "The Lorelei." 
The background for this had a stere- 
optican effect of water, while a reel 
of splashing waves was projected 
to a set piece on the floor. On a 
rock .sat the singer, combing her 
tresses and rendering the song. In 
so much as her enuniatlon was un- 
intelligible and the music not of the 
type which appeals to a movie audi- 
ence, it meant nothing. Next Mile. 
Gaml>areUi did a dance, "Autumn 
Leaves," before a forest drop. Her 
costume was In keeping and the 
music attractive, but being a cut 
and dried routine and a more or less 
cut and dried presentation. It drew 
courtesy av'plause and little more. 

Kudy Weldoft. saxophonist, fol- 
lowed with a special number. He 
was dres-sed in W*etern clothes and 
an outdoor drop of pine trees, etc., 
was his background — hardly In 
keeping with an instrument which 
is unmistakably identifled with jazz. 
But his routine, which held "Land 
of Sky Blue Water," "Indian Sum- 
mer" and his own "Llewellyn Waltz" 
and "Saxophun," was attractive and 
well rendered. His reception was 
unmistakably cordial and his act, 
framed with more life, should be 
great for the first run houses of the 
cities.

The contract wliich Harry LanJBdon signed with First National is tor 
four pictures, to be made within a year or IS months, costing not more 
than 1200.000, exclusive of the salary and percentage paid to Langdon. 
The contract provides that First National has an option for another 
four pictures. The terms of the contract are that Langdon will have 
supervision of his own picturea, as well as tli« right to select his 
own stories. Also that he choose his own director, who will be Harry 
Edwards, directing him for Sennett. It is understood that Langdon will 
get a salary and a percentage on his pictures, which will net him 
around tSO,000 to 170,000 a picture, with First t^atlonal financing the 
project 

Though First Natioaal was reluctant to allow the contract to 
go through on the terms Langdon had made. It Is understood that the 
comedian's relations with John McCormick, genentl western manager 
for First National, are such tttat he will confer with the latter at all 
times on stories and cost problems. It was McCormick who engineered 
the deal for his organization, after Langdon had obtained propositions 
from otbera. 

First NcUional will figure the cost of the Langdon pictures including 
the amount paid to him between 1250,000 and $300,000 each. They pro. 
pose to release three of these productions a year as super specials. Long, 
don will begin work on the first of the pictures about Nov. 15 at the 
United Studios. Besides the one picture he (s working on now, ha 
has another to make before he can leave the Mack Sennett management. 



The George C. Boss action under the Sherman Act against Famous 
Players-Lasky. due in the Federal Court of New York in November, is 
bringing controversial talk. There is a rumour F. P. may settle with 
Boss before trial but there is nothing more than the rumor on this, 
perhaps occasioned by Famous settling with Vltagraph before trial. 

"Passes" appears to be the big point in the Boss action to recover 
$375,000 (triple) damages of the allegation F. P. put Boss out of business. 
According to understandidg. Famous did not issue passes for its McAl« 
lister, Okla., opposition house to Boss', but peddled discount tickets. It 
Is said to have been the first .time Famous had issued discount or cut 
rate tickets at th» opening of any of its' theatres, although both discount 
and passes were common In the past with other picture circuits at the 
start of a new theatre. Many exhibitors are reported awaiting the 
outcome of the Boss-F. P. action. If it goes to trial It is expected to 
eventually reach the U. 8. Supreme Court. A decision in favor of Boss 
or if Boss secures a settlement before trial. Will be followed, it is claimed, 
by many exhibitor actions against F. P. on similar grounds to Boss' 
allegations. 



Internal trouble'ln the Fabian organization in Newark, N. J., has been 
experienced since the opening of the new Mosque, the finest house in 
Jersey. A. Gordon Reid's resignation as production manager has been 
accepted in part, as he is now handling production at the Branford only. 
His resignation was sent in out of pique at criticisms of his work by 
Jacob Fabian. The Rlalto, another Fabian house, changes its polity 
next week from pictures and vaudeville to double features. Frank 
Dailey there has a cast iron contract at the house for the season, and 
although the Fabians, in their cutting efforts, tried to drop him, they 
went to the Union and Federation, both of which backed Dailey. There 
is also a rumor that the Hlalto will cut its prices for the second time 
in three weeks. 

The cause for the poor projection thus far at the Mosque, it is said, 
and commented ««pon by Variety's Newark correspondent upon the opon- 
ing night, is that the Fabians bought two second hand projection 
machines for $400 each without consulting projection experts. As a 
result, they were completely stung and hew machines have since been 
installed. 



There may be no glorifying of Flo Ziegfeld's American girl for some 
time on the screen. FUmous Players seemed to think a celluloid circa 
from the Ziegfeld fold would be a box office topnotcher. They asked 
O. O. Mclntyre to write It at Ziegfeld's suggestion, and suggested Edgar 
Selwyn as a collaborator, with Allan Dwan in mind as a director. 

The first hitch was when Mclntj're refused to collaborate, not for per- 
sonal reasons, but because he llkea to work alone. As a solvent Mclntyre 
suggested Selwyn do it, as he was going to Europe anyway. That was 
a preliminary with no articles signed. 

Along came Monta Bell's "Pretty Ladies." It had the Ziegfeld theme 
throughout, with a replica of the Ziegfeld "Follies," a double for Ziegfeld, 
Will Rogers and W. C. Fields and Ann Pennington herself. 

Allan Dwan saw it The "glorifying idea" seemed to be squeezed dry 
for the present. So it may be a year before the American girl, cinomato* 
graphically speaking, is glorified again. 



In an article recently in Variety, in the Picture Department. Max 
Marcin referred to Inside Stuff printed in Variety concerning the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer studio on the coast. Mr. Marcin made that mention 
unaware of tlie facts. Louis Mayer has barred Variety from the M.-O.

A working 
agreement for bookings is also re- 
ported between B & K and the 
Saenger Company.

Th« Warner Brothera erave a ape- 
cial trade and preas showing of "The ' 
JMan On The Hox" at their theatre 
early Last Saturday morning. Those 
invited got a number of titters and 
a few laughs out of the picture, but 
the screen production is far from 
being an uproarious farce. It is 
funny and Syd Chaplin Is quite as 
good as he was in "Charley's Aunt" 
In a role that is practically the same 
In its general contour, for it gives 
him the same opportunity to appear 
straight and as a dame as in the 
previous characterization. 
M However, "The Man On The Box" 
Isn't a "Charley's Aunt" either its 
laughs, action or box office power 
that it will have. "Charley's Aunt" 
was a laugh and box office wow. 
"The Man on the Box" isn't dearly 
as laughable nor does it seem to 
carry the kick. It is. nevertheless, 
a good entertaining picture. A little 
long, perhaps, and draggy in spots 
and would be Improved if anywhere 
from 10 to 20 minutes were elimi- 
nated as shown. 

The biggest laugh in the picture 
Is one that will have to be taken 
out In several states to pass the 
censors. It is the scene where Chap- 
lin, in trying to escape from a cop, 
who Is chasing him, runs into the 
bushes In the park with the copper 
\n full pursuit. A startled couple 
dash out of the bushes as they dash 
In. 

The story of "The Man On The 
Box" is a little too well known gen- 
erally to need extended explanation 
here. The picture had previously 
been done with Max Flgman by the 
Lasky Co. about 11 years ago. Pre- 
vious to that It had been played on 
the stage with Henry E. Dixey as 
the star. The present version is 
somewhat changed from the former 
screen presentation. 

Chaplin as Bob Warburton Is the 
•on of a man of wealth and he is 
backing an Invention which has to 
do with air planes. A representa- 
tive of the United States wants to 
purchase the plans and the inventor 
agrees to turn them over, he being 
Jealous of the youthful backer who 
seems to haVe made a hit with the 
Inventor's wife. There are other 
elements in •the race and a count 
from Continental Burope is trylhg to 
secure the plans for his country. He 
calls the inventor from his home so 
that his spy may enter and steal the 
jpipers. The inventor on nndlngtliat 
the phone call has been a hoax sus- 
pects the young backer as trying to 
get him out of the way- so that he 
anay make love to the wife. 

On his return when he nnds the 
young man in the wife's bedroom 
and the woman In a swoon, believes 
the worst. In reality the wife has 
summoned the young man to rid the 
room of the spy, who Is under her 
bed. Follows a series of hand-to- 
hand tussles, chases and all the 
usual comedy tricks. They are mild- 
ly laughable, but not screamingly 
funny. 

Syd ChapUn is funny, but the bal- 
ance of the cast Is not, with the ex- 
ception of Charles Reisner, who In 
addition to playing the principal 
low comedy spy, also directed the 
picture. Kelsner and Chaplin are 
a funny pair and they might be 
teamed up to advantage, providing 
of course, that they get a real script 
that they can do things with. In 
this one it is easily seen what was 
In the script and what the director 
furnished and the odds are all In 
the favor of Rel.<?ner. for tie has cer- 
tainly gagped the picture as much 
as it was possible to do. 

The two Calhoun girls are In the 
picture. Alice, who plays the Ingenue 
lead fnlrly well, and Kathleen, who 
,^ JPlays the Inventor's wife.

The thread of fantasy in the 
theme is well planted by the di- 
rector and the acting of Chaney 
goes a long way toward making 
It bearable, but the theme Itself 
Is ponderous and in its acehario 
form advanced largely by means 
of subtitles. Getting down to points, 
the fault with the whole thing is 
that it isn't a movie atorjr by any 
stretch of the imagination. 

The locale is apparently some 
Scandinavian country. Jan, a rough 
farmer, finds love playing an im- 
portant part la hia life when a baby 
daughter is bom. She grows to be 
his pride but when the nephew of 
their former landlord gets bad over 
back rents, the girl goes to the city 
to make money. 

She doesn't come back for many 
years. Finally, she does after ru- 
mors that she had turned prostitute 
had preceded her to town. By this 
time her father's mind had been 
dimmed and her mother ashamed. 
Moreover, the good people of the 
town ordered her to leave. So she 
packed off again, her demented 
father chasing. But she got to the 
boat before he did — and he ran oft 
the pier and drowned. A moment 
later the maA responsible for her 



downfall was also drowned — which 
put two deatbi close together. The 
wlndup had the girl back on the 
farm, sowing wheat behind furrows 
made by a childhood sweetheart.! 
And for the fadeout, Seastrom had 
the lovers pose together against a 
sunset effect much In the manner 
of a Millet painting. 

The fantasy concerned enters 
where the father, when the girl wait 
young, called her his Eteipresa of 
Portugallla. a land where every- 
thing was as we wished it. As ha 
grew dementeQ, he imagined himself 
the Emperor and still thought of 
the daughter as his Elmpresa. 

Pflmarily, the fault with the 
story Itself Is its llloslcal explana- 
tion of how the girl went wrong. 
That a woman, well bred, with 
parental love always abottt her, 
would turn prostitute for purely 
pecuniary reasons Is silly. Fur- 
thermore, if she had gone into the 
business for that purpose she would 
have stopped immckllately she )tad 
raised enourh douifh to raise tin 
mortgage on the old homestead. 
Why she stayed la the city so lone 
la unexplained, and another silly 
thing is that the rillagera should 
march in a body (for that sort of 
stuff is strictly the hokum from 
Hohokus) and tell her to hop. Qne 
more funny thing is that the caat is 
almost entirely brunette, while the 



Scandinavian people are usually 
blondes. 

The acting is aces and the direc- 
tion masterful. But with all ihla. 
"Tower of Lies" can ne^er be any- 
thing more than a soggy picture 
made bearable by the leavening 
forcee of Seantrom, Chaney and 
Shearer. BUk.

$8,000,000 for New Theatre* — Plans Filed with 
Some Houses Under Construction — Legit Thea- 
tres Among Them — Some for B'way Hits 



Los Angeles, Sept. 29. 
Though Los Angeles at present is 
over-seated so far as theatres are 
concerned, around 18,000,000 in the- 
atre structures, adding 52,260 seats, 

la planned during the present year. 
The houses are to be located in the 
downtown section and Hollywood. 

Those to be erected in Hollywood 
are the El Capitan, on Hollywood 
Boulevard, near Highland, by Tob- 
erman & Smith. It will cost around 
11.000,000. The Shrine Auditorium 
on Royal street, to co.st around $1,- 
600,000; the Warner Brothers' 
house on Hollywood boulevard and 
Wilcox avenue, costing $1,250,000; 
the Carter de Haven Hollywood 
Music Box. at 6120 Hollywood boule- 
vard (which Carter de Haven is 
now offering the sale of stock for) 
costing around $150,000; the Holly- 
Wood Playhome, on Vine street, near 



Hollywood boulevard, costing $600,- 
000) (promoted by Edward W. Row- 
land, formerly of Roland & Clifford). 
There are a number of smaller 
houses being '?rected by the West 
Coast Theatre interests. 

For the downtown section the 
Orpheum Circuit is constructing its 
new house at Broadway and 9th 
street. It will cost around $2,000,- 
000; the Alvarado theatre being built 
for the West Coas: Theatre circuit 
on Alvarado street, to cost $290,000; 
a theatre on the roof of the Tal- 
madge apartments on Wilshire 
boulevard, will cost around $180,000; 
a house to be located at 11th and 
Hill .streets, will be erected by E. L. 
Doheny at a cost of around $::,000,- 
000. 

Besides, Sid Grauman will erect 
another house in Hollywood, seating 
around 2,500 at a cost of $1,500,000. 

Plans have been filed for all of

The 
house E. W. Rowland will handle 
also contemplates nothing but east- 
ern successes, De Haven expects to 
produce musical shows while Wil- 
liam Wyatt will also erect a house 
at Vermont and Seventh streets for 
only new plays, with stars at the 
head of the companies presenting 
them. This house wttl seat around 
1,200 and cost in the neighborhood 
of $600,000. 

A policy of the new Doheny house 
will probably be the presentation of 
stage plays of the stock order. It 
will then enter Into competition 
with the Majedtlc, Mason and Or- 
ange Grove, operated under a sim- 
ilar policy and all within a few 
blocks of the site of the Doheny 
house. 

With the Orpheum Circuit mov- 
ing into its new house about March 
1, it is likely the present Orph«um 
will be leased to some theatrical 
producer. 

Joseph M. Schenck has a lot on 
Broadway between 9th and 10th 
streets an^ it is said he will possibly 
erect a 4,000-8eat picture house, 
costing around $2,000,000 on the 
premises. 

Managers at present operating 
houses in Los Angeles are peBslmistic 
as to the possibility of the success 
of the new enterprises. Those pro- 
moting the enterprises declare Los 
Angeles will be second to New York 
as a producing center, and they feel 
that nevr additions being made wlU 
be sufficient to give Lios Angeles 
the prestige in the theatrical field 
it is seeking, as well as a profit to 
tho.se who operate.

coercion in acquiring . theatres" Is 
next set forth. 

As recently reported In Variety, 
the Boss suit, he being the only 
individual exhibitor to sue. Is to 
come up In the New York courts In 
November of this year. Thirty-six 
pages of tHe brief are here given 
over to the Boss case. Boss Is 
suing for triple damages, $575,000. 
Black New England Theatres. 
Inc.. and Alfred B. Black Is the next I 
step In the commission's brief. 
Black's plan differed from Zukor's 
in that Black wanted to control the 
theatres in the small town exclu- 
sively. The combination of Zukor 
and Black Is shown In the testi- 
mony of Senator Walter G. Hart- 
ford, of Pawtucket, who, though an 
old customer, lost the Paramount 
service when Black came Into hi« 
town with a theatre. 

At the time of tbe Issuance ot 
the complaint, Zukor was Interested 
in 42 theatres In New England. On 
Sept. 1. 1924, by disposal and ac- 
quiring. Zukor had 27 theatres in 
21 towns, as well as the Fenway 
In Boston. In addition to this he 
had a working agreement with Nate 
Gordon, with his 35 or 40 theatres, 
who had the First National fran- 
chise. Since then Zukor haia ac- 
quired the Gordon circuit. Coupling 
these with the Gray bouses. Zukor 
came into control of every first-run 
theatre In New England. 

The acquisition of theatres In 
other sections of the country, as 
well as abroad. Is next taken up. 
The purchase of the Black thea- 
tres in New England and the 
$2,000,000 Interest In the Stanley 
Company took care of Boston and 
Philadelphia. 

A deal was in readlpess to close 
In TolffddK.but because it wqu14. 
"offend the Loew organization, 
which had a theatre across the 
street," the deal was never con- 
summated. 

Close Affiliation 
The testimony of the case dis- 
closes a close affiliatioa between the 



Loew enterprises and the Zukor 
company. Loew and Zukor. In 1901. 
were Interested together In th© Au- 
tomatic Vaudeville Company, which 
operated penny arcades. Zukor Is 
a large stockholder in Loew's cotn- 
pany. 

The effect of holding ffrst-run 
houses Is next set forth; their value 
Is common knowledge to the indus- 
try. The effect on the Independent 
exhibitors of the alleged monopoly 
is generally known also. The com- 
mission's brief goes Into this in de- 
tail. 

The conspiracy charge is then 
gone Into, and In summarizing the 
various tie-ups, and the results 
thereof, as set forth above, are set 
down as proving the commission's 
case. 

Unfair Competition 
In closing, the brief states: 
"The undisputed evidence In this 
case Is that the ownership of the- 
atres by producers and/or dis- 
tributors is an unfair method of 
competition and with the same ef- 
fect and way as block booking. It 
is unfair to the competing pro- 
ducers, the competing distributors 
and the public. 

"The order In this case, to be ef- 
fective, necessarily must not only 
direct respondents. Famous Players- 
LAsky, Adolph Kukor and Jesse L. 
Lasky. to divest themselves of all 
interests which they have in the- 
atrical property where motion pic- 
ture film is exhibited, but the order 
must also go to the respondents 
Jules Mastbaum, Stanley Co. of 
America, Stanley Booking .Corp.. 
Saenger Amusement Co. and Ernest 
V. Richards" (Saenger Co.). 

The alleged favoritism of Mast- 
baum for Zukor's pictures, where- 
in twice the amount expended for 
other pictures wemt to P. P.; also 
the favoritism of the Saenger Co.. 
brought about through Richards 
'and Saenger Co. owning stock in 
Loew's enterprises and F. P. own- 
ing 40 per cent of Saenger. is next 
set forth. 

In the case of Mastbaum and his 
company and the Saenger com- 
bination, counsel suggests that that 
order be made alternative — either 
rid themselves of the theatres or of

A new move to garner better tal- 
ent for the broadcasts of WSB, 
The Journal's radloiihona broad- 
casting station and th« town's only 
outfit of the kind, has been made 
by Lambdln Kay, director, in ad- 
vising local concerns to sponsor 
definite programs using talent for 
which the concern pays. 

Kay has been cutting down for 
some time on the less able amateur 
talent and has been encouraging 
the employment of professionals for 
the broadcasts. The Journal has 
an Iron-clad policy that no enter- 
tainer shall receive compensation 
for working over its radio, but does 
not disapprove of others hiring 
them for the service. 

As a result, the quality of the 
broadcasts is on the upgrade, with 
about four evenings out of eax;b 
week finding talented professionals 
playing on programs sponsored by 
local business houses, principally 
the radio shoi>s.

At the last minute 
Romano learned that the Kenmore 
had adjourned its opening until Oct. 
10, leaving the band idle, as Louis J. 
Brecker of the Roseland had mean- 
time booked Peck Mills in. Brecker 
originally was endeavoring to hold 
over Romano for another week, the 
leader assuming the Albany date 
was set and therefore being unable 
to avail himself of the Invitation. 

With the Mills' band's sudden 
closing, Romano was prev.Tiled upon 
to play this week, his men being 
fortunately ^lot scattered, although 
sevei'al, including the leader, had 
made plana for a vacation. 



St. Louis, Sept 29. 
X new 5,000-watt station, as a 
civic undertaking to tell the world 
that St. Louis is "the center of cen- 
ters" In America, will be built here 
this fall and will broadcast its first 
program Christmas £ve. Sixteen 
non -competing business houses will 
operate the station and will sub- 
scribe $15,000 each for the capital 
of $240,000. 

Among the subscribers are the 
Merchants' E2xchange, the St. Louis 
"Globe-Democrat," Skouras Broth- 
ers' Enterprise and the Kilgen Or- 
gan Company. 

The station will have three down- 
town studios, a large one and one 
each at the Merchants Exchange and 
the "GloUe-Democrat." The towers 
and broadcasting apparatus will be 
set up 16 miles from the heart of the 
city. 



Kansas City, Sept. 29. 
With two new 1,000-watt trans- 
mitter sets being Installed here In 
local radio stations, the Western air 
will soon be heavy with amusement 
for a greater audience than ever. 
One of the new units is being built 
for the Kansas City "Star," WDAF, 
which features "The Night Hawks" 
on its midnight program, and the 
other goes into the studio of the 
Unity School of Christianity WOQ. 
The 500-watt set used for some time 
by WDAF will be Installed in the 
Hotel Lassen, Wichita, Kans. 

The Oklahoma State Chamber of 
Commerce has also announced plans 
for a 5,000- watt station to take the 
air early in December, featuring 
"The Voice of Oklahoma," a radio 
title copyrighted by Edward Rolle- 
stone, millionaire oil operator, of 
Bristow, Oklau The plans call for 
the expenditure of $200,000 for the 
equipment 

This will be the first state cham- 
ber of commerce to engage in radio 
broadcasting on behalf of the public 
and non>profit sharing basis.

Probably one of the II- N string 
Of orchestras which has the How- 
man hotel chain sewed . .«. This 
particular combiniitlon Is under the 
direction of Erwln White who offi- 
ciates via violin. 

In8tallf>d in a new hotel which 
currently seems too big for the 
town (despite a population of 240,- 
000) this unit Is providing nightly 
dance music, Sundays excepted, be- 
tween 10 and 1 a. m. in the main 
dining room. 

A number of tables are cleared 
away leaving ample floor space for 
the manner In which the New Eng- 
landers are evidently taking advan- 
tage of this dance Inducement. 
With the opening of the fall seme- 
ster at Brown University here, this 
hotel room may Increase Its draw 
but at this date it's a fact the or- 
chestra is neatly playing dance 
tunes to extremely meagre patron- 
age. ^ 

The band is without a brass sec- 
tion and consequently relies on the 
softer type of orchestration for ap- 
peal. It has that. Consisting of 
two violins two saxophones, banjo, 
piano, drums and bass violin the 
boys are not incapable of heating 
the room up with a torrid number. 
This they occasionally do without 
effort, getting the effect principally 
from White and his violin, the duo 
of saxes and the drummer using a 
80ft headed sticic on a crash cymbal. 

Possessing. a decided lilt and a 
nice rhythm It'a "hot" without the 
usual blaring and favorably im- 
. presses as almost a novelty when 
compared to the usual fanfare at- 
tendant to heated renditions by the 
majority of orchestras. 

White is supervising an octet 
that deserves betng danced to by 
more couples. The unit Is broad- 
casting from the hotel room and 
seemq technically, without a major 
fault. ^ 

White's one serious error la the 
constant plugging of a number evi- 
dently composed by either himself 
or one of his men. He is repeating 
It so often the boys lose whatever 
inspiration they may have over It 
and it gets to be mechanical with 
them about the fourth or fifth time. 
This not only hurts the orchestra 
but IflHs whatever appeal the mel- 
ody may have. Skig.

A little more than a year ago a 
hick federal judge from the wilds of 
northern W* "onsin, Superior to be 
exact, came to New York an^ put 
the padlock on a long line of fam- 
ous night resorts, cafes and caba- 
rets. The "hick" judge, C. Z. Luse, 
became a nationally known figure 
.o\'«r night and the country marveled 
at his bravery in Invading the 
stately town of New York and 
handing out padlock writs like so 
much tissue paper. 

Now Judge Luse comes to the 
fore in his home state and he has 
cowed "the wildest town in the 
northwest." Hurley, the town of 
3,200 that knew no law, the town 
which boasted three feet of bar 
room space for each man, woman 
and child in the place Is meek. 
With one sweep of his battered pen, 
Judge Luse dried up Hurley more 
effectively than more than 200 dry 
agQ/its could do It. 

For the past seven years, prohibi- 
tion men have Invaded Hurley. 
They walked In and were carried 
out. Three prohibition agents were 
shot to death and their murderers 
were never brought to Justice; 
more than 50 waMtaken from Hur- 
ley oh stretchers after the "under- 
ground wires" had disclosed the 
fact down the line that they were 
in town. 

Last spring, however, a handful 
of nervy dry men from Chicago In- 
vaded Hurley. They made no ar- 
rests but obtained plenty of evi- 
dence. Last week the evidence was 
laid before Judge Luse In Superior. 
The saloonmen were called In on 
federal warrants; they maintained 
their stubborn bragadocia but to no 
avail. Judge Luse padlocked every 
saloon in Hurley. He also said he 
was ready to send the United States 
In to enforce the law If It

There is talent enough in thUi 
week's b^U at the k>cal Keith house 
for two shows. In fact when one 
discovers Nora Bayes and Ann Co- 
dee on th» same bill one is inclined 
to think that ttoey should have been 
separated and put into two shows. 
An audience at the Keith house was 
convinced Monday n'ght tt was 
rather poor arrangemoat to have 
them both on the same bill. 

Miss Bayes is the headlincr and 
Judging from her act she intends to 
remain Just that. Her main act ran 
for a few minutes over 25 minutes, 
during which she did six songs. 
Naturally with the house feel- 
ing very friendly toward her she was 
recalled for an encore. And for 16 
minutes she discussed her recent 
holdup experience and her adopted 
family, introducing the two younger 
members of the family. All of which 
was very nice, but It put Miss 
Codee, who followed immediately 
after, ia a bad hole and left her with 
a tired house and a late running 
.show. It was somewhat of a sur- 
prise to many of those in the audi- 
ence that Miss Uayes should use up 
so much time In this fashion and 
there was a belief that it would not 
happen again. 

Miss Bayes' act la very good, 
taken as a wbole. But in some 
places it becomes sentimental to the 
point of being boresome. She has 
evidently Joined the ranks of the 
vaudeville singers who wish to in- 
struct the general public on the 4itII- 
culties of the fallen women of 
Broadway. Mrs. Liouis Alter who 
joins with Miss Bayes in the clo.sing 
number helps the act out no little 
bit. ... 

Just previous to the Bayes act 
the three best acts of the show are 
on. in fact twice the show was all 
but stopped by these acts. 

The lirst time the running time of 
the show was threatened was whon 
Adola Verne, pianist appeared in 
fourth position. She ran through 
three classical numbers and was 
forced to do a fourth. Seldom has 
a pianist of this type made a better 
impression on a Boston audience. 

The next act was Guy and Pearl 
Magley, with- the Melvin Sisters and 
two colored Iwys playing no small 
part In the act. This turn is one of 
the finest sort of dance acts. It runs 
smoothly, is well mixed and put over 



so cleverly that there isn't a single 
duU moment. The big hit U the 
work of the two sisters with their 
types of years ago, the Spanish 
dance number the Magleys use for 
a closer and th« work of the two 
boys in their finish. 

Hal Neiman, billed as one of "The 
Four Horsemen," probably got away 
with things better than any male 
nut single the audience ever saw. 
With his grotesque makeup he 
opened the act, but when he got Into 
his sonKs and dancing, he knocked 
the house cold. There was an in- 
sistent demand for his return, but 
he knew what was what and left the 
house calling for more.- His act was 
a riot all the way. 

The 'show was opened by Booth 
and Nina, with the man doing his 
familiar trick on the bicycle. He 
had some difficulty Monday doing 
the finishing trick— and it wasn't 
faked. 

Following came the Harmony 
Kings, four colored boys, who es- 
tablished themselves with little 
difficulty within a few minutes of 
their appearance. Henry B. Toomer 
and Co. which means Esther Day. 
came across with a domestic com- 
edy that hit home. Snell and Ver- 
non with what is programmed as 
"An Artistic Diversion" closed. 

Charles Vane and Terence Neill 
afe new players with the Copley 
players, filling the ^laces of Mr. 
Compton and Mr. Tonge, with the 
company last year. Compton has 
a company touring Canada and 
Tonge has joined Mrs. Fiske in "The 
School for Scandal."
